Which  report  was  concurred  in,  and  the  brethren  therein  named  were 
admitted  to  seats. 

The  Grand  Master  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  California,  as  follows  : — 
Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : 

Among  the  expected  events  ever  before  us  in  the  flight  of  time,  which  the  heart 
fondly  anticipates  as  we  near  the  point  of  fruition,  is  the  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Masons,  to  those  of  the  Craft  who  have  parted  on  the  square  and 
traveled  upon  the  level  through  the  vicissitudes  of  a  passing  year. 

Since  last  we  separated,  manly  aspirations,  no  doubt,  have  excited  each  of  us  to 
deeds  of  energy  and  enterprise — to  exertions  in  the  battle  of  life,  where  some  have  won 
the  meed  desired,  and  others,  xoerhaps,have  wearied  by  the  way,  in  trouble  and  disap- 
pointment. Our  farewell  was  uttered  in  the  true  sentiment  of  brotherhood,  and,  as  we 
parted,  each  one  on  his  path  of  life,  the  strong  ligaments  of  affection  between  heart 
and  heart,  have  held  us  in  sympathy  in  our  wanderings,  warmed  us  into  action  for  the 
fulfillment  of  our  missions,  andfinally  brought  us  together  again  in  the  satisfactory  as- 
surance that  our  progress,  as  Masons,  has  been  onward  and  triumphant.  Let  our  first 
earnest  desire  be,  in  this  happy  reunion,  that  it  may  so  continue  through  all  the  ages 
the  history  of  our  Order  may  chronicle  ;  and  then,  let  us,  in  unity  of  purpose,  act  our 
parts  towards  the  preservation  of  the  Temple  which  has  sheltered  us,  and  which  we 
hope  may  shelter  those  who  will  live  in  that  far-off  era  when  our  names  and  our 
times  will  only  be  known  as  part  of  the  record  of  a  glorious  past. 

I  welcome  you  upon  this  occasion,  brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  all  the  feel- 
ing and  sj^mpathy  of  a  heart  long  accustomed  to  appreciate  the  true  value  and  import- 
ance of  a  friendship  springing  from  the  best  impulses  of  our  nature,  directed  by  the 
mystic  intelligibility  of  our  Craft,  and  coequal  in  duration  with  the  life  of  Masons. 
I  am  once  more  permitted  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  general  prosperity  of  the 
Fraternity  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  upon  the  good  order,  harmony,  and  unequalled  sue- 
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cess  of  Masonry  throughout  the  world.  From  every  quarter,  the  glad  tidings  come  that 
union  and  fraternal  feelings  prevail  among  us  ;  that,  in  a  remarkable  degree,  our  breth- 
ren have  been  spared  by  disease  and  death ;  and  that  among  them  prosperity, health, 
and  happiness  have  abounded.  No  gloom  is  noted,  and  no  contention  heard.  Good- 
will, good  hearts,  and  happy  homes  characterize  the  broad  arc  we  represent ;  and  no 
sound  of  discord  comes  to  our  ears. 

For  so  many  blessings,  so  bountifully  bestowed,  it  becomes  us  to  return  thanks  to 
that  Great  Ruler  of  the  Universe  who  has  vouchsafed  them  all,  and  by  whose  providence 
we  hope  our  chronicles  will  brighten  as  years  pass  on.  Freemasonry  is  not  peculiarly 
adapted  to  any  particular  clime  or  country  ;  but  under  every  sky,  and  in  every  land,  its 
pillars  of  strength  are  planted,  and  its  benign  influences  are  known.  From  the  rising 
to  the  setting  sun,  in  every  part  of  the  habitable  globe,  the  mystic  rites  are  used  for 
high  and  noble  purposes.  The  ages  of  traditionary  history  are  as  dear  in  memory  to 
our  brethren  elsewhere  as  to  us,  and  their  bonds  of  union  are  as  strong  as  ours.  The 
wide  world  is  a  brotherhood,  and  all  are  brethren  who  have  entered  the  portals  of  our 
Temple.  As  such  we  acknowledge  and  appreciate  them,  and  consequently,  the  preju- 
dices of  nationality  are  unknown  among  us.  Nations  may  be  excited  to  animosity, 
and  wars  be  waged  ;  armies  may  meet  in  deadly  conflict,  and  fields  be  drenched  in 
blood ;  still,  enemies  in  war,  and  through  all  the  political  convulsions  to  which  na- 
tions may  be  heirs,  Masons  are  friends  and  brothers.  We  deprecate  the  evils  or 
necessities  so  widely  different  from  our  mission.  We  deplore  the  wreck  of  state  and 
waste  of  life,  but  whatever  whirlwind  may  sweep  across  the  nations,  or  battle  storm 
may  desolate  the  provinces  and  dominions  of  the  earth,  the  evils  they  bring,  and  ha- 
treds they  engender,  are  powerless  to  turn  the  heart  of  brother  against  brother. 

While  we  know  no  distinctions  in  the  brotherhood  throughout  the  world,  our 
country,  native  or  adopted,  is  nearer  to  our  hearts  than  other  lands.  We  love  the 
memories  which  cluster  around  our  history ;  we  feel  pride  in  the  achievements  of  our 
fathers  and  in  the  gloiy  of  the  Republic  they  established  —  a  Republic  under  whose 
protecting  wing  our  beloved  Order  has  grown  and  strengthened  until,  from  ocean  to 
ocean,  our  temples  dot  the  land,  and  our  Craft,  in  numbers  and  power  for  good,  is 
equal  to  every  purpose  of  its  origin  and  test  of  its  usefulness.  In  our  marts  of  trade, 
and  along  our  mighty  rivers,  in  our  green  and  fertile  valleys,  on  the  dreary  plains, 
in  the  wilderness,  and  on  the  mountain  sides,  wherever  the  wandering  footsteps  of  a 
brother  lead  him,  he  finds  a  brother's  voice  to  greet  him,  and  a  brother's  grasp  to  as- 
sure him  of  a  warm  and  hearty  welcome. 

Under  such  circumstances,  how  sad  and  gloomy  the  reflection  that,  in  a  portion  of 
our  beloved  fatherland,  warriors  are  on  the  tented  field,  and  bayonets  are  bristling  — 
that  the  citizens  of  one  common  country  are  arrayed  against  each  other,  awaiting 
the  deadly  shock  of  arms.  Let  us  invoke  Almighty  God  to  speedily  end  the  unnat- 
ural conflict,  and  spare  the  effusion  of  human  blood.  May  the  good  angel  which  has 
so  long  hovered  over  the  destinies  of  our  country,  so  temper  the  hearts  of  the  rulers 
and  the  people,  that  civil  war  maybe  averted,  that  strife  may  cease,  that  peace, 
harmony,  and  good  fellowship  may  be  speedily  restored,  and  that  each  and  all  may 
again  enjoy  in  quietude  those  blessings  of  civil  and  religious  liberty  bequeathed  to  us 
by  our  fathers. 

At  our  last  Annual  Communication  several  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were 
proposed,  and  you  will  now  be  called  upon  to  take  them  up  for  final  action.  Our 
organic  law  was  framed  with  much  thought  and  care,  and,  so  far  as  I  am  informed, 
has  proved  satisfactory  to  a  very  large  majority  of  the  fraternity  in  this  jurisdiction. 
Under  its  plain  and  comprehensive  provisions,  but  few  questions  of  difference  can 
ever  arise.  I  would  therefore  invite  your  earnest  consideration  and  deliberate  action 
upon  this  subject,  as  too  much  caution  can  not  be  exercised  in  legislating  upon  mat- 
ters of  so  much  importance. 
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Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Commnnication,  the  usual  letters 
of  authorization  to  constitute  the  eight  new  Lodges  then  chartered,  were  issued  by 
iik-  :  and  in  due  time  all  were  returned  to  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  with  the 
proper  reports  by  the  several  Grand  Officers  and  Past  Masters  to  whom  they  were 
addressed.  The  names,  numbers,  and  locations  of  these  Lodges  will  be  found  at 
page  380  of  the  printed  proceedings  of  last  year,  and  the  letters  and  reports  will 
be  submitted  by  the  proper  officer. 

In  the  month  of  December,  1859,  the  hall  and  all  the  property  of  Windsor  Lodge, 
No.  11G.  at  Windsor,  in  Sierra  County,  were  destroyed  by  fire  ;  and  on  the  seventh 
day  of  July,  16C0,  a  majority  of  its  members  assembled  for  the  first  time  after  that 
event,  when,  in  consequence  of  this  great  loss,  of  inability  to  procure  a  suitable  place 
of  meeting,  and  of  a  diminished  membership  occasioned  by  numerous  removals,  it 
was  unanimously  declared  to  be  inexpedient  to  attempt  a  continuation  of  labor,  and 
a  resolution  was  adopted  requesting  the  Grand  Lodge  to  accept  a  surrender  of  the 
charter.  A  return  of  its  membership,  together  with  sundry  communications  in  ref- 
erence to  the  affairs  of  the  Lodge,  are  on  file  in  the  Grand  Secretary's  office,  which 
will  be  by  him  presented  to  you.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  recommend  that 
the  surrender  of  the  charter  be  accepted,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized 
to  issue  the  usual  certificates  of  good  standing  to  those  who  composed  the  Lodge. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Communication,  I  have  issued  seven  dispensations  to  open 
and  hold  new  Lodges,  the  names  and  locations  of  which  will  be  furnished  you  in  the 
report  of  the  Grand  Secretary.  Upon  a  careful  examination  of  their  work,  if  it  meets 
your  approval,  I  recommend  that  charters  be  granted  them.  I  have  also. issued 
twenty-six  special  dispensations  during  the  past  year.  Of  these,  twenty-two  author- 
ized a  reballot  upon  rejected  petitions  for  degrees ;  three  authorized  elections  at 
times  other  than  the  general  one  provided  in  the  Constitution;  and  one  authorized  the 
conferring  of  the  third  degree  at  a  period  earlier  than  that  permitted  by  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Lodge  requesting  it.  The  petitions  for  all  these,  setting  forth  in  full  the 
reasons  for  the  applications,  are  on  file  in  the  Grand  Secretary's  office,  and  will  be 
submitted  for  your  examination. 

The  fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco will  be  presented  to  you  by  the  Chairman  of  that  Board  ;  and  I  again  take  the 
occasion  to  say,  that  too  much  praise  can  not  be  bestowed  upon  our  brethren  of  that 
city  for  their  noble  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  afflicted  and  destitute  in  their  hour  of  need. 
A  communication  has  been  received  from  our  brethren  of  Hawaiian  Lodge,  Xo.  21,'at 
Honolulu,  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  exhibiting  a  zeal  and  earnestness  in  the  discharge 
of  their  Masonic  duties  which  entitles  them  to  our  highest  commendation.  It  is  a 
source  of  pleasure  to  know  that  the  most  intimate  fraternal  relations  now  exist 
between  that  Lodge  and  the  Lodge  Le  Progres  de  VOctanie,  (at  the  same  place,  but 
working  under  another  jurisdiction,)  and  that  they  vie  with  each  other  only  in  noble 
deeds  of  benevolence  and  charity.  They  earnestly  and  cordially  invite  one  or  all  of 
the  Grand  officers  to  visit  them  in  their  island  home. 

Before  retiring  from  the  high  position  of  Grand  Master,  I  must  again  be  permitted 
to  return  you  my  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  forbearance,  kindness,  and  courtesy  which 
I  have  ever  received  at  your  hands  ;  and  to  ask  that  you  join  me  in  earnest  prayer  for 
the  perpetuity  of  our  beloved  Order,  and  that  its  blessed  influences  may  be  felt  and 
appreciated  in  all  time  and  in  every  relation  of  human  life.

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  his  Annual  Report,  as  follows  :  — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :~ 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  contained  in  Article  IV,  Part  II,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  undersigned  again  presents  his  Annual  Report  of  the  principal  transactions 
of  the  Grand  Secretary's  office  during  the  past  Masonic  year. 

Impaired  health  prevented  the  publication  and  issue  of  the  transactions  at  the 
last  Annual  Communication,  as  early  as  has  been  usual  during  five  or  six  years  past ; 
and  this  must  be  the  apology  of  the  writer  for  having  permitted  six  weeks  to  inter- 
vene between  the  close  of  that  Communication  and  the  promulgation  of  its  proceed- 
ings. Fifteen  hundred  copies,  the  usual  number,  were  printed  and  distributed  in  the 
customary  manner,  after  reserving  five  hundred  for  binding,  and  a  sufficient  number 
for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  present  meeting  ;  and,  soon  after  their  issue,  a 
new  index  was  prepared  for  the  proceedings  of  1859  and  18G0  —  composing  Vol.  IV 
of  our  series,  and  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  requiring  three  hundred  copies 
of  that  volume  to  be  bound,  was  carried  into  effect. 

The  printed  transactions  of  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  excepting 
those  of  Alabama,  Ohio,  and  Oregon,  have  been  received,  as  have  also  a  large  num- 
ber of  publications  from  the  three  Grand  Lodges  at  Berlin,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland, 
and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  together  with  much  other  printed  matter  ;  all  which, 
from  time  to  time,  have  been  transmitted  to  the  chairman  of  your  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence. Besides  these,  sundry  written  communications  from  abroad,  some  of 
which  require  action  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  have  reached  the  hands  of  the 
undersigned,  and  are  herewith  submitted,  together  with  all  the  correspondence  with 
Grand  Officers  and  others  without  this  jurisdiction,  the  numerous  domestic  letter  files, 
and  the  several  letter  books  of  the  year. 

Two  more  vacancies  have  occurred  in  the  registry  of  our  Lodges.  Windsor  Lodge, 
No.  116,  for  reasons  presented  in  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  has  proffered  the 
surrender  of  its  charter.  A  return  of  its  membership,  prepared  from  memory  by  its 
Secretary,  Bro.  Wm.  McClure,  (all  the  records  having  been  destroyed,)  had  previously 
been  transmitted  to  the  undersigned,  as  will  appear  by  reference  to  the  publication  for 
18G0,  and  the  dues  for  that  year  accompanied  the  return.  Sundry  communications  from 
Bro.  McClure  in  reference  to  the  affairs  of  the  Lodge,  are  herewith  submitted,  as  is 
also  a  letter  from  Bro.  R.  R.  Johnson,  one  of  its  Past  Masters,  stating  that  all  indebt- 
edness of  the  Lodge,  except  a  small  amount  to  one  of  its  own  members,  had  been  paid 
off  by  assessments  collected  after  the  destruction  of  its  hall,  and  that  none  of  its 
members  were  in  arrears  for  dues. 

Mountain  Lodge,  No.  82,  at  Don  Pedro's  Bar,  Tuolumne  County,  has  also  finally 
ceased  its  labors.  The  destructive  conflagration  which  swept  that  mining  town  away  in 
November  last,  left  no  vestige  of  the  hall,  records,  or  other  property  of  the  Lodge  ;  and 
letters  recently  received  from  its  Master  and  Secretary,  present  as  formal  a  proffer 
of  the  surrender  of  its  charter  as  the  circumstances  of  its  scattered  and  diminished 
membership  will  now  permit.  Those  letters  are  also  submitted  for  such  action  as  may 
be  deemed  proper  by  this  body. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  financial  portion  of  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  sum  of 
$125.25,  acknowledged  in  the  proceedings  of  last  year,  the  sum  of  $90.25  has  been 
received  from  the  proceeds  of  further  sales  of  property  belonging  to  the  late  Mount 
Hermon Lodge,  No.  94,  atElizabethtown,  in  Plumas  County;  making  in  all  215.50  which 
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have  been  received  from  the  brother  who  had  charge  of  the  settlement  of  its  affairs, 

I.  derived  from  the  sale  of  its  jewels  by  the  undersigned.    The  accounts 

and  letters  received  from  that  brother,  Past  Master  Isaac  M.  Walter,  accompany 

this  report  :   and  the  writer  gladly  avails  himself  of  this  opportunity  publicly  to  ex- 

tiifl  appreciation  of  the  faithfulness  and  diligence  exhibited  by  Bro.  Walter  in 

the  discharge  of  the  duties  which  he  was  requested  to  assume. 

As  lias  been  stated  in  a  previous  portion  of  this  report,  three  hundred  copies 
of  the  publications  of  1869  and  18G0,  forming  Vol.  IV  of  our  series,  have  been 
bound  in  the  same  style  as  were  the  preceding  volumes,  and  it  will  be  seen  in  the 
monetary  statement  that  of  these,  sixty-two  copies  have  already  been  sold.  Avery 
large  proportion  of  the  Lodges  have  had  their  By-Laws  corrected  and  reprinted  in 
consonance  with  the  amended  code  recommended  at  the  last  Annual  Communication, 
and  it  is  hoped  that,  ere  long,  all  will  consent  to  a  uniformity  so  greatly  to  be  desired. 
The  edition  of  the  Constitution  and  Regulations  ordered  to  be  published  in  1859, 
having  long  since  been  exhausted,  and  it  being  probable  that  some  amendments  and 
additions  thereto  will  be  adopted  at  this  Communication,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
publication  of  another  edition  of  three  or  four  thousand  copies  be  authorized,  for  the 
information  and  convenience  of  the  Lodges  and  Masons  of  this  jurisdiction. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  last  Annual  Communication,  the  following  dispen-

The  petitions,  with  the  dimits  of  the  petitioners,  the  recommendations  of  the 
neighboring  chartered  Lodges,  the  certificates  as  to  the  qualifications  of  the  officers 
proposed,  and  the  other  papers  required  by  our  laws,  were  all  in  due  form,  and  are 
herewith  presented.  These,  with  Franklin  Lodge,  at  Ornisbo,  Sacramento  County, 
the  dispensation  to  which  was  continued  in  May  last,  make  eight  Lodges  now  exist- 
ing under  dispensation.  One  hundred  and  forty-two  have  received  charters  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  California,  since  its  organization,  of  which  two  have  been  transferred 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon,  fourteen  have  surrendered  their  charters,  and  two 
have  suffered  their  revocation,  as  will  appear  in  full  in  the  "  Registry  of  Lou . 
leaving  at  this  time,  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  Lodges  in  active  existence  within 
the  jurisdiction.  In  addition  to  these,  four  other  Lodges  have  had  a  brief  existence 
under  dispensation,  but,  never  having  received  charters,  they  have  not  been  contin- 
ued in  the  registry,  viz  :  Nashville  Lodge,  in  1851,  at  a  place  then  known  as  Nashville, 
in  Mariposa  County  ;  Pacific  Lodge,  in  1853,  at  Valparaiso,  in  the  Republic  of  Chile  ; 
Folsom  Lodge,  in  1857,  at  Folsom,  in  Sacramento  County;  and  Napa  City  Lodge,  in 
1858,  at  Xapa  City,  in  Xapa  County. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1861,  there  were  bal- 
ances standing  against  sundry  Lodges  for  dues  of  1860,  amounting  in  all,  to 
Of  this  amount,  nearly  all  has  been  paid  since  that  date,  and  the  credits  therefor  will 
appear  in  the  accounts  of  the  current  year.    The  Lodges  still  delinquent  are 
Clara,  No.  34,  for  $30,  and  Sotoyomi,  Xo.  123,  for  $1  ;  and  they  are  mentioned  here, 
not  because  any  doubt  exists  as  to  their  ability  or  willingness  to  cancel  their  indebt- 
edness, but  because  the  Constitution  directs  the  undersigned  to  report  such  i 
It  is  certainly  gratifying  to  be  enabled  to  record  a  fact  so  creditable  to  the  Lodges  of 
this  jurisdiction,  as  that  so  trifling  a  sum  stands  to  their  debit  upon  the  Grand  - 
taryrs  books,  especially  when  that  too  is  certain  to  be  paid. 
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The  registers  and  account  books  of  this  office,  and  sundry  files  of  official  papers, 
other  than  those  already  named,  are  herewith  offered  for  examination,  together  with 
an  account  of  the  revenues  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  Grand 
Treasurers  receipts  therefor,  as  follows  :  —

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  following  report  relating  to  unfin- 
ished business : — 

To  the  3L\  ir.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Among  other  duties  prescribed  for  the  Grand  Secretary  in  that  portion  of  the  Con- 
stitution which  relates  to  his  office,  it  is  provided  that  he  shall  "  report  at  each  Annual 
Communication  all  unfinished  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge."  This,  for  the  greater 
convenience  of  that  body,  he  now  does  in  a  separate  communication,  presenting  the 
only  unfinished  business  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting — that  pertaining  to  matters  which, 
by  constitutional  provisions,  were  necessarily  postponed  until  now  for  final  action,  or 
which  were  directly  referred  to  the  succeeding  and  present  convocation. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  proposed  at  the  last  Annual 
Communication,  which,  having  been  referred  to  and  reported  upon  by  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence,  and  having  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  given  thereupon,  were 
laid  over  for  final  action  at  the  present  meeting,  viz  : 

1.  By  Bro.  Charles  Marsh,— see  pages  345,  349,  355,  386,  proceedings  of  1860. 
To  strike  out  the  word  "  fifth"  in  the  third  line  of  Sec.  1,  Art.  V.  Part  I,  and  insert 

instead  thereof  the  word  "  fourth  ";  so  that  that  section  will  read  as  follows  :— 

"Section  1.  The  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Wardens,  Grand 
Treasurer,  and  Grand  Secretary,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  each  Annual  Commu- 
nication, upon  the  fourth  day  thereof ;  shall  be  installed  before  its  close  :  and  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  installed. 
A  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  for  an  election."

If  his  address  is  unknown,  the 
Master  shall  order  the  testimony  to  be  taken,  but  shall  appoint  some  member  of 
the  Lodge  to  appear  before  the  said  Commissioners  on  behalf  of  the  accused."

After  all  the  testimony  shall  have  been  received,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Lodge,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commissioners,  shall  make  a  fair  copy  thereof, 
and  the  Commissioners  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Master,  who  shall  call  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Lodge  ;  and  the  testimony  so  taken  shall  be  read  by  the  Secretary  to 
the  Lodge,  which  shall,  after  due  deliberation,  take  immediate  action  thereon  by 
ballot ;  and  a  majority  vote  shall  decide  the  question,  and  the  Lodge  shall  then  pro- 
ceed forthwith  to  affix  the  punishment  by  ballot." 

A  special  committee  of  five  was  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Communication, 
consisting  of  Bros.  John  R.  Buckbee,  Walter  Van  Dyke,  Henry  F.  Williams,  Louis 
Cohn,  and  William  C.  Belcher,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  present  meeting 
"  as  to  the  propriety  of  paying  to  one  delegate  from  each  Lodge  within  this  jurisdic- 
tion the  amount  of  his  necessary  actual  traveling  expenses  in  coming  to  and  returning 
from  the  Annual  Communications;  and  to  recommend  some  means  of  providing  the 
funds  which  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose." — See  page  369,  proceedings  of  1860. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  record  shows  the  foregoing  to  be  the  only  business 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  which  can  be  considered  as  "  unfinished."

Board  of  Relief  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  to  its  constituent  Lodges,  made  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  1860.

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  disbursed  by  the  Board  since 
its  organization  in  1856,  is  $16,700  30  ;  of  which  sum  $16,362  51  have  been  expended 
directly  for  charitable  purposes,  and  $337  79  for  sundry  unavoidable  expenses.  During 
the  year  seven  widows  have  received  a  regular  monthly  stipend  of  from  ten  dollars 
to  twenty-five  dollars  each,  some  of  them  being  far  advanced  in  years,,  and  able  to 
do  but  little  for  their  own  support. 

In  conclusion  we  again  express  our  acknowledgment  of  indebtedness  to  the  Cal- 
ifornia Steam  Navigation  Company  for  its  continued  liberality  in  transporting  upon 
its  boats,  free  of  charge,  all  those  who  have  been  recommended  by  this  Board- 
thus  adding  largely  to  its  means  of  assisting  the  needy  and  distressed  ;  and,  if  the  cus- 
tomary meed  of  thanks  to  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company  does  not  this  year  ap- 
pear in  our  report,  it  is  not  because  of  any  lack  of  willingness  to  be  charitable  on 
the  part  of  the  agents  of  that  company,  Messrs.  Forbes  and  Babcock,  (both  of  whom 
have  often  contributed  to  aid  in  paying  for  passages  of  the  destitute,)  but  in  conse- 
quence of  the  stringent  orders  of  their  employers  to  take  no  passenger  at  less  than 
the  established  rates.

Bro.  James  L.  English  presented  the  following  report  from  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Masonic  Hall  Fund  : — 

To  the  M.'.W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

The  undersigned,  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  Fund,  submit  their  annual  report, 
as  follows : — 

On  the  ninth  day  of  May,  1860,  we  reported  a  balance  on  hand  of  twenty-nine 
hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars  and  twenty-three  cents.    On  the  sixth  day  of  June,  fol- 
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lowing,  we  collected  from  the  Grand  Treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  and  we  have  since  then  received  from  Addison 
Martin  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars  and  sixty  cents,  the  amount  of  his  due 
bill,  reported  on  hand  last  year. 

At  the  last  Annual  Communication  we  were  instructed  to  sell  the  real  estate  held 
by  the  Trustees  ;  but  no  opportunity  having  offered  to  do  so  to  advantage,  it  yet  re- 
mains undisposed  of.  We  have  received,  however,  during  the  year,  from  the  prop- 
erty, rents  to  the  amount  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars,  the  items  of  which 
are  set  forth  in  the  cash  account  hereunto  appended. 

We  were  also  instructed'  to  collect  all  moneys  due  the  fund.  We  notified  Bro. 
John  H.  Gass,  the  only  present  debtor  to  the  fund,  of  our  instructions,  and  he  en- 
gaged to  pay  the  money  due  on  the  note  of  himself  and  R.  C.  Clark  at  a  time  which 
he  specified.  He  subsequently  informed  us  that  the  arrangements  which  he  had 
made  for  the  money  had  failed  him,  and  offered  either  to  allow  a  judgment  of  fore- 
closure to  be  entered,  or  to  advertise  and  sell  the  property  mortgaged  upon  five  days 
notice,  and  this  he  is  still  willing  to  do.  Believing  that  a  forced  sale  would  sacrifice 
the  property  of  Bro.  Gass,  we  deemed  it  advisable  to  wait  until  such  time  as  a  more 
extensive  demand  for  property  and  the  settlement  of  the  Sutter  title  would  ensure  a 
higher  price.  The  decision  in  the  Sutter  case  is  now  expected  daily,  when  it  is  con- 
templated to  dispose  of  sufficient  of  the  property  to  satisfy  the  note  and  mortgage. 
We  received  from  Bro.  Gass,  on  account,  on  the  twenty-second  clay  of  November 
last,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Both  in  the  case  of  the  real  property  held  by  the  Trustees,  and  in  the  case  of  the 
demand  against  John  H.  Gass  and  R.  C.  Clark,  we  acted  as  we  would  have  done  had 
they  belonged  to  us.  During  the  year  we  have  paid  seventy-three  dollars  and  fifty- 
four  cents  for  taxes,  and,  in  accordance  with  your  instructions,  have  invested  five 
thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  in  five  hundred  and  sixty-eight  shares  of 
stock  of  the  "  Masonic  Hall  Association  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco.*' 

We  refer  you  to  the  cash  account  accompanying  this  report,  for  the  detailed  state- 
ment of  our  transactions,  which  shows  a  balance  in  our  hands  of  twenty-nine  cents.

besides  the  real  estate  held  by  the  Trustees,  a  description  of  which  has  been  hereto- 
fore furnished  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  As  we  said  in  our  last  report,  we  can  not  form 
any  idea  how  much  will  be  realized  from  its  sale. 

We  understood  the  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  directing  an  investment  of  the 
funds  in  the  stock  of  the  "  Masonic  Hall  Association  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,'' 
to  contemplate  security  to  the  bond  to  be  given  by  the  Trustees  of  that  Association, 
and  required  of  the  President  thereof  a  bond  with  security  ;  but  the  Grand  Master, 
who  was  to  be  the  judge  of  that  instrument,  having  approved  the  bond  of  the  Asso- 
ciation without  security,  we  did  not  feel  ourselves  at  liberty  to  withhold  the  invest- 
ment. The  bond  approved  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  delivered  to  us.  together  with 
the  correspondence  in  relation  thereto,  we  report  herewith  to  the  Grand  Lodge.

The  report  of  the  Trustees,  with  the  accounts  and  correspondence 
accompanying  it,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finances. 

Bro.  James  L.  English,  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  pre- 
sented the  following  report : — 

To  the  3L-.  W;.  Grand  Lodge  of  California:— 

When  the  announcement  was  made,  at  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  for  the  present  year,  the 
writer  objected  to  the  position  assigned  him,  and,  stating  that  he  expected  to  be 
absent  from  the  State  a  considerable  portion  of  the  year,  desired  to  be  excused  from 
serving.  The  Grand  Master,  however,  refused  to  grant  the  request,  and  insisted  upon 
the  appointment.  The  writer,  well  aware  that,  even  if  in  the  State,  the  multiplicity 
of  his  engagements  would  preclude  the  possibility  of  his  doing  justice  to  the  subject 
even  if  he  was  enabled  to  do  any  thing  at  all  toward  preparing  a  report,  then  stated 
that  if  it  was  designed  to  depend  upon  him  for  such  a  paper,  the  Grand  Lodge  might 
expect  that  none  would  be  forthcoming.  This,  too,  had  no  effect,  and  the  name  of 
the  writer  was  given  to  the  Masonic  world  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence. 

The  unwillingness  of  the  undersigned  to  accept  the  position  did  not  arise  from  a 
want  of  interest  in  the  subject,  or  a  disposition  to  avoid  any  labor  which  it  was  in  his 
power  to  perform,  calculated  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  Order ;  but  from  the  fact 
that  his  time  is  so  much  occupied  with  business  matters,  and  his  mind  so  much  harassed 
with  perplexing  and  vexatious  cares,  that  he  well  knew  that  he  could  give  neither 
time  nor  mind  to  the  preparation  of  a  report.  And  it  has  been,  as  he  supposed  it  would 
be.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  near  at  hand,  and  nothing 
has  been  done.  A  pile  of  published  proceedings,  three  feet  and  a  half  high,  is  to  be 
read  and  digested  ;  whilst  matters  of  business,  requiring  daily  attention,  can  not  be 
neglected.  The  thing  can  not  be  done  ;  it  is  an  impossiblity.  But,  what  can  be  done, 
shall  be,  little  though  it  be  ;  and  if  the  report  is  but  meagre,  and  unworthy  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  California,  which  has  attained  by  its  elaborate  papers  from  this  com- 
mittee a  proud  distinction,  let  the  fault  be  laid  rather  at  the  door  of  the  Grand  W 
than  at  that  of  the  writer.

Certain  proceedings  of  the  York  Grand  Lodge  of  Prussia,  also  at  Berlin,  in  the 
year  1858 ;  and  numerous  other  publications  which  it  is  unnecessary  here  to  specify. 
Of  all  these  your  committee  have  examined  (the  writer  can  not  say  read,  for  the 
contents  have  scarcely  more  than  been  glanced  at,)  only  the  transactions  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Arkansas,  Connecticut,  Delaware,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Florida, 
Georgia,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Maine,  Massachusetts, 
Minnesota,  and  Nebraska :  and  the  results  of  such  hasty  examination  are  presented 
as  follows  : — 

ARKANSAS. 
The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  was  held  at  Little 
Rock,  on  the  seventh  day  of  November,  1859  ;  the  3L\W.\  Luke  E.  Barber,  Grand 
Master,  presiding. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  reported  that  he  had  granted  dispensations  to 
establish  thirteen  new  Lodges,  and  that  other  applications  for  dispensations  had  been 
refused  because  in  his  judgment  "  the  cause  of  Masonry  would  not  be  promoted  by 
granting  the  prayer  of  the  petitions  ;"  and  stated  that  the  only  doubt  that  disturbed 
him  was  that  he  might "  have  granted  dispensations  when  they  should  have  been 
refused."  He  also  reported  the  following  opinions  upon  Masonic  law  as  given  by 
him :  "  That  a  Fellow  Craft,  whose  parent  Lodge  has  surrendered  its  charter,  may  ap- 
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ply  for  advancement  to  any  Lodge  under  whose  jurisdiction  he  may  subsequently  re- 
side :'"  and  "  That  a  Fellow  Craft  who,  through  disease  or  accident,  becomes  unable 
to  take  the  Master's  degree  in  form,  can  not  be  raised  " — and  submitted  thequestion, 
11  What  is  to  be  done  where  an  Entered  Apprentice  or  Fellow  Craft,  desiring  advance- 
ment, has  no  one  to  vouch  for  him,  and  has  forgotten  every  thing  that  would  enable 
him  to  make  himself  known  as  such?"  For  our  part  we  conceive  that  there  can  be 
but  one  answer  to  the  question,  and  that  is  that  the  party  must  present  an  original 
petition  for  initiation,  since  he  can  not  be  regarded  as  an  Entered  Apprentice  or 
Fellow  Craft  unless  he  can  establish  himself  to  be  such. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  College  presented  an  interesting  report,  from  which 
it  appears  that  the  institution  is  in  operation,  and  with  every  prospect  of  proving  a 
success. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Law  and  Usage  reported  against  a  proposition  to  dis- 
pense with  the  committee  of  enquiry  into  the  character  of  an  applicant  for  the  de- 
grees; as  also  against  a  proposition  to  make  it  the  duty  of  the  Junior  Warden  of  a 
Lodge  to  prefer  and  prosecute  all  charges  for  unmasonic  conduct.  The  report  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  declaring  that  an}- Mason, 
engaged  in  the  retail  of  ardent  spirits,  should  be  reprimanded,  suspended,  or  ex- 
pelled, reported  — 

"  That  the  retail  of  ardent  spirits  is  demoralizing,  no  impartial  observer  of  its  con- 
sequences can  doubt.  That  it  is  an  employment,  inconsistent  with  the  moral  principles 
inculcated  by  Masonry,  and  that  a  Mason  should  not  engage  in  keeping  a  dram-shop, 
is  equally  clear.  But  whether  the  Grand  Lodge  should  make  the  general  declara- 
tion that  every  Mason  engaged  therein  should  be  subject  to  discipline  as  for  unma- 
sonic conduct,  or  leave  the  subordinate  Lodges  to  take  such  action  in  each  particu- 
lar case,  as  its  peculiar  features  may  seem  to  demand,  your  committee  regard  a- a 
question  of  legislative  discretion,  to  be  determined  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  not  by 
them.    They  are  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  the  latter  course  is  most  expedient.*' " 

This  is  the  correct  view  to  be  taken  of  the  matter.  Each  case  should  be  left  to 
the  judgment  of  the  Lodge  having  jurisdiction. 

The  3/.-.  W.\  E.  H.  English  was  elected  Grand  Master  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
the  R.\  IF.-.  T.  D.  Merrick  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

During  the  session  Bro.  Albert  Pike  presented  his  credentials  as  Representative 
of  the  M.'.W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  National,  of  the 
Spanish  Republic  of  St.  Domingo. 

The  Annual  Communication  for  1880  was  held  on  the  fifth  day  of  November — the 
3f.\  W.\  E.  H.  English,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  that  he  had  granted  thirteen  dispensations  for  new 
Lodges,  and  that  there  were  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  Lodges  subordinate  to  the 
Grand  Lodge.  He  also  reported  a  large  number  of  decisions  upon  questions  of  Ma- 
sonic law,  made  by  him  during  the  year. 

Bro.  Albert  Pike  presented  his  credentials  as  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Kansas. 

The  J/.-.TF.-.E.  H.  English  was  reelected  Grand  Master,  and  the  Il.\W.\  T.  D. 
Merrick  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

Bro.  James  W.  Finley  presented  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
which  is  quite  lengthy,  and,  so  far  as  we  have  examined  it,  exceedingly  interesting. 
We  commend  to  the  constant  consideration  of  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  this 
brief  extract  from  its  conclusion  : — 

11  The  progress  and  success  of  Masonry  are  unprecedented.  Her  altars  and  fires 
are  to  be  found  on  every  hill  and  in  every  valley  throughout  our  broad  land.  The 
doors  of  Masonry  are  crowded  by  the  multitude,  eager  to  gain  admission  to  her  sanc- 
tuaries, and  who  can  deny  that  among  them  there  are  many,  very  many,  utterly  un- 
worthy to  receive  Masonic  light.  It  behooves  us,  therefore,  to  be  more  careful  and 
circumspect  in  the  use  of  the  ballot,  for  we  may  rest  assured  that  on  this,  and  this 
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alone,  our  safety  and  perpetuity  depends.    Better  far  that  ninety-nine  worthy  appli- 
cants should  be  rejected,  than  that  one  unworthy  should  be  admitted/' 

The  Grand  Lodge  passed  an  edict  levying  a  tax  of  two  dollars  per  annum  upon 
every  Master  Mason  in  its  jurisdiction  for  the  support  of  the  College. 

CONNECTICUT. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  held  its  Annual  Communication  on  the  ninth  day  of 
May,  1860— the  M.\Wr.  John  C.  Blackman,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  thus  beautifully  alludes  to  the  necessity  of  cau- 
tion in  the  admission  of  members  : — 

"  I  have  the  pleasure  of  saying  to  you,  that  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  Masonry 
within  this  State  is  in  a  healthy  and  highly  prosperous  condition  ;  and  that  it  may  con- 
tinue to  prosper,  it  is  highly  important  that  the  standard  for  the  qualifications  of  can- 
didates for  the  mysteries  of  the  Order,  should  be  of  an  elevated  moral  quality.  We 
shall  thereby  have  greater  strength,  and  exercise  a  more  happy  influence,  than  we 
can  expect  or  hope  to  do,  if  our  Lodges  are  opened  to  those  whose  practices  are  in 
direct  contrast  to  the  principles  of  Masonry.  From  almost  ever}7  class  in  society  are 
applications  being  so  constantly  made  for  admission  to  the  Lodges,  that  it  may  be  said 
of  Masonry,  as  it  was  of  the  '* Kingdom  of  God  '  in  the  days  of  St.  John  the  Baptist, 
'  every  man  presseth  into  it.'  For  obvious  reasons,  therefore,  the  utmost  care  should 
be  taken  that  none  be  allowed  to  enter,  except  such  as  are  'worthy  and  well 
qualified.' " 

He  reported  that  he  had  issued  seven  dispensations  during  the  year,  four  of  which 
were  for  the  revival  of  Lodges  once  existing. 

Difficulty  having  arisen  in  the  jurisdiction  by  the  casting  of  blank  votes  in  the 
election  of  officers  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and  the  Grand  Master  having  recom- 
mended that  some  rule  should  be  adopted  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  similar  trou- 
ble thereafter,  the  Grand  Lodge 

"  Resolved,  That  in  the  election  of  officers,  and  in  any  ballotings  in  this  Grand 
Lodge,  or  in  any  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  within  this  jurisdiction,  no  blank  ballot 
shall  be  counted." 

A  resolution  was  also  passed  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  is  not  in  favor 
of  the  North  American  Masonic  Congress,  and  declines  to  participate  in  its  formation. 

Bro.  N.  N.  Bakiiett, -President  of  the  Connecticut  Masonic  Historical  Society,  read 
a  most  interesting  report  of  its  transactions  thus  far.  Extracts  from  it  would  do  it 
injustice.  Among  other  relics  in  its  possession,  the  Society  has  two  coins,  one  copper, 
the  other  silver,  which  were  in  use  among  Knights  Templar  in  the  Island  of  Malta 
and  Rhodes,  as  also  the  original  seal  and  record  book  of  the  American  Union  Lodge, 
which  was  a  military  Lodge  attached  to  the  Connecticut  Line  of  the  American  Army 
in  the  time  of  the  Revolution.  The  report  adds  :  "  That  the  old  Lodge  still  exists  in 
the  State  of  Ohio,  and  is  in  a  flourishing  and  healthy  condition." 

The  returns  show  sixty-four  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  five 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  Bro.  Stoker,  and  is  quite  lengthy — too  much  so  for  us,  with  limited  time,  to 
examine,  as  it  covers  one  hundred  pages. 

The  3I.'.W.\  Howard  B.  Ensign,  of  New  Haven,  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and 
the  R.\  W.\  Eliphalet  G.  Storer  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

DEL  &  WARE. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  held  its  fifty-fourth  Annual  Communication  on  the 
twenty-seventh  day  of  June,  1860 — the  M.\  W.\  John  R.  McFee,  Grand  Master,  pre- 
siding. 

Ihe  Grand  Master  thus  most  beautifully  and  eloquently  opens  his  Address,  which 
covers  twenty  pages  of  the  proceedings  :— 

"  In  opening  the  fifty-fourth  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  I  take 
occasion  to  congratulate  you  on  the  progress  of  Masonry  throughout  the  civilized 
world.    Its  mystic  flag  fluttered  from  the  tent-pole  on  the  ice-floes  surrounding  the 
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great  Polar  sea,  borne  thither  by  the  gallant  and  lamented  craftsman,  who,  in  depart- 
ing on  his  mission  of  mercy,  displayed  upon  the  foresail  of  his  barque,  the  compass 
and  square  :  while  far  away  to  the  south,  amid  orange  blossoms,  and  fragant  flowers, 
and  groves  of  palm,  that  same  flag  floats  on  the  balm}*  breeze,  and  is  cherished  by 
the  children  of  that  burning  clime.  On  every  shore,  upon  every  sea,  in  every  one  of 
the  four  quarters  of  the  globe,  and  in  the  islands  of  the  ocean,  the  voices  of  its  vota- 
ries may  be  heard  coming  up  to  us  as  on  the  wings  of  the  wind:  and  the  sound  of  the 
gavel  '"following  the  sun,  and  keeping  company  with  the  hours,  circles  the  earth' 
like  the  morning  drum-beat  of  England's  martial  power.  Xo  country  can  claim  it ; 
no  climate  appropriate  it.  It  is  confined  to  no  nation,  or  creed,  or  tongue,  or  people. 
It  belongs  to  all,  and  is  the  common  property  of  all,  and  upon  it,  as  a  common  ground, 
all  can  meet  upon  a  common  level,  around  a  common  altar,  in  the  exercise  of  a  com- 
mon faith,  and  the  achievement  of  a  common  destiny.  Its  unchangeability  is  no  less 
remarkable  than  its  universality.  Its  foot-prints  were  seen,  in  the  earliest  ages,  upon 
the  earth's  surface ;  it  dwelt  with  the  workmen  among  the  cedars  on  Lebanon ;  it 
stood  in  magnificent  majesty  upon  the  summit  of  Mount  Moriah ;  and  from  thence, 
following  the  Israelites  into  captivity,  and  returning  with  them  to  build  the  second 
temple,  it  passed  down  the  long  line  of  ages,  through  the  vicissitudes  of  the  world's 
history,  witnessing  the  downfall  of  empires,  the  crumbling  of  dynasties,  and  the  fading 
away  of  nations,  until  it  stands  before  us  proudly  to-day,  unbent  by  the  weight  of 
more  than  thirty  centuries,  and  in  the  full  freshness  and  beauty  of  vigorous  manhood. 
At  every  period,  in  all  quarters  of  the  earth,  with  every  nation,  it  has  been,  and  still 
is,  immutably  the  same.  As  in  the  days  of  our  first  Most  Excellent  Grand  Master, 
King  Solomon,  so  is  it  now.  Time  has  not  altered  it.  The  changes  that  so  charac- 
terize all  other  human  institutions,  have  failed  to  affect  it.  From  the  struggles,  and 
trials,  and  persecutions  through  which  it  has  passed,  it  has  come  unswervingly  forth, 
unshaken  and  strengthened:  and  with  its  ancient  laws  and  landmarks  immovable, 
and  its  venerable  rites  and  symbols  and  ceremonies  unchanged  and  unchangeable,  it 
casts  over  the  wide  universe,  now  as  from  time  immemorial  "its  flood  of  lighe 

•'  constant  as  the  northern  star. 
Of  whose  true-fix"  d  and  resting  quality. 
There  is  no  fellow  in  the  firmament.' 

"But  especially  would  I  tender  to  you  my  congratulations  upon  the  wondrous 
march  of  Masonry  in  this  country.    From  the  forests  of  Maine — aye,  and  beyond  those 
forests — from  the*  northern  confines  of  Canada  to  the  sunny  plains  of  Texas — from  the 
shores  of  the  rough  Atlantic  to  the  sandy  beach  of  the  broad  Pacific — treadii.  a 
path  of  moral  conquest,  it  has  overcome  opposition,  encountered  and  dispersi 
hosts  of  prejudice  and  fanaticism,  commanded  the  respect  of  enemies,  and  won  the 
confidence  and  affection  of  friends.      In  its  onward  march,  it  has  called  no  halt, 
sounded  no  retreat,  but  with  the  snow-white  banner  of  the  Order  full  high 
and  the  glorious  motto — Brotherly  Love,  Relief  and  Truth — emblazoned  in  left 
living  light  upon  its  folds,  it  has  moved  with  steady  step  and  unfaltering  purpose, 
until  there  is  no  portion  of  the  wide  region  where  it  has  not  reared  its  column, 
erected  its  altar,  opened  its  book  of  the  law,  and  taught  its  sublime  and  beautiful 
mysteries.    In  the  fulfillment  of  its  noble  mission,  it  rejoices  to  honor  the  worthy, 
relieve  the  distressed,  bind  up  the  broken,  sustain  the  weak,  strengthen  those  who 
are  ready  to  perish,  comfort  the  widow  and  orphan,  inter  the  deceased  ; 
harmony,  to  cultivate  charity,  to  practice  and  teach  n  to  elevate  and  di 

humanity,  to  subdue  the  passions,  to  refine  the  taste,  to  educate  the  heart,  I 
cause  the  pure  current  of  Masonic  communication  and  fellowship  to  flow  throi 
length  and  breadth  of  the  land.    Schism  dares  not  enter  its  portals,  nor  sectioi 
or  sectarianism,  or  partizan  prejudice  pervade  its  councils.    It  knows  no  party  or 
politics,  no  section  or  State,  no  sect  in  religion,  no  caste  in  society,  no  distincti 
birth,  or  wealth,  or  rank.    But  calm  and  self-poised  amid  the  storms  ep  by 

it,  steadfast  and  abiding  always  in  the  principles  and  precepts  of  the  fathe  - 
with  harmony  and  peace,  and  sanctified  by  the  spirit  of  brotherly  kindness 
charity,  it  presents  to  an  admiring  world  the*  proud  spectacle  of  on 
hood,  of  one  great  household  of  an  ancient  and  a  common  faith,  whose  bond  is 
and  whose  union  is  as  broad  and  deep  as  the  glowing  heart  and  gushing  sympathies 
of  intelligent  humanity. 

"  It  is  worthy  of  inquiry,  why  the  spirit  of  unrest  that  disturbs,  and 
and  divisions  that  distract  the  parties,  associations,  and   other  institutions  of  our 
country,  do  not  ruffle  the  harmony  and  unity  in  action  and  of  purpose  -  >  liarly 

distinguish  our  beloved  Order?  "i  will  not  pause  upon  this  occasion  to  purse 
inquiry.    Xor  will  I  impair  the  significance  of  \\\y  remarks,  or  mar  the  | 
the  hour,  by  warning  you  that  it  is  ever  at  the  flood-tide  of  pr 
be  most  apprehended.    Xo,  no.    Not  now  or  here,  will  I  proclaim  the  unwelcome 
truth,  or  sutler  myself  to  indulge  in  gloomy  speculations.  ould  1  invi 

to  rejoice  with  me,  'in  the  union  of  our  fellowship,  and  the  fellowship  in  our  union/ 
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Let  us,  in  the  fullness  of  friendship  and  faith,  and  with  great  gladness,  congratulate 
one  another  in  that  we  possess  such  a  right  goodly  heritage.  Let  us  guard  well  our 
feet  from  the  allurements  of  new  and  untried  paths,  and  guided  by  the  true  Masonic 
light,  let  us  journey  steadily  on  in  the  time-honored  highway  so  well  defined  by  our 
landmarks  and  laws.  Let  us  put  forth  every  effort  to  make  love  supreme,  charity 
abound,  and  Masonic  principles  triumphant  over  every  obstacle.  And  grateful  for 
the  manifold  blessings  which  have  been  vouchsafed  to  us  as  an  Order,  in  the  past  as  well 
as  in  the  present,  and  humbly  trustful  for  the  future,  let  there  arise  to  the  Great  Author 
and  Giver  of  all  good,  like  a  cloud  of  incense  from  every  heart,  hearth-stone,  and 
altar,  thanksgiving  and  the  voice  of  melody.:? 

There  are  twelve  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  five  hundred 
and  thirty-three. 

The  M.\  IF/.  Daniel  0.  Godwin  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  B.\  W.\  William 
S.  Haves  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

The  annual  publication  before  us  contains  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  this  District,  from  December  twenty-seventh,  1858,  to  December 
twenty-seventh,  ] 

We  make  the  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  was 
referred  the  question  of  the  power  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  to  suspend  its  members 
for  non-payment  of  dues  :—  . 

li  In  order  to  arrive  at  a  just  estimate  of  the  power  of  subordinate  Lodges  in  refer- 
ence to  the  matter  under  consideration,  it  will  be  necessary  to  institute  a  brief  inquiry 
as  to  their  origin.  Until  a  comparatively  late  period,  no  such  bodies  as  distinct  char- 
tered subordinate  Lodges  were  known.  *  The  requisite  number  of  brethren,  convened 
together  at  any  one  time,  had  full  and  ample  power  to  make  Masons,  without  any 
warrant  of  constitution.  Those  who  were  thus  made  became  members  of  the  frater- 
nity generally,  and  assumed  only  the  duties  and  responsibilities  common  to  the  whole 
body  of  Masons.  In  the  discharge  of  those  duties  they  were  not  bound  to  discrimi- 
nate in  favor  of  any  member  or  any  association  of  members.  They  were,  however, 
if  any  faith  is  to  be  attached  to  the  traditions  of  our  Order,  as  fully  and  truly  Masons, 
as  to  all  the  physical,  social,  and  moral  requirements,  as  those  of  our  own  day  ;  and 
as  such,  were  quite  as  liable  to  trial  and  punishment,  and  for  the  same  offences,  so  far 
•  general  craft  was  concerned,  as  are  our  members  of  the  present  period. 
;<  Thus  the  Masonic  system  continued  until  the  year  1717,  when  warrants  or  char- 
ters were  granted,  by  which  certain  numbers  of  brethren,  petitioning  for  the  privi- 
lege, were  constituted  into  distinct  Lodges,  with  authority  to  confer  degrees,  receive 
members,  dispense  charity  from  a  common  fund,  &c,  &c.  Upon  the  first  organiza- 
tion of  such  Lodges,  a  system  of  rules  for  their  government  was  prescribed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  to  which  was  added  a  clause  authorizing  their  alteration  when  deemed 
necessary  by  that  body,  'provided,  always,  that  the  old,  landmarks  be  carefully  pre- 
served.' "Subsequently,  the  subordinate  Lodges  were  granted  the  privilege  of  framing 
their  own  by-laws,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  with  the  same  pro- 
vision as  to  "a  sacred  observance  of  the  ancient  limits. 

"  Under  this  system  of  organization,  thus  solemnly  restricted  by  a  proviso,  which 
has  been,  and  must  continue  to  be,  a  vital  principle  of  our  institution,  it  is  evident 
that  these  chartered  associations  could  not,  by  acts  of  their  own,  make  any  change 
in  the  essential  principles  of  the  Order.  They  could  not,  in  making  Masons,  receive 
them  in  any  other  way,  or  upon  other  terms,  than  had  been  done  before.  They  could 
not  relieve  them  of  any  duty  towards  the  fraternity  which  had  been  required,  nor 
impose  any  additional  responsibility  to  the  brethren  at  large,  that  had  not  been  pre- 
viously recognized.  Their  powers  were  limited  to  the  administration  of  their  own 
internal  affairs,  and  the  by-laws  Avhich  they  adopted  were  simply  articles  of  associa- 
tion, containing  the  terms  of  the  contract  by  which  each  brother  held  his  member- 
ship ;  and  as  such,  they  have  been  found  to  vary,  according  to  the  different  circum- 
stances in  which  Lodges  have  been  placed,  in  almost  every  particular,  and  to  embrace 
every  conceivable  subject  of  non-essential  legislation,  from  the  adoption  of  prohibi- 
tory or  exclusive  initiation  fees,  to  the  fashion  of  a  coat  or  the,  elevation  of  a  shirt 
collar. 

"The  glance  which  we  have  thus  taken  at  a  portion  of  our  Masonic  history  ena- 
bles us  to  recognize  a  distinction,  and  a  plain  and  palpable  one,  between  the  respon- 
sibilities assumed  by  the  individual  brother,  to  Free  Masonry  on  the  one  hand,  to  the 
Lodge  on  the  other.  By  the  assumption  of  these  responsibilities,  corresponding  dis- 
tinct rights  are  acquired,  from  Masons  generally,  and  from  his  Lodge.  Of  those  rights 
due  to  him  in  his  general  character  of  a  Mason  he  can  not  be  deprived,  except  for

immoral  conduct,  or  such  a  violation  of  his  duty  as  a  member  of  the  fraternity,  as 
would  have  subjected  him.  previous  to  the  introduction  of  any  system  of  by-laws,  or 
would  now  subject  him,  if  a  non-affiliated  Mason,  to  such  a  punishment.  *Kis  rela- 
tions to  the  craft  at  large  can  not  be  suspended,  nor  can  he  be  exposed  to  the  detes- 
tation and  contempt  of  the  brethren  generally,  except  for  the  commission  of  some 
llaaonic  crime,  known  and  recognized  by  the  common  law  of  the  Order. 

14  If  these  views  are  correct,  the  only  remaining  question  pertinent  to  the  present 
Issue  is,  whether  the  payment  of  fixed  and  regular  Lodge  dues  is  an  intrinsic,  essen- 
tial, and  original  part  of  Free  Masonry. 

-•  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  assert  here,  the  fact  so  well  understood  and  univer- 
sally admitted,  that  until  a  very  recent  period,  long  after  the  establishment  of  subor- 
dinate Lodges,  no  such  thing  as  an  assessment  of  dues  was  known.  That  period  is 
within  the  recollection  of  many  of  our  older  Masons,  who  must  view  with  astonish- 
ment an  effort  to  make  what  was  originally  a  mere  rule  of  convenience  of  a  single 
Lodge,  the  vital  law  of  a  wide-spread  fraternity.  But  further,  the  requirement  is  not 
general,  much  less  uniform,  even  at  this  day.  Many  of  the  Lodges  in  our  own  coun- 
try are  supported  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  their  members,  or  by  revenue 
derived  from  heavy  initiation  fees  ;  and  in  our  own  jurisdiction,  where  dues  are  uni- 
versally required,  their  amount  ranges  from  one  dollar  and  a  half  to  ten  dollars  per 
annum. 

"If,  then,  this  duty  is  one  of  modern  origin,  of  but  partial  enforcement,  and  of 
irregular  and  arbitrary  character,  it  cannot  certainly  be  regarded  as  an  essential  part 
of  Masonry,  but  merely  as  one  of  those  responsibilities  which  the  individual  brother 
assumes  towards  his  own  Lodge  alone.  In  the  language  of  Bro.  Mackey,  in  his  Prin- 
ciples of  Masonic  Law,  '  It  is  not  an  obligation  on  the  part  of  a  Mason  to  the  institu- 
tion at  large,  but  is  in  reality  a  special  contract,  in  which  the  only  parties  are  a  par- 
ticular Lodge  and  its  members,  of  which  the  fraternity  as  amass  are  to  know  nothing/ 

"For  these  reasons  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  failure  or  neglect  to 
pay  Lodge  dues  does  not  constitute  a  Masonic  crime  :  that  it  is  no  breach  of  any  gen- 
eral law  of  Masonry,  and  that  therefore  it  can  not,  upon  any  just  principle,  wan-ant  the 
infliction  of  a  punishment  upon  the  defaulting  brother,  which  would  disturb  the  rela- 
tions existing  between  him  and  others  as  members  of  the  fraternity  at  large,  or  which 
would  deprive  him  of  any  purely  Masonic  privilege.  They  are  also  of  the  opinion, 
that  the  failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  by-laws  in  this  respect  is  such 
a  breach  of  the  contract  existing  between  the  individual  brother  and  his  Lodge  as 
justifies  the  termination  of  his  membership  and  his  exclusion  from  all  mere  Lodge 
privileges. 

"Your  committee  are  fully  aware  of  several  objections  which  have  been  and  still 
are  urged  against  the  view  here  taken,  some  of  which  it  may  not  be  improper  to 
notice. 

14 1.  It  is  claimed  that  the  failure  by  a  member  to  pay  the  required  dues,  amounts  to 
such  a  violation  of  his  duty  to  observe  the  by-laws  as  should  subject  him  to  the  pen- 
alty of  suspension.  Without  placing  any  stress  upon  the  fact  that,  at  the  time  of  his 
admission  to  the  Lodge,  a  Master  Mason  can  not  know  all,  nor  indeed  many  of  the  re- 
quirements of  the  by-laws,  it  will  be  sufficient,  in  order  to  show  the  fallacy  of  the 
argument,  to  point  out  some  other  requirements  usually  found  in  them,  disobedience 
to  which  would,  on  the  principle  claimed,  as  certainly  justify  the  penalty  of  suspen- 
sion, as  the  offence  now  under  consideration.  As,  for  example,  it  is  made  the  duty, 
respectively,  of  the  officers  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Lodge  ;  of  the  Secretary  to 
keep  certain  books  in  a  prescribed  form  ;  of  the  members  of  committees  to  report 
within  specified  periods ;  of  the  Tyler  to  keep  the  furniture  of  the  Lodge  in  good 
order,  &c.  Xow,  as  far  as  an  infraction  of  the  by-laws  is  concerned,  a  failure  to 
perform  either  of  these  duties  is  as  definite  an  offence  as  the  failure  to  pay  dues,  inas- 
much as  the}'  are  all  required  by  the  same  instrument,  and  under  precisely  the  same 
sanction ;  but  can  it  be  conceived  that  a  neglect  of  them  could  possibly  be  construed 
into  so  grave  an  offence  as  to  subject  the  offender  to  the  penalty  of  suspension  from 
Masonry? 

41  2.  It  is  argued,  that  the  failure  to  pay  the  dues  required,  is  a  wrong  done  the  Lodge , 
and  as  such,  constitutes  a  much  higher"  offence,  and  deserves  a  much  more  severe 
punishment  than  has  been  indicated.  If,  however,  this  be  true,  then  the  same  con- 
struction would  establish  a  criterion  by  which  to  judge  of  the  relations  existic 
tween  individual  Masons,  and  would  thus  create  a  grade  of  Masonic  crime  which  has 
never  as  yet  been  suggested.  Wherever  positive  fraud  is  committed  or  attempted, 
the  party  is  guilty  of  a  crime  known  and  recognized  by  the  fraternity,  and  should  be 
punished  accordingly.  But  in  the  absence  of  any  fraudulent  intent,  a  failure  to  pay 
can  not  be  construed  into  a  crime. 

"3.  It  is  said  that  a  mere  dropping  a  member  from  the  rolls,  or  excluding  him  from 
Lodge  privileges,  is  not  such  a  penalty  as  will  protect  the  Lodge  and  secure  theo! 
of  a  common  fund.    In  replying  to  this  objection,  your  committee  beg  leave  very 
briefly  to  refer  to  another  subject,  which,  although  not  specially  in  charge,  is  int'i- 
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mately  connected  with  that  under  consideration,  and  with  it  is  equally  entitled  to  the 
careful  attention  and  recommendatory  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee 
allude  to  the  distinction,  so  well  known  to  exist,  but  so  little  observed  in  practice, 
between  the  claims  of  affiliated,  and  those  of  non-affiliated,  Masons  to  relief  from  Lodge 
funds. 

"  Previous  to  the  organization  of  subordinate  Lodges,  the  relations  existing  among 
Masons  were  for  the  most  part,  at  least  so  far  as  charities  were  concerned,  of  a  per- 
sonal character.  Common  funds,  out  of  which  relief  could  be  given,  were  generally 
unknown.  But  when  Lodges  were  chartered,  each  with  its  own  treasury,  one  of  the 
rights  acquired  by  the  individual  joining  was  that  of  obtaining  relief  out  of  the  fund 
raised  by  the  contributions  of  himself  and  his  associates.  This  was  over  and  above 
his  ordinary  Masonic  privilege,  which  only  entitled  him  to  the  aid  of  his  brethren  as 
individuals,  and  therefore,  to  the  brothers  who  never  joined,  or  to  him  who,  having 
joined,  lost  his  membership,  this  fund  was  not  available. 

11  This  distinction,  so  just  in  its  character,  and  involving  facts  so  readily  establish- 
ed, should,  it  is  believed,  be  more  carefully  observed  and  uniformly  acted  upon  than 
has  heretofore  been  the  case  within  this  jurisdiction.  If  our  Lodges  would  thus  limit 
their  charities  to  those  who  could  show  conclusively  a  present  membership  in  and 
regular  contribution  to  some  Masonic  body,  they  would  not  only  be  relieved  in  a 
great  measure  from  the  payment  of  the  present  large  amounts  to  visitors,  (often- 
times, too,  to  unworthy  ones)  but  would  likewise  offer  a  strong  inducement  to  their 
own  members  carefully  to  preserve  their  Lodge  privileges  by  the  prompt  payment  of 
.  dues,  without  which  neither  they  nor  their  families  would  be  entitled  to  receive  aid 
from  the  funds  of  any  Lodge.  Under  the  operation  of  such  a  rule,  exclusion,  or  drop- 
ping from  the  roll,  would,  we  believe,  be  a  much  more  effective  mode  of  keeping  our 
lists  clean  and  our  treasuries  full,  than  that  of  suspension,  which,  in  the  great  majority 
of  cases  where  inflicted  for  this  cause,  would  lose  the  subjects  of  it  to  us  and  to 
Masonry  forever. 

"  But  while  we  are  willing  to  concede  that  so  far  as  the  common  funds  of  a  Lodge 
are  concerned,  they  partake  in  some  measure  of  the  nature  of  insurance,  and  that  he 
who  does  not  contribute  is  not  entitled  to  avail  himself  of  their  benefits,  yet,  beyond 
this,  we  join  heartily  in  the  opinions  of  our  B.\  W.'.  Deputy  Grand  Master,  who,  some 
years  ago,  submitted  an  able  report  upon  this  subject.  Masonry  itself,  with  all  its 
time-honored  principles,  its  solemn  lessons,  its  grand  illustrations,  and  its  glorious 
examples  of  faith,  and  truth,  and  love,  should  never  be  bartered  for  silver  and  gold. 
It  is  our  duty  and  our  pleasure  to  adorn  and  beautify  the  outside  of  the  edifice  with 
our  money  ;  but  if  any  are  excluded  from  this,  let  us  remember,  that  behind  the 
glittering  portico  of  full  treasuries  and  successful  Lodges,  the  old  temple  still  demands 
the  labor  and  the  love  of  all.  There  each  must  work  for  himself  in  brotherly  love, 
relief,  truth,  justice,  and,  above  all,  in  that  '  charity  which  suffereth  long,  and  is 
kind.' 

"As  an  embodiment  of  the  views  herein  expressed,  your  committee  have  appended 
a  series  of  resolutions,  for  which  they  ask  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  : 

"  1.  That  suspension,  in  Masonic  parlance,  is  from  all  the  privileges  of  Masonry, 
and  can  not  be  otherwise  construed,  without  a  change  in  the  established  usages  of 
the  fraternity;  and  in  no  case  should  this  punishment  be  inflicted  for  non-payment  of 
dues. 

"  2.  That  sentence  of  '  exclusion'  may  be  pronounced  against  a  brother  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  under  the  operation  of  the  by-laws  of  a  Lodge,  upon  a  report  of 
the  facts  by  the  Secretary  and  a  vote  of  the  Lodge. 

"  3.  That  this  punishment  shall  exclude  the  brother  from  visiting  his  Lodge,  and 
shall  prevent  his  receiving  a  diploma  or  dimit;  and,  during  his  exclusion,  his  name 
shall  be  dropped  from  the  roll  of  members." 

The  M.\  W.\  Geo.  C.  Whiting  was  reelected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  \V.\  G.  A. 
Schwarzman,  Grand  Secretary. 

FLORIDA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  held  its  Annual  Communication  at  Tallahasse,  on  the 
ninth  day  of  January,  1860 ;  the  M.\  W.\  Thomas  Hayward,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

The  publication  contains  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  occasion  of 
the  death  of  two  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  Rev.  Jesse  Coe,  and  Robert  Butler,  and 
Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  Gad  Humphreys. 

There  was  no  report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  There  is  nothing 
in  the  proceedings  calling  for  special  notice. 

The  M.'.W.'.T).  C.  Dawkins  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  IF.-.  John  B. 
Taylor  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 
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GEORGIA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  held  its  Annual  Communication  in  the  City  of  Ma- 
con, on  Tuesday,  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  October,  1858  ;  the  M.'.W.'. Grand  Master, 
Wm.  S.  Rockwell,  presiding. 

The  Grand  Master  opened  his  Annual  Address  with  the  following  most  pleasing 
retrospect : — 

"  To-day,  my  brethren,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia  meets  its  subordinate  Lodges 
in  its  one  hundred  and  twenty -third  Annual  Communication.  In  looking  back  through 
this  long  vista  of  by-gone  years,  it  would  be  strange  indeed  if  no  darkening  shadows 
cast  themselves  athwart  the  field  of  view.  Varied  as  it  has  been  by  sunshine  and  by 
shade,  there  is  much  in  our  past  history  to  gratify  us  in  its  recollection,  and  encourage 
us  in  our  hopeful  aspirations  for  the  future.  Riven  by  no  internal  dissensions  —  as- 
sailed by  no  outward  violence  —  contaminated  by  no  mingling  of  the  turbid  streams 
of  schismatic  strife,  with  its  own  unruffled  current ;  for  nearly,  if  not  quite  a  century 
and  a  quarter,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia  has  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  its  way, 
and  is  believed  to  be,  at  this  time,  the  solitary  representative,  among  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  Union,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  before  schism  and  innovation 
had  combined  to  arrest  its  prosperity  and  diminish  its  usefulness.  Is  it  not  meet  for 
us  at  this  day  to  ponder  the  simple  means  by  which  their  long  career  of  peacefulness 
has  been  preserved  ?  Does  it  not  become  us  to  tread  the  path  our  predecessors  have 
pursued,  with  a  confident  hope  that  we  may  leave  to  those  who  come  after  us,  the 
same  firmness  and  stability  which  has  been  transmitted  to  us  ?" 

In  the  succeeding  extract  he  warns  the  fraternity  against  innovations  and  the  ad- 
vocates of  improvement : — 

11  Yet  there  is  a  class  of  persons,  who  when  attracted  to  the  altar  of  Freemasonry, 
though  free  from  moral  blemish,  and  '  under  the  tongue  of  good  report.'  are  far 
more  noxious  members  of  the  fraternity,  than  those  who  are  stained  by  vice,  and  are 
otherwise  unfit  to  mingle  in  our  mystic  rites.  They  whose  intuitive  wisdom  scorns 
the  dull  labor  of  extracting  a  knowledge  of  our  institution  from  the  dusty  records  of 
its  past  history,  but  with  the  celerity-  of  inspiration  comprehend  the  detects  of  our 
organization,  and  divine  the  remedy;  although  professing  no  hostility  against  the 
Order,  yet  dissatified  with  some  of'  its  minoir  details,  in  their  blind  haste  to  amend, 
they  proceed  to  demolish  ;  and,  while  pluming  themselves  upon  their  successful  efforts 
to  improve,  are  industriously  lajing  a  train  that  must  eventually  explode  in  utter 
destruction.  They  sap  the  foundation  of  the  Order  by  innovations,  which  in  their 
short-sighted  notions  of  policy  and  expediency  are  demanded  by  the  progress  of  the 
age;  and  after  a  course,  more  or  less  extended,  of  miserable  strife  and  contention, 
feel,  when  too  late,  the  necessity  of  retracing  their  steps:  or.  stupidly  hardened  in 
their  blundering  folly,  pull  down  the  pillars  of  the  institution,  and,  like  Samson  at 
Gaza,  vindictively  overwhelm  the  innocent  and  the  guilty  in  one  common  ruin.  Be- 
ware, my  brethren,  of  the  icise  in  their  own  conceit:' 

The  31..'  W.\  William  S.  Rockwell  was  reelected  Grand  Master,  and  the  Rr.W.\ 
Simri  Rose,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Annual  Communication  for  1859  was  held  on  the  twenty-sixth  of  October,  the 
Grand  Master  presiding. 

The  Committee  on  the  Southern  Masonic  Female  College  of  Georgia,  in  their 
report,  say : — 

"The  first  Masonic  School  ever  established,  or  at  least  of  which  we  have  any 
record,  was  instituted  in  1787,  by  Chevalier  Bartholomew  Russini,  a  very  zealous 
Mason,  under  the  patronage  of  the  fraternity,  as  a  place  of  refuge  and  school  for  the 
support  and  instruction  of  orphan  girls  of  indigent  Masons.  Under  the  patronage 
and  influence  of  her  Royal  Highness,  the  Duchess  of  Cumberland,  the  institution  was 
firmly  established  in  1788. 

"  On  the  first  of  January,  1789,  fifteen  orphan  children  were  admitted  into  this 
school  to  enjoy  the  opportunity  of  mental  and  physical  training,  and  of  being  brought 
up  in  a  knowledge  of  virtue  and  religion.  Here  is  the  small  beginning  of  a  noble, 
benevolent,  God-like,  and  truly  Masonic  charity,  whose  ripple  on  life's  uneven  sea, 
will  widen  and  continue  to  widen,  till  it  laves  the  boundless  shores  of  eternity.  Who 
can  compute  the  amount  of  human  sufferings  that  have  been  mitigate. 
soothed,  the  relief  afforded,  and  the  good  yet  to  be  accomplished  a*  the  legitimate 
result  of  this  generous  Masonic  project." 

The  Grand  Officers  for  the  previous  year  were  reelected. 

There  are  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  chartered  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction. 
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ILLINOIS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  convened  on  the  fourth  day  of  October,  1859— the 
Jf.\  W.\  Ira  A.  W.  Buck,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Speaking  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  the  State,  the  Grand  Master,  in  his  Ad- 
dress, says : — 

"  The  past  year  has  fully  demonstrated  to  me,  that  the  possession  of  official  rank 
and  power  is  not  a  post  of  ease  and  comfort ;  it  soon  becomes  stripped  of  all  that  is 
alluring  and  fanciful  in  the  actual  work  of  the  office.  It  has  given  me  a  deep  insight 
into  the  true  condition  of  our  Order.  Outwardly  it  presents  a  flattering  picture,  but 
on  close  inspection  many  painful  truths  are  to  be  found.  Dissentions,  strife,  and  bit- 
terness already  rear  their  heads  in  our  Lodge  rooms  ;  extreme  anxiety  to  hold  official 
station  in  our  Lodges,  and  the  spirit  of  progress,  as  it  is  called,  is  continually  devis- 
ing new  and  better  plans  for  the  working  of  our  ancient  and  honorable  institution, 
and  extreme  anxiety  to  have  a  large  membership  regardless  of  the  material." 

The  Grand  Master  was  re-elected,  as  was  also  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  H.  G.  Rey- 
nolds. 

The  communication  for  1860  was  held  on  the  second  day  of  October,  the  Grand 
Master  presiding. 

Speaking  of  temperance,  the  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  says: — 

"  Temperance  is  one  of  the  cardinal  virtues  of  our  Order.  But  I  regret  to  say  that 
I  have  occasionally  met  intemperance  in  many  of  its  hideous  forms  among  the  Craft. 
An  intemperate  man  can  not  be  a  good  Mason.  It  is  an  impossibility.  Do  you  look 
for  virtue,  morality,  and  brotherly  love  to  emanate  from  one  of  those  sinks  of  soci- 
ety?— a  whiskey  shop — no  person  does.  As  well  might  we  expect  to  gather  figs  from 
thistles  ;  and  when  one  of  our  number  becomes  afflicted  with  this  species  of  insanity, 
reform  him  if  possible.  And  after  you  have  exhausted  all  efforts  for  his  reformation, 
and  he  can  not  be  saved,  your  duty  is  then  plain  before  you — he  must  be  cut  oft— for 
we  are  responsible  to  community  for  the  acts  of  our  members.  They,  as  a  matter  of 
course,  are  looking  at  this  class  of  members,  and  are  holding  up  such  as  the  work- 
ings of  our  institution." 

The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 
The  number  of  working  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  is  three  hundred  and  forty-six, 
with  a  membership  of  twelve  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five. 

INDIANA. 

The  Annual  Communication  was  held  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  May,  1860 — 
the  M.\  W.\  Alexander  G.  Downey,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

We  make  the  following  extract  from  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  which  refers 
to  a  class  of  cases  frequently  occurring  in  our  own  jurisdiction : — 

"  By  the  ninth  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Lodges  in  Indiana,  it  is  provided  that  if  any  member  of  a  subordinate 
Lodge  shall,  from  trifling,  captious,  sinister  or  unworthy  motives,  attempt  to  arrest 
the  legimate  work  of  his  Lodge,  he  shall  thereby  be  rendered  amenable  to  Masonic 
discipline.  And  it  is  made  the#duty  of  the  Lodges,  in  all  such  cases,  to  proceed  to 
the  investigation  thereof,  and  to  reprimand,  suspend,  or  expel  the  offending  member, 
as  a  majority  present  may  deem  best.  In  several  instances  during  the  year,  I  have 
been  made  acquainted  with  difficulties  in  Lodges  resulting  from  the  practices  intended 
to  be  guarded  against  by  this  regulation.  The  personal  or  political  friend  of  a  brother 
has  been  refused  admission  to  the  degrees,  or  to  membership  in  the  Lodge.  The 
brother  at  once  declares  that  no  other  person  shall  have  a  degree  in  the  Lodge,  or  be 
admitted  to  membership,  till  his  favorite  is  endorsed;  and  forgetting  the  obligation 
that  he  is  under  to  observe  and  obey  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  of  his 
own  Lodge,  he  wields  the  power  which  he  has  by  his  single  vote,  and  the  good  with 
the  bad  are  rejected,  until  the  Lodge  is  filled  with  confusion,  and  its  work  completely 
arrested.  A  Mason  who  will  so  conduct  himself,  is  unfit  for  membership  in  a  Lodge, 
and  under  the  regulation  referred  to,  should  at  once  be  charged,  tried,  and  expelled. 
I  concede  that  there  is  no  power  to  control  a  member  in  the  full  and  free  exercise  of 
the  right  to  vote  against  an  applicant  for  the  degrees,  or  for  membership,  while  that 
right  is  exercised  from  proper  motives.  Nor  is  there  any  right  or  power,  as  some 
have  eroneously  supposed,  to  inquire  into  the  reasons  of  a  member  for  voting  for  or 
against  an  applicant.  If,  however,  a  member  avows  his  reasons  for  voting,  and  his 
reasons  or  motives  are  clearly  trifling,  captious,  sinister  and  unworthy,  and  designed 
to  arrest  the  work  of  the  Lodge,  he  clearly  becomes  amenable  for  his  conduct." 
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The  M.-.W.'.  Grand  Master  was  reelected,  as  was  also  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro. 
Francis  King. 

The  following  resolution  respecting  non-affiliated  Masons,  was  adopted  : — 

"  Ixtsolved,  That  all  that  part  of  the  second  resolution  of  1854,  on  page  115,  pro- 
ceedingfl  1869,  which  occurs  after  the  word  '  Lodge/  in  the  fourth  line,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  that  the  subordinate  Lodges  within  this  Grand  juris- 
diction be  left  free  to  take  such  action  in  regard  to  Masonic  burial,  and  conferring 
acts  of  charity  upon  non-affiliated  Masons  as  they,  in  their  judgment,  may  determine  ; 
also,  to  admit  the  same  into  processions,  or  not,  at  their  pleasure." 

There  are  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  working  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a 
membership  of  nine  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  twenty-seven. 

IOWA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  assembled  at  Burlington,  on  Tuesday,  June  fifth,  1860, — the  If.". 
W.\  J.  R.  Hartsock,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

A  committee  appointed  at  the  previous  session  to  report  on  the  subject  of  non- 
affiliation,  made  a  lengthy  report,  in  the  course  of  which,  they  say  : — 

"And  again,  to  establish  a  rule  that  a  non-affiliated  Mason  shall  become  a  member 
of  a  Lodge,  must  be  placed  in  the  same  category  with,  and  may  be  termed  compul- 
sory Masonry,  and  for  the  reasons  we  have  given  above,  can  find  no  justification  in 
principle,  notwithstanding  the  expressed  opinion  of  men,  or  the  late  actions  of  Grand 
Lodges  upon  this  question  of  compulsory  membership,  or  affiliation.  Your  commit- 
tee have  spent  no  time  to  inquire  from  whence  originated  the  idea  of  compulsory 
Masonry,  or  what  prompted  the  action  of  Grand  Lodges  upon  that  subject — as  they 
believe  it  originated  in  the  hair-brained  imagination  of  Masons  of  modern  ideas  upon 
that  subject,  and  that  the  action  of  Grand  Lodges  have  been  premature,  hasty,  and 
without  much  thought  or  investigation  in  relation  to  the  important  principles  involved; 
more  the  product  of  policy  than  principle.  In  fine,  we  maybe  indulged  in  saying 
that  compulsory  membership  and  compulsory  affiliation  may  be  termed  the  bantlings 
of  modern  progression  and  innovation,  because  we  are  well  assured  that  the  great 
and  benevolent  principles  of  ancient  Freemasonry  justify  no  such  thing  as  compulsory 
Masonry.  And  while  your  committee  say  this,  they  fully  accord  the  sentiment  and 
admonition  contained  in  the  '  ancient  charges/  '  that  every  Mason  ought  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  a  Lodge,'  yet  the  individual  must  be  left  free  to  determine  that  for  himself,  as 
the  *  ancient  charge-'  is  admonitory,  and  not  mandatory  —  as  it  lays  down  no  rule  by 
which  a  member  of  a  Lodge  can  be  compelled  to  remain,  or  one  who  is  not  a  mem- 
ber can  be  compelled  to  join  against  his  will,  nor  does  the  ancient  charge  impose 
any  penalty  to  enforce  the  one  or  the  other  —  hence  it  leaves  it  to  the  option  of  the 
Mason  himself  to  determine  in  view  of  the  obligations  resting  upon  him. 

"  Therefore,  our  advice  in  relation  to  this  vexed  question  is,  cease  to  quarrel  with 
all  such,  let  them  go,  and  say  to  all  such,  if  you  will  not  perform  Masonic  work,  we 
will  not  feed  you  with  Masonic  food.  This  you  may  do,  in  accordance  with  justice 
and  with  propriety,  as  the  Great  Light  declares  that  he  that  will  not  work  shall  not 
eat;  more  than  this,  you  may  refuse  to  permit  non-affiliates  to  visit  your  Lodges,  to 
attend  festivals,  or  to  join  processions,  and  refuse  to  them  the  rights  of  Masonic  bur- 
ial, &c.  But  in  our  opinion  the  ancient  usages  and  principles  of  Masonry  will  not 
allow  you  to  hold  a  member  of  a  Lodge  who  is  in  good  standing  (whose  dues  are  paid 
when  he  desires  to  dimit,)  against  his  will  when  he  is  not  in  debt  to  the  Lodge,  nor 
compel  him  to  remain  when  he  desires  to  dimit.  Nor  can  you  in  view  of  the  principles 
of  Masonry  as  anciently  understood,  compel  a  non-affiliated  Mason  to  become  a  mem- 
ber—  but  must  leave  it  to  his  own  discretion,  without  compulsion  or  coercion." 

It  was  decided  that  the  thirty-nine  regulations,  adopted  in  1721,  when  Mr.  George 
Payne  was  Grand  Master  of  England,  are  not,  and  at  no  time  have  been  in  force  in  this 
jurisdiction. 

The  M.-.W.'.  Thomas  H.  Benton  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  Il.-.W.'.  Theo- 
dore S.  Parvin  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  sixty  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  membership 
reported  of  four  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-one. 

KANSAS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas  convened  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  October,  181 
the  M.\  W.'.  Richard  R,  Rees,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
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In  his  Address,  the  Grand  Master  gives  this  wholesome  advice  to  the  brethren : — 
"There  is  as  little  consistency  in  the  profane  and  foul-mouthed  swearer,  the  thick- 
tongued  hanger-on  at  grog-shops,  the  professional  gambler,  the  desecrator  of  the 
Sabbath  and  the  contemner  of  God's  holy  laws,  bein^  a  Mason  in  a  proper  sense,  as 
there  is  in  his  being  a  Christian.  None  but  he  who  strictly  obeys  the  moral  law  should 
enter  here.  While  ours  is  no  religion,  yet  it  embraces  in  its  teachings  all  the  virtues 
necessary  to  the  Christian  character  ;  and  while  few,  perhaps,  adhere  to  the  general 
teachings  of  the  Order,  yet  too  few  comply  with  the  prominent  virtues  of  the  associ- 
ation. Impress  it,  then,  upon  your  Lodges, that  it  is  better  to  reject  ten  good  men  than 
to  accept  one  unworthy  one  ;  nor  is  it  all  who  outwardly  obey  the  moral  law  who  are 
fit  for  Masons.  It  is  the  inner  man  —  the  man  whose  heart  is  right,  who  can  adorn  our 
temple.  The  pharisaical  observer  of  the  ten  commandments,  whose  heart  is  too  nar- 
row to  contain  a  tender  emotion  or  a  holy  feeling,  is  far  more  dangerous  than  the  lib- 
ertine. Scan  every  applicant  to  the  core  ;  accept  no  negative  character,  but  take  a 
man  alone  for  his  good  qualites,  and  not  for  his  want  of  bad  ones." 

The  M.'.W.-. Richard  R.  Rees  was  reelected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.-.W.'.  Chas. 
Mundee,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  fifth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Territory  was  held 
on  the  sixteenth  of  October,  1860.  The  Grand  Master  presided.  There  is  nothing  of 
any  importance  in  its  proceedings.  The  M:.  W.\  George  H.  Fairchild  was  elected 
Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  W;.  Charles  Mundee  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

There  are  already  twenty-seven  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  having  a  reported 
membership  of  seven  hundred  and  forty-one. 

KENTUCKY. 
The  Annual  Communication  was  held  on  the  seventeenth  of  October,  1859  —  the 
M.\  W.\  Robert  Morris,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Of  the  progress  of  the  Order  in  the  State  the  Grand  Master  says  : — 
"  This  is  the  sixtieth  Grand  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ken- 
tucky, the  Mother  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Mississippi  Valley.  For  the  first  nine  years, 
from  October,  1800,  to  August,  1808,  the  Grand  Lodge  met  semi-annually.  Since  that 
period  its  sessions  have  been  annual.  For  the  first  time  since  1840,  a  period  of  nine- 
teen years,  your  assemblage  is  in  the  city  of  Louisville.  At  the  loss  of  the  Grand 
Hall,  at  Lexington,  in  1834,  by  the  pecuniary  embarrassments  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
the  Grand  Lodge  removed  its  sessions  to  this  city,  where  it  met  successively  in  1835, 
1836,  1837,  1838,  and  1840,  when  a  new  Hall  was  completed  at  Lexington.  A  great 
change  has  taken  place  in  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  Kentucky  since  last  your 
gavels  were  heard  in  this  city.  At  that  time  but  thirty-three  Lodges  were  repre- 
sented, and  the  active  membership  of  the  society  in  Kentucky  was  scarcely  one 
thousand.  Now  the  number  of  your  Lodges  exceeds  three  hundred,  and  that  of  your 
membership  eleven  thousand,  so  great  has  been  the  progress  of  our  institution  in 
nineteen  years !  " 

The  M.-.W.'.  Harvey  T.  Wilson  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  W.\  John  M. 
S.  McCorkle  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

LOUISIANA. 

The  forty-eighth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State,  was 
held  February  thirteenth,  1860 — the  31.'.  W.'.  Grand  Master,  Samuel  M.  Todd,  pre- 
siding. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  says  : — 

"  The  number  of  clandestine  Lodges  in  this  city  appears  to  have  increased  since 
our  last  assembly,  judging  from  their  advertisements.  The  instigators  of  these  ille- 
gal and  self-constituted  associations  have  grown  bolder  in  their  movements,  and  have 
attempted  to  extend  their  organization  into  the  rural  districts  of  our  State,  without 
however  having  attained  more  than  a  slight  foothold.  During  the  past  year  I  have 
received  several  communications  from  persons  who  have  been  deceived  into  joining 
one  or  another  of  these  pretended  Masonic  Lodges.  One,  indignant  at  the  deceit 
practised  upon  him,  writes  that  after  being  furnished  with  a  diploma  signed  by  the 
officers  of  the  self-styled  '  Supreme  Council,'  he  took  his  departure  for  foreign  coun- 
tries, but  that  his  profession  as  the  master  of  a  vessel  soon  showed  him  the  irregular- 
ity of  that  false  jurisdiction  ;  '  for,'  he  says,  '  everywhere  I  presented  myself,  in  Mar- 
seilles, London,  Gibraltar,  New  York,  etc.,  I  was  shamefully  rejected  as  a  clandes- 
tine Mason.' " 
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The  3L-.  W>,  J.  Q.  A.  Fellows  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  B:.  W.\  Samcel 
G.  Kisk  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

MAINE. 

The  Annual  Communication  was  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  1860 — the 
M:A\  :.  Bibam  Chase,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

\\\  the  hasty  glance  we  have  made  through  the  proceedings,  we  notice  nothing 
of  very  special  interest.  The  M.'.W.'.  Josiah  H.  Drummond,  was  elected  Grand 
Master,  and  the  B.'.Wr.  Ira  Berry  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

We  have  received  the  publication  of  the  abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  this  State  at  the  Quarterly  Communications  in  March,  June  and  September, 
and  at  the  Annual  and  Stated  Communications  in  December,  1859.  The  M.:W.\  John 
T.  Heard,  Grand  Master,  presided,  and  the  B:.W:.  Charles  W.  Moore  officiated  as 
Grand  Secretary. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  in  March,  nothing  was  done  but  to  accept  an  act  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  to  incorporate  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  take  all 
the  preliminary  steps  necessary  to  a  complete  organization  as  a  corporate  body 
under  the  act.  This  was  done  with  a  view  to  the  purchase  of  real  estate  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  Masonic  Temple,  as  authorized  by  a  previous  vote  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  A  charter  was  also  ordered  to  be  issued  to  a  Lodge  which  had  been  working 
under  dispensation. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  in  June,  the  death  of  the  R.:W.\  and  Rev.  William 
Flint,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  was  announced ;  and  the  R.:W.\  Hon.  Charles  R. 
Train  was  installed  as  Deputy  Grand  Master,  upon  the  appointment  of  the  Grand 
Master.  Two  charters  were  ordered  to  be  issued  to  Lodges  which  had  been  working 
under  dispensation.  A  report  of  a  committee  was  unanimously  adopted,  to  whom 
had  been  referred  a  communication  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine,  propos- 
ing an  interchange  of  representatives,  and  who  reported  "  that  this  subject  has  here- 
tofore been  acted  upon  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  who  have  deemed  it  inexpedient  to 
make  such  appointments  on  their  behalf.  This  committee  see  no  ground  for  changing 
this  decision."  An  invitation  was  accepted  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  the  Monument 
to  the  memory  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers,  in  process  of  erection  at  Plymouth. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  in  September,  two  charters  were  ordered  to  be  issued  to 
Lodges  which  had  been  working  under  dispensation. 

The  Annual  Communication  was  held  December  fourteenth,  1859.  At  this  Com- 
munication charters  were  ordered  to  be  issued  to  Hiram  of  Gopiapo  and  South- 
ern Cross  Lodges,  in  the  Republic  of  Chile,  both  having  worked  the  constitutional 
term  under  dispensation.  The  M.'.W:.  Winslow  Lewis,  was  elected  Grand  Master, 
and  the  B:.  W.\  Charles  W.  Moore  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

A  Stated  Communication,  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution,  was  held  on  the 
twenty-seventh  of  December,  1859,  for  the  exemplification  of  work,  the  dedication  of 
the  new  Halls,  the  installation  of  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  celebration  of 
the  Annual  Feast.  A  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  communication  from  a 
committee  of  Fredericksburg  Lodge,  Xo.  4,  in  Virginia,  presented  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted  : — 

"  It  appears  that  this  Lodge,  being  the  one  in  which  Washington  was  made  a  Ma- 
son, by  the  cooperation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  and  of  other  Grand  L< 
of  the  Union,  ordered,  in  1854,  a  marble  statue  of  him  in  Masonic  regalia,  and  with 
the  jewel  of  a  Past  Master,  to  be  executed  by  Hiram  Powers.  To  this  work  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  subscribed  at  that  time  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars- This  statue  has  been  executed  and  forwarded  to  New  York;  those  who  have 
seen  it  have  pronounced  it  to  be  a  highly  creditable  work  of  art,  and  worthy  of  i li « * 
great  man  whom  it  is  designed  ever  to  commemorate.  There  is  a  deficiency  of  twenty- 
five  hundred  dollars  necessary  to  be  provided  for  to  pay  the  cost  of  this  work.    This

sum  must  be  made  up  by  additional  subscriptions  from  the  Grand  and  subordinate 
Lodges  of  the  Union,  or  from  the  exhibition  of  the  statue  in  the  large  cities. 

"  The  committee,  however,  believe  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  will 
fully  recognize  the  importance  of  contributing  its  proportion  towards  making  up  the 
sum  required  for  the  balance  due  for  the  cost  of  this  statue.  It  was  certainly  a  highly 
patriotic  and  noble  endeavor  of  a  single  subordinate  Lodge  to  present  to  the  memory 
of  posterity,  in  an  enduring  form ,  the  Father  of  his  Country  as  a  Mason  and  a  Master 
of  a  Lodge.  In  addition  to  the  great  expenses  they  have  already  incurred,  they  pro- 
pose to  erect  a  suitable  and  permanent  building  in  Fredericksburg  in  which  the  statue 
is  to  be  placed.  The  committee  therefore  unanimously  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars  in  addition  to  the  one  hundred  dollars  previously  subscribed,  be 
appropriated  on  the  part  of  this  Grand  Lodge  as  their  contribution  to  this  most  great 
and  important  undertaking  ;  and  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  directed  to  pay  over 
the  sum  of  $300  to  the  order  of  Fredericksburg  Lodge,  No.  4,  in  Virginia." 

The  work  and  lectures  were  exemplified  in  the  presence  of  a  larger  number  of 
brethren  than  were  ever  before  assembled  in  the  city  of  Boston,  on  any  similar 
occasion. 

The  new  and  beautiful  Halls  at  the  corner  of  Tremont  and  Boylston  streets,  were 
dedicated  in  the  presence  of  not  less  than  six  hundred  brethren. 

From  the  Annual  Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  it  appears  that  during  the  year, 
ten  dispensations  for  new  Lodges  had  been  granted,  and  seven  charters  issued.  He 
says  "  the  reports  from  our  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  afford,  in  general,  the  most 
gratifying  accounts  of  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction."  He  also  says  "  the  ancient 
records  of  Saint  John's  Grand  Lodge,  and  of  Massachusetts  Grand  Lodge,  have  been 
duplicated.  One  set  of  all  our  records  is  now  kept  in  an  iron  safe  which  is  in  our 
J?.-.  W.\  Grand  Secretary's  office,  and  the  other  is  deposited  in  his  private  library." 
This  doubtless,  has  been  done,  to  guard  against  the  possibility  of  their  destruction 
by  accident.  A  wise  precaution,  which  should  be  adopted  wherever  the  records  of 
our  Order  are  not  perfectly  safe. 

Alluding  to  a  public  celebration  of  Saint  John's  da}',  the  Grand  Master  observes  ; 
"  The  experiences  of  that  occasion  induce  me  to  recommend  the  celebration  of  our 
festivals  in  a  more  private  manner."  There  is  at  this  day  too  great  a  disposition 
in  the  fraternity  for  pnblic  celebrations.  It  prevails  principally  amongst  young  Ma- 
sons who  are  anxious  to  exhibit  themselves  before  the  world  as  members  of  the 
Order.  Brethren  now  somewhat  advanced  in  years,  remember  well  that  in  their  early 
days  a  public  Masonic  demonstration  was  of  rare  occurrence.  Neither  was  it  so  gen- 
erally known  then  as  now,  who  were  Masons.  In  some  countries  at  the  present  day, 
ncne  know  who  are  Masons,  or  when  or  where  they  assemble,  but  the  initiated;  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  to  some  extent,  at  least,  a  check  may  be  given  to  the  publicity 
in  our  land  of  almost  every  thing  connected  with  the  Order.  It  would  be  well  if  the 
Grand  Lodge  would  prohibit  public  demonstrations  without  a  dispensation  from  the 
Grand  Master,  except  in  cases  of  burial. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  further  says  :— 

"  A  short  time  since  I  received  information — unofficial — that  one  of  our  Lodges  had 
trespassed  on  the  rights  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  by  making  a  Mason  of  a 
citizen  of  that  State,  in  derogation  of  our  own  laws,  and  subversive  of  those  friendly 
relations  which  should  exist  between  two  Masonic  Grand  Bodies.  The  attention  of 
the  Master  of  the  Lodge  having  been  called  to  the  charge  against  it,  it  promptly  did 
all  in  its  power  to  make  honorable  reparation. 

"  The  whole  number  of  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  is  now  one  hundred  and  ten- 
one  hundred  chartered,  and  ten  working  under  dispensation.  The  number  of  mem- 
bers, September  first,  1859,  was  six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-one  ;  and  that 
of  initiates  for  the  year  ending  September  first,  1859,  eleven  hundred  and  eighty-eight. 
The  number  of  members  on  the  first  of  September,  1856,  was  four  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  eightj'-eight ;  so  that  during  the  three  succeeding  years  the  increase  was  two 
thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-three.  During  the  three  years  preceding  September 
first,  1859,  three  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  were  initiated,  viz. :  1857,  to 
September  first,  ten  hundred  and  ninety-two  ;  1858,  to  September  first,  nine  hundred 
and  fifty-one  ;  1859,  to  September  first,  eleven  hundred  and  eighty-eight. 
"  The  foregoing  figures  show  that,  whilst  we  have  initiated  three  thousand  two  hun- 
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died  and  thirty-one  persons,  the  membership  of  the  Lodges  has  increased  only  two 
thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-three,  making  the  difference  of  ten  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-eight. After  allowing  for  deaths  and  removals  beyond  our  borders,  there  still 
remains  B  large  number  of  initiates  who  have  not  connected  themselves  with  Lodges 
as  members.  Why  is  this  so  ?  Is  the  fault  theirs  or  ours?  May  it  not  be  owing  to 
our  requiring  of  them  to  fraternize  with  those  who  stand  in  bad  repute  in  general 
society  ?  In  my  opinion,  nine  tenths  of  the  non-affiliation  complained  of  so  generally 
in  the'United  States,  are  occasioned  by  the  unworthiness  of  so  manjT  members  whose 
presence  repels  that  of  better  men  to  the  great  injury  of  our  institution.'" 

The  California  case  alluded  to  is  doubtless  that  of  Joseph  S.  Friend,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  by  our  Grand  Master  in  his  Address  to  our  Grand  Lodge  in  1859, but  we  have 
not  heard  what  or  how  "  honorable  reparation  "  was  made  by  the  offending  Lodge. 
As  to  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Master  that  much  of  the  non-affiliation  of  Masons  is 
attributable  to  the  unworthiness  of  active  members  of  the  Order,  we  knoic  that  such 
is,  to  some  extent,  the  case  in  our  own  State. 

The  Grand  Master  elect,  the  Jf.\  W.m.  Winslow  Lewis,  upon  his  installation,  deliv- 
ered an  Address,  from  which  we  make  two  extracts,  commending  them  to  the  atten- 
tive consideration  of  the  fraternity.  With  reference  to  the  admission  of  members, 
he  says  ir— 

"  Any  man,  provided  he  possesses  the  pre-requisitions,  can  present  himself  as  a 
candidate  for  reception.  Our  portals  are  not  barred  to  any  such.  If  found  worthy, 
they  are,  or  should  be,  received.  Now,  what  should  constitute  that  worth?  That 
is  the  great  question  to  determine,  and  it  is  at  least  questionable  whether  that  stand- 
ard has  been  of  a  sufficiently  elevated  character.  Too  many  are  received  on  qualifi- 
cations wholly  negative.  Committees  report  nothing  against  the  applicant :  his  moral 
character  is  unblemished,  he  is  honest,  temperate,  truthful,  &c,  &c.  All  this  allowed, 
shall  such  be  received?  Certainly  not.  Cannot  each  one  of  you  here  assembled, 
call  up  some,  within  the  sphere  of  your  acquaintance,  who,  with  all  the  requisites 
thus  detailed,  are  deficient  in  the  heart's  best  feelings,  the  heart's  best  actions — and, 
in  addition,  the  mind's  cultivation  ? 

"There  is  a  difficulty  as  to  the  reception  of  some,  who  would  add  increased  dig- 
nity and  respectability  to  the  Order,  but  whose  social  position  in  life,  strange  to  as- 
sert, would  be  the  cause  of  their  rejection ;  for  no  man,  for  instance,  placed  in  a  high 
official  station,  can  fail  to  have  his  enemies  ;  no  man  who  has  made  himself  conspic- 
uous by  the  advocacy  of  sentiments  calculated  to  affect  the  community,  can  make 
himself  acceptable  to  all.  Therefore  he,  who  is  almost  unknown,  and  even  illiterate, 
can  more  readily  pass  our  portals,  than  the  refined,  the  learned,  the  public  man." 

Speaking  on  the  subject  of  public  celebrations,  he  says : — 

"  The  more  unobtrusive  as  a  fraternity,  the  more  we  keep  ourselves  within  our 
own  precincts,  the  better.  On  no  occasion,  save  an  imperative  Masonic  one,  should 
the  Order  be  seen  in  public;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  expression  of  the  opinion 
of  the  Chair  ma}'  be  considered  as  a  sufficient  indication  of  his  individual  judgment, 
only  to  be  overruled  by  the  wishes  of  the  majority  constituting  his  adviser-." 

Of  the  Lodges  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  thirty-three  were  chartered  in  the 
last  century,  their  charters  being  of  the  following  dates :  One  dated  in  1733  ;  one 
in  1756  ;  one  in  1760 ;  one  in  1766;  two  in  1770;  one  in  1771;  one  in  1779;  one  in 
1783  ;  one  in  1792  ;  one  in  1793;  one  in  1794 ;  four  in  1795  ;  six  in  1796  ;  eight  in  1797  ; 
two  in  1798,  and  one  in  1799. 

MINNESOTA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  held  its  eighth  Annual  Communication  at  St.  Paul 
on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  October,  1859,  — the  Mr.  Wr.  A.T.  C.  Pierson,  Grand  Mas- 
ter, presiding. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  stated  that  he  had  granted  three  dispensations 
for  new  Lodges  ;  that  he  had  appointed  representatives  for  that  Grand  Lodge  near  a 
number  of  sister  Grand  Lodges,  — amongst  them,  the  B.\  W.:  Alexander  G.  Abell, 
of  California,  near  our  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  that  he  had  withdrawn  the  charter  of  the 
Lodge  at  Henderson.  He  also  endorsed  the  recommendation  of  the  establishment 
of  the  North  American  Congress ;  and  reviewed  the  rise  and  progress  of  the  Craft 
in  the  State. 
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The  committee,  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  reported  favorably  as  to  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  North  American  Masonic  Congress  ;  and  offered  a  resolution  that 
the  plan  proposed  be  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  resolution  was  concurred  in. 

The  following  was  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  subject  of  non-affiliated 
Masons : — 

"flesolved,  That  no  resident  non-affiliated  Mason  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  any  sub- 
ordinate Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  after  he  shall  have  resided  in  said  jurisdiction 
six  months." 

The  M.'.W.*.  A.  T.  C.  Pierson  was  reelected  Grand  Master,  as  was  the  Ii.\  11V. 
George  W.  Prescott,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  submitted  by  Bro.  George  W. 
Prescott,  is  quite  lengthy  and  interesting. 

NEBEASKA. 

the  Second  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Territory  was  held 
at  Bellevue,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  June,  1859,— the  M.:W.\  R.  C.  Jordan,  Grand 
Master,  presiding. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  states  that  there  had  been  no  increase  in  the 
number  of  Lodges  during  the  year,  and  assigns  the  financial  difficulties  which  had 
prevailed  throughout  the  Territory  as  the  cause  ;  recommends  the  repeal  of  the  law 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  "  requires  all  the  proceedings,  ballotings,  and  business  of 
the  Lodge  to  be  had  in  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons,"  as  "  it  does  injustice  to  Entered 
Apprentices  and  Fellow  Crafts,  in  not  permitttng  them  to  ballot  and  have  the  privi- 
lege of  making  choice  of  their  associates,"  and  states  that  in  other  jurisdictions, 
(not  named,)  where  such  a  rule  had  prevailed,  it  had  been  entirely  rescinded  ; 
condemns  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  which  provides  for  the 
trial  and  suspension  by  a  subordinate  Lodge  of  its  own  Master,  or  the  Grand  Master ; 
opposes  the  establishment  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  ;  and 
recommends  the  fraternity  to  cooperate  with  the  Ladies'  Association  in  the  purchase 
of  Moimt  Vernon. 

The  committee  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  reported  that  it  was  inexpedient 
to  organize  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  which  report  was  adopted.  Another  committee 
reported  "  that  the  new  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  empowering  a 
subordinate  Lodge  to  arraign  and  punish  a  Master,  or  Grand  Master,  is  an  unprece- 
dented innovation  upon  the  body  of  Masonry,  and  an  unwarranted  encroachment 
upon  the  ancient  prerogatives  of  those  officers";  which  report  was  also  adopted. 

An  Address  was  delivered  before  the  Grand  Lodge  by  the  Grand  Orator,  Bro.  A. 
G.  Clarke.    There  was  also  a  report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

The  M.-.W.'.  R.  C.  Jordan  was  reelected  Grand  Master,  as  was  the  Rr.W.:  R.  W. 
Furnas,  Grand  Secretary. 

.The  Grand  Lodge  for  the  Territory  of  Nebraska  also  assembled  at  Brownville,  on 
the  fifth  day  of  June,  I860,— Bro.  L.  B.  Kinney,  presiding  as  Grand  Master,  and  the 
JR.\  Irv.  Robert  W.  Furnas  being  Grand  Secretary. 

A  short  Address  was  read  from  the  M.:W.\  Robert  C.Jordan,  Grand  Master,  who 
was  unavoidably  absent.  There  is  nothing  in  the  proceedings  worthy  of  special 
notice.  The  Ms.  W.\  George  Armstrong  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  M.:  W.: 
Robert  W.  Fur*as  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

There  are  six  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 


We  have  glanced  over  some  of  the  other  published  proceedings,  but  our  labors 
mjust  be  brought  to  a  close.  Over  two  feet  of  the  pile  with  which  we  commenced, 
remain  undisposed  of,  whilst  the  result  of  our  labors  upon  that  portion  which  has 
passe/l  through  our  hands,  is  unsatisfactory  to  ourselves,  and  consequently  can  not 
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prove  otherwise  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  But  it  has  been  all  that  we  could  do.  We 
have  seen  many  things,  which,  under  other  circumstances,  would  have  received  at 
least  a  passing  notice.  We  have  seen  some  things  which  are  ridiculous,  others  which 
are  erroneous,  and  some  even  absurd;  but,  since  we  commenced,  the  state  of  the 
health  of  the  writer,  together  with  his  heart-sickness,  caused  by  the  political  troubles 
now  agitating  our  beloved  land,  has  been  such  that  he  has  not  been  able  to  make 
full  use  of  even  the  few  scattered  moments  he  could  devote  to  this  work.  We  trust 
that  hereafter  this  duty  will  be  assigned  to  some  brother  who  has  at  his  command  the 
leisure  necessary  to  its  proper  discharge. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Address  of  the  M.\W.:  Grand  Master, 
have  examined  and  considered,  with  pleasure  and  satisfaction,  a  paper  so  abundant 
in  truthful  expression  of  that  kindly  sentiment  which  is  the  central  principle  of  our 
Order — so  well  calculated,  by  its  tender  enforcement,  to  impress  the  fraternity  with 
those  lofty  principles  which  are  the  vitals  of  the  Craft,  and  so  happily  bearing  to  us 
tidings  of  harmony  and  prosperit}T  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  several  portions  of  the  Address  which  relate 
to  the  new  Lodges  constituted  since  the  last  Annual  Communication — to  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  property  of  Windsor  Lodge,  No.  116,  at  Windsor,  in  Sierra  County,  and 
the  resolution  of  the  members  of  said  Lodge,  requesting  the  Grand  Lodge  to  accept

Bro.  John  R.  Buckbee,  from  the  special  committee  appointed  at  the 
last  Annual  Communication  to  consider  the  subject  of  paying  the  expenses 
of  representatives,  presented  the  following  report : — 

To  the  M.\W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  L 
to  report  as  to  the  propriety  of  paying  to  one  delegate  from  each  Lodge  his  neces- 
sary actual  traveling  expenses  in  coming  to  and  returning  from  the  Annual  Commu- 
nications of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  recommend  some  means  of  providing  the  funds 
which  would  be  required  for  that  purpose,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  as  fol- 
lows :— 

Your  committee  can  use  no  more  appropriate  language  as  to  the  propriety  of  the 
object  sought  in  the  resolution  referred  to  them,  than  to  adopt  that  portion  of  the  re^- 
port  of  the  special  committee  who  made  report  last  year,  "  that  they  have  no  doubt 
of  the  absolute  equity  upon  which  the  resolution  is  founded  ;'r  and  they  are  unani- 
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mously  of  opinion  that  the  subject  matter  embraced  therein  should  meet  with  the 
cordial  approval  of  every  member  of  this  Grand  Body.  But,  in  arriving  at  a  conclu- 
sion as  to  the  proper  mode  of  raising  the  funds  to  pay  the  representatives,  the  com- 
mittee have  been  seriously  embarrassed  in  consequence  of  the  lack  of  knowledge  of 
what  the  actual  traveling  expenses  of  a  delegate  from  each  Lodge  within  the  juris- 
diction would  amount  to  in  the  aggregate  ;  without  which  knowledge  an  exact  calcu- 
lation would  be  impossible.  The  payment  of  any  certain  sum  per  mile,  owing  to  the 
different  costs  of  travel  in  different  portions  of  the  State,  would  make  such  a  system 
operate  very  unequally ;  and  if  the  Grand  Lodge  should  inaugurate  the  system  of 
paying  representatives  at  all  out  of  a  fund  levied  upon  the  Lodges,  it  is  the  opinion 
of  your  committee  that  each  delegate  should  receive  his  necessary  traveling  ex- 
penses—  no  more  and  no  less. 

From  the  best  information  within  the  reach  of  your  committee,  they  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  member,  levied  upon  the  aggregate  member- 
ship of  the  jurisdiction,  will  be  amply  sufficient  to  pay  this  expense  ;  and  as  the  most 
equitable  mode  of  accomplishing  the  object  sought  for  in  the  resolution,  they  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : — 

Resolved,  That,  in  addition  to  the  amount  at  present  levied  upon  the  subordinate 
Lodges,  there  be  levied  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  the  name  of  each  Master  Mason 
borne  upon  their  rolls  at  the  date  of  the  annual  returns,  which  shall  constitute  a 
special  fund  to  be  denominated  "  The  Representative  Fund  "  ;  and  that  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  several  Lodges  to  pay  the  said  sum  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed for  the  payment  of  their  annual  dues. 

Resolved,  That,  at  each  Annual  Communication,  an  auditing  committee,  to  consist 
of  three,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master,  which  committee  shall  audit  all 
accounts  of  delegates  from  subordinate  Lodges, for  their  actual  traveling  expenses  to 
and  from  the  place  of  the  Annual  Communications  ;  and  shall  certify  the  amount  due 
each  delegate  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  who  shall  thereupon  draw  his  warrant  upon 
the  Grand  Treasurer  for  the  amount  due  each  delegate.  The  warrant  shall  specify 
the  fund  from  which  the  money  is  drawn,  and  no  warrant  shall  be  issued  to  more 
than  one  delegate  from  each  Lodge.

Your  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  petition  for  a  charter,  and  the  record- 
Looks  and  other  papers  of  Franklin  Lodge,  at  Ornisbo,  in  Sacramento  County,  have 
carefully  examined  the  proceedings  of  said  Lodge,  and  rind  them  generally  to  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  our  Constitution  and  General  Regulations.  They  discov- 
er, however,  that  in  several  instances  this  Lodge  has  opened  its  stated  communica- 
tions on  the  first  or  second  degree  ;  deferring  the  approval  of  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
ceding stated  communication  until  after  the  conferring  of  the  first  or  second  degree, 
as  the  case  might  be.  This  your  committee  deem  an  irregularity,  believing  that  the 
stated  communication  should  always  be  opened  on  the  third  degree,  and  that  the  first 
business  transacted  should  be  the  approval  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  stated 
and  called  communications.

The  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Wardens,  Grand 
Treasurer,  and  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  each  Annual  Commu- 
nication, upon  the  fourth  day  thereof ;  shall  be  installed  before  its  close;  and  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  in- 
stalled.   A  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  for  an  election. 

Proposed  amendments  numbered  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  and  eight, 
as  presented  in  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  on  unfinished  business,  were 
then  severally  taken  up  in  the  order  of  their  numbers ;  and,  neither  of 
them  having  received  the  vote  required  by  the  Constitution,  they  were  all 
declared  rejected.

Your  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  records  and  papers  of  Boric  Lodge 
at  North  Fork,  in  Trinity  County,  have  carefully  considered  the  same.  From 
representations  made  to  them,  they  find  that  changes  have  occurred  since  the  organ- 
ization of  said  Lodge,  which  will  materially  affect  its  prospects  for  usefulness  ;  and 
that  there  is  not  a  sufficient  Masonic  or  other  population  within  its  jurisdiction  to  war- 
rant its  continuance.  Believing  that  new  Lodges  should  only  be  established  where 
there  is  a  fair  prospect  of  their  sustaining  themselves  with  credit  to  the  fraternity, 
they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : — 
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Resolved,  That  Done  Lodge,  lately  U.  ]).,  at  North  Fork,  in  Trinity  County,  be  de- 
clared extinct.

John  W.  Harville,  from  the  Committee  on  IJy-Laws,  presented 
the  following  report: — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :~ 

Your  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  by-laws  of  the  several  Lodges  under 
dispensation,  have  carefully  examined  the  same,  and  are  happy  in  being  able  to  re- 
port that,  with  one  exception,  all  have  adopted  the  uniform  code  recommended 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  have  sent  up  their  transcripts  in  very  neatly  executed  fori 
It  is,  therefore,  of  course,  recommended  that  the  by-laws  of  those  Lodges  be  ap- 
proved. The  by-laws  of  Franklin  Lodge,  the  exception  above  mentioned,  are  the 
uniform  code  with  many  useless  additions ;  but  as  these  additions  contain  nothing 
radically  wrong,  being  simply  reiterations  of  portions  of  the  Constitution  and  of  well 
established  and  universal  laws  of  Masonry,  and  as  they  will  only  immediately  affect 
those  by  whom  they  have  been  adopted,  it  is  recommended  that  they  also  be  ap- 
proved. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  certain  amendments  to  the  by-laws  of 
Oak  Lodge,  Xo.  61, requiring  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  that  Lodge  each  to  give 
a  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  : 
and,  for  reasons  above  given  in  the  case  of  Franklin  Lodge,  they  recommend  thai 
the  amendments  be  approved. 

In  relation  to  that  portion  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  concern- 
ing the  by-laws  of  Lodges,  which  was  referred  to  your  committee,  they  can  only  echo 
the  hope  expressed  by  him,  and  strongly  urge  all  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  to  adopt 
the  Uniform  Code  of  By-Laws,  not  only  because  they  have  been  very  carefully  pre- 
pared by  one  of  the  best  Masonic  jurists  in  the  State,  and  contain,  in  the  opinion  of 
your  committee,  all  that  is  required  for  the  proper  regulation  and  government  of  the 
Lodges,  but  because  it  is  most  desirable  that  in  this,  as  in  all  other  respects,  there 
should  be  uniformity  throughout  the  jurisdiction.

To  the  M.-.W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  offered  by  Bro.  Alex.  G. 
Abell,  defining  what  shall  be  deemed  due  notification  in'cities  and  town-  where  daily

newspapers  are  printed,  have  given  the  same  careful  consideration,  and  respectfully 
report  that,  in  their  judgment,  the  trial  of  a  brother  upon  charges  for  unmasonic  con- 
duct is  a  matter  of  such  serious  moment  to  the  Craft  that  every  thing  connected  with 
it  should  be  done  "  decently  and  in  order,"  and  that  every  member  of  the  Lodge 
should  be  in  fact  notified  of  the  time  when  the  commissioners  are  to  be  elected.  There 
is  no  necessity  for  haste  in  such  a  matter,  and  it  is  better  that  one  who  is  uDj'ustly  ac- 
cused should  suffer  somewhat  from  the  law's  delay  than  that  we  should  seem  to  treat 
the  matter  of  trials  lightly,  or  neglect  any  precaution  necessary  to  ensure  to  every 
brother  an  opportunity  to  be  present  upon  an  occasion  of  so  much  importance. 

In  cities  and  large  towns,  although  the  membership  of  the  Lodges  may  be  exten- 
sive^yet  all  reside  within  a  convenient  distance.  One  of  the  duties  of  the  Tyler  of 
a  Lodge  is  to  serve  notices,  as  it  is  one  of  the  duties  of  the  Secretary  to  prepare 
them ;  and  your  committee  deem  it  much  more  important  that  every  member  of  the 
Lodge  should  be  personally  notified,  than  that  the  Secretary  and  Tyler,  who,  alone  of 
the  officers,  receive  compensation  for  their  services,  should  be  saved  a  little  labor. 
It  is  true,  probably,  that  a  notification  published  in  one  or  more  daily  papers  of  San 
Francisco,  or  any  other  city,  would  be  a  notification  in  fact  to  a  considerable  number 
of  the  members  of  any  Lodge  there  ;  but  it  is  also  true  that  not  every  man  who  reads 
the  papers  reads  the  general  advertisements,  or  even  the  special  notices,  and  that,  at 
least,  some  of  the  members  would  thus  fail  to  be  notified.  It  is  the  right  of  the  ac- 
cused, and  the  duty  of  the  Lodge,  to  have  every  thing  connected  with  the  trial  con- 
ducted in  such  manner  as  will  best  ensure  a  fair  and  impartial  result ;  and  in  order  to 
secure  this,  the  most  important  step  is  the  election  of  commissioners. 

Your  committee  think  that  every  member  of  the  Lodge  should  at  least  have  an 
opportunity  to  participate  in  such  election,  and,  being  of  the  opinion  that  a  notifica- 
tion by  advertisement,  in  the  manner  proposed  in  the  resolution  referred  to  them, 
would  not  be  the  best  method  of  ensuring  that  desirable  result,  they  return  the  res- 
olution with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  not  adopted.

John  R.  Buckbkf, 
to  amend  Sec.  2,  Art.  II,  Part  III,  of  the  Constitution,  have  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, and  respectfully  report  that  the  amendment  proposed  seeks  to  reconcile 
apparently  conflicting  sections  of  the  Constitution.  Sec.  2,  Art.  II,  Part  III,  specifies 
the  particular  business  which  may  be  transacted  at  special  meetings,  and  distinctly 
prohibits  the  doing  any  other.  Sec.  2,  Art.  IV,  Part  VI,  which  relates  to  trials  of  in- 
dividual Masons,  directs  that  when  charges  are  preferred,  the  Master  shall  call  a^spe- 
cial  meeting  of  his  Lodge  for  the  election  of  commissioners  to  hear  and  determine 
upon  the  matters  at  issue.  The  last  section  permits  that  which  is  prohibited  in  the 
first,  and  the  proposed  amendment  simply  removes  that  prohibition,  and  makes  the 
two  portions  of  the  Constitution  consistent  with  each  other.  Your  committee  there- 
fore return  it  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  adopted.

Sec.  2.  Each  Lodge  shall  have  not  more  than  one  stated  meeting  in  each  lunar 
month,  but  may  hold  such  other  meetings  as  it  may  determine,  or  the  Master  shall 
direct ;  but  no  business  of  any  kind,  except  collections  or  appropriations  for  charity, 
conferring  of  degrees,  ceremonial  observances,  or  balloting  for  commissioners  to  try 
charges  of  unmasonic  conduct,  shall  be  done  at  any  other  than  a  stated  meeting,  un- 
less by  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master  as  provided  in  Sec.  1,  Art.  I,  Part  II. 
And  all  business,  except  the  examination  of  candidates  and  conferring  of  the  subor- 
dinate degrees,  shall  be  done  in  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons. 

Bro.  Wm.  C.  Belcher,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  also  pre- 
sented the  following  report : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  memorial  from  Bro.  R.  C.  Marshall, 
Secretary  of  Vacaville  Lodge,  No.  134,  relative  to  a  claim  against  Chico  Lodge,  No. 
Ill,  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  burial  of  Bro. ,  have  examined  all  the  pa- 
pers submitted  to  this  Grand  Lodge  in  reference  thereto,  and  respectfully  report  as 
follows : — 

They  find  from  the  Annual  Returns  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  from  a  letter  writ- 
ten by  Bro.  John  Bidwell,  Secretary  of  Chico  Lodge,  that  Bro. ,  at  the  time 

of  his  decease,  was  not  a  member  of  that  Lodge,  having  some  time  previously  re- 
ceived his  dimit  therefrom  at  his  own  request.  Under  such  circumstances  it  is  not 
seen  why  Chico  Lodge  should  be  considered  bound  by  any  obligation,  moral  or  Ma. 
sonic,  to  pay  the  expenses  of  his  funeral.  It  was  truly  commendable  in  Bro.  Marshall 
to  see  that  the  deceased  brother  received  christian  burial ;  and  it  should  be  deemed 
a  privilege  as  well  as  a  duty,  among  Masons  and  among  ail  men,  to  make  suitable 
provision  for  the  decent  interment  of  the  dead.  It  is  a  charity  which  any  of  us  may 
require  at  the  hands  of  strangers  ;  and  he  who  gives  of  his  own  abundance  for  so 
worthy  a  purpose  shall  not  go  unrewarded. 

Several  questions  are  propounded  in  the  communication  of  Bro.  Marshall,  of 
which  but  one  appears  to  require  notice.  It  is  asked  whether,  when  a  Mason  dies,  he 
is  entitled  to  Masonic  burial ;  and  if  so,  whether  a  single  individual  must  bear  the  ex- 
pense ?  A  deceased  sojourning  brother,  who  was  in  good  standing,  is  certainly  enti- 
tled to  Masonic  burial ;  and  if  an  individual  renders  that  last  service,  he  may  well 
ask  that  his  brethren  and  neighbors  help  him  to  bear  the  burden,  if  so  it  appears  to 
him  to  be.  But  he  can  scarcely  demand  this  as  a  right.  He  has  done  his  duty,  and 
they  ought  to  be  willing  to  assist  him  ;  but  let  him  not  detract  from  the  merit  of  his 
charity  by  his  complainings.  God  loveth  a  cheerful  giver.

The  peculiar  position  of 
our  mid-ocean  subordinate  of  necessity  subjects  it  to  continued  calls,  not  only  upon 
its  treasury,  but  upon  the  individual  liberality  of  its  members,  and  that  too  in  much 
larger  sums  than  are  usually  demanded  from  the  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction  ;  and 
the  memorial  now  presented  to  you,  with  others  which  have  preceded  it,  afford  con- 
vincing proof  that  our  brethren  of  Hawaiian  Lodge  have  set  an  example  of  liberal- 
ity which  it  may  well  become  this  Grand  Lodge  to  imitate. 

The  cordial  invitation  extended  to  our  Grand  Officers  to  visit  our  brethren  of  Hon- 
olulu, your  committee  deem  well  worthy  of  attention,  and  they  urge  the  propriety  of 
a  compliance  with  the  request  by  some  one  or  more  of  the  elective  officers  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.  Such  a  visit  would  doubtless  redound  to  the  interest  of  the  fraternity 
residing  in  that  insulated  part  of  our  jurisdiction ;  would  convince  that  portion  of 
it  immediately  allied  to  us  that  distance  has  not  had  power  to  separate  its  members 
from  our  memories  ;  would  afford  an  opportunity  to  inspect  their  work,  and,  if  neces- 
sary, to  correct  it  so  that  it  should  correspond  with  that  ordained  by  this  Grand 
Lodge  ;  and  could  not  fail  to  be  most  pleasant  and  happy  for  those  accepting  the  in- 
vitation. The  pleasure  so  eloquently  presented  as  anticipated  by  the  memorialists, 
should  their  request  in  this  respect  be  acceded  to,  shows  how  hospitably  such  a  visi- 
tor or  visitors  would  be  received  and  entertained;  and  your  committee  express  the 
urgent  hope  that  some  prominent  officer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  will  take  an  early  op- 
portunity, by  availing  himself  of  this  invitation,  to  give  himself  much  enjoyment,  and 
to  prove  to  our  Hawaiian  brethren  that  we  affectionately  remember  our  ocean  child. 
In  conclusion,  your  committee,  consulting  their  own  inclinations  as  well  as  obey- 
ing the  mandate  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  offer  the  following  resolution  for  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  dues  of  Hawaiian  Lodge,  No.  21,  for  the  year  ending  March  1, 
1861,  be  and  are  hereby  remitted. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Which  report  was  concurred  in,  and  the  resolution  accompanying 
it  was  adopted. 

Bro.  Charles  Marsh,  from  the  Committee  on  Finances,  presented  the 
following  report : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  offered  by  Bro.  Charles  Ash- 
ton,  proposing  that  certain  moneys  expended  by  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  for  the  assistance  of  Bro.  John  Gibbs,  formerly  a  member  of  the 
late  San  Francisco  Lodge,  No.  7,  should  be  refunded  to  that  Board,  have  carefully  con- 
sidered the  same,  and  respectfully  report,  that  the  application  is  based  upon  an  as- 
sumption which  ought  not  for  a  moment  to  be  entertained.  The  funds  of  the  late 
Lodge,  above  named,  were  forfeited  when  its  charter  was  revoked,  and  have  long 
since  gone  into  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  been  used  for  its  general  pur- 
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poses ;  and  no  former  member  of  the  extinct  Lodge  has  any  especial  claim  upon 
those  funds  because  they  were  thus  derived.  The  Board  of  Relief  in  San  Francisco 
is  an  institution  of  which  this  Grand  Lodge  is  justly  proud,  and  it  certainly  can  not 
receive  too  much  consideration  at  our  hands  ;  but  your  committee  have,  upon  former 
occasions,  repeatedly  said  that  the  Grand  Lodge  funds  should  not  be  used  for  purposes 
of  individual  charity,  and  they  see  no  reason  why,  in  this  case,  there  should  be  any 
deviation  from  that  opinion. 

They  therefore  recommend  that  the  resolution  be  not  adopted. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Bro.  Wm.  C.  Belcher,  from  the  special  committee  to  whom  were  re- 
ferred the  records  of  Tuolumne  Lodge,  No.  8,  presented  a  report  thereon, 
which  was  made  the  special  order  for  this  afternoon  at  3£  o'clock. 

Bro.  Benj.  H.  Freeman  offered  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  when  a  brother,  found  guilty  of  a  Masonic  offence  and  sentenced  to 
be  reprimanded,  appeals  from  the  verdict  and  sentence,  such  sentence  should  not  be 
carried  into  effect  until  the  appeal  shall  have  been  disposed  of  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Which  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

Bro.  James  L.  English  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution : — 

To  strike  out,  in  the  first  and  second  lines  of  Sec.  4,  Art.  IV,  Part  VI,  the  words 
11  and  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  preside,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
words  "  and  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  Master  or  one  of  the  Wardens." 

Bro.  Alex.  G.  Abell  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution : — 

To  strike  out  from  the  second  and  third  lines  of  Sec.  1,  Art.  Ill,  Part  VI,  the  words 
44  or  between  members  of  different  Lodges." 

Bro.  Philip  W.  Shepheard  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  : — 

To  strike  out  from  the  third  and  fourth  lines  of  Sec.  9,  Art.  Ill,  Part  III,  the  words 
M  that,  unless  at  the  next  stated  meeting,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "  if  his 
residence  be  known,  that  unless  at  a  certain  time,  in  such  notice  to  be  specified." 

All  which  proposed  amendments  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Wm.  H.  Hill,  it  was  ordered  that  the  installation  of 
the  Grand  Officers  be  the  special  order  for  to-morrow  evening,  immediately 
after  the  Address  of  the  Grand  Orator. 
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The  hour  for  the  special  order  —  being  the  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Constitution,  numbered  two,  to  change  the  location  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
from  Sacramento  to  San  Francisco  —  having  arrived,  a  vote  was  taken 
thereon,  which  resulted  as  follows:  —  In  the  affirmative,  two  hundred  and 
forty-five  votes  ;  in  the  negative,  one  hundred  and  twenty  votes. 

The  proposed  amendment  having  thus  received  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
present  in  Grand  Lodge,  it  was  declared  adopted,  and  to  be  in  force  from 
and  after  the  close  of  this  Communication  ;  so  that  Sec.  1,  Art.  IV,  Part  I, 
of  the  Constitution,  will  now  read  as  follows : — 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  hold  its  Annual  Communications  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  regular  business,  at  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  commencing  on  the  sec- 
ond Tuesday  of  May,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  off  until  2J  o'clock,  this  afternoon. 
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The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  on  at  2J  o'clock,  the  Grand  Master  pre- 
siding. 

Bro.  Wm.  C.  Belcher,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  presented 
the  following  report :  — 

To  the  M.'.  W.:  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  offered  by  Bro.  Joseph  R. 
Gitchell,  proposing  the  restoration  of  W.  W.  Rubottom  to  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  Masonry,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined  with  great  care  all  the  evi- 
dence that  has  ever  been  presented  to  this  Grand  Body  in  regard  to  this  case,  and 
from  it  find  — 

That  "W.  W.  Rubottom,  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1854,  presented  his  petition  for 
affiliation  to  Los  Angeles  Lodge,  No.  42,  accompanied  by  Ins  dimit  from  Franklin 
Lodge,  No.  9,  at  Clarksville,  in  the  State  of  Arkansas,  of  which  Lodge  he  had  been 
last  a  member;  that,  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  Los  Angeles  Lodge,  he  was  elected 
to  membership  therein  ;  that,  some  months  after  his  election,  information  was  received 
and  communicated  to  the  Lodge,  through  a  slip  cut  from  a  newspaper,  that  he  had 
been  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  by  said  Franklin  Lodge, 
No.  9;  and  that,  at  his  own  request,  the  Secretary  of  Los  Angeles  Lodge  wrote  to 
Franklin  Lodge,  asking  for  information  in  regard  to  the  expulsion,  and  also  communi- 
cated the  facts  of  the  case,  so  far  as  known,  to  our  Grand  Secretary,  by  whom  they 
were  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas,  with  a  request  for  such  informa- 
tion as  the  circumstances  seemed  to  require.  In  the  published  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas  for  the  year  1859,  we  find  reference  made  to  this  case  in 
the  Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  in  these  words :— 
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"  I  lay  before  you  a  communication  received  by  our  Grand  Secretary  from  the  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  in  reference  to  a  report  of  our  Committee 
on  Appeals  and  Grievances,  made  in  185G,  to  the  effect  that  the  action  of  Los  Angeles 
Lodge,  a  subordinate  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  in  admitting  W.  W.  Rubottom 
to  membership,  with  the  knowledge  of  his  expulsion  by  Franklin  Lodge,  No.  9,  one 
of  our  subordinates,  is  a  breach  01  Masonic  law  and  usage,  and  should  subject  Los 
Angeles  Lodge  to  censure.  I  addressed  a  letter  to  Franklin  Lodge,  No.  9,  in  refer- 
ence to  this  matter,  making  a  particular  inquiry  as  to  such  facts  as  I  deemed  import- 
ant to  a  correct  understanding  of  it,  but  I  have  not  yet  received  an  answer."' 

That  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  relating  to  this  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  but  no  report  thereon  appears  during  that  Com- 
munication. At  the  next  Annual  Communication,  in  I860,  that  committee  spoke  upon 
the  subject ;  quoted  the  entire  report  of  our  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  for  that 
year  upon  Mr.  Rubottom's  case  :  and  concluded  their  remarks  in  the  following  lan- 
guage:— 

"  The  papers  "  (those  sent  to  Arkansas  by  our  Grand  Secretary,)  "  have  reached  of, 
and  will  be  passed  upon  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  this  Communication.  It  appears  from 
the  transcript  of  the  record  sent  to  us  by  Bro.  Abell,  that  Mr.  Rubottom  presented 
to  Los  Angeles  Lodge  a  regular  dirait  from  his  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction.  At  the 
last  Communication  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  called  to  this  case  by  the 
M.\  W.\  Bro.  Barber,  but  from  some  cause  no  action  was  taken.  If  we  have  wronged 
our  California  brethren  by  an  unjust  accusation,  let  us  make  reparation,  and  promptly 
too,  since  they  have  shown  their  desire  to  do  justice  to  us,  and  are  opposed  to  mak- 
ing the  law  and  usages  of  Masonry  bend  to  the  hardships  of  the  particular  case."' 

Notwithstanding  the  expectation  of  the  committee  that  the  case,  thus  presented, 
would  "  be  passed  upon  by  the  Grand  Lodge  "  of  Arkansas,  no  action  appears  to  have 
been  had;  nor  has  any  communication  been  received  relative  thereto,  either  from  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  Arkansas,  or  from  Franklin  Lodge,  No.  9,  in  answer  to  the  letters 
of  inquiry  from  Los  Angeles  Lodge,  No.  42,  and  from  our  Grand  Secretaiy. 

We  find  further,  from  the  testimony,  that  Mr.  Rubottom  left  Clarksville  in  the  lat- 
ter part  of  March,  1853,  for  California  ;  that  some  days  after  he  left,  and  was  known 
to  be  on  his  way  overland,  and  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Franklin  Lodge,  a  dimit  was 
granted  to  him  by  that  Lodge,  bearing  date  April  third,  or  fourth,  1853,  which  was 
brought  to  him  by  another  member  of  the  Lodge,  at  whose  request  it  was  granted  ; 
that  he  arrived  in  California  in  January,  1854,  and  made  application  for  affiliation  in 
April  of  the  same  year  ;  that  at  the  time  of  his  election  to  membership  in  Los  Angeles 
Lodge,  No.  42,  that  body  had  good  reason  to  believe,  and  did  believe,  the  applicant  to 
be  in  good  standing  ;  that  no  notice  of  charges  preferred,  or  of  the  action  of  Franklin 
Lodge  thereon,  has  ever  been  served  on,  or  communicated  to  Mr.  Rubottom  by  that 
body ;  and  that,  so  soon  as  the  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  Los  Angeles  Lodge, 
b}r  a  newspaper  report,  even,  an  inquiry  was  instituted  by  that  Lodge  to  ascertain 
the  facts  of  the  case. 

The  matter  was  first  brought  to  the  attention  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1858,  by  our 
Grand  Secretary,  and  the  Grand  Master  was  requested  to  inquire  into  the  case,  and 
act  upon  the  information  obtained  as  he  should  think  proper.  In  his  Address  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  1859,  referring  to  this  matter,  he  says  : — 

"  In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Annual  Communica- 
tion, I  demanded  an  explanation  from  Xo.s  Angeles  Lodge,  No.  42,  in  reference  to  the 
affiliation  by  that  Lodge  of  W.  AY.  Rubottom,  alleged  to  have  been  expelled  by 
Franklin  Lodge,  No.  9,  in  the  State  of  Arkansas.  The  desired  information  was 
promptly  given,  and  the  manner  in  which  our  brethren  of  Los  Angeles  have  performed 
their  duty  in  this  regard  is  worthy  of  onr  highest  commendation,  and  seems  fully  to 
exonerate  that  Lodge  from  all  blame  in  the  premises.  The  Grand  Secretary  imme- 
diately transmitted  a  copy  of  the  defence  and  testimony  offered  by  that  body,  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas,  with  the  expression  of  the  hope  that  it  might  prove  satis- 
factory to  our  esteemed  brethren  of  that  jurisdiction."7 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  of  that  year,  to  whom  that  portion  of  the  Grand 
Master's  Address  was  referred,  also  fully  exonerates  the  Lodge. 

9 
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In  1SG0,  Los  Angeles  Lodge  petitioned  this  Grand  Body  for  the  restoration  of  Mr. 
RUBOTTOM,  and  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  that  petition  was  referred — 
as  an  act  of  courtesy  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas — recommended  that  the  atten- 
tion of  that  Grand  Lodge  be  again  called  to  the  subject,  and  that  no  further  action  be 
had  thereon  until  the  present  Communication. 

Your  committee  are  well  aware  of  the  Masonic  law,  that  no  authority  can  restore 
a  Mason,  expelled  for  unmasonic*  couduct,  other  than  that  which  inflicted  the  penalty: 
provided,  always,  the  case  was  fully  under  its  jurisdiction.  In  this  instance,  however, 
Mr.  Rubottom  had  received  his  dimit  from  the  Lodge  at  a  time  when  all  the  facts  of 
the  unfortunate  occurrence  upon  which  the  charges  preferred  against  him  were 
bused,  were  fully  known,  and  had  left  the  State  of  Arkansas  with  the  avowed  purpose 
of  removing  to  and  becoming  a  resident  of  California;  a  state  of  circumstances, 
which,  as  your  committee  think,  did  not  leave  to  Franklin  Lodge,  Xo.  9,  any  right 
of  jurisdiction  in  the  case. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that — considering  all  the  facts,  bear- 
ing in  mind  the  long  delay  in  making  what  appears  to  be  a  just  reparation,  a  delay 
caused  by  our  strong  desire  not  only  not  to  be,  but  not  to  seem  to  be  discourteous 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas,  and  recollecting  that  a  prominent  committee  of  that 
body  have,  in  effect,  expressed  views  in  consonance  with  our  own — this  Grand  Lodge 
ma}"  well  act  upon  this  case,  and  that  justice  requires  it  to  do  so  at  this  Communica- 
tion ;  and  to  that  end  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  W.  W.  Rubottom,  heretofore  excluded  from  the  Lodges  in  this 
jurisdiction,  be  restored  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  S.  Benedict  Jacobs,  from 
the  action  of  Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  68,  in  suspending  him  from  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Masonry,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  find  the  evidence 
sufficient  to  sustain  the  verdict  and  sentence.  The)'  therefore  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  suspension  of  S.  Benedict  Jacobs,  by  Morning  Star  Lodge, 
Xo.  GS,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  confirmed.

To  the  J/.'.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Bro.  M.  R.  Evans  from  B 
sentence  of  reprimand  by  Petaluma  Lodge,  Xo.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  sundry  brethren  residing  at 
Minnesota,  in  Sierra  County,  asking  the  restoration  of  the  charter  of  the  late  Min- 
nesota Lodge,  Xo.  67,  having  carefully  considered  the  same,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
on  the  twenty-third  day  of  August,  1858,  said  Lodge,  by  resolution  duly  adopted, 
voted  to  surrender  its  charter  ;  that  said  surrender  was  accepted  by  this  Grand  Lodge 
in  May,  1859  ;  and  that  the  financial  affairs  of  said  Lodge  have  been  fully  settled  up 
and  closed  by  the  Grand  Secretary.  Your  committee  feel  some  embarrassment  in 
determining  the  proper  course  to  pursue  in  this  matter,  finding  no  provision  in  the 
Constitution  for  the  restoration  of  charters  in  such  cases.  The  reasons  given  for  the 
surrender  of  the  charter  still  exist,  with  nearly  the  same  force  as  at  the  time  of  that 
act;  while  the  prospects  for  the  maintainance  and  prosperity  of  a  Lodge  are  not  ma- 
terially increased.  Your  committee  therefore  deem  it  inexpedient  for  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  restore  a  charter  surrendered  under  such  circumstances,  inasmuch  as  many 
of  the  members  of  the  late  Lodge  have  removed  from  its  jurisdiction,  affiliated  with 
other  Lodges,  or  do  not  desire  to  affiliate.  They  therefore  offer  the  following  resolu-

Bro.  Wir.  0.  Belcher,  from  the  special  committee  appointed  to  exam- 
ine the  Record  Book  of  Tuolumne  Lodge,  No.  8,  presented  the  following 
report : — 

To  the  3L-.  ir.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  i — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  the  Book  of  Records  of  Tuolumne  Lodge,  No.  8,  was 
referred  for  examination,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  carefully  examined  those 
records,  and  find  therein  irregularities  of  such  a  character  as,  in  their  opinion,  de- 
mand the  prompt  and  decided  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

From  them  it  appears  that  two  meetings  of  the  Lodge  were  held  at  which  neither 
the  Master  nor  either  of  his  Wardens  was  present  —  one  a  special  meeting  on  the  ninth 
da}-  of  June,  18G0,  at  which  Bro.  E.  G.  Lyons  received  the  Fellow  Craft  degree — the 
other  a  stated  meeting  on  the  third  day  of  November,  1860,  at  which  important  busi- 
ness was  transacted,  with  only  five  members  of  the  Lodge  present.  On  the  fourth 
day  of  August,  1860,  J.  Hammel  petitioned  the  Lodge  for  the  degrees  of  Masonry.  It 
appearing  that  his  residence  was  within  the  jurisdiction  of  George  Washington  Lodge, 
No.  62,  action  upon  his  petition  was  deferred,  and  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  ask 
permission  of  that  Lodge  to  receive  the  petition,  and  confer  the  degrees  upon  the  ap- 
plicant. George  Washington  Lodge  refused  such  permission,  but  before  the  refusal 
was  known  to  Tuolumne  Lodge,  the  petition  was  received  and  referred  to  a  committee, 

10 
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Bro.  W.  W.  Traylor  at  the  time  calling  the  attention  of  the  Lodge  to  the  question 
of  jurisdiction  and  protesting  against  its  action.  At  the  meeting  of  November  third, 
1860,  only  one  member  of  the  committee  to  whom  the  petition  had  been  referred 
being  present,  and  the  Lodge  having  been  informed  of  the  refusal  of  George  Wash- 
ington Lodge,  two  other  members  were  added  to  the  committee,  and  instructed  to 
report  immediately.  They  did  so  report,  and  Mr.  Ha^diel  was  elected  to  receive  the 
degrees  of  Masonry  in  that  Lodge.  At  the  same  meeting,  no  member  of  the  committee 
appointed  upon  the  petition  of  Bro.  Yount  for  affiliation,  (presented  and  referred  at  a 
previous  meeting,)  being  present,  a  new  committee  was  appointed  and  instructed  to 
report  immediately t  which  they  did,  and  Bro.  Yount  was  elected  a  member  of  Tuol- 
umne Lodge.  At  the  two  meetings  of  the  Lodge  referred  to,  Bro.  Chas.  M.  Radcliff, 
the  present  Master,  and  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  this  State,  presided  ;  and  your  com- 
mittee learn,  from  the  testimony  of  members  of  the  Lodge,  that  the  Senior  Warden, 
Bro.  Edmondsox,  (who  was  the  proper  custodian  of  the  charter,  the  Master  being  ab- 
sent from  the  county.)  on  the  evening  of  November  third,  18G0,  refused  to  deliver  the 
charter  to  any  other  person  to  open  the  Lodge,  and  that  while  he  was  engaged  in  a 
public  procession,  that  instrument  was  sent  for  and  obtained  from  his  wife. 

Your  committee  feel  great  delicacy  in  censuring  the  acts  of  a  Past  Grand  Master, 
especially  when  that  censure  involves  the  charging  him  with  a  willful  violation  of  the 
Constitution  and  Regulations  of  our  Grand  Lodge  ;  but  the  record  is  before  them, 
and  the  duty  assigned  them  must  be  performed.  The  exalted  position  formerly  occu- 
pied by  Bro.  Radcliff,  and  the  acquaintance  with  Masonic  law  and  usage  which 
that  position  presupposes,  render  the  irregularities  of  the  Lodge,  while  under  his  di- 
rection, of  a  much  graver  character  than  they  would  have  been  under  one  less  skilled. 
It  is  well  settled  that  the  Master,  or  one  of  his  Wardens,  must  be  present  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Lodge.  The  jurisdiction  of  Lodges,  too,  is  well  established  and  well 
understood  in  California,  and,  in  this  instance,  was  distinctly  brought  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  Lodge.  Bro.  Radcliff  being  present,  and  assuming  to  preside,  the 
jurisdictional  rights  of  George  Washington  Lodge,  No.  62,  were  invaded,  he,  and  the 
Lodge,  knowing  that  that  Lodge,  for  reasons  that  seemed  to  it  sufficient,  had  refused 
permission  to  receive  the  petition  of  the  applicant.  It  is  true  that  an  order  was 
made,  directing  the  Secretary  to  notify  George  Washington  Lodge  that  the  fee  for 
the  initiation  of  Mr.  Hammel  was  subject  to  its  order,  but  that  can  not  in  any  manner 
relieve  Tuolumne  Lodge,  and  all  who  participated  in  its  action  in  this  matter,  from 
censure.  It  was  the  privilege  and  the  right  of  George  Washington  Lodge  to  give  or 
withhold  its  assent  to  the  request  preferred  ;  and  Tuolumne  Lodge  trespassed  upon 
that  right  with  full  knowledge  that  such  assent  had  been  specifically  refused. 

At  its  last  Annual  Communication,  this  Grand  Lodge  decided  that  seven  members 
of  a  Lodge  were  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business  ;  and  your  committee  are 
fully  satisfied  that  this  regulation  was  distinctly  understood  and  knowingly  disregarded 
by  Bro.  Radcliff,  when  assuming  to  preside  at  the  meeting  of  November  third. 

On  the  twentieth  day  of  January,  1861,  at  a  special  me'  ting,  a  Lodge  of  Master 
Masons  was  opened,  at  which  the  usual  ceremonies  of  opening  were  waived.  A 
Master  may,  if  he  choose,  omit  a  portion  of  the  usual  ceremony  of  opening  or  closing 
a  Lodge,  but  your  committee  are  not  acquainted  with  the  regulation  which  authorizes 
an  entire  wavoer  of  all  these  ceremonies. 

The  record  of  Bro.  Weinbeer,  the  present  Secretary  of  the  Lodge,  is  very  neatly 
kept,  and  exhibits  those  qualities  most  desirable,  if  not  indispensable,  in  a  Secretarj' — 
care,  judgment,  and  accuracy. 

Your  committee  regret  exceedingly  that  duty  compels  them  to  make  a  second  un- 
favorable report  on  the  records  and  transactions  of  Tuolumne  Lodge,  and  they  are 
satisfied  that  the  censure  for  its  irregularities  should  fall  upon  Bro.  Radcliff  rather 
than  upon  the  members  of  the  Lodge  ;  for  to  him,  as  an  old  and  skillful  Mason,  one 
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who,  for  his  knowledge  and  experience,  had  been  raised  to  the  highest  honor  in  the 
gift  of  the  Fraternity,  they  might  well  look  for  advice  and  direction.  He  had  made 
many,  perhaps  most,  of  them  Masons,  and  they  might  well  look  to  him  as  a  wise 
counsellor  upon  whose  judgment  they  could  safely  rely.  Ignorance  of  the  law  is  not 
accounted  good  excuse  for  grave  transgressions,  but  it  may  entitle  the  transgressor 
to  a  more  favorable  and  merciful  judgment  than  he  could  otherwise  expect.  Tuol- 
umne Lodge,  in  this  case,  has  violated  well  known  rules  and  regulations,  and  could 
not  well  complain  at  the  severest  penalty  which  this  Grand  Body  might  inflict ;  but 
your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  its  errors  and  transgressions  are  principally 
chargeable  to  the  unhappy  guidance  under  which  it  has  acted,  and  they  are  not 
inclined,  at  this  time,  to  propose  a  further  punishment  for  it  than  the  strong  censure 
herein  meant  to  be  recorded. 

Bro.  Geo.  W.  Bailey,  late  Master  of  the  Lodge,  was  absent  from  the  county  during 
a  considerable  portion  of  his  term  of  office,  and  the  committee  fully  exonerate  him 
from  all  censure  for  the  misguided  and  irregular  proceedings  of  his  Lodge. 

Under  the  foregoing  circumstances  your  committee  deem  it  their  duty  to  present, 
and  they  do  herewith  present  the  following  charges  against  Bro.  Chas.  M.  Radcliff, 
now  Master  of  Tuolumne  Lodge,  No.  8,  for  unmasonic  conduct,  and  the  wilful  viola- 
tion of  the  Constitution  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  viz. : — 

1st.  That  on  the  ninth  day  of  June,  1860,  and  on  the  third  day  of  November,  1860, 
he,  assuming  to  act  as  Master,  opened  and  presided  over  Tuolumne  Lodge,  No.  8, 
when  neither  the  Master  nor  either  one  of  the  Wardens  of  that  Lodge  was  present. 

2d.  That,  presiding  in  such  assumed  character  as  Master,  he,  on  the  said  third 
day  of  November,  1860,  allowed  the  business  of  the  Lodge  to  be  transacted  when 
only  five  members  of  the  Lodge  were  present. 

3d.  That,  presiding  in  such  assumed  character  as  Master,  he,  on  the  said  third  day 
of  November,  I860,  permitted,  advised,  and  assisted  in  the  election  of  an  applicant 
for  the  degrees  of  Masonry,  known  to  reside  within  the  jurisdiction  of  George  Wash- 
ington Lodge,  No.  62,  and  this,  after  the  refusal  of  that  Lodge  to  grant  permission 
had  been  commnnicated  to  him  and  to  the  Lodge. 

4th.  That,  on  the  said  third  day  of  November,  1860,  he  obtained  the  charter  of 
that  Lodge  surreptitiously, — the  Senior  Warden,  who  was  the  proper  custodian  of 
that  instrument,  (the  Master  being  absent,)  having  refused  to  deliver  the  same  to  him, 
or  allow  him,  or  any  one  else,  to  take  it,  and,  under  its  authority,  to  open  and  hold 
the  Lodge  on  that  evening. 

5th.  That,  on  the  twentieth  day  of  January,  1861,  he,  being  then  the  Master  of 
said  Lodge,  declared  his  Lodge  duly  open  and  in  order  for  business,  by  the  authority 
in  him  vested,  waiving  all  ceremony,  and  without  even  inquiring  of  his  Senior  Warden 
if  all  present  were  Master  Masons. 

Your  committee,  in  conclusion,  offer  the  following  resolutions,  and  recommend 
their  adoption  :— 

Resolved,  That  Bro.  Charles  M.  Radcliff,  present  Master  of  Tuolumne  Lodge, 
No.  8,  be  and  is  hereby  suspended  from  all  exercise  of  the  duties  of  that  office,  and 
is  directed  to  deliver  forthwith  to  the  Senior  Warden  of  that  Lodge,  its  charter  and 
all  papers,  books,  and  property  of  every  kind  belonging  to  it,  now  in  his,  said  Rad- 
cliff's  possession. 

Resolved,  That  a  commission,  to  consist  of  seven  Masters  of  Lodges,  be  appointed 
by  this  Grand  Lodge  to  hear  and  determine  upon  the  charges  herewith  presented. 

Resolved,  That  Tuolumne  Lodge,  No.  8,  be  and  is  hereby  required  to  present  its 
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book  of  records  to  this  Grand  Lodge  for  reexamination  at  its  next  Annual  Communi- 
cation.

To  the  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  certain  questions  proposed  by  Bro.  John 
Frazier,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and 
respectfully  submit  the  questions,  with  their  opinions  thereupon,  as  follows : — 

Question  1st.  Can  a  Lodge  proceed  to  try  a  Master  Mason,  under  suspension  for 
non-payment  of  dues,  for  unmasonic  conduct,  without  first  restoring  him? 

Answer.  It  can  ;  no  matter  what  the  cause  of  suspension  may  have  been,  it  is 
certainly  within  the  power  of  a  Lodge,  having  jurisdiction,  to  try  a  suspended  Mason 
on  charges  of  further  unmasonic  conduct,  and  to  inflict  such  further  punishment  as 
it  may  deem  proper. 

Question  2d.  Can  a  Lodge  proceed  to  try,  for  further  unmasonic  conduct,  a  Mason 
suspended  by  itself,  who, at  the  time  charges  are  preferred  against  him,  resides  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  another  Lodge,  although  the  offences  charged  were  committed 
while  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge  first  named  ? 

Answer.  It  can  not ;  the  proper  course  would  be  to  prefer  the  charges  before 
the  Lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  delinquent  actually  resides,  by  which  he  can 
and  should  be  tried.  From  the  date  of  his  suspension,  whatever  the  cause  thereof, 
his  membership  in  that  Lodge  ceases,  and  residence  elsewhere  carries  with  it  juris- 
diction.

To  the  3f.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

The  undersigned,  a  portion  of  your  Committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  appeal  of  Bro.  William  S.  Long  from  the  action  of  Washington  Lodge, 
No.  20,  in  suspending  him  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  have  had  the 
same  under  careful  consideration,  and  respectfully  report,  as  follows: — 

A  similar  appeal  from  a  like  judgment,  was  before  this  Grand  Body  at  its  last 
Communication,  and  was  reported  upon  by  the  Committee  on  Grievances,  who  re- 
manded it  to  the  subordinate  Lodge  for  further  proceedings,  the  evidence  having 
been  deemed  insufficient  to  justify  the  verdict.  The  whole  matter  was  reconsidered 
and  reviewed  by  Washington  Lodge,  No.  20,  under  a  new  commission,  on  the  twenty- 
fifth  of  February,  1861,  which  resulted  in  the  same  verdict  as  before.  Your  commit- 
tee find  that  no  further  proceedings  were  had  under  the  new  commission,  except  a 
few  admissions  by  the  parties  and  their  counsel  —  both  the  parties  having  consented 
to  adopt  the  evidence  taken  in  the  former  trial ;  and  they  are  of  the  opinion,  judging 
from  all  the  evidence  contained  in  the  statement  on  appeal,  and  the  admitted  state- 
ments and  confessions  of  the  parties  attached  thereto,  that  the  commissioners  have 
erred  in  their  verdict  and  judgment,  as  the  facts  in  the  case  do  not  appear  to  justify 
the  same. 

The  undersigned,  therefore,  premising  that  Bros.  English  and  Claiborne,  the 
other  members  of  this  committee,  declined  acting  in  this  case  and  took  no  part  in 
its  consideration,  as  they  had  each  acted  in  the  matter  at  the  last  Annual  Communi- 
cation, recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  judgment  of  suspension  of  Bro.  William  S.  Long,  by  Wash- 
ington Lodge,  No.  20,  be  reversed  and  set  aside,  and  that  the  case  be  dismissed  by 
said  Lodge.

The  return  of  Texas  Lodge,  No.  46,  is  not  creditably  prepared,  but  from  a  note 
accompanying  it,  your  committee  are  led  to  believe  that  no  cause  of  complaint  will 
hereafter  exist.  The  return  of  Unity  Lodge,  No.  130,  exhibits  such  great  careless- 
ness and  want  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  officers  of  the  Lodge,  as  lead  your  com- 
mittee to  believe  that  its  entire  business  is  badly  conducted,  and  induce  them  to 
recommend  that  the  Grand  Master  order  its  book  of  records  to  be  transmitted  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  Annual  Communication,  for  examination.

The  following  Address  was  then  delivered  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  by 
the  W.\  Addison  C.  Niles,  Grand  Orator: — 

M.\  IF.*.  Grand  Master  and 

Brethren  of  the  Grakd  Lodge  : 

I  am  mindful  of  your  labors  during  the  last  few  days,  and  shall  detain  you  but  a 
brief  period  in  the  performance  of  my  allotted  duty. 

We  know  that  the  institution  we  represent  is  good.  We,  who  have  stood  within 
the  vail,  have  seen  so  often  its  unobtrusive  charities,  have  felt  so  often  its  kindly,  hu- 
manizing influences,  that  we  need  no  statement  of  premises,  no  logical  deductions, 
to  convice  us  that  Masonry,  in  its  long  life,  thus  far,  has  dispensed  only  blessings,  and 
those  with  liberal  hand.  We  believe  that  the  institution  is  permanent.  We  believe 
this  by  our  faith  in  the  permanency  of  good,  by  our  faith  that  the  structure  that  has 
withstood  storms  so  long— so  well— will  not  fall  when  the  sky  is  clear  and  the  storms 
have  passed  away. 

But  I  can  not  find  in  this  individual  experience,  nor  even  in  the  long  worthy  past 
of  Masonry,  nor  in  any  of  its  qualities  most  apparent  and  most  frequently  adduced,  a 
logical  foundation  for  the  faith  we  have  in  its  abiding  permanency.  Its  antiquity 
increases  the  esteem  we  have  for  it.  Its  life  commenced  at  an  era  unknown — hardly 
guessed  at.  Its  precepts,  emblems,  and  ceremonies  have  come  down  to  us  from 
that  old  time,  unchanged  and  unrecorded,  by  most  miraculous  tradition.  It  teaches 
brotherly  love,  relief,  and  truth  to-day,  as  it  taught,  how  many  hundred  years  ago  we 
know  not — bearing  through  ages  of  violence  and  wrong,  the  hardy  virtues  of  an  age 
of  iron.  It  is  no  sham,  no  work  of  a  modern  hand,  buried  in  the  earth  to  gather 
mould,  and  labeled  with  the  name  of  an  old  Master :  but  a  veritable  antique,  bearing 
the  undoubted,  unquestionable  impress  of  the  centuries.  For  this,  we  venerate  and 
love  it.  We  hold  it  dearer  in  our  heart  of  hearts,  because  the  good  men  of  so  many 
ages  past  have  confided  it  to  us  to  cherish  and  maintain.  We  look  upon  it,  as  the  son 
of  a  long  line  of  worthy  fathers  looks  upon  his  ancestral  tower,  hallowed  by  legends 
and  memories  of  men  in  whose  veins  his  own  blood  flowed. 

But  many  times  in  the  world's  history,  great  falsehoods  have  held  the  faith  of 
earnest  men  for  ages,  bearing  the  banner  of  Heaven  in  the  front  rank  of  progress, 
waited  upon  by  civilization  as  by  a  handmaid,  accompanied  by  a  visible  escort  of 
angels,  anointed  by  the  blood  of  martyrs,  dispensing  blessings,  and  cheered  by  the 
prayers  of  the  good.  Sometimes  the  tree  of  error  flourishes  long,  and  many  genera- 
tions find  refreshment  and  repose  beneath  its  shade,  before  it  ripens  its  "  dead  sea 
fruit  of  ashes." 

We  cannot  say  that  Masonry  will  live  for  ever,  because  it  has  lived  so  long.  Nor 
do  we  find  in  the  mere  excellence  of  its  precepts  any  sufficient  warrant  for  our  belief 
in  its  perpetuity.  We  know  that  its  morality  is  pure,  unquestionable.  Without  this, 
the  moral  sense  of  the  world  would  have  scouted  and  put  down  the  imposture  long 
ago.  But  in  this  regard  there  is  nothing  essentially  peculiar  in  Masonry.  Good, 
wise  men,  bards  and  sages,  wrote  and  taught  precepts  identically  the  same,  before 
the  corner-stone  of  the  Temple  was  laid.  The  apostles  and  prophets  of  many  a  creed 
that  has  had  its  day  in  the  world  for  good  or  evil,  and  passed  into  history,  have 
taught  doctrines  as  pure,  a  charity  as  grand  and  beneficent.  We  claim  no  monopoly, 
no  patent,  for  the  virtues  we  inculcate.  We  know,  that  without  this  excellence,  the 
institution  were  nothing  ;  and  we  do  not  rely  upon  it  as  proof  conclusive  of  its  endur- 
ance. 

In  the  negative  qualities  of  Masonry,  rather  than  in  any  of  its  positive,  apparent 
attributes,  may  be  found  the  assurance  we  require.  The  founders  of  other  systems 
of  morality  have  not  been  content  to  regulate  the  conduct  of  their  followers  ;  they 
must  control  their  faith.    Not  content  to  shape  and  guide  for  the  best  this  life,  of 
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which  we  may  know  much,  they  have  sought  with  keener  or  duller  insight,  to  pene- 
trate the  unfathomable  mystery  of  the  life  beyond,  and  have  linked  the  intellectual 
faith  they  have  devised,  indissolubly,  to  the  code  of  morals  they  have  inculcated. 
Masonry  has  no  creed.  It  demands  nothing  from  the  intellect  of  its  votaries.  It 
appeals  only  to  the  universal  heart  of  man.  It  demands  belief  in  God  as  a  prerequi- 
site to  initiation  into  its  mysteries,  as  it  requires  free  birth  and  lawful  age,  because 
there  can  be  no  perfect  manhood  worthy  of  the  brotherly  love  we  offer,  without 
belief  in  a  controlling  intellect  superior  to  our  weak  and  erring  humanity.  Beyond 
this,  faith  is  absolutely  free.  No  brother  wears  the  mantle  of  his  creed  across  the 
portals  of  the  Lodge.  It  drops  from  his  shoulders  when  he  assumes  the  lamb-skin. 
No  matter  by  what  name  he  may  call  upon  God  elsewhere,  no  matter  through  what 
forms  or  ceremonies  he  may  worship  Him — in  church  or  sj^nagogue — in  mosque  or 
pagoda — kneeling,  humbly,  before  a  shrine  niched  in  cathedral  aisles,  or  erect  and 
proud  beneath  the  dome  of  the  grander  temple  not  made  with  hands — within  the 
sacred  precincts  of  the  Lodge  are  neither  Jews  nor  Christians,  worshippers  of  Brahma, 
nor  followers  of  Mahomet ; — only  freemen,  brethren,  standing  in  the  acknowledged 
presence  of  the  All-Father. 

It  deals  only  with  this  present,  mortal  existence  ;  never  ignoring  a  future,  grander 
one,  inculcating  not  one  precept  inconsistent  with  its  fullest  development,  but  leaving 
its  followers  free  to  shape,  each  by  his  individual  conscience,  the  hopes  and  fears  that 
wait  upon  it.  More  than  any  other  institution  of  which  we  know,  it  recognizes  the 
worth  of  man,  merely  as  mortal  man — the  high  duties,  the  privileges,  the  sorrows  of 
manhood.  It  is  human  in  its  origin  and  aims.  It  bears  no  commission  from  Heaven 
for  the  work  it  has  to  do.  Good  men  and  true,  men  uninspired  save  by  the  spirit  of 
genuine  philanthropy,  contrived  the  scheme  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  man. 

Their  scheme  was  simple,  befitting  the  simple  age  in  which  it  had  its  origin,  yet 
evincing  not  only  a  broad  benevolence  but  a  keen  perception  of  the  wants  and  ca- 
pacity of  humanity.  They  saw  man  as  he  was,  with  all  the  inconsistent  elements  of 
his  nature,  "  the  suffering,  the  weak,  the  erring,  the  wicked,  but  still  the  friendly,  the 
loving  child  of  God,  our  Father."  They  saw  how  difficult  it  was  for  him  to  walk 
alone  in  the  path  of  honor  and  rectitude,  amidst  the  many  temptations  that  sur- 
rounded him  ;  and  devised  a  plan  of  brotherhood  and  mutual  aid.  They  saw  how 
frequently  his  better  impulses  were  overcome  by  his  worser  passions,  and  taught  him 
to  circumscribe  his  desires,  and  keep  his  passions  within  due  bounds.  They  saw  him 
exposed  to  manifold  dangers  continual!}',  from  the  malice  of  enemies  and  from  the 
evil  of  his  own  heart,  and  imposed  upon  his  brethren  as  a  solemn  duty,  to  reach 
forth  a  hand  and  prevent  him  from  falling,  to  whisper  words  of  counsel  in  his  ear, 
and  warn  him  of  all  approaching  danger.  They  saw  how  inevitably  sorrow,  and 
sickness,  and  death  came  to  him,  and  so  arranged  it  that  his  sorrows  should  be  light- 
ened by  sympathy  and  aid,  his  passage  to  the  grave  smoothed  and  cheered,  his  body 
laid  reverently  within  it.  More  than  this  ;  they  saw  in  every  free  man  born  into  the 
world  a  fit  candidate  for  the  rights  and  benefits  of  their  broad  benevolence,  esteem- 
ing no  man  for  his  worldly  wealth  or  honors,  but  teaching,  in  an  age  of  despotism, 
that  perfect  equality  of  which  sages  only  dared  to  dream. 

ik  Through  all  disguise,  form,  place,  or  name — 

Beneath  the  Haunting  robe  of  sin — 
Through  poverty  and  squalid  shame, 

They  looked  upon  the  man  within — * 
On  man,  as  man — retaining  yet, — 

Howe'er  debased,  and  soiled,  and  dim — 
The  crown  upon  his  forehead  set — 

The  immortal  gift  of  God  to  him." 
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And  these  modest  virtues,  this  grand  charity,  they  taught  by  precepts  so  simple, 
by  symbols  so  appropriate,  that  the  humblest  intellect  could  not  misapprehend  them. 

Masonry  has  lost  nothing  in  the  lapse  of  ages  of  the  severe  simplicity  that  marked 
its  origin.  Seated  in  the  hearts  of  its  followers,  it  leaves  the  intellect  untrammeled, 
to  search  through'nature  as  it  will,  to  resolve  as  it  may  all  questions  of  greater  im- 
port than  our  well-being  here,  to  mould  and  fashion  at  itsrown  pleasure  its  faith  and 
hope  of  the  hereafter.  It  ignores  logic.  It  will]  have  nothing  to  do  with  ultimate 
causes.  It  is  always  monitorial,  never  argumentative.  It  looks  the  facts  of  exist- 
ence full  in  the  face,  and  deals  with  them-  as  actual  facts,  without  any  impertinent 
whys  or  wherefores.  Sin  and  selfishness  exist — grim,  ungainly,  inexorable  facts — no 
matter  how  or  why  they  came  into  the  world.  Tell  the  truth,  act  upon  the  square, 
admonish,  reprove,  forgive,  and  the  poison  will  be  neutralized,  and  the  trail  of  the 
serpent  will  be  covered.  Sorrow,  poverty,  disease,  came  to  man — his  inalienable  birth 
right.  No  matter  what  maybe  the  hidden  design  of  Providence  in  these  afflictions, 
love,  relieve,  console,  and  a  blessing  will  follow  the  recipient  and  the  giver.  It  leaves 
other  systems  to  arrange  as  they  please  the  harmonies  of  the  universe  ;  its  ear  is 
turned  eastward,  listening  only  to  the  '•  still,  sad  music  of  humanity."  It  never 
requires  its  followers  to  believe  any  thing,  only  to  do  something.  It  leaves  others  to 
find  whatever  pearls  of  price  maybe  hidden  in  the  dust  and  debris  of  the  dead  past; 
and  is  content  to  distribute  among  men,  with  a  free  hand,  its  own  homely  treasures, 
its  corn,  wine,  and  oil.  Its  doctrines  were  not  contrived  in  cave  or  cloister — compiled 
from  faded  manuscripts,  the  records  of  worn-out  thought— but  were  read  'and  trans- 
scribed  from  the  plain  printed  book  of  nature,  in  the  free  sun-light  and  air  of  heaven, 
by  men  claiming  no  higher  inspiration  than  love  and  good  will  to  man. 

These  qualities  of  Masonry  that  I  have  endeavored  to  depict— its  genuine  philan- 
thropy, its  zealous  care  for  the  good  of  man  in  this  present  life,  and  its  constant 
avoidance  of  distracting  speculations  concerning  the  mysteries  of  another— deter- 
mine its  proper  place  among  the  various  systems  of  benevolence.  We  do  not  claim 
for  it  the  highest  rank.  A  system  that  claims  to  adjust  the  relations  of  man  to  his 
Creator,  that  puts  forth  a  scheme  so  comprehensive  as  to  embrace  not  only  life,  but 
immortality,  must  outrank  a  system  that  only  concerns  itself  for  the  welfare  of  man 
in  this  short  present  existence.  It  is  a  loftier  flight— the  effort  to  solve  the  great 
problems  of  creation  and  birth,  the  solemn  mystery  of  death,  and  the^world  beyond 
the  grave.  We  bow  with  reverence  before  the  intellect  that  has  dared  to  grapple 
with  these  mighty  themes;  and  from  the  small  stand  point  of  this  brief  life,  looking 
before  and  after,  has  set  in  order  the  wonderful  chaos  of  mystery  that  surrounds  it. 
We  recognize  the  utility  and  beauty  of  all  creeds  that  teach  man  to  use  his  fragment 
of  existence  here  with  a  view  to  a  completer  life  hereafter.  We  freely  accord  to 
religion  a  higher  place  than  Masonry,  among  the  agencies  of  good  to  man.  We  claim 
for  it  a  lower,  broader  range,  one  broad  as  humanity.  We  claim  for  it  the  highest 
place  among  those  systems  of  benevolence  devised  by  man,  unaided  by  a  higher 
power,  for  the  benefit  of  mortal  life  alone.  It  is  a  pure,  simple,  efficient  plan  of  good, 
if  not  administering  to  man's  loftiest  desires,  never  pandering  to  his  baser  passions. 
It  is  the  table  land  ; — stretching  broad  and  fair  beneath  the  eye  of  Heaveu;  glisten- 
ing with  harvests,  dotted  with  roofs  ;  the  smoke  from  countless  peaceful  fire  sides 
floating  over  its  broad  rivers  bearing  its  abundance  to  the  sea  ;  the  living — toiling, 
rejoicing,  and  sorrowing,  upon  its  surface — the  dead,  resting  quietly  within  its  bosom. 
Far  below  are  the  marshes  and  fens,  luxuriant  with  rank  and  noisome  vegetation,  the 
abode  of  loathsome  reptiles,  breeding  fevers  and  death;  far  above,  are  the  glittering 
mountain  peaks, —  magnificent,  cold,  cheerless — the  awful  Sinai  tops,  whither  the 
prophets  go  up  to  commune  with  God  and  receive  his"  law.  The  inundation  that 
ravages  the  low  lands,  spares  its  harvests  ;  the  storm  that  sweeps  the  mountain,  and 
loosens  the  avalanche,' passes  it  over,  unharmed. 
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In  the  essential  humanity  of  Masonry,  in  its  careful  separation  from  all  forms  of 
religious  faith,  lies  the  secret  of  its  universality,  the  logical  proof  of  its  perpetuity. 
These  qualities  have  preserved  it  for  us — will  preserve  it  for  those  who  are  to  come 
after  us.  Creeds  die,  man  lives.  Creeds  appeal  to  the  intellect  of  man.  Whatever 
belongs  to  the  intellect,  must  be  affected  by  its  inevitable  law  of  growth.  The  man  of 
the  nineteenth  century  can  not  receive  with  absolute,  unquestioning  faith  the  belief 
of  one  or  two  thousand  years  ago.  You  can  not  clothe  a  giant  with  the  garment  of  a 
pigmy.    They  are  but  steps  in 

"  The  great  world's  altar  stairs 
That  slope,  through  darkness,  up  to  God  :  " 

standing  fast,  while  the  race  mounts  over  and  past  them  in  its  onward  march.  Ail 
along  the  path  over  which  man  has  traveled  since  the  birth  of  time,  are  scattered 
the  ruins  of  forsaken  creeds,  dead  watch  fires,  serving  now  only  to  mark  the  spots 
where  the  army  of  civilization  once  camped  for  a  night. 

No  fear  that  brotherly  love,  relief,  and  truth,  will  lose  their  virtue  by  the  lapse  of 
time.  No  hope  that  the  conditions  of  mortal  life  will  ever  be  so  changed  that  pov- 
erty, sorrow,  sickness,  death,  will  not  call  for  sympathy  and  aid;  that  passion  and 
prejudice  will  not  need  the  friendly  check,  the  kind  reproof;  that  error  and  sin  will 
not  require  that  generous  charity,  that  "  suffereth  long  and  is  kind."  The  intellect 
can  never  reach  a  height  so  cold  and  cheerless  that  the  warmth  of  social  fellowship 
will  be  unfelt,  uncared  for ;  that  it  will  not  be  a  heartfelt  pleasure  to  detect  a  brother 
by  the  subtle  instinct  of  the  Craft,  where  the  eye  sees  only  a  stranger. 

We  hope  that  Masonry  will  live,  because  we  know  its  aims  are  good,  and  pure, 
and  generous.  We  know  that  it  will  live,  because  it  has  never  invoked  the  dangerous 
aid  of  intellect,  the  waxen  wings  of  Icarus,  that  have  borne  many  a  worthy  institu- 
tion to  a  loftier,  only  to  sink  it  to  a  lower,  than  its  humble  place  ;  and  because  it 
deals  only  with  those  elements  of  man's  nature  that  can  not  forsake  him  while  he  re- 
tains his  humanity — that  are  of  the  very  woof  and  warp  of  manhood.  Through  the 
long  ages  that  are  coming,  as  in  the  centuries  through  which  it  has  come  down  to  us. 
we  see  our  beloved  institution  pursuing  the  even  tenor  of  its  humble  life — its  pure 
precepts  passing  from  lip  to  lip  of  good  men  and  true  —  its  symbols,  mute,  yet  elo- 
quent, teaching  their  accustomed  lessons  of  charity  and  good  will  to  man  —  its  worthy 
deeds  unwitnessed  —  its  peaceful  triumphs  unsung  —  dropping  its  manifold  blessings. 
noislessly,  unheralded,  as  Heaven  drops  its  dew.  And  who  knows,  but  when  He 
shall  make  up  his  record  of  those  works  of  human  hands  that  have  served  Him  best 
in  time,  He  will  give  a  higher  place  than  we  have  claimed  for  it  to  an  institution  that 
has  never  sought  to  part  and  peer  behind  the  vail  which  He  has  seen  fit  to  throw 
about  His  providence  —  that  has  cared,  not  so  much  for  the  glory  of  Him,  the  Cre- 
ator, as'for  the  good  of  His  humble  creature — and  Masonry  be  accepted,  not  only  of 
man,  the  brother,  but  of  God,  the  beneficent  Father.

Which  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Bro.  Alex.  G.  Abell  offered  the  following  resolutions: — 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  now  that  its  labors  are  near  its 
close,  and  a  long  connection  with  an  esteemed  and  beloved  Chief  Officer  is  about  to 
cease,  deems  it  just  and  proper  again  to  place  on  record  its  high  appreciation  of  the 
manner  in  which  its  retiring  Grand  Master,  the  M.\  W.'.  N.  Greene  Curtis,  during 
four  consecutive  years,  has  performed  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  of  the  dignity,  im- 
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partiality,  and  ability  with  which  he  has  ever  presided  over  and  facilitated  its  delib- 
erations. 

Resolved,  That  as  an  evidence  of  the  desire  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  do  honor  to 
one  with  whom  it  has  so  long  been  so  pleasantly  associated,  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  some  suitable  testimonial,  to  be 
selected  by  the  elective  Grand  Officers,  and  presented  to  Past  Grand  Master  X. 
Greene  Curtis,  at  the  next  Annual  Commnication. 

Resolved,  That  Past  Grand  Master  Curtis  be  requested  to  sit  for  his  portrait,  to 
be  hung  in  the  hall  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized 
to  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the 
expense  thereof. 

Which  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finances,  bv 
whom  they  were  immediately  reported  back  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  the 
recommendation  that  they  be  adopted  ;  which  recommendation  was  unan- 
imously concurred  in,  all  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  standing. 

Past  Grand  Master  Curtis  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge,  briefly  but  elo- 
quently expressing  his  kindly  recollections  of  the  fraternal  regard  which 
had  ever  been  evinced  towards  him  by  his  brethren,  and  his  warm  appre- 
ciation of  the  uninterrupted  good  feeling  which  had  always  characterized 
the  intercourse  between  him  and  them  during  his  four  years  of  service  in 
the  Grand  Master's  chair. 

The  several  regular  and  special  committees  were  then  called  in  their 
proper  order;  and,  the  chairman  of  each  having  declared  that  no  further 
business  remained  in  its  hands  for  consideration,  they  were  severally  dis- 
charged. 

The  Grand  Master  then  addressed  the  Grand  Ledge,  as  follows: — 

Brethren  :  Before  we  close,  permit  me  to  express  to  you  my  heartfelt  thanks  for 
the  distinguished  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me  in  electing  me  to  the  elevated 
position  of  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  this  jurisdiction —  a  position,  held  in  monarch- 
ical countries  by  none  but  the  highest  nobles  and  princes  in  the  land,  and  even  by 
kings  themselves.  It  is  an  honor  of  which  any  man  may  feel  justly  proud  :  and,  in 
assuming  its  responsibilities,  I  trust  that  you  may  never  have  occasion  to  regret  the 
choice  which  you  have  made. 

We  are  now  about  to  separate,  each  to  go  to  his  own  home,— to  the  scene  of  the 
active  duties  of  life.  In  the  discharge  of  those  duties,  as  Masons,  let  us  strive  to  live  up 
to  the  line  of  duty  marked  out  by  our  obligations  and  the  precepts  of  our  Order ;  let  us 
act  towards  every  brother  strictly  upon  the  square;  let  us  protect  and  support  the 
widow  and  the  orphan  ;  and,  whilst  as  loyal  citizens  we  stand  by  the  constituted  au- 
thorities of  the  land,  let  us  do  all  that  lies  in  our  power  to  promote  "  peace  on  earth 
and  good  will  amongst  men/'  Let  us  be  distinguished,  as  fathers,  husbands,  broth- 
ers, and  sons,  for  the  practice  of  all  those  domestic  virtues  which  render  home  happy 
and  give  a  charm  to  life  ;  and  in  all  our  relations  let  us  endeavor  to  deserve  the  ap- 
pellation of  good  citizens  and  good  men  ;  so  that,  having  finished  our  course  here 
below— and  the  day  of  the  departure  of  all  of  us  from  this  sublunary  sphere  is  not  far 
hence — we  may  each  be  prepared  to  receive  the  welcome  :  "Well  done,  good  and 
faithful  servant,  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord." 
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Brethren,  we  are  now  about  to  separate  ;  and  if  we  all  never  again  meet  on  earth, 
may  we  all  be  in  attendance  upon  the  assemblage  of  the  faithful  in  the  Supreme 
Grand  Lodge  above.    Again  I  thank  you. 

The  business  being  all  completed,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  was 
closed  in  gtmpl*  Jfowt.

OF     THE 

M.\W.\  GRAND   LODGE 

OF 

FREE  AND  ACCEPTED  MASONS 

OF      THE 

STATE    OF    CALIFOKNIA; 

AS  AMENDED  MAY,  A.  L.  5861. 


PART    I. 

Of  the  Organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 


ARTICLE  I. 

OF   ITS  TITLE   AND   SEAL. 

Section  1.  This  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  "  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of  California.*' 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  have  a  Seal,  bearing  such  devices  and  inscriptions  as  have  here- 
tofore been,  or  may  hereafter  be  determined  ;  which  shall  be  affixed  to  all  instru- 
ments issued  by  or  under  its  authority. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF   ITS  MEMBERS  AND  THEIR  QUALIFICATIONS. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  composed  of  a  Grand  Master,  (whose  ad- 
dress shall  be  Most  Worshipful,)  a  Deputy  Grand  Master,  a  Senior  Grand  Warden, 
and  a  Junior  Grand  Warden,  (whose  addresses  shall  severally  be  Bight  Worshipful,) 
a  Grand  Treasurer  and  a  Grand  Secretary,  (whose  addresses  shall  severally  be  Very 
Worshipful,)  a  Grand  Chaplain,  (whose  address  shall  be  Very  Reverend,)  a  Grand 
Orator,  a  Grand  Marshal,  a  Grand  Standard  Bearer,  a  Grand  Sword  Bearer,  a  Grand 
Bible  Bearer,  a  Senior  Grand  Deacon,  a  Junior  Grand  Deacon,  two  Grand  Stewards, 
a  Grand  Organist,  a  Grand  Pursuivant,  and  a  Grand_  Tyler,  (whose  addresses  shall 
severally  be  Worshipful,)  and  such  other  officers  as  it  may  hereafter  designate  ;  to- 
gether with  all  the  Past  Grand  Officers  and  Past  Masters  of  this  jurisdiction,  and  the 
Masters  and  Wardens  of  the  several  chartered  and  duly  constituted  Lodges,  or  the 
representatives  thereof,  duly  elected  as  provided  in  Art.  II,  Part  VII. 
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Sec.  2.  Every  officer  and  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  must  be  a  member  of  some 
Lodge  within  its  jurisdiction  ;  and  with  the  cessation  of  such  membership,  shall  cease 
his  office  and  membership  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.    No  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  represented  therein  by  proxy. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF   ITS  POWERS   AND  AUTHORITY. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  is  the  Supreme  Masonic  Power  and  Authority  in 
this  State,  possessing  all  the  attributes  of  sovereignty  and  government — legislative, 
executive,  and  judicial, — limited  only  by  a  strict  adherence  to  the  Ancient  Land- 
marks of  the  Order,  and  to  the  provisions  of  its  own  Constitution  and  Regulations. 

Sec.  2.  Its  legislative  powers  extend  to  every  case  of  legislation,  not  expressly 
delegated  by  itself  to  the  Lodges;  and  the  Constitutions  and  Regulations,  which  it 
has  an  inalienable  right  to  adopt  and  promulgate  at  its  own  convenience,  and  to 
alter,  amend,  or  repeal  at  its  own  pleasure,  under  the  limitations  therein  imposed,  are 
final  and  binding  upon  all  Lodges  and  Masons  within  its  jurisdiction,  until  so  altered, 
amended,  or  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  Its  executive  powers  include  the  granting  of  Dispensations  and  Charters 
to  establish  Lodges  within  this  State,  and  in  other  territory  where  no  Grand  Lodge 
exists  ;  the  revocation  or  suspension  thereof ;  the  issuing  of  special  dispensations  for 
all  purposes  permitted  by  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  ;  and  the  exer- 
cise, generally,  of  all  such  authority  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  its  own  legislation 
into  complete  effect. 

Sec.  4.    Its  judicial  powers  are  of  two  kinds: — 

1st.  Original  —  Including  the  decision  of  all  controversies  between  any  of  the 
Lodges,  or  between  one  of  them  and  a  member  or  members  of  another,  or  between 
members  of  different  Lodges  ;  and  the  enforcement  of  discipline  upon  its  own  mem- 
bers, and  upon  the  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction  :  and 

2d.  Appellate  —  Embracing  the  revision  of  all  matters  of  controversy  or  discipline, 
proper  for  Masonic  investigation,  which  may  have  arisen  in  any  of  the  Lodges,  and 
over  which  it  has  not  retained  original  jurisdiction. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

OF   ITS  COMMUNICATIONS. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  hold  its  Annual  Communications  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  regular  business,  at  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  commencing  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  May,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Sec.  2.  Special  Communications  may  be  ordered  by  the  Grand  Master,  whenever, 
in  his  opinion,  the  welfare  of  the  Fraternity  shall  require  it. 

Sec.  3.  Special  Communications  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Grand  Master,  upon  an 
application  therefor  in  writing,  setting  forth  the  causes  which  demand  it,  and  signed 
by  the  Masters  of  at  least  five  chartered  Lodges. 

Sec.  4.  Every  order  for  a  Special  Communication  shall  designate  the  object 
thereof,  so  far  as  is  proper  to  be  written,  and  shall  be  issued  to  each  Lodge  and  Grand 
Officer  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  day  named  for  meeting  ;  and  no  business  shall 
be  transacted  thereat  other  than  that  for  which  the  Grand  Lodge  was  especially  con- 
vened. 

Sec.  5.  The  officers  or  representatives  of  at  least  fifteen  chartered  Lodges  shall 
be  present  in  order  to  transact  any  business  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  either  at  an  Annual 
or  Special  Communication  ;  but,  upon  occasions  of  ceremony  only,  the  Grand  Master, 
or  his  duly  authorized  representative,  with  a  sufficient  number  of  brethren  to  fill  the 
stations  and  places,  may  at  any  time  open  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  perform  the  cere- 
monies for  which  it  was  convened. 


96  Constitution  of  the  [Part  I. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  ELECTIONS   AND   APPOINTMENTS. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Wardens,  Grand 
Treasurer,  and  Grand  Secretary,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  each  Annual  Commu- 
nication, upon  the  fourth  day  thereof  ;  shall  be  installed  before  its  close  ;  and  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  installed. 
A  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  for  an  election. 

Sec.  2.  All  other  Grand  Officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master,  imme- 
diately after  his  installation,  at  each  Annual  Communication  ;  shall  be  properly 
invested  before  the  close  thereof;  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  during  his 
will  and  pleasure. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  elective  office  of  the  Grand  Lodge , 
the  Grand  Master  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  same  by  appointment ;  which  appoint, 
ment  shall  be  valid  until  the  succeeding  annual  election  and  installation :  and  the 
officer  so  appointed  shall  be  charged  with  all  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  one 
regularly  elected. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

OF   VOTING   AND  REPRESENTATION. 

Section  1.  All  questions  in  the  Grand  Lodge  (except  elections  of  officers.)  shall 
be  decided  either  viva  voce,  or  by  a  show  of  hands  ;  unless,  before  the  announce- 
ment of  the  result  thereof,  three  members  shall  demand  that  the  vote  be  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays,  in  which  case  it  shall  thus  be  taken. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Grand  Officer  present,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  (except  the 
Grand  Tyler,)  and  each  Past  Grand  Officer  present,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  3.  Each  Lodge  represented  shall  be  entitled  to  three  votes ;  and  the  Past 
Masters  of  each  Lodge  shall,  collectively,  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec  4.  No  Grand  Officer,  Past  Grand  Officer,  or  Past  Master,  voting,  or  partici- 
pating in  a  vote,  in  either  of  those  capacities,  shall  vote.,  or  participate  in  a  vote,  in 
any  other  of  them ;  but  either  of  such  members  may,  as  Master,  Warden,  or  repre- 
sentative of  a  Ledge,  cast  also  the  vote  or  votes  to  which  such  position  shall  entitle 
him. 

Sec.  5.  When  a  Lodge  shall  be  represented  by  only  two  of  its  proper  officers,  the 
officer  highest  in  rank  may  cast  two  of  its  three  votes. 

Sec.  6.  "When  a  Lodge  shall  be  represented  by  only  one  of  its  proper  officers,  or 
by  a  representative,  such  officer  or  representative  may  cast  all  the  votes  to  which  it 
is  entitled. 

Sec  7.  In  all  cases  of  a  tie  vote,  except  votes  by  ballot,  the  Grand  Master,  in 
addition  to  his  proper  vote,  may  have  the  casting  vote. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

OF   COMMITTEES    AND  THEJR  DUTIES. 

Section  1.  The  following  regular  committees,  to  consist  of  five  members  each, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  at  each  Annual  Communication,  viz  :  A  com- 
mittee on  Credentials,  on  Grievances,  on  Finances,  on  Jurisprudence,  on  Charters,  on 
Returns,  on  By-Laws,  and  on  Correspondence. 

Sec.  2.  Special  committees  may  also  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master,  when- 
ever it  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec  3.  No  business  of  any  kind  shall  be  finally  acted  upon,  until  after  reference 
to,  and  report  upon  by  a  committee,  unless  by  unanimous  consent ;  and  no  appropri- 
ation of  money  shall  be  made  until  after  reference  to,  and  report  upon,  by  the  com- 
mittee on  Finances. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

OF    ITS    REVENUES. 

Section  1.  The  revenue  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  derived  from  the  following 
sources : — 

1st.  Frorafees  charged  for  dispensations,  charters,  diplomas,  and  other  documents 
issued  under  its  authority. 

2d.  From  contributions  levied  upon  the  Lodges,  which  shall  always  be  equal  and 
uniform,  in  proportion  to  their  membership,  admissions,  and  degrees  conferred  ;  and 

3d.  From  the  funds,  dues,  and  proceeds  of  all  property  of  dissolved  Lodges  within 
its  jurisdiction. 

Sec  2.  The  following  shall  be  the  fees  charged  as  above,  exclusive  of  those  pro- 
vided in  Sec.  3.  Art.  IV,  Part  II,  to  be  paid  to  the  Grand  Secretary  : — 

1st.  For  a  dispensation  to  open  a  new  Lodge,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars: 

2d.  For  a  charter  to  perpetuate  a  Lodge,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  : 

3d.  For  a  dispensation  to  hold  an  election  of  an  officer  or  officers  at  a  time  other 
than  that  named  in  Sec.  1,  Art.  I,  Part  IV,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  : 

4th.  For  a  dispensation  to  ballot  for  a  candidate  for  the  degrees,  without  the  refer- 
ence to  a  committee  provided  in  Sec.  3,  Art.  Ill,  Part  III,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  : 

5th.  For  a  dispensation  to  receive  and  act  upon  the  petition  of  a  rejected  candi- 
date, within  a  less  period  than  the  twelve  months  prescribed  in  Sec.  2,  Art.  Ill,  Part 
III,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars :  and 

6th.  For  a  diploma  of  any  kind,  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  except  when  isssued  for 
the  widow  or  children  of  a  deceased  Mason,  in  which  case  there  shall  be  no  charge  : 
but  no  diploma  shall  issue  except  upon  the  presentation  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  a 
certificate  from  the  Secretary  of  a  Lodge,  in  one  of  the  forms  prescribed  in  Art.  Ill, 
Part  VII. 

Sec.  3.  In  no  case  shall  either  of  the  foregoing  documents  be  issued  until  the 
fees  therefor  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Sec.  4.  The  following  contributions  shall  be  paid  as  annual  dues,  by  each  of  the 
Lodges,  whether  chartered  or  under  dispensation,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  Sec.  4,  Art.  II.,  Part  III.  :— 

1st.  For  each  degree  it  shall  have  conferred  during  the  year,  the  sum  of  one  dollar: 

2d.  For  each  member  it  shall  have  received  by  affiliation  during  the  year,  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  : 

3d.  For  each  Master  Mason  borne  upon  its  roll  at  the  date  of  its  annual  return, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  : 

And  the  Grand  Lodge  may  levy,  in  addition  to  the  above,  such  other  contributions 
as  in  its  judgment  may  be  required. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  of  the  dissolution  of  a  Lodge,  the  Grand  Secretary,  or  some  broth- 
er by  him  duly  authorized,  shall  at  once  proceed  to  receive  its  funds  on  hand,  col- 
lect its  outstanding  dues,  and  dispose  of  its  jewels,  furniture,  and  property  of  every 
kind,  in  such  manner  as  shall  seem  to  him  most  judicious;  and  he  shall  place  the 
proceeds  thereof,  after  the  payment  of  necessary  expenses,  among  the  funds  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 


PART    II. 

Of  the  Grand   Officers,  their  Powers  and  Duties. 


AETICLE  I. 

OF  THE   GRAND  MASTER. 

Section  1.    The  Grand  Master,  during  the  interval  between  the  Communications 
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of  the  Grand  Lodge,  may  exercise  all  its  executive  powers  as  defined  in  Sec.  3,  Art. 
III.  Part  I,  except  the  granting  of  charters.  By  virtue  of  these,  authority  is  given 
him — 

1st.  To  grant  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  new  Lodges,  under  the  regula- 
tions prescribed  in  Sec.  2,  Art.  I,  Part  III  : 

2d.  To  grant  dispensations  for  the  holding  elections  of  an  officer  or  officers  at 
times  other  than  the  regular  periods  prescribed  in  Sec.  1,  Art.  I,  Part  IT,  under  the 
regulations  provided  in  Sec.  2,  Art.  I,  Part  IV : 

3d.  To  grant  dispensations  to  ballot  for  and  confer  the  degrees  upon  candidates, 
without  the  reference  of  their  applications  to  committees,  as  provided  in  Sec.  3,  Art. 
Ill,  Part  III,  under  the  regulations  prescribed  in  Sec.  4,  Art.  Ill,  Part  III : 

4th.  To  grant  dispensations  to  receive  and  act  upon  the  petitions  of  rejected  appli- 
cants, within  a  less  period  than  the  twelve  months  prescribed  in  Sec.  2,  Art.  Ill,  Part 
III,  under  the  regulations  provided  in  Sec.  4,  Art,  III,  Part  III : 

5th.  To  convene  any  Lodge,  preside  therein,  inspect  its  proceedings,  and  compel 
its  conformity  to  Masonic  usage  : 

6th.  To  arrest  the  Charter  or  Dispensation  of  any  Lodge,  for  good  reasons  shown, 
and  suspend  the  operations  thereof  until  the  next  Annual  Communication: 

7th.  To  suspend  the  Master  of  any  Lodge  from  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and 
duties  of  his  office,  for  good  reasons  shown,  until  the  next  Annual  Communication: 

8th.  To  require  the  attendance  of,  and  information  from  any  Grand  Officer,  respect- 
ing matters  appertaining  to- the  duties  of  his  office  :  and 

9th.  To  appoint  Representatives  in  other  recognized  Grand  Lodges,  and  to  receive 
and  accredit  such  Representatives  from  them. 

Sec.  2.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Master — 

1st.  To  preside  in  the  Grand  Lodge  at  all  its  Communications  : 

2d.  To  present,  at  each  Annual  Communication,  a  written  message,  therein  setting 
forth  all  his  official  acts  during  the  year,  exhibiting  the  general  condition  of  Masonry 
within  the  jurisdiction,  and  recommending  such  legislation  as  he  may  deem  necessary 
or  expedient  for  the  welfare  of  the  Order  : 

3d.  To  constitute  all  chartered  Lodges,  either  in  person  or  by  a  duly  authorized 
representative,  in  accordance  with  the  ancient  usages  and  regulations  : 

4th.  To  exercise  a  general  and  careful  supervision  over  the  Craft,  and  see  that  the 
Constitution  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  strictly  maintained,  supported, 
and  obeyed :  and 

5th.  To  discharge  all  the  necessary  executive  functions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  when 
that  body  is  not  in  session. 

ARTICLE   II. 

OF  THE  DEPUTY  GRAND  MASTER  AND  GRAND  WARDENS.  * 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  to  assist  the  Grand 
Master  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  at  all  the  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and.  in  his  absence,  to  preside  therein  ;  and,  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  Grand 
Master,  or  of  his  absence  from  the  State,  or  of  his  inability  from  any  cause  to  perform 
the  functions  of  his  office,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  succeed  to  and  be  charged 
with  all  its  powers  and  duties. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Wardens  to  assist  the  Grand  Master  at 
all  the  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and,  in  his  absence,  and  that  of  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  to  preside  therein  in  the  order  of  their  rank  ;  and,  in 
the  death,  absence  from  the  State,  or  inability  as  before,  of  both  their  superiors,  the 
Grand  Wardens  shall,  in  the  order  of  their  rank,  succeed  to  and  be  charged  with  all 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Grand  Master. 
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ARTICLE  IIT. 

OF   THE   GRAND    TREASURER. 

Section  1.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Treasurer— 

1st.  To  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  from  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary; to  give  him  duplicate  receipts  therefor ;  and  to  keep,  in  proper  books,  a  just 
account  thereof: 

2d.  To  take  charge  of  all  other  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  except  as  provided 
in  Sec.  1,  Art.  IV,  of  this  Part,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  thereof : 

3d.  To  pay  all  orders  drawn  upon  such  funds  and  moneys,  under  such  regulations 
as  may  be  provided  by  the  Grand  Lodge  : 

4th.  To  attend  the  Grand  Lodge  at  all  its  Communications,  and  the  Grand  Master, 
when  required,  with  the  books  and  all  necessaiy  papers  appertaining  to  his  office  ; 
and  also,  if  required  by  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Master,  to  attend  with  such  boqks 
and  papers  upon  any  committee  which  may  be  appointed  to  act  in  relation  to  the 
fiscal  concerns  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and 

5th.  To  report  at  each  Annual  Communication  a  detailed  account  of  his  receipts 
and  disbursements,  with  proper  vouchers  for  the  latter  ;  and  present  a  statement  of 
the  existing  condition  of  its  property  and  finances. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  execute  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Master,  within  fifteen 
days  after  his  installation,  an  official  bond,  in  such  penal  sum  and  with  such  sureties 
as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Grand  Master,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office  as  prescribed  in  this  Constitution,  and,  at  the  end  of 
his  term,  pay  over  and  transfer  to  his  successor  all  funds  or  property  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  which  shall  have  come  into  his  keeping. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  Grand  Lodge 
may  direct. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OF   THE    GRAND   SECRETARY. 

Section  1.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary — 

1st.  To  record  all  the  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  which  it  is  proper  to  have 
written;  and  to  superintend  the  publication  thereof,  immediately  after  the  close  of 
each  Communication,  under  such  instructions  as  may  be  given  by  the  Grand  Lodge  : 

2d.  To  receive,  duly  file,  and  safely  keep  all  papers  and  documents  addressed  or 
belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  to  present  such  as  may  require  its  action,  at  each 
Annual  Communication  thereof: 

3d.  To  keep  the  Seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  affix  the  same,  with  his  attestation, 
to  all  instruments  emanating  from  that  body,  and  to  all  the  written  official  acts  of  the 
Grand  Master  : 

4th.  To  collect  all  moneys  due  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  keep  a  correct  account  thereof 
in  proper  books,  and  pay  the  same  quarterly  to  the  Grand  Treasurer  : 

5th.  To  report,  at  each  Annual  Communication,  a  detailed  account  of  all  moneys 
received  by  him  during  the  year,  with  a  specific  statement  of  the  sources  whence 
they  were  derived  ;  and  to  present  therewith  the  receipts  of  the  Grand  Treasurer 
therefor : 

6th.  To  report,  at  each  Annual  Communication,  all  Lodges  which  shall  be  in 
arrears  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  which  shall  have  neglected  or  refused  to  comply  with 
any  provision  of  its  Constitution  and  Regulations  : 

7th.  To  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  submit  copies 
thereof,  at  each  Annual  Communication,  for  its  inspection  : 

8th.  To  attend  the  Grand  Lodge  at  all  its  Communications,  and  the  Grand  Master, 
when  required,  with  the  books  and  all  necessary  papers  appertaining  to  his  office  : 
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9th.  To  keep  his  office,  with  all  the  books,  papers,  and  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
in  a  tire-proof  building  ;  and  to  have  the  same  open  at  least  six  hours  each  day  (ex- 
cept Sundays)  for  the  transaction  of  Masonic  business  : 

10th.  To  transmit  to  each  Lodge  within  the  jurisdiction,  once  in  every  two  months, 
a  list  of  all  rejections,  expulsions,  suspensions,  and  restorations  of  which  he  shall 
have  been  notified  by  the  several  Lodges  : 

11th.  To  present,  at  each  Annual  Communication,  an  estimate  of  the  probable  ex- 
penses of  the  ensuing  year,  giving  each  class  of  expenditures  under  its  proper  head  : 
and  also  to  present  an  estimate  of  the  probable  income  from  the  known  sources  of 
revenue,  during  the  same  period  : 

12th.  To  issue  notices  of  any  Special  Communication  ordered  by  the  Grand  Master. 
to  each  Lodge  and  Grand  Officer  within  the  jurisdiction  : 

13th.  To  issue  notices  to  each  Lodge,  of  the  granting  of  a  Dispensation  by  the  Grand 
Master  for  the  formation  of  a  new  Lodge  : 

14th.  To  transmit  to  any  Lodge,  which  shall  send  him  a  certificate  of  membership 
and  good  standing  of  a  deceased  brother,  in  the  form  prescribed  in  Art.  Ill,  Part  VII. 
stating  that  he  leaves  a  wife,  child  or  children,  a  Grand  Lodge  Diploma  for  her,  his 
or  their  benefit,  free  of  charge,  when  so  requested  by  such  Lodge  : 

loth.  To  take  charge  of  the  jewels,  furniture,  clothing,  and  paraphernalia  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  during  its  vacations  : 

16th.  To  furnish  every  Grand  Officer,  elected  or  appointed,  with  a  certificate  of 
such  election  or  appointment : 

17th.  To  act  as  Grand  Librarian  and  take  charge  of  the  library  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
under  such  regulations  as  it  may  prescribe  : 

18th.  To  report,  at  each  Annual  Communication,  all  unfinished  business  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  ;  and  to  present  all  such  other  matters  to  its  notice  as  may  properly 
come  within  his  province  :  and 

19th.  To  perform  all  such  other  duties,  appertaining  to  his  office,  as  the  Grand 
Lodge  may  direct. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  execute  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Master,  within  fifteen 
days  after  his  installation,  an  official  bond,  in  such  penal  sum  and  with  such  sureties 
as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Grand  Master,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office  as  prescribed  in  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  Grand  Lodge 
may  direct ;  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  receive  the  following  fees  : — 

1st.  For  a  Dispensation  to  open  a  new  Lodge,  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  : 

2d.  For  a  Charter  to  perpetuate  a  Lodge,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  : 

3d.  For  a  Dispensation  to  hold  an  election  of  an  officer  or  officers,  at  another  than 
the  regular  period,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  : 

4th.  For  a  Dispensation  to  ballot  for  a  candidate  and  confer  the  degrees,  without 
reference  to  a  committee,  the  sum  of  five  dollars : 

5th.  For  a  Dispensation  to  receive  and  act  upon  the  petition  of  a  rejected  appli- 
cant, within  a  less  period  than  twelve  months,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  : 

6th.  For  a  Diploma  of  any  kind,  (except  when  issued  for  the  widow  or  children  of 
a  deceased  brother,)  the  sum  of  three  dollars  :  and 

7th.  For  every  certificate  (except  those  hereinbefore  named)  requiring  the  seal  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  the  sum  of  three  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  He  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Master,  appoint  an  Assistant 
Grand  Secretary,  for  whose  official  acts  he  shall  be  responsible,  and  who  shall  be 
considered  an  appointed  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  receive  such  compen- 
sation for  his  services  as  it  may  direct. 

ARTICLE  Y. 

OF  THE  APPOINTED  GRAND  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Chaplain,  during  each  CommuniYa- 
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tion  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  perform  such  services  appertaining  to  his  office,  as  may 
be  required  of  him  by  the  Grand  Master. 

Sec.  2.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Orator,  at  each  Annual  Communication, 
to  deliver  an  address  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  upon  matters  appertaining  to  the  Craft. 
Sec.  3.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Marshal  — 
1st.  To  proclaim  the  Grand  Officers  at  their  installation,  and  to  make  such  other 
proclamations  as  by  the  Grand  Master  may  be  directed  : 

2d.  To  introduce  the  Representatives  of  other  Grand  Lodges,  and  all  visiting  breth- 
ren of  distinction  :  and 

3d.  To  conduct  all  processions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Grand  Master,  and  perform  such  other  duties,  proper  to  his  office,  as  may  be  required. 
Sec.  4.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Standard  Bearer  to  bear  the  Banner  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  all  processions  and  at  all  public  ceremonies. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Sword  Bearer  to  attend  upon  the  Grand 
Master,  and  bear  the  Sword  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  all  processions  and  at  all  public 
ceremonies. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Bible  Bearer  to  bear  the  Holy  Writings 
in  all  processions  and  at  ail  public  ceremonies. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Deacons  to  assist  the  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Wardens  in  such  manner  as  the  ancient  usages  of  the  Craft  prescribe. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Stewards  to  superintend  the  prepara- 
tions for  all  festive  occasions  directed  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Organist  to  preside  at  the  organ  at  the 
opening  and  closing  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  conduct  its  music  upon  all  occasions 
of  ceremony,  when  required. 

Sec.  10.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Pursuivant  — 
1st.  To  guard  the  inner  door  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  communicate  with  the  Grand 
Tyler  without  : 

'2d.  To  announce  all  applicants  for  admission  by  their  names  and  proper  Masonic 
titles,  and  see  that  all  who  enter  wear  the  jewel  and  clothing  proper  to  their  rank  : 
and 

3d.  To  allow  none  to  withdraw  who  have  not  obtained  permission  to  do  so  from  the 
Grand  Master. 

Sec.  11.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Tyler  — 
1st.  To  guard  the  outer  door  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  communicate  with  the  Grand 
Pursuivant  within  : 

2d.  To  report  all  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Grand  Pursuivant,  and  see  that  all 
who  enter  are  duly  authorized  and  properly  clothed : 

3d.  To  make  suitable  preparations  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at 
all  its  Communications,  and  see  that  its  hall  is  kept  in  proper  condition  during  their 
continuance  : 

4th.  To  take  charge  of  and  safely  keep  the  jewels,  furniture,  clothing,  and  para- 
phernalia of  the  Grand  Lodge  during  its  Communications  :  and 

5th.  To  carry  all  notices  and  summonses,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
required  of  him  by  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Master. 

Sec.  12.  The  Grand  Tyler  shall  receive  for  his  services  such  compensation  as  the 
Grand  Lodge  may  direct. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
OP  the  compensation  of  grand  officers. 
Section  1.  Each  of  the  elective  Grand  Officers  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  pay- 
ment for  the  amount  of  his  necessary  expenses  in  attending  the  Grand  Lodge  at  any 
of  its  Communications  :  but  in  all  cases,  the  claims  for  such  expenses  shall  be  ascer- 
tained by  the  committee  on  Finances,  and  be  by  it  reported  on,  before  allowance  by 
the  Grand  Lodge. 
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PAET    III. 
Of  Subordinate  Lodges. 


ARTICLE  I. 

OF   THE   ORGANIZATION   OF  A   LODGE. 

Section  1.  A  Lodge  can  only  be  formed  by  authority  of  a  Dispensation  from 
the  Grand  Master,  or  of  a  Charter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  hereafter  no  charter 
shall  be  granted  to  any  Lodge,  until  it  shall  have  worked  a  time  under  dispensation 
and  shall  have  exhibited  to  the  Grand  Lodge  satisfactory  evidence  of  its  Masonic  ca- 
pability. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  petition  of  seven  or  more  Master  Masons,  in  the  form  pre- 
scribed in  Art.  Ill,  Part  VII,  being  presented  to  the  Grand  Master,  he  may  grant  them 
a  Dispensation  to  open  and  hold  a  Lodge  at  the  place  therein  to  be  named,  with 
power  to  make  Masons  and  receive  members  by  affiliation  ;  and  he  shall  therein 
appoint  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  the  new  Lodge.  But  in  no  case  shall  such  dis- 
pensation be  issued,  unless  the  petition  be  accompanied  by  a  recommendation  from 
the  nearest  or  most  convenient  chartered  Lodge,  (if  from  a  town  or  city  where  more 
than  one  Lodge  exists,  then  from  a  majority  of  such  Lodges,)  setting  forth,  in  the 
form  prescribed  in  Art.  Ill,  Part  VII,  that  the  petitioners  are  all  Master  Masons  in 
good  standing  ;  that  the  establishment  of  the  new  Lodge  is  of  manifest  propriety,  and 
will  conduce  to  the  good  of  the  Order  ;  and  that  a  safe  and  suitable  Lodge  room  has 
been  provided  therefor ;  nor  unless  the  petition  shall  also  be  accompanied  by  a  cer- 
tificate of  withdrawal  of  each  petitioner  from  the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  last  a 
member,  and  by  a  certificate  from  a  Master  whom  the  Grand  Master  is  satisfied  is  well 
skilled  in  the  craft,  declaring  that  the  Master  proposed  in  such  petition  is  fully  com- 
petent properly  to  confer  the  three  degrees  of  Masonry,  and  to  deliver  entire  the 
lectures  thereunto  appertaining.  Such  dispensation  shall  terminate  upon  the  first 
day  of  the  month  in  which  the  next  succeeding  Annual  Communication  shall  be 
holden ;  and  shall  then  be  returned  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  together  with  the  by- 
laws, book  of  records,  and  returns  of  the  new  Lodge  to  that  date. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  the  return  of  the  dispensation  of  a  new  Lodge,  as  above,  with  a 
petition  for  a  charter,  in  the  form  prescribed  in  Art.  Ill,  Part  VII,  if  an  examination 
of  its  work  and  proceedings  shall  prove  satisfactory ,  the  Grand  Lodge  may  order  the 
issue  of  a  charter  to  such  Lodge,  and  assign  it  such  name  and  number  on  the  registry 
as  shall  be  deemed  proper;  and  such  Lodge  shall  be  duly  constituted  within  sixty 
days  thereafter,  or  its  charter  shall  be  forfeited.  If  the  examination  be  not  satisfac- 
tory, the  petition  may  be  totally  refused,  or  a  continuance  of  the  dispensation,  until 
the  next  Annual  Communication,  may  be  ordered :  but  no  such  continuance  shall 
be  granted  a  second  time. 

Sec  4.  A  Lodge  shall  consist  of  a  Master,  a  Senior  Warden,  a  Junior  Wardeu,  a 
Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  a  Senior  Deacon,  a  Junior  Deacon,  a  Tyler,  and  such  other 
officers  as  its  by-laws  may  provide  ;  together  with  as  many  members  as  it  may  find 
convenient. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF  THE  POWERS   AND   DUTIES   OF   A   LODGE. 

Section  1.  The  powers  and  privileges  of  a  Lodge  are  such  as  are  authorized  in 
its  Dispensation  or  Charter,  by  the  Constitution  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge ? 
and  by  the  general  regulations  of  Masonry  :  and  they  are  defined  as  follows  :  — 

1st.  Executive  —  In  the  direction  and  performance  of  its  work,  as  prescribed  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  under  the  control  of  the  Master  ;  and  in  all  other  matters,  in  aid  of 
the  Master,  who  is  the  primary  executive  authority  of  the  Lodge. 
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2d.  Legislative  — Including  all  matters  of  legislation  relative  to  its  internal  con- 
cerns, which  shall  not  be  in  violation  of  the  general  regulations  of  Masonry,  the 
Constitution  or  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  its  own  particular  b}-laws  :  and 
3d.  Judicial — Embracing  the  exercise  of  discipline  over  its  own  members  (except 
the  Master)  and  all  other  Masons  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  the  settlement  of  con- 
troversies between  them;  subject  always  to  a  revision  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  upon 
appeal. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Lodge  shall  have  not  more  than  one  stated  meeting  in  each  lunar 
month,  but  may  hold  such  other  meetings  as  it  may  determine,  or  the  Master  shall 
direct ;  but  no  business  of  any  kind,  except  collections  or  appropriations  for  charity, 
conferring  of  degrees,  ceremonial  observances,  or  balloting  for  commissioners  to  try 
charges  of  unmasonic  conduct,  shall  be  done  at  any  other  than  a  stated  meeting,  un- 
less by  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master  as  provided  in  Sec.  1,  Art.  I,  Part  II. 
And  all  business,  except  the  examination  of  candidates  and  conferring  of  the  subor- 
dinate degrees,  shall  be  done  in  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons. 

Sec.  3.  Each  chartered  and  duly  constituted  Lodge  shall  be  represented  in  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  every  Communication,  by  one  or  more  of  its  proper  officers,  or  b}r  a 
representative  duly  elected  as  provided  in  Art.  II,  Part  VII,  which  representative 
shall  have  credentials  in  the  form  provided  in  Art.  Ill,  Part  VII. 

Sec.  4.  Each  chartered  Lodge  shall  transmit  to  the  Grand  Secretary  a  full  and 
correct  return  of  its  transactions  for  the  twelve  months  next  preceding  the  first  day 
of  March,  in  each  year,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter  ;  and  each  Lodge  under  dispen- 
sation shall  transmit  a  similar  return  from  the  date  of  its  organization  to  the  first  day 
of  May  in  each  year,  without  delay,  in  the  form  provided  in  Art.  Ill,  Part  VII ;  and 
every  Lodge  shall  accompany  such  return  with  payment  of  its  dues  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  those  periods,  as  prescribed  in  Sec.  4,  Art.  VIII,  Part  I. 

Sec.  5.  Each  Lodge  shall  transmit  to  the  Grand  Secretary  a  copy  of  its  by-laws, 
as  soon  as  adopted  ;  but  no  such  by-laws,  nor  any  subsequent  amendments  thereunto, 
shall  be  deemed  valid  until  approved  b}r  the  Grand  Lodge,  though  they  may  be  acted 
under  until  the  next  Annual  Communication,  if  approved  by  the  Grand  Master. 

Sec.  6.  Each  chartered  Lodge  shall,  within  two  months  from  the  date  of  its 
charter,  provide  a  suitable  seal,  bearing  such  devices  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  and 
having  inscribed  thereon  the  name  and  number  of  the  Lodge,  the  date  of  its  charter, 
and  the  place  of  its  location  ;  and  all  documents  or  papers  of  every  kind  whatsoev- 
er, emanating  from  such  Lodge,  or  from  its  Master  or  Secretary,  in  his  official  capaci- 
ty, shall  bear  the  impress  of  such  seal,  or  be  considered  null  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  7.  Each  Lodge  shall  have  all  official  communications  from  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter or  Grand  Secretary  read  in  open  Lodge  at  the  stated  meeting  next  following  their 
receipt. 

Sec.  8.  Each  Lodge  shall  provide  the  several  books  prescribed  in  Sec.  2,  Art.  V, 
Part  IV,  to  be  kept  by  its  Secretary,  which  shall  be  prepared  in  accordance  with 
forms  hereafter  to  be  provided. 

Sec.  9.  Each  Lodge  shall  provide,  in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem  proper,  for 
the  payment  of  its  officers  or  representative  in  attending  the  Communications  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Sec  10.  For  the  neglect  or  violation  of  any  duty  imposed  upon  a  Lodge  in  this 
Constitution,  its  charter  may  be  suspended  or  forfeited  ;  and  for  the  neglect  or  viola- 
tion of  any  duty  herein  imposed  upon  a  Secretary,  his  Lodge  shall  be  held  responsible. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF     PROHIBITIONS. 

Section  1.  No  Lodge  shall  remove  its  place  of  meeting  from  that  named  in  its 
dispensation  or  charter,  unless  notice  shall  have  been  given  at  a  stated  meeting  that 
a  resolution  for  such  removal  will  be  offered  at  the  next  succeeding  one,  nor  unless 
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such  resolution  shall  have  been  adopted  by  the  votes  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  such  succeeding  meeting ;  nor  shall  such  removal  then  take 
place  until  the  action  of  the  Lodge  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Master. 

Sec.  2.  No  Lodge  in  this  State  shall  receive  an  application  for  the  degrees  of 
Masonry  unless  the  applicant  shall  have  been  a  resident  within  the  State  during 
twelve  months,  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge  during  six  months,  next 
preceding  the  date  of  his  application.  Nor  shall  any  Lodge  receive  such  application 
from  any  person,  who,  within  twelve  months  next  preceding,  shall  have  been  rejected 
by  any  Lodge,  unless  by  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master,  as  provided  in  Sec.  1, 
Art.  I,  Part  II.  All  such  applications,  as  well  as  those  for  affiliation,  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  and  recommended  by  at  least  two  members  of  the 
Lodge,  in  the  forms  prescribed  in  Art.  Ill,  Part  VII. 

Sec.  3.  No  Lodge  shall  ballot  upon  such  application,  (except  by  dispensation 
from  the  Grand  Master,  as  provided  in  Sec.  1,  Art.  I,  Part  II,)  until  it  shall  have  been 
referred  to  a  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  strict  examination  into  the 
moral,  mental,  and  physical  qualifications  of  the  applicant,  and  to  report  thereon  at 
the  next  stated  meeting,  unless  further  time  be  granted.  No  application  shall  be 
withdrawn  after  reference  to  a  committee,  and  it  shall  require  an  unanimous  ballot 
to  elect.  But  if  one  black  ball,  only,  appear  in  the  ballot-box,  the  Master,  without 
declaring  the  result,  may  at  once  order  a  second  ballot  for  the  purpose  of  correcting 
a  possible  mistake. 

Sec.  4.  No  dispensation  shall  be  issued  to  a  Lodge  to  ballot  for  and  confer  the 
degrees  upon  a  candidate,  without  reference  to  a  committee  as  provided  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  nor  to  receive  and  act  upon  the  petition  of  a  rejected  applicant  within 
less  than  twelve  months  after  the  date  of  such  rejection,  unless  the  application  there- 
for be  made  by  the  Lodge,  by  a  unanimous  vote  ;  and  of  the  special  meeting  to  be 
holden  under  such  dispensation^  and  the  purpose  thereof,  the  members  of  the  Lodge 
shall  have  due  notice. 

Sec.  5.  No  Lodge,  unless  it  be  otherwise  provided  in  its  by-laws,  shall  have 
more  than  one  ballot  for  the  three  degrees  ;  but,  though  an  applicant  may  be  elected 
to  receive  them,  if,  at  any  time  before  his  initiation,  objection  be  made  by  any  mem- 
ber he  shall  not  receive  the  degree  until  such  objection  shall  have  been  withdrawn  : 
and  if,  after  his  initiation,  but  before  being  passed,  or  after  passing,  before  being 
raised,  objection  to  his  advancement  be  made  by  any  member,  such  objection  shall 
be  referred  to  a  committee,  with  power  to  inquire  into  the  cause  thereof,  who  shall 
at  the  next  stated  meeting  (unless  further  time  be  given,)  report  thereon  ;  and  upon 
the  reception  of  such  report,  if  no  cause  for  the  objection  has  been  assigned,  or  if 
the  cause  assigned  be,  in  the  opinion  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  not  a 
valid  and  Masonic  one,  the  Lodge  may  confer  the  degree  in  the  same  manner  as  if  no 
objection  had  been  made. 

Sec  6.  No  Lodge  shall  advance  an  Entered  Apprentice  or  a  Fellow  Craft  to  a 
higher  degree  until,  after  a  strict  examination  in  open  Lodge,  he  shall  have  given 
satisfactory  evidence  that  he  is  entirely  proficient  and  well  qualified  in  that  or  those 
which  he  has  already  taken ;  and  no  Entered  Apprentice  or  Fellow  Craft  shall  be 
advanced  to  a  higher  degree  in  any  Lodge  other  than  that  in  which  he  shall  have 
received  those,  or  either  of  those  degrees,  unless  by  the  official  consent  of  such 
Lodge,  if  it  then  be  in  existence. 

Sec.  7.  No  Lodge  within  this  State  shall  confer  the  three  degrees  for  a  less  fee 
than  fifty  dollars  ,  nor  shall  any  Lodge  without  the  State,  and  under  this  jurisdiction, 
confer  them  for  a  less  fee  than  thirty  dollars  ;  and  in  every  case  the  fee  for  each,  or 
all  of  the  degrees,  as  may  be  regulated  by  the  Lodge,  shall  accompany  the  applica- 
tion. 

Sec.  8.    No  Lodge  shall  confer  degrees  upon  more  than  five  candidates  at  any 
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one  meeting ;  nor  shall  confer  more  than  one  degree  upon  any  one  candidate  at  any 
one  meeting  ;  nor  shall  confer  either  of  the  degrees  upon  more  than  one  candidate 
at  a  time. 

Sec.  9.  No  Lodge  shall  expel  a  member  for  the  non-payment  of  his  dues  ;  but 
in  case  any  member  shall  have  refused  or  neglected  to  pay  his  regular  dues  during  a 
period  of  six  months,  he  shall  be  notified  by  the  Secretary  that,  unless  at  the  next 
stated  meeting,  either  his  dues  be  paid,  or  sickness  or  inability  to  pay  be  shown  as 
the  cause  of  such  refusal  or  neglect,  he  will  be  suspended  from  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Masonry.  If  neither  of  these  things  be  done,  he  shall  be  so  suspended, 
unless,  for  special  reasons  shown,  the  Lodge  may  otherwise  determine  ;  but  any 
Mason  thus  suspended,  who  shall  at  any  time  pay  the  arrearages  due  at  the  time  of 
his  suspension,  together  with  such  further  dues  as  would,  had  he  retained  his  mem- 
bership, have  accrued  against  him  to  the  date  of  such  payment,  shall  by  that  act  be 
restored. 

Sec.  10.  No  Lodge  shall  receive  lectures  from  any  person  who  is  not  duly  author- 
ized by  the  Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Master. 

Sec.  11.  No  Lodge  shall  receive  an  application  for  affiliation  unless  it  be  accom- 
panied by  a  proper  dimit  from  the  Lodge  of  which  the  applicant  was  last  a  member, 
or  a  satisfactory  explanation,  in  writing,  of  his  inability  to  furnish  such  dimit. 

Sec.  12.  No  Lodge  shall  hold  Masonic  communication  with  any  Lodge  which  has 
been  declared  illegal  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  with  any  person  who  has  received  de- 
grees in,  or  is  a  member  of  such  a  Lodge. 

Sec.  13.  No  Lodge  shall  admit  a  visitor  without  due  inquiry  or  examination,  nor 
if  there  be,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Master,  a  valid  objection  made  to  such  admission 
by  a  member  of  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  14.  No  Lodge  which  shall  have  failed  to  make  its  annual  returns,  as  pro- 
vided in  Sec.  4,  Art.  II,  Part  III,  and  in  Sec.  1,  Art.  V,  Part  IV,  shall  be  entitled  to 
representation  at  the  next  Communication. 

Sec.  15.  No  Lodge,  until  chartered  and  duly  constituted,  shall  be  entitled  to  rep- 
resentation in  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  but  a  Lodge  under  dispensation  may  send  delegates 
thereto,  who  may  be  admitted  to  seats  and  be  permitted  to  speak,  but  shall  have  no 
vote. 

'    ARTICLE  IV. 

OF   THE  DISSOLUTION  OF  LODGES. 

Sec.  1.    A  Lodge  may  be  dissolved  — 
1st.  By  the  volunti  ry  surrender  of  its  charter,  when  such  surrender  shall  have  been 
accepted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and 
2d.  By  the  revocation  of  its  charter  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Sec.  2.    The  charter  of  a  Lodge  may  be  surrendered  if  notice  shall  be  given  at 
a  stated  meeting  that  a  resolution  to  that  effect  will  be  presented  at  the  next  suc- 
ceeding one,  and  if,  at  such  succeeding  meeting,  there  shall  not  be  seven  members 
present  who  oppose  such  resolution  ;  but  no  such  act  of  surrender  shall  be  considered 
final  until  it  shall  have  been  approved  and  accepted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Sec.  3.    The  charter  of  a  Lodge  may  be  forfeited  — 
1st.  By  disobedience  to  any  provision  of  the  Constitution  or  Regulations  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  : 
2d.  By  disregard  to  the  lawful  authority  of  the  Grand  Master  : 
3d.  By  violation  or  neglect  of  the  ancient  and  recognized  usages  of  the  Craft ;  or 
4th.  By  failure  to  meet  during  a  period  of  six  successive  months.    But  no  charter 
shall  be  forfeited  unless  charges  against  the  Lodge  shall  have  been  presented  to  and 
investigated  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  which  charges  the  Lodge  accused  shall  have  had 
due  notice  ;  though  the  same  may  be  arrested  until  the  next  Annual  Communication, 
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either  by  the  Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Master,  upon  satisfactory  reasons  therefor 
being  shown. 

Sec.  4.  The  forfeiture  or  arrest  of  the  charter  of  a  Lodge  involves  the  suspen- 
sion of  all  its  members  from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  excepting  those 
who  may  be  specially  exempted  from  such  effect. 

Sec.  5.  The  surrender  or  forfeiture  of  the  charter  of  a  Lodge,  when  declared  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  conclusive  upon  the  Lodge  and  its  members  ;  and  all  its 
funds,  jewels,  furniture,  dues,  and  property  of  every  kind  shall  be  disposed  of  as  pro- 
vided in  Sec.  5,  Art.  VIII,  Part  I. 


PART    IV. 

Of  the    Officers   of  Subordinate   Lodges. 


ARTICLE  I. 

OF  ELECTIONS   AND  APPOINTMENTS. 

Section  1.  The  Master,  Wardens,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary  of  each  Lodge  shall 
be  elected  annually,  by  ballot,  at  the  stated  meeting  next  preceding  the  anniversary 
of  St.  John  the  Evangelist :  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  shall 
be  necessary  to  elect.  They  shall  be  installed  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter,  and 
shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly  elected 
and  installed. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  any  Lodge  shall  fail  to  hold  such  election  at  the  time  above 
named,  upon  good  cause  being  shown  therefor,  the  Grand  Master  may  issue  a  dispen- 
sation to  hold  such  election  at  another  time  ;  and  in  case  a  vacancy  shall  at  any  time 
occur  in  either  of  the  offices  of  Master  or  Warden  in  any  Lodge,  upon  proper  repre- 
sentation of  the  necessity  therefore,  the  Grand  Master  may  issue  a  dispensation  for  an 
election  to  fill  such  vacancy.  But  in  either  of  these  cases,  such  dispensation  shall  be 
issued  only  upon  the  application  of  the  Lodge,  setting  forth  the  reasons  therefor,  to 
be  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  to  be 
properly  certified  by  the  Secretary  ;  and  of  the  special  election  which  may  thus  be 
ordered,  the  members  shall  have  due  notice. 

Sec  3.  Every  member  in  good  standing,  and  whose  dues  are  paid,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  vote  at  all  elections  ;  and  every  voter  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  in  the 
Lodge. 

Sec.  4.  The  Deacons,  Tyler,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as  the  by-laws  of 
each  Lodge  may  designate,  shall  be  appointed  in  such  manner  as  they  may  direct : 
and  the  officers  so  appointed  shall  be  properly  invested  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
their  appointment. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF     THE     MASTER. 

Section  1.    The  Master  shall  have  power  — 
1st.  To  congregate  his  Lodge  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  proper  : 
2d.  To  issue,  or  cause  to  be  issued,  all  summonses  and  notices  which   may  be  re- 

quired  : 
3d.  To  discharge  all  the  executive  functions  of  his  Lodge  :  and 
4th.  To  perform  all  such  other  acts,  by  ancient  usage  proper  to  his  office,  as  shall 

not  be  in  contravention  of  any  provision  of  the  Constitution  or  Regulations  of  the 

Grand  Lodge. 
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Sec.  2.    It  shall  be  his  duty  — 
1st.  To  preside  at  all  meetings  of  his  Lodge  : 

2d.  To  confer  all  degrees  in  strict  accordance  with  the  ritual  which  has  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be  ordained  by  the  Grand  Lodge  : 

3d.  To  give,  in  full,  the  lectures  appertaining  to  each  degree,  at  the  time  it  is  con- 
ferred, in  accordance  with  such  ritual. 

4th.  To  superintend  the  official  acts  of  all  the  officers  of  his  Lodge,  and  see  that 
their  respective  duties  are  properly  discharged  :  and 

5th.  To  carefully  guard  against  any  infraction,  by  the  members  of  his  Lodge,  of  its 
own  by-laws,  of  the  Constitution  or  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  of  the  gen- 
eral regulations  of  Masonr}T. 

Sec.  3.  From  the  decisions  of  the  Master  there  shall  be  no  appeal  to  the  Lodge  ; 
but  objections  to  such  decisions  may  be  laid  before  the  Grand  Master,  and  by  him  be 
dealt  with  in  the  manner  provided  in  Art.  II,  Part  VI. 

Sec  4.  In  all  cases  of  a  tie  vote,  (except  by  ballot,)  the  Master,  in  addition  to 
his  proper  vote,  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  neglect  or  violation  of  any  duty  imposed  by  this  Constitution 
upon  the  Master  of  a  Lodge,  he  shall  be  subject  to  deprivation  of  office,  suspension, 
or  expulsion,  as  provided  in  Art.  II,  Part  VI. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF     THE     WARDENS. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  assist  the  Master  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  and  to  discharge  all  those  duties  which  ancient  usage  has  as- 
signed to  their  respective  stations. 

Sec  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  Master,  the  Senior  Warden,  (and  in  his  absence 
also,  the  Junior  Warden,)  shall  succeed  to  and  be  charged  with  all  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  Master. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OP     THE     TREASURER. 

Section  1.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  — 

1st.  To  receive  and  safely  keep  all  moneys  or  property  of  every  kind  which  shall  be 
placed  in  his  hands  by  order  of  the  Lodge  : 

2d.  To  disburse  or  transfer  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  upon  the  order  of  the 
Master,  duly  attested  by  the  Secretary  : 

3d.  To  keep  a  book  or  books  wherein  a  correct  account  of  his  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements shall  be  exhibited  : 

4th.  To  present  a  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  Lodge  whenever  required  :   and 

5th.  To  perform  such  other  duties,  appertaining  to  his  office,  as  the  by-laws  may 
require,  or  the  Lodge  may  at  anytime  direct. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF     THE     SECRETARY. 

Section  1.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  — 

1st.  To  record  all  the  proceedings  at  each  meeting,  which  it  is  proper  should  be 
written,  under  the  direction  of  the  Master ;  and  to  submit  such  record  to  the  Lodge 
at  its  next  stated  meeting  for  approval  or  correction : 

2d.  To  prepare  and  transmit  a  copy  of  such  record,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  when  required : 

3d.  To  collect  and  receive  all  moneys  due  to  the  Lodge,  and  pay  them  over  to  the 
Treasurer  : 
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4th.  To  keep  the  seal  of  the  Lodge,  and  to  affix  the  same,  with  his  attestation,  to 
all  papers  issued  under  its  authority,  or  in  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  : 

5th.  To  transmit  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  immediately  after  each  election  and  in- 
stallation in  the  Lodge,  a  certificate  thereof,  in  the  form  prescribed  in  Art.  Ill, 
Part  VII : 

Gth.  To  transmit  to  the  Grand  Secretary  the  annual  return  required  in  Sec.  4,  Art. 
II,  Part  III,  in  the  form  provided  in  Art.  Ill,  Part  VII :  and 

7th.  To  report  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  immediately  after  their  occurrence,  all  re- 
jections, expulsions,  suspensions,  and  restorations,  in  the  forms  provided  in  Art.  Ill, 
Part  VII. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  keep  the  following  books  of  the  Lodge,  in  such  forms  as  may 
hereafter  be  provided  :  — 

1st.  A  Record  Book,  in  which  he  shall  record  all  the  transactions  of  the  Lodge, 
proper  to  be  written,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  : 

2d.  A  Book  of  By-Laws,  for  the  signatures  of  the  members  in  the  order  of  their 
admission : 

3d.  A  Roll  Book,  in  which  he  shall  record,  upon  pages  alphabetically  arranged,  the 
names  of  all  belonging  to  the  Lodge  ;  the  dates  of  their  initiation,  passing,  raising, 
or  affiliation  ;  the  name,  number,  and  location  of  the  Lodges  of  which  those  affiliated 
were  last  members  ;  the  age  and  occupation  of  each  when  received  ;  and  the  dates 
of  their  withdrawal,  expulsion,  suspension,  death,  or  restoration  : 

4th.  A  Black  Book,  in  which  he  shall  record,  upon  pages  alphabetically  arranged, 
the  names  of  those  rejected,  expelled,  suspended,  or  restored  by  any  of  the  Lodges, 
so  far  as  he  shall  receive  the  proper  notice  thereof:  and 

5th.  A  Register,  to  be  kept  in  the  Tyler's  room,  in  which  all  members  shall  record 
their  names,  and  all  visitors  shall  record  their  names  and  residence,  and  the  names, 
numbers,  and  locations  of  their  respective  Lodges,  before  entering  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  also  keep  such  Account  Books  as  maybe  necessary  to  present 
clearly  the  account  of  each  member  with  the  Lodge,  the  receipts  of  the  Secretary, 
and  his  payments  to  the  Treasurer  ;  and  shall  preserve  the  Be  jks  of  Constitutions 
and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  published,  to- 
gether with  all  the  printed  proceedings  thereof,  as  promulgated  by  its  order. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OF  THE  APPOINTED  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  Deacons,  Tyler,  and  other  appointed  officers,  shall  perform  such 
duties,  consonant  with  tlie  usages  of  the  Craft,  and  appertaining  to  their  respective 
offices,  as  may  be  required  by  the  by-laws,  or  directed  by  the  Master. 


PART     V. 

Of  Individual  Masons. 


ARTICLE  I. 

OF     MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.    Membership  in  a  Lodge  may  be  acquired— 
1st.  By  having  regularly  received  the  degree  of  Master  Mason  therein  : 
2d.  By  having  been  duly  elected  for  affiliation  therewith  ;  and 
3d.  By  having  been  named  in  a  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge,  as  one  of  the  peti- 
tioners therefor. 
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Sec.  2.    No  Mason  shall  be  a  member  of  more  than  one  Lodge  at  the  same  time. 
Sec.  3.    Membership  in  a  Lodge  can  only  be  terminated — 
1st.  By  the  dissolution  of  the  Lodge  : 
2d.  By  voluntary  withdrawal  therefrom  :  and 
3d.  By  death,  suspension,  or  expulsion. 
Sec.  4.    A  member  of  a  Lodge,  in  good  standing,  and  whose  dues  are  paid,  may 
withdraw  therefrom  at  any  time  by  giving  notice  of  his  intention  so  to  do  at  a  stated 
meeting ;  but  no  recommendatory  certificate  shall  be  given  him,  except  by  a  vote  of 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Lodge  then  present. 

ARTICLE    II. 

OF   DUTIES,  PROHIBITIONS,   AND    PENALTIES. 

Section  1.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  Master  Mason  to  be  a  member  of  some  Lodge  ; 
and  every  one  who,  having  resided  six  months  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Lodge, 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  application  so  to  be,  or  who  shall  not  have  regularly 
contributed  to  such  Lodge  an  amount  equivalent  to  its  regular  dues,  while  able  so  to 
do,  shall  be  deemed  unworthy  of  Masonic  consideration,  and  shall  not  be  entitled  to, 
nor  be  the  recipient  of,  any  of  the  rights,  privileges,  or  charities  of  the  Order. 

Sec.  2.  No  member  of  a  Lodge  shall  be  required  to  divulge  his  vote  upon  a 
ballot  for  affiliation,  or  for  the  degrees  of  Masonry ;  nor  to  assign  reasons  for  such 
vote,  if  it  be  known. 

Sec.  3.  No  Mason  shall  hold  any  Masonic  intercourse  with  an  expelled  or  sus- 
pended Mason,  with  an  illegal  Lodge,  or  with  any  person  who  has  received  degrees 
therein,  or  is  a  member  thereof,  nor  with  any  Mason  not  acknowledged  as  such  by 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  4.  For  non-payment  of  his  dues,  a  member  may  be  suspended  from  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  in  the  manner  provided  in  Sec.  9,  Art.  III.  Part  III. 

Sec.  5.  For  any  violation  of  the  Ancient  Landmarks  of  the  Order,  of  the  Consti- 
tution or  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  by-laws  of  his  Lodge,  or  of  any 
portion  of  the  Masonic  or  moral  law,  a  member,  or  any  other  Mason  within  the  juris- 
diction of  a  Lodge,  may  be  reprimanded,  suspended,  or  expelled,  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  Art.  IV,  Part  VI. 


PART     VI. 

Of  Trials,  Appeals,  and  Penalties. 


ARTICLE  I. 

relative  to  the  grand  master. 

Section  1.  Charges  may  be  preferred  against  the  Grand  Master  for  abuse  of  his 
power,  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  other 
unmasonic  conduct,  by  any  live  Masters  of  Lodges  ;  which  charges  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing, over  their  signatures,  and  shall  be  presented  to  the  last  Past  Grand  Master  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  who  may  be  within  the  State,  and  who  is  a  member  of  a  Lodge 
within  its  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  presentation  of  such  charges,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Past 
Grand  Master  to  transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  the  accused,  if  within  the  State,  at  least 
thirty  days,  and  if  without  the  State,  at  least  ninety  days,  before  the  time  designated 
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for  the  trial,  together  with  a  notification  to  attend  at  such  time,  and  at  the  place  he 
may  therein  name,  which  shall  be  one  most  convenient  for  the  parties  ;  and  he  shall 
also  summon  four  or  more  other  Past  Grand  Masters  of  this  State,  who  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  Lodges  therein,  to  assemble  with  him  at  the  time  and  place  designated,  and 
shall  notify  the  accused  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  tribunal  thus  assembled,  or  any  of  its  members,  shall  have  power  to 
summon  witnesses  at  the  request  of  either  party  ;  it  shall  receive  such  testimony  as 
in  its  judgment  shall  be  proper,  and  shall  determine  finally  upon  the  guilt  or  inno- 
cence of  the  accused;  and  the  opinion  of  a  majority  shall  be  the  judgment  of  the 
tribunal,  and  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  4.  The  only  penalty  inflicted  shall  be  deprivation  of  ofiice  ;  but,  when  thus 
deprived,  the  adjudged  may  be  amenable  to  his  Lodge  upon  a  charge  of  unmasonic 
conduct. 

Sec.  5.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  attend  at  the  trial  to  keep  a  record  of  the 
proceedings  and  of  the  judgment,  which  shall  be  filed  in  his  office,  and  shall  be  pre- 
sented at  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  G.  All  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  such  tribunal  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of  Grand  Officers  at- 
tending its  Communications. 

ARTICLE  II. 
relative  to  masters  op  lodges. 

Section  1.  Charges  may  be  preferred  against  the  Master  of  a  Lodge,  for  abuse 
of  his  power,  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Eegulations,  or  for  unmasonic  conduct 
of  any  kind,  by  any  five  Master  Masons  in  good  standing  ;  which  charges  shall  be  in 
writing,  over  their  signatures,  and  shall  be  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  if  in  ses- 
sion, or  to  the  Grand  Master  during  the  vacation. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  presentation  of  such  charges,  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  the  Grand 
Master,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  at  once  appoint  and  summon  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  seven  disinterested  Masters,  to  assemble  as  Commissioners  to  hear  and  de- 
termine thereupon  ;  and  shall  then  summon  the  accused  to  appear  and  answer  there- 
unto, at  such  time  and  place  most  convenient  for  the  parties  as  shall  be  indicated  in 
said  summons;  giving  him,  if  within  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Lodge,  at  least  ten  days — 
if  without  that  jurisdiction  and  within  the  State,  at  least  thirty  days — and  if  without 
the  State,  at  least  ninety  days — to  answer  thereunto ;  and  transmitting  to  him  also  a 
copy  of  the  charges. 

Sec.  3.  The  Commissioners,  thus  assembled,  shall  choose  one  of  their  number 
to  preside  ;  and  they,  or  any  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  summon  witnesses  at  the 
request  of  either  party.  The  witnesses,  if  Masons,  shall  testify  upon  their  honor  as 
such  ;  if  not,  their  depositions  shall  be  taken  in  writing,  before  an  officer  legally  au- 
thorized to  administer  oaths  ;  and,  in  such  case,  the  party  requiring  such  depositions 
shall  notify  the  other  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  they  will  be  taken,  that 
he  may,  if  he  choose,  be  present  thereat. 

Sec.  4.  The  Commissioners  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  at  their  own  con- 
venience, or  for  good  cause  shown  by  either  party ;  provided,  that  the  period  within 
which  their  duties  shall  be  concluded,  shall  not  exceed  ten  days,  unless,  for  sufficient 
reasons,  the  Grand  Master  shall  grant  them  further  time. 

Sec.  5.  The  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  deemed  the 
judgment  of  the  whole,  and  shall  be  conclusive,  unless  an  appeal  be  taken  at  the 
next  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  6.  The  penalties  which  may  be  inflicted  by  such  Commissioners,  may  be 
either  deprivation  of  oifice,  suspension,  or  expulsion,  as  in  their  judgment  shall  be 
deemed  proper. 
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Sec.  7.  The  Commissioners  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of  their  proceedings 
and  of  their  judgment,  and  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  trial ;  and  the  judgment  shall  at  once  be  carried  into  effect  by  order 
of  the  Grand  Master. 

Sec.  8.  An  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  may  be  taken  at  its  next  Annual  Commu- 
nication, by  either  party,  if  notice  thereof  be  given  to  the  Grand  Secretary  within 
thirty  days  after  the  conclusion  of  the  trial. 

ARTICLE  III. 

RELATIVE  TO   LODGES   AND  MEMBERS  OF  DIFFERENT  LODGES. 

Section  1.  When  a  controversy  shall  arise  between  Lodges,  or  between  a 
Lodge  and  a  member  or  members  of  another  Lodge,  charges  may  be  preferred  by 
either  party,  if  in  good  standing  ;  which  charges  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Master,  as  provided  in  Sec.  1,  Art.  II,  of  this  Part. 

Sec  2.  Upon  the  presentation  of  such  charges,  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
seven  Commissioners  shall  be  appointed  and  summoned,  as  provided  in  Sec.  2,  Art.  II, 
of  this  Part,  which  Commissioners  shall  be  Masters  or  Wardens,  and  shall  be  selected 
from  at  least  three  different  Lodges  not  interested  in  the  controversy,  and  most  con- 
venient to  the  parties  ;  and  the  accused  party  shall  be  summoned,  with  such  time  to 
answer  as  provided  in  the  section  and  article  last  quoted. 

Sec  3.  The  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to  proceed,  and  shall  keep  a  record 
of  their  proceedings  and  judgment  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  Art.  II,  of  this 
Part ;  and  the  penalties  which  they  may  inflict  may  be  any  known  to  Masonic  usage, 
or,  if  the  case  be  one  not  involving  a  violation  of  Masonic  duty,  the  decision  may  be 
such  special  one  as  the  circumstances  shall,  in  their  judgment,  warrant. 

Sec  4.  An  appeal  maybe  taken  by  either  party  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  provided 
in  Sec.  8,  Art.  II,  of  this  Part. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

RELATIVE  to  masons  individually. 

Section  1.  When  any  member  of  a  Lodge,  (except  its  Master  or  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter,) or  any  Mason  residing  within  its  jurisdiction,  shall  be  accused  of  unmasonic  con- 
duct, charges  to  that  effect  may  be  preferred  by  any  Master  Mason  in  good  standing  ; 
which  charges  shall  be  in  writing,  over  his  signature,  and  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Master  of  the  Lodge  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

Sec  2.  Upon  the  presentation  of  such  charges,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mas- 
ter, by  due  notification,  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  his  Lodge,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
and  there  cause  to  be  elected,  by  ballot,  and  by  a  majority  of  those  present,  not  less 
than  seven  nor  more  than  nine  of  its  members,  who  shall  assemble  as  Commissioners, 
to  hear  and  determine  thereupon,  at  such  time  and  place,  convenient  to  the  parties, 
as  he  sjiall  indicate  ;  and  he  shall  also  summon  the  accused  to  appear  and  answer 
thereunto  at  such  time  and  place  ;  and  shall,  at  the  same  time,  cause  the  Secretary 
to  furnish  him  with  a  copy  of  the  charges,  and  to  notify  the  accuser  of  the  said  time 
and  place  of  trial. 

Sec  3.  If  the  accused  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge,  the  summons 
and  copy  of  the  charges  shall  be  issued  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  day  appointed 
for  the  trial,  and  shall  be  served  personally  by  the  Tyler,  or  shall  be  left  at  his 
ordinary  residence  or  place  of  business.  If  he  be  without  the  said  jurisdiction,  but 
within  the  State,  and  his  residence  be  known,  they  shall  be  issued  at  least  thirty  days 
before  the  day  of  trial,  and  shall  be  forwarded  to  his  address  by  the  Secretary,  by 
mail  or  other  usual  mode  of  conveyance,  which  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  service. 
If  he  be  without  the  State,  and  his  residence  be  known,  they  shall  be  issued  at  least 
ninety  days  before  the  trial,  and  shall  be  forwarded  to  his  address  by  the  Secretary, 
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as  before  provided,  which  shall  be  sufficient  service.    If  his  address  is  unknown,  the 
Master  shall  order  the  trial  to  proceed  at  once  upon  the  testimony,  ex  parte. 

Sec  4.  The  Commissioners  shall  assemble  at  the  time  and  place  appointed, 
and  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  preside  ;  and  the  Secretary-,  by  order  of  the 
Master,  shall  attend  them  to  keep  a  full  and  correct  record  of  the  proceedings  and 
of  the  judgment,  under  their  supervision. 

Sec.  5.  The  Master  shall  summon  such  witnesses  as  may  be  desired  by  either 
party,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Lodge,  and  the  accused  may  select  any  brother 
in  good  standing  to  assist  him  in  his  defence.  The  witnesses,  if  Masons,  shall  testify 
on  their  honor  as  such ;  if  not,  their  depositions  shall  be  taken  in  writing,  before  an 
officer  legally  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and,  in  such  case,  the  party  requiring 
such  depositions  shall  notify  the  other  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  they 
will  be  taken,  that  he  may,  if  he  choose,  be  present  thereat. 

Sec.  G.  The  Commissioners  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  at  their  own  conve- 
nience, or  for  sufficient  cause  shown  by  either  party  ;  provided  that  the  period  within 
which  their  duties  shall  be  concluded  shall  not  exceed  ten  days,  unless,  for  good  rea- 
sons shown,  the  Master  shall  grant  them  further  time. 

Sec  7.  After  all  the  testimony  shall  have  been  received,  the  Commissioners  shall 
proceed  to  deliberate  upon  their  verdict  and  sentence,  with  none  present  save  them- 
selves and  the  Secretary,  which  last  shall  have  no  voice  in  the  x>roceedicgs.  The 
judgment  of  a  majority  of  the  Commissioners  shall  be  taken  as  the  decision  of  the 
whole  ;  and  when  the  trial  is  concluded,  the  Secretary  shall  make  a  fair  copy  of  the 
record  and  finding,  under  their  supervision,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of 
such  Commission,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  be  presented  to  the  Master, 
who,  at  the  next  meeting  of  his  Lodge,  shall,  in  the  presence  of  its  members  only, 
announce  the  result,  and  direct  the  Secretary  to  record  the  same  as  the  judgment  of 
the  Lodge,  and  file  the  record  for  safe  keeping  among  its  archives. 

Sec  8.  The  penalties  which  may  be  inflicted  are  reprimand  in  open  Lodge, 
pension,  or  expulsion.  If  the  sentence  be  reprimand,  the  Master  shall  summon  the 
adjudged  to  appear  at  the  next  stated  meeting,  when  it  shall  be  carried  into  effect,  in 
the  presence  only  of  members  of  the  Lodge.  If  it  be  suspension  or  expulsion,  it  shall 
at  once  go  into  effect,  and  the  Secretary  shall  immediately  notify  the  Grand  Secretary 
thereof ;  and  it  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  unless  an  appeal  be  taken  to  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Sec  9.  An  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  either  party,  at  its  next 
succeeding  Annual  Communication,  but  not  unless  a  notice  of  such  intended  appeal 
shall  be  given  to  the  Master  within  thirty  days  after  his  announcement  of  the  result  of 
the  trial ;  and  in  all  cases  of  expulsion  or  suspension,  the  Master  shall  cause  the  Sec- 
retary to  prepare  a  transcript  of  the  record  of  trial,  and  immediately  transmit  it  to 
the  Grand  Secretary,  together  with  information  of  the  appeal  intended,  if  any  there  be. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  REVISIONS  AND  RESTORATIONS. 

Section  1.  All  judgments  from  which  an  appeal  shall  be  taken  as  hereinbefore 
in  this  Part  provided,  shall  be  reviewed  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  before  a  committee 
thereof,  during  its  sessions,  upon  the  record  sent  up,  and  upon  such  other  proper 
documents  as  may  be  submitted  ;  and  its  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

Sec  2.    All  sentences  of  suspension  shall  be  for  an  indefinite  period  ;  and  a  Lodge 
may,  at  any  stated  meeting,  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  annul 
any  such  sentence  of  suspension  pronounced  by  itself,  and  restore  the  Mason  thus  * 
suspended  to  all  his  Masonic  rights ;  Provided,  that  notice  of  a  resolution  for  Bach 
restoration  shall  have  been  given  at  the  stated  meeting  next  preceding.    And  in 
of  such  restoration,  the  Secretary  shall  at  once  notify  the  Grand  Secretary  thereof. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Grand  Lodge  may,  at  any  Annual  Communication,  if  good  cause 
therefor  be  shown,  restore  a  Mason  who  has  been  suspended  or  expelled  within  its 
jurisdiction  :  but  such  restoration  shall  not  restore  him  to  membership  in  the  Lodge 
by  which  he  was  suspended  or  expelled. 

Sec.  4.  No  suspension,  expulsion,  or  restoration  shall  be  published  otherwise 
than  as  hereinbefore  provided,  except  by  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  by  order 
of  the  Grand  Master. 


PART    VII. 

Of  Amendments,  Definitions,  and  Forms. 


ARTICLE  I. 

OF    AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1.  Any  proposed  amendment  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  presented  at 
an  Annual  Communication,  and  shall  in  all  cases  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Jurisprudence,  who  shall  report  before  a  vote  thereon  be  taken. 

Sec.  2.  After  the  report  of  said  committee,  if  the  vote  in  favor  of  such  proposed 
amendment  be  unanimous,  it  shall  be  declared  adopted  ;  and  from  and  after  the  close 
of  that  Communication,  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  vote  in  favor  of  such  proposed  amendment  be  not  unanimous,  but 
there  be  a  majority  therefor,  it  shall  lie  over  for  one  year,  and  shall  be  published  with 
the  proceedings,  under  the  caption  of  "Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  ;" 
and  if,  at  the  next  succeeding  Annual  Communication,  it  shall  receive  two-thirds  of 
the  votes  given  thereon,  it  shall  be  declared  adopted,  and  from  and  after  the  close  of 
that  Communication,  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  No  vote  upon  a  proposed  amendment  shall  be  taken  after  the  election  of 
the  Grand  officers. 

Sec.  5.  All  former  written  Constitutions  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  hereby  repealed, 
as  are  also  all  Regulations,  or  parts  thereof,  which  are  repugnant  to  or  inconsistent 
with  this  Constitution  ;  and  no  Regulation  shall  hereafter  be  adopted  which  shall  be 
in  violation  of  or  inconsistent  with  any  of  its  provisions. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF     DEFINITIONS. 

The  words  and  terms  used  in  this  Constitution  shall  bear  the  construction  which 
is  given  them  in  the  following  definitions  : — 

Grand  Master. — This  title  applies,  not  only  to  him  who  has  been  elected  and  in- 
stalled as  Grand  Master,  but  to  either  of  the  Grand  Officers  who,  under  the  provisions 
of  Art.  II,  Part  II,  of  this  Constitution,  shall  have  succeeded  to  the  powers  and  duties 
of  Grand  Master. 

Master. — This  title  applies,  not  only  to  him  who  has  been  elected  and  installed  as 
Master,  but  to  either  of  the  Wardens,  who,  under  the  provisions  of  Art.  Ill,  Part  IV, 
of  this  Constitution,  shall  have  succeeded  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Master. 

Past  Grand  Officer. — This  title  applies  only  to  one  of  the  six  elective  Grand  offi- 
cers who  has  been  regularly  elected  and  installed,  and  has  served  his  term  as  such 
in  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  who  remains  a  member,  in  good  standing,  of  some  Lodge 
under  its  jurisdiction. 

Past  Master — This  title  applies  only  to  one  who  has  been  regularly  elected,  or 
named  in  a  charter,  and  installed,  and  has  served  a  term  as  Master  of  a  chartered 
15 
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Lodge  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  who  still  remains  a  member., 
in  good  standing,  of  one  of  its  subordinate.-. 

Representative. — The  representative  of  a  Lodge  within  this  State,  is  one  who,  be- 
ing a  member  thereof,  in  the  event  that  neither  the  Master  nor  either  of  the  Wardens 
can  be  present  at  the  Grand  Lodge,  has  been  elected  by  the  Lodge,  at  a  stated  meet- 
ing, or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  by  ballot,  and  by  a  majority 
of  the  votes  present,  to  represent  it  at  the  next  Communication.  A  Lodge  without 
the  State,  may  be  represented  by  a  member  of  any  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction, 
elected  as  before. 

Vacancy. — Vacancies  in  office,  either  in  a  Lodge  or  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  may  occur 
by  death,  deprivation,  resignation,  removal  from  the  jurisdiction,  suspension,  or  ex- 
pulsion. 

Jurisdiction. — The  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  includes  ail  Lodges  and  Ma- 
sons within  the  territorial  limits  of  this  State,  and  all  JLodges  and  their  members  with- 
out this  State,  acting  under  its  authority: 

The  jurisdiction  of  a  Lodge  includes  all  Masons  lesiding  nearer  to  its  place  of 
meeting  than  to  that  of  any  other  Lodge  within  this  Sta4e,  except  in  towns  or  cities 
where  more  than  one  Lodge  exists  ;  in  which  case,  each  of  such  Lodges  has  sepa- 
rate jurisdiction  over  its  own  members,  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  over  all  Masons 
not  members  of  one  of  such  Lodges,  who  reside  in  such  town  or  city,  or  nearer  there- 
to than  to  any  other  place  where  a  Lodge  exists. 

Regulation.  —  By  a  regulation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  meant  any  resolution,  edict, 
law,  or  ordinance  of  any  kind  whatever,  other  than  the  Constitution,  which  it  may 
adopt. 

Suspension.  —  The  suspension  of  a  Lodge  is  an  arrest  of  its  charter,  and  a  tempo- 
rary prohibition  to  assemble  or  work  as  a  legal  Lodge,  until  again  authorized  so  to 
do  by  competent  authority  ;  and  the  act  suspends  all  its  members  except  those  espe- 
cially exempted  from  its  effect. 

The  suspension  of  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  is  a  temporary  deprivation  of  his  office, 
and  prohibits  all  recognition  of  him  in  that  capacity,  until  he  be  restored  by  compe- 
tent authority. 

The  suspension  of  a  Mason  is  a  temporary  deprivation  of  all  his  rights  and  privi- 
leges as  such,  and  prohibits  all  Masons  and  Lodges  from  holding  any  Masonic  inter- 
course whatever  with  him,  until  he  shall  be  legally  restored  by  the  Lodge  which  sus- 
pended him,  or  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Expulsion.  —  The  expulsion  of  a  Mason  is  the  highest  penalty  known  to  the  Ma- 
sonic law.  It  is  an  absolute  deprivation  of  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of.  the  Order, 
and  nrohibits  all  Masons  and  Lodges  from  holding  any  Masonic  intercourse  with  him 
forever,  unless  he  be  restored  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Notification. — A  notification  is  a  call  issued  by  the  Secretary,  by  order  of  the 
Lodge  or  Master,  or  by  other  competent  authority  as  hereinbefore  provided,  to  at- 
tend for  some  specific  purpose  at  the  time  and  place  therein  indicated  ;  and  it  is  the 
duty  of  every  Mason  to  comply  with  its  direction,  if  he  can.  without  great  inconven- 
ience, do  so. 

Summons.  —  A  summons  is  an  imperative  order,  issued  by  the  Master,  or  by  other 
competent  authority  as  hereinbefore  provided,  to  appear  at  such  time  and  place  as 
may  therein  be  designated.  The  obligation  to  obey  it  is  absolute,  and  the  penalty 
for  disobedience  shall  be  expulsion,  unless  it  .-hall  be  shown  that  such  disobedience 
was  unavoidable,  or  was  occasioned  by  some  pressing  necessity. 

Stated  Meetings.  —  The  stated  meeting  of  a  Lodge  is  the  one  only  meeting  in 
each  lunar  month,  at  which  business  may  be  done,  with  the  exceptions  specified  in 
Sec.  2,  Art.  II,  Part  HI.    It  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  by-laws  of  each  I. 
and  no  adjourned  or  called  meeting  shall  ever  be  consider'  stated 

meeting.

(Or,  Bro ,  after  due  trial,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  Con- 
stitution, was  declared  to  be  suspended  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry, 
for  unmasonic  conduct.) 

(Or,  Bro ,  after  due  trial,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  Con- 
stitution, was  delared  to  be  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry, 
for  gross  unmasonic  conduct.) 

(Or,  Bro ,  heretofore  suspended  by  this  Lodge  for  non-payment 

of  his  dues,  having  paid  up  all  arrearages,  (or,  having  had  his  dues  remitted  by  the 
Lodge,)  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  resumed  his  rights  and  privileges  as  a  Mason 
and  as  a  member  of  this  Lodge.) 

(Or,  Bro ,  heretofore  suspended  by  this  Lodge  for  unmasonic 

conduct,  was,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  Constitution,  re- 
stored to  all  his  rights  and  privileges  as  a  Mason  and  as  a  member  of  this  Lodge.)

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GENERAL   REGULATIONS. 


1.  The  practice  of  dueling  being  repugnant  to  the  principles  of  Freemasonry,  in 
all  cases  where  two  brethren  resort  to  this  mode  of  settling  their  disputes,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Lodge  or  Lodges  of  which  they  are  members,  or  within  whose  juris- 
diction they  may  reside,  forthwith  to  expel  them  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Masonry  ;  and  no  brother  who  may  fall  in  a  duel  shall  be  buried  with  Masonic  honors. 
[May,  1854.] 

2.  All  bodies  purporting  to  be  Masonic  Lodges,  held  in  the  United  States  or  any  of 
their  Territories,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  any  State  or  Territory, 
without  authority  from  such  Grand  Lodge,  and  all  the  members  thereof,  are  declared 
illegal.    [May,  1854.] 

3.  All  Lodges  within  this  State,  having  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  other  Lodges, 
shall  immediately  notify  such  others  of  all  applications  for  membership  or  initiation. 
[May,  1854.] 

4.  This  Grand  Lodge  having  recognized  the  principle  that  no  one  should  be  initi- 
ated into  the  mysteries  of  our  Order,  except  in  the  Lodge  nearest  his  place  of  resi- 
dence,  (unless  by  its  permission,)  and  having,  by  an  established  regulation,  taken  care 
to  avoid  infringing  the  jurisdictional  rights  of  others,  will  not  tolerate  that  its  own  be 
invaded ;  and  it  is  therefore  ordered,  that  no  Lodge,  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  California,  shall  admit  to  membership  any  person  who,  being  at  the  time  a  resident 
of  this  State,  has  received,  or  claims  to  have  received,  the  degrees  of  Masonry  from 
any  source  beyond  its  jurisdiction,  without  the  proper  permission,  until  he  shall  have 
paid  the  Lodge  to  which  he  applies  for  membership,  the  full  amount  charged  by  that 
Lodge  for  conferring  the  degrees,  less  the  sum  paid  by  him  to  the  Lodge  in  which  he 
received  them.    [May,  1855.] 

5.  This  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  no  degree  of  Past  Master  conferred  by  any  au- 
thority not  holden  under  a  legitimate  Grand  Lodge,  acknowledging  only  the  Order  of 
that  name  as  it  exists  in  the  ceremonies  attending  the  installation  of  the  Master  elect 
of  a  chartered  Lodge  ;  which  Order  shall  be  conferred  only  by  a  convocation  of 
Present  or  Past  Masters,  not  less  than  three  in  number,  who  have  thus  regularly  re- 
ceived it.    [May,  1855.] 

6.  All  Masonic  communication  between  the  Lodges  and  Masons  of  this  jurisdic- 
tion and  those  acknowledging  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  is  hereby 
forbidden,  while  that  body  shall  continue  its  unlawful  and  reprehensible  invasion  of 
the  jurisdictional  rights  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York.    [May,  1855.] 

7.  Such  standard  of  revenue  shall  be  continued  hereafter  as  will  afford  an  excess 
over  the  current  expenditures  of  at  least  one  thousand  dollars  ;  which  excess  shall 
each  year  be  set  aside,  as  an  accumulating  fund,  for  the  future  erection  of  a  Masonic 
Hall,  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.    At  each  Annual  Communication,, 
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a  Board  of  Trustees,  three  in  number,  shall  be  elected,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  judi- 
ciously to  invest  all  moneys  set  aside  for  such  fund,  and  all  moneys  accruing  from  the 
interest  on  such  investments  ;  and  each  member  of  said  Board  shall  execute  and  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  $5,000,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Grand  Master,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  Grand  Secretary,  conditioned  that  he  will 
faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  trust.     [May,  1856.] 

8.  All  members  of  Lodges,  the  charters  of  which  have  been  surrendered,  who 
were  in  good  standing  at  the  date  of  such  surrender,  and  whose  dues  shall  have  been 
paid,  are  entitled  to,  and  may  receive  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  a  certificate  to  that 
effect.    [May,  1858.] 

9.  No  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  shall  be  allowed  to  transact  business,  other 
than  the  conferring  of  degrees,  with  a  less  number  than  seven  members  present. 
[May,  1859.] 

10.  The  Grand  Secretary  is  authorized  to  charge  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  for  the 
use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  each  copy  of  its  printed  proceedings  for  the  current  year, 
other  than  the  four  copies  to  be  sent  to  each  subordinate  Lodge,  and  those  required 
for  transmission  abroad,  for  future  binding,  and  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its 
next  succeeding  Annual  Communication.     [May,  1859.] 

11.  All  Masons,  heretofore  stricken  from  the  rolls  of  Lodges  within  this  jurisdic- 
tion, for  non-payment  of  dues,  who  have  not  been  re-instated,  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  suspended,  as  provided  in  Section  9,  Art.  Ill,  Part  III,  of  the  Constitution.  [May, 
1859.] 

12.  The  names  of  Entered  Apprentices  and  Fellow  Crafts  shall  be  returned  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  for  two  years  only,  and  shall  thereafter  be  dropped  from  the  rolls 
of  their  respective  Lodges.    [May,  I860.] 

13.  In  addition  to  the  amount  at  present  levied  upon  the  subordinate  Lodges,  there 
shall  be  levied  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  the  name  of  each  Master  Mason  borne  upon 
their  rolls  at  the  date  of  the  annual  returns,  which  shall  constitute  a  special  fund  to 
be  denominated  "  The  Representative  Fund  "  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several 
Lodges  to  pay  the  said  sum  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the  pay- 
ment of  their  annual  dues.     [May,  1861.] 

14.  At  each  Annual  Communication,  an  auditing  committee,  to  consist  of  three, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master,  which  committee  shall  audit  all  accounts  of 
delegates  from  subordinate  Lodges  for  their  necessary  traveling  expenses  to  and 
from  the  place  of  the  Annual  Communications,  and  shall  certify  the  amount  due  each 
delegate  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  who  shall  thereupon  draw  his  warrant  upon  the 
Grand  Treasurer  for  the  amount  due  such  delegate.  The  warrant  shall  specify  the 
fund  from  which  the  money  is  drawn,  and  no  warrant  shall  be  issued  to  more  than 
one  delegate  from  each  Lodge ;  Provided,  that  no  delegate  shall  receive  such  pay- 
ment, who  shall  not  have  remained  during  the  entire  Communication,  unless  excused 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  whose  Lodge  shall  not  have  paid  its  dues  for  the  current 
year.    [May,  1861.] 

15.  When  a  brother,  found  guilty  of  a  Masonic  offence  and  sentenced  to  be  rep- 
rimanded, appeals  from  the  verdict  and  sentence,  such  sentence  shall  not  be  carried 
into  effect  until  the  appeal  shall  have  been  disposed  of  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  [May,

The  Grand  Lodge  having  been  notified  at  12  o'clock  that  the  other  Ma- 
sonic bodies  in  the  city  were  ready  to  move,  a  procession  was  formed  at  the

The  Fraternity  thus  formed,  preceded  by  the  military  companies  and 
various  civic  societies  of  the  city,  the  Governor  and  other  Officers  of  the 
State,  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Capitol,  the  officers  of  the  city  government,  and  a  long  liue 
of  citizens,  proceeded  up  J  street  to  Twelfth,  and  thence  down  Twelfth  to 
the  site  of  the  new  building,  where  a  covered  platform  with  seats  had  been 
erected  near  its  north-east  corner  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  the  State  officers,  and  the  members  of  the  Legislature.  The  Grand 
Master  was  seated  in  front  of  the  centre  of  the  platform,  immediately  sur- 
rounded by  the  principal  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  upon  a  table  be- 
fore him  were  placed  by  their  several  bearers  the  Holy  Writings,  the  Book 
of  Constitutions,  the  Golden  Vessel  of  Corn,  the  two  Silver  Vessel*  contain- 
ing Wine  and  Oil,  the  three  large  Lights,  the  five  Orders  of  Arcl 
and  the  Working  Tools. 
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All  having  been  properly  arranged,  after  a  piece  of  music  by  the  bands, 
the  Grand  Marshal  of  the  day,  Bro.  Isaac  Davis,  proclaimed  the  object  of 
the  convocation,  and  the  ceremonies  were  commenced  with  the  following 
prayer  by  the  V.\  R.\  William  H.  Hill,  Grand  Chaplain  : — 

Great  Architect  of  the  Universe  !  Maker  and  Ruler  of  all  worlds!  Deign, from  thy 
celestial  temple,  from  realms  of  light  and  glory,  to  bless  us  in  all  the  purposes  of  our 
present  assembly.  We  humbly  invoke  Thee  to  give  us  at  this,  and  at  all  times,  wis- 
dom in  all  our  doings,  strength  of  mind  in  all  our  difficulties,  and  the  beauty  of  har- 
mony in  all  our  communications.  Bless  Tliy  servants  in  this  undertaking.  Grant  skill 
and  knowledge  to  the  overseers.  Protect  the  workmen  against  every  accident,  and 
may  the  edifice  here  to  be  erected  long  stand,  a  monument  of  the  liberality  and  the 
prosperity  of  our  State.  Heavenly  Father  !  bless  all  our  Rulers  :  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  all  in  authority  under  him  ;  the  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Legis- 
lature, the  Judiciary,  and  all  entrusted  with  the  public  affairs  of  this  Commonwealth. 
May  all  they  do  and  say  be  under  Thy  guidance,  and  may  all  things  be  so  ordered  and 
settled  that  peace,  happiness  and  UNION  may  again  be  restored,  no  more  to  be  dis- 
turbed ;  and  truth  and  justice,  religion  and  piety,  be  established  among  us  for  all 
generations.  Bless  the  members  of  our  Craft  everywhere.  May  Thy  holy  writings 
guide  them  unto  all  truth,  and  may  all  their  actions  be  regulated  by  rule  and  line,  and 
their  conduct  be  harmonized  by  the  principles  of  morality,  religion  and  virtue.  May 
we  all  finish  our  work  here  below  with  Thy  approbation,  and  then  pass  from  this 
earthly  abode  to  Thy  heavenly  temple  above,  there  to  enjoy  light,  glory  and  bliss, 
ineffable  and  eternal.  Grant  this,  we  pray  Thee,  for  the  Redeemer's  sake,  Thy  son, 
our  Lord.    Amen. 

Bro.  John  G.  Downey,  Governor  of  the  State,  and  President  of  the 
Board  of  State  Capitol  Commissioners,  then  addressed  the  Grand  Master  as 
follows : — 

"Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master: — The  Board  of  State  Capitol  Commissioners, 
availing  themselves  of  the  assemblage  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  have  invited  you  to  perform  the  ceremony  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the 
Capitol  of  our  State.  Will  you  now  proceed  to  perform  that  duty  in  accordance  with 
the  time-honored  usages  of  your  Order." 

To  which  the  Grand  Master  thus  responded : — 

Mr.  President,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  State  Capitol  Commissioners  : 
The  Fraternity  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  have  assembled  here  to-day,  by  your 
invitation,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  foundation  stone  of  the  Capitol  building  of 
this  young,  free,  and  happy  commonwealth.  The  Freemasons  of  California,  in  com- 
mon with  their  fellow-citizens,  rejoice  at  this  evidence  of  prosperity  and  progress, 
and  I  here  to-day  bid  you,  sirs,  a  God-speed  in  the  noble  undertaking  of  erecting  a 
stately  edifice  upon  the  western  confines  of  this  continent,  dedicated  to  the  purposes 
of  ciyil  and  enlightened  government.  The  representatives  of  a  free  and  happy  peo- 
ple have  done  well  in  inaugurating  this  noble  work,  ft  will  remain  a  monument  of 
their  patriotism  and  enlightened  statesmanship.  In  its  spacious  halls  will  assemble 
the  lawgivers  and  rulers  of  a  free  and  enlightened  people.  May  they  be  patriots  and 
statesmen,  wise  in  council,  powerful  in  debate,  and  fearless  in  action.  May  this 
building  be  speedily  completed  ;  may  symmetry  and  order  rest  upon  each  line  and 
curve  ;  may  strength  and  beauty  characterize  each  arch  and  pillar  ;  and  may  the 
grandeur  of  its  proportions  attract  the  admiration  and  gladden  the  heart  of  every 
lover  of  order  and  progress  ;  and  from  its  lofty  dome  may  the  glorious  ensign  of  our 
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country,  without  oue  single  star  dimmed  or  blotted  out,  wave  proudly  and  triumph- 
antly, forever  and  forever. 

The  Grand  Master  then  addressing  the  Senior  Grand  Warden,  said  : — 

"  Brother  Senior  Grand  Warden  :  It  has  been  the  custom  among  the  Fraternity  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  from  time  immemorial,  to  assemble  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  the  foundation  stones  of  public  buildings,  when  requested  so  to  do  by  those  in 
authority.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  California  having  been  invited  by  the 
Board  of  State  Capitol  Commissioners  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  this  edifice,  it  has. 
by  my  order,  been  here  convened,  and  it  is  my  will  and  pleasure  that  it  do  now  assi«t 
me  in  the  performance  of  that  pleasing  duty.  This  you  will  communicate  to  the 
Jt\  W.\  Junior  Grand  Warden,  and  he  to  the  Craft,  that  they,  and  all  others  present, 
may  be  duly  notified  thereof.'* 

The  Senior  Grand  Warden  communicated  the  order  to  the  Junior  Grand 
Warden,  as  follows : — 

"  Brother  Junior  Grand  Warden  :  It  is  the  will  and  pleasure  of  our  Most  Worship- 
ful Grand  Master  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  do  now  assist  in  laying  the  foun- 
dation stone  of  this  State  Capitol.  This  you  will  communicate  to  the  brethren,  that 
they,  and  all  others  here  assembled,  may  have  due  and  timely  notice  of  his  order." 

The  Junior  Grand  Warden  repeated  the  order  to  the  assembly  thus  : — 

"Brethren  :  It  is  the  will  and  pleasure  of  the  Most  Worshipful  X.  Greene  Ci 
Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  California,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  do  now  pro- 
ceed with  the  ceremony  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  this  State  Capitol.    Of  this 
will  take  due  notice,  and  govern  yourselves  accordingly.'" 

An  enlivening  piece  of  music  by  the  band  followed  the  announcement, 
after  which  the  Grand  Master,  addressing  the  Grand  Treasurer,  said: — 

"  Brother  Grand  Treasurer :  It  has  ever  been  the  custom  of  the  Craft  upon  occa- 
sions like  the  present,  to  deposit  within  a  cavity  in  the  stone  placed  at  the  north-east 
corner  of  the  edifice,  certain  memorials  of  the  period  at  which  it  was  erected.  Has 
such  a  deposit  now  been  prepared  V 

The  Grand  Treasurer  responded  — 

"  It  has,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master, and  the  various  articles  of  which  it  ia  com- 
posed are  safely  enclosed  within  the  casket  now  before  you."' 

The  Grand  Master  then  said  to  the  Grand  Secretary  — 

''Brother  Grand  Secretary:  You  will  read  the  record  of  the  contents  of  the 
casket."' 

Whereupon  the  Grand  Secretary  read  the  following: — 

List  of  contents  of  the  box  to  be  deposited  beneath  the  Comer-& 

1. — A  silver  plate  bearing  the  following  inscription  : — 

"  This  Corner-Stone  laid  by  the  Most  Worshipful  X.  Greexe  Curtis.  Grand  M 
of  Masons,  May  loth,  A.  L.  5861."" 

2. — A  scroll  bearing  the  names  of  the  President,  Vice  President,  ami  M<

After  the  reading,  the  Grand  Master  said : — 

"  Brother  Grand  Treasurer:  You  will  now  deposit  the  casket  in  the  cavity  beneath 
the  corner-stone  ;  and  may  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe, in  His  wisdom,  grant 
that  ages  upon  ages  shall  pass  away  ere  it  again  be  seen  of  men.'' 

The  Grand  Treasurer,  with  the  assistance  of  two  brethren,  then  took 
the  casket,  and,  descending  to  the  corner,  placed  it  in  the  cavity  which  had 
been  prepared  in  the  corner-stone,  the  band  meanwhile  playing  "  Hail  Co- 
lumbia." 

The  Principal  Architect  of  the  building,  Bro.  Reuben  Clark,  then  dis- 
tributed the  Working  Tools  among  the  Grand  Officers — giving  the  Trowel 
to  the  Grand  Master,  the  Square  to  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  the  Level  to 
the  Senior  Grand  Warden,  and  the  Plumb  to  the  Junior  Grand  Warden  ; 
when  all  descended  to  the  stone  and  placed  themselves  around  it,  as 
follows : — the  Grand  Master  at  the  East,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  at  the 
North,  the  Senior  Grand  Warden  at  the  West,  and  the  Junior  Grand  War- 
den at  the  South.  The  Grand  Master,  (assisted  by  some  workmen,  ready 
for  the  purpose,)  spread  the  cement  upon  the  lower  stone,  and  directed  the 
upper  one  to  be  lowered  to  its  place.     This,  a  massive  block  of  granite  of

the  same  size  as  the  one  below,  was  suspended  by  a  strong  derrick :  and, 
at  the  signal  given,  was  lowered  at  three  separate  intervals,  the  Grand 
Honors  being  given  by  all  the  assembled  brethren  at  each  stoppage  of  the 
stone.  When  it  was  adjusted  in  its  place,  the  Grand  Master  pointed  the 
cement  about  its  edges,  and  then  addressing  the  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
said  : — 

"  Brother  Deputy  Grand  Master,  what  is  the  jewel  of  your  office  ?" 
Deputy  Grand  Master — "  The  Square,  Most  Worshipful." 

Grand  Master — "Then  you  will  apply  the  Square  to  those  portions  of  the  stone 
which  should  be  squared.'' 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  applied  the  square  to  the  various  corners  of 
the  stone,  and  responded  — 

"  I  have  obeyed  your  order,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  and  find  that  in  that 
respect  the  craftsmen  have  done  their  duty.'' 

Grand  Master — "  Brother  Senior  Grand  Warden,  what  is  the  jewel  of  your 
office?" 

Senior  Grand  Warden — "The  Level,  Most  Worshipful." 

Grand  Master — "  You  will  then  apply  the  Level  to  the  stone,  and  see  if  it  be  laid 
in  a  manner  creditable  to  our  Ancient  Craft." 

The  Senior  Grand  Warden  applied  the  Level  to  the  surface  of  the  stone, 
and  responded  — 

11 1  have  obeyed  your  order,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  and  find  that  the 
stone  has  been  well  leveled  by  the  craftsmen." 

Grand  Master — "  Brother  Junior  Grand  Warden,  what  is  the  jewel  of  your 
office?" 

Junior  Grand  Warden — "The  Plumb,  Most  Worshipful." 

Grand  Master — "  You  will  apply  the  Plumb  to  the  stone,  then,  and  see  if  it  has 
been  properly  adjusted." 

The  Junior  Grand  Warden  tried  the  several  sides  of  the  stone  with  the 
Plumb,  and  responded  — 

"  I  have  obeyed  your  order,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  and  find  that  the  work 
of  the  craftsmen  in  that  respect  has  been  skillfully  performed." 

The  Grand  Master  then  again  approached  the  stone,  and,  giving  it  three 
blows  with  his  Gavel,  said  — 

"  The  craftsmen  having  faithfully  and  skillfully  performed  their  duty,  I  now  declare 
the  foundation  stone  of  this  Capitol  building  to  be  well  formed,  true  and  trusty.  May 
it  long  remain,  and  may  the  building  which  is  to  be  erected  upon  it  exist  for  ages  as 
an  evidence  of  the  prosperity,  the  happiness,  and  the  patriotism  of  a  free,  happy,  and 
independent  people." 

The  Grand  Master  then  directed  the  distribution  of  the  vessels  of  Corn, 
Wine,  and  Oil  respectively  to  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  the  Senior  and 
Junior  Grand  Wardens,  the  band  meanwhile  playing  a  joyous  air. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  poured  the  corn  upon  the  stone,  saying : — 
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'•May  the  Grand  Architect  of  the  Universe  strengthen  and  sustain  the  craftsmen 
while  engaged  in  this  important  work  ;  and  may  He  ever  bountifully  vouchsafe  the 
Corn  of  nourishment  to  all  employed  in  honest  and  useful  toil." 

The  Senior  Grand  Warden  then  poured  the  wine  upon  the  stone,  say- 
ing :— 

"  May  the  Great  Giver  of  all  good  enable  the  craftsmen  in  due  time  to  complete 
this  stately  edifice  ;  and,  during  their  intervals  from  labor,  may  they  constantly  be 
blessed  with  that  refreshment  of  which  this  Wine  is  emblematical/' 

The  Junior  Grand  Warden  next  poured  the  oil  upon  the  stone,  saying: 

"  May  the  blessing  of  Heaven  descend  upon  this  and  all  good  works ;  and  may 
our  loved  Fraternity  long  exist  to  pour  forth  the  Oil  of  joy  upon  the  hearts  of  the 
widowed,  the  fatherless,  and  the  distressed." 

The  Grand  Master  then  said : — 

"  May  the  All-Bounteous  Author  of  Creation  lend  aid  to  those  who  have  conceived 
and  thus  far  carried  on  this  goodly  enterprise  ;  may  He  protect  the  workmen  em- 
ployed upon  this  building  from  every  accident,  and  long  preserve  it  for  the  important 
uses  which  it  is  destined  to  subserve  ;  may  He  grant  to  us  all  an  ever-bountiful  supply 
of  the  Corn  of  Nourishment,  the  Wine  of  Refreshment,  and  the  Oil  of  Joy  ;  may  those 
who  shall  hereafter  congregate  within  its  halls  remember  their  oaths  and  their  duties  to 
their  God,  to  their  fellow-men,  and  to  themselves  ;  and  may  the  blessing  of  Heaven 
rest  upon  all  our  Craft,  and  upon  all  the  people  of  these  United  States." 

Then,  addressing  the  Chief  Architect,  and  directing  the  several  working 
tools  to  be  placed  in  his  hands,  the  Grand  Master  said : — 

''Brother  Principal  Architect :  Relying  upon  your  skill  in  our  noble  art,  I  now 
confide  to  you  these  implements  of  Operative  Masonry.  May  this  undertaking  be 
speedily  accomplished  ;  may  there  be  no  envy,  discord,  or  confusion  among  the 
workmen  ;  may  you  perform  the  important  duties  with  which  you  have  been  charged, 
not  only  to  the  satisfaction  of  those  who  have  entrusted  you  with  their  fulfillment, 
but  in  such  manner  as  shall  secure  the  approbation  of  your  own  conscience,  and  re- 
dound to  the  honor  of  our  Ancient  Craft;  and  wrhen  this,  and  all  our  work  on  earth 
is  done,  may  we  all  be  permitted  to  assemble  in  that  glorious  Grand  Lodge  above, 
where  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe  himself  presides." 

The  Grand  Master  and  his  officers  then  returned  to  the  platform,  the 
band  playing  "  Hail  to  the  Chief,"  and  the  Grand  Marshal,  by  direction, 
made  proclamation,  as  follows : — 

By  order  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  California,  and  in 
the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge  thereof,  I  now  proclaim  the  corner-stone  of  this  public 
edifice  to  be  laid  in  due  and  ample  form,  according  to  the  ancient  usages  and  customs 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

An  eloquent  oration  was  then  delivered  by  Mr.  Samuel  M.  Wilson,  of 
San  Francisco,  at  the  conclusion  of  which,  after  a  benediction  by  the  Grand 
Chaplain,  the  procession  was  reformed,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  returned  to 
the  Masonic  Hall.

Iu  consonance  with  an  invitation  from  the  Fraternity  in  the  City  of 
Sacramento,  as  recorded  at  page  48,  ante,  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  with  a  few  other  invited  guests,  assembled  at  dinner  in  the 
great  hall  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society's  Pavilion,  at  half  past  seven 
o'clock,  P.  M.  The  hall  was  beautifully  decorated,  and  a  fine  band  of  mu- 
sic was  in  attendance.  Nearly  four  hundred  were  seated  at  the  festive 
board,  the  Grand  Master  presiding. 

Proper  attention  having  been  bestowed  upon  the  creature  comforts  with 
which  the  tables  were  amply  provided,  Bro.  0.  C.  Wheeler,  acting  as  Mas- 
ter of  the  Ceremonies,  read,  at  intervals,  the  following  regular  toasts  : —

ous as  the  spirit  which  performs  them  is  gleaming  and  cheerful.

Which  report  was  concurred  in,  and  the  brethren  therein  named  were 
admitted  to  seats. 


The  Deputy  Grand  Master  then  presented  the  following  brief  address : — 
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Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : 

It  is  but  a  short  time  since  I  was  informed  that  the  Grand  Master  could  not  be 
present  to  preside  over  your  deliberations  at  this  Communication,  his  business 
arrangements  having  rendered  it  necessary  for  him  to  leave  the  State.  Even  then  I 
supposed  that  he  would  report  to  you  his  official  acts  during  the  year,  and  bring  to 
your  notice  such  matters  as,  in  his  judgment,  should  receive  your  attention  at  this 
time  ;  and  that  I,  as  his  Deputy,  would  only  be  called  upon  to  preside  at  this  meeting, 
and  assist  in  carrying  out  the  plans  which  he  had  matured.  But  the  pressing  character 
of  his  personal  affairs  it  seems  left  him  no  leisure  to  prepare  an  Address  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  our  published  proceedings  will,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  appear 
without  that  important  paper. 

The  principal  business  transacted  during  the  year  will  doubtless  be  reported  to 
you  by  the  Grand  Secretary.  Of  the  matters  coming  within  the  especial  province 
of  the  Grand  Master  I  am  unadvised,  for,  as  Deputy  Grand  Master,  I  have  had  no 
occasion  or  opportune  to  know  what,  if  any,  subjects  require  further  legislation  or 
consideration  at  this  time.  Our  Constitution  has  provided  for  pretty  nearly  all  cases 
and  contingencies  that  can  arise,  and  that,  with  the  Ancient  Charges  and  Regula- 
tions, is  about  all  the  law  or  legislation  that  we  need. 

Last  year  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  was  made  a  standing  committee,  that 
it  might,  during  the  recess,  have  time  for  the  thorough  study  and  examination  (  f 
important  questions  of  law  and  usage,  and  for  the  careful  preparation  of  reports 
upon  such  questions.  I  would  advise  that  the  Committee  on  Grievances  be  also  made 
a  standing  committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the  newly-elected  Grand  Master  ;  and  that 
the  papers  in  all  cases  of  appeals  be  transmitted  to  the  chairman  thereof  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  as  soon  as  received  by  him.  Experience  has  taught  us  that  even 
among  Masons,  peace-loving  and  law-abiding  as  they  ought  to  be,  and  usually  are, 
difficulties  will  arise,  trials  will  be  had,  judgments  must  be  rendered,  and  appeals  will 
be  taken  ;  and  that,  in  a  jurisdiction  extensive  as  is  ours,  there  will  always  be  a  large 
amount  of  business  for  that  committee.  In  many  cases  the  testimony  is  voluminous, 
and  demands  much  more  time  than  the  committee  can  spare,  during  our  brief  sessions, 
to  arrive  at  fair  and  just  conclusions  relative  to  their  merits.  In  others,  nice  ques- 
tions of  law  are  raised  which  should  not  be  decided  without  careful  and  candid  con- 
sideration. In  all,  the  rights  of  individuals,  and  many  times,  not  only  the  rights  but 
the  peace,  prosperit}^,  and  very  existence  of  Lodges  are  involved;  and  decisions 
should  not  be  hastily  or  inconsiderately  made.  The  committee  really  sits  as  a  court 
of  last  resort  to  hear  and  determine  all  cases  of  a  criminal  nature  brought  before 
the  Grand  Lodge  ;  for,  although  that  body  at  last  decides,  it  is  generally  upon  the 
recommendation  of  its  committee,  and  it  is  fitting  that  it  be  well  advised. 

At  no  time  has  Masonry  in  California  been  in  a  more  healthful  and  prosperous 
condition  than  now.  Never  before  has  there  been  so  full  a  representation  of  the 
Lodges,  upon  the  first  day  of  the  session,  as  at  this  Communication.  It  is  true  that, 
during  the  past  year,  our  increase  in  numbers  has  not  been  as  great  as  in  some  pre- 
vious years,  but  the  returns  show  that  even  hard  times  cannot  check  the  desire  of 
good  men  to  learn  our  mysteries,  and  become  active  participants  in  our  charities. 
When  the  times  are  out  of  joint  and  difficulties  crowd  upon  us,  good  men  see  best  the 
practical  effect  of  our  teachings,  and  seeing,  they  appreciate  them,  and  desire  to  join 
hands  with  us  in  the  good  work.

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  his  Annual  Report,  as  follows : — 

To  the  M.-.W.'. Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

In  obedience  to  that  portion  of  the  Constitution  which  prescribes  the  duties  of  the 
Grand  Secretary,  the  undersigned  again  presents  a  report  of  such  transactions  of  his 
office  during  the  past  year  as  requires  action  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  as 
may  be  of  interest  to  it,  simply  as  matter  of  information. 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Communication,  the 
usual  number  of  copies  of  the  proceedings  thereat  were  printed  and  distributed 
among  the  Lodges,  or  reserved  for  binding,  sale,  and  use  at  the  present  meeting,  as 
has  heretofore  been  customary.  The  publications  of  the  other  Grand  Lodges,  with 
which  we  are  in  correspondence,  have  not  come  to  hand  as  promptly  during  the  past 
year  as  it  has  hitherto  been  our  good  fortune  to  be  enabled  to  chronicle  ;  and  the 
undersigned  has  to  express  his  regret  that,  for  the  year  1861,  no  proceedings  have 
been  received  from  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Delaware,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Florida, 
Georgia,  Iowa,  Louisiana,  Massachusetts,  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  New  York.  Xorth 
Carolina,  Penns}Tlvania,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Virginia,  and  Washington  Territory  ;  while 
from  South  Carolina  nothing  has  reached  him  since  1859,  and  from  Ohio  nothing  since 
1858.  The  unhappy  attitude  which  has  been  assumed  by  a  portion  of  the  States  above 
named  towards  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  will  of  course  account  for  a 
portion  of  these  failures  ;  and  for  the  remainder,  the  writer  can  only  hope  that  the 
deficiencies  will  be  supplied  when  this  shall  attract  the  notice  of  the  several  Grand 
Secretaries. 

Since  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Communication,  the  following  dispensations  for 
the  formation  of  new  Lodges  have  been  issued  from  this  office,  by  order  of  the  Grand 
Master,  viz  : —

The  petitions  for  the  foregoing  dispensations,  with  the  dimits  of  the  several 
tioners,  the  recommendations  of  the  neighboring  chartered  Lodges,  the  certified 
to  the  qualifications  of  the  officers  proposed,  and  the  other  papers  required  by  our 
laws,  were  all  in  proper  form  and  are  herewith  presented,  together  with  sundry  let- 
ters relative  thereunto. 

Another  vacancy  has  occurred  in  the  numbers  borne  upon  our  registry.  Early  in 
June  last,  information  was  received  from  Bro.  George  H.  Coe,  the  Master  of  On 
Lodge,  No.  137, at  Oro  Fino,  in  Siskiyou  county,  of  the  total  destruction,  by  tire,  of  the 
hall  of  that  body,  together  with  its  charter,  records,  and  property  of  every  d< 
tion ;  and,  after  certain  correspondence  relative  to  the  proper  manner  of  carrying 
into  effect  the  desire  of  its  members  that  the  Lodge  be  dissolved  in  consequence 
thereof,  and  of  the  fact  that  the  greater  portion  of  its  members  had  removed  from  the 
neighborhood,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  October  last  a  formal  surrender  of  its  rights 
under  the  charter  granted  in  1860  was  transmitted  to  this  office.  It  will  be  seen  from 
the  correspondence  relative  to  this  surrender,  herewith  submitted,  that  the  liabilities 
of  that  Lodge  have  all  been  satisfied  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  its  men 
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and  it  is  but  just  to  say  that,  during  its  brief  existence,  few  Lodges  in  the  State  were 
better  conducted  than  that  of  our  unfortunate  brethren  at  Oro  Fino.  Its  dues  were 
paid  in  full,  and  its  returns,  to  the  date  of  surrender,  have  been  furnished  by  its  late 
Master,  as  complete  as  was  possible  under  the  circumstances. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  another  Lodge  has,  for  the  present,  at  least,  ceased 
its  labors.  In  August  last,  certain  complaints  which  had  reached  this  office  relative 
to  alleged  great  irregularities  in  Unity  Lodge,  No.  130,  at  San  Bernardino,  were 
transmitted  to  the  Grand  Master,  who  thereupon  directed  that  a  letter  of  authoriza- 
tion be  issued  to  Bro.  James  H.  Lander,  Master  of  Los  Angeles  Lodge,  No.  42, 
empowering  him  to  make  an  examination  of  the  manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  that 
Lodge  were  administered,  and  of  the  character  and  proceedings  of  its  officers  and 
members ;  and  directing  him  to  report  such  facts  as  he  should  ascertain,  together  with 
such  opinions  in  regard  to  the  proper  course  to  be  pursued  in  respect  to  that  body, 
as  his  inquiries  and  information  should  justly  prompt.  The  manner  in  which  Bro. 
Lander  has  discharged  the  unpleasant  duty  thus  assigned  him,  has  afforded  ample 
proof  that  the  confidence  of  the  Grand  Master  was  well  bestowed.  He  proceeded  at 
once  to  San  Bernardino — a  distance  of  more  than  a  hundred  miles,  and  by  a  not  very 
comfortable  means  of  conveyance — where  he  faithfully  and  thoroughly  carried  his 
instructions  into  effect ;  and,  on  the  third  day  of  October  last,  he  transmitted  a  report 
to  the  Grand  Master,  so  full  and  complete,  as  to  the  information  elicited,  and  so  con- 
vincing, as  to  the  conclusions  deduced  therefrom,  that  that  officer  at  once  directed 
the  arrest  of  the  charter  of  the  offending  Lodge.  An  order  to  that  effect  was  trans- 
mitted to  Bro.  H.  C.  Russell,  its  Master,  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  October  last, 
and  soon  thereafter  the  charter  and  seal  of  that  body  were  received  at  this  office.  All 
the  papers  relating:  to  this  transaction  are  now  presented  for  such  action  as  the  Grand 
Lodge  shall  consider  necessary. 

The  numbers  upon  our  registry  of  chartered  Lodges  have  reached  to  one  hundred 
and  forty-eight.  Of  these,  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  are  still  in  existence, 
excluding  Unity  Lodge,  No.  130  ;  and  of  the  remaining  twenty,  two  Avere  transferred 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon,  upon  the  organization  of  that  body,  fifteen  have 
voluntarily  surrendered  their  charters,  two  have  suffered  their  revocation  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  one  stands  suspended  by  the  Grand  Master.  In  addition  to  these, 
there  are  six  Lodges  acting  under  dispensation,  making  in  all  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
four  Lodges  in  active  existence,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Four 
other  Lodges,  as  was  noted  more  fully  in  the  Report  of  the  undersigned  at  the  last 
Annual  Communication,  have  had  a  brief  existence  under  dispensations  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  California,  but,  never  having  received  charters,  their  names  have  net 
appeared  upon  our  published  register. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  Annual  Communication,  three 
thousand  copies  of  the  Constitution  and  General  Regulations,  as  amended  at  that 
time,  have  been  printed,  and  are  now,  as  the}'  have  long  been,  ready  for  distribution 
among  the  Lodges,  at  the  cost  of  publication— $12  50  per  hundred  copies.  Thus  far, 
however,  something  less  than  live  hundred  copies  have  been  called  for.  An  addi- 
tional number  of  Lodges  have  adopted  the  uniform  code  of  By-Laws  as  revised  and 
recommended  in  1860  ;  and  there  are  now  very  few,  indeed,  which  have  not  accepted 
them.  During  the  year  ending  on  the  first  day  of  March  last,  fourteen  special  dispen- 
sations have  been  issued  from  this  office,  by  order  of  the  Grand  Master.  Of  these, 
ten  were  to  authorize  are-ballot  upon  the  petitions  of  rejected  applicants  for  the 
degrees,  two  to  authorize  a  ballot  without  the  usual  reference  to  a  committee,  one  to 
authorize  the  election  of  the  officers  of  a  Lodge  at  a  time  other  than  that  prescribed, 
and  one  to  authorize  the  election  of  an  officer  to  fill  a  vacancy. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  report  all  unfinished  business  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  but  latterly  there  has  been  so  little  business  left  unfinished  at  the 
Annual  Communications  that  it  has  almost  been  necessary  to  call  into  requisition 
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some  powers  of  invention  to  prepare  a  report  upon  that  subject.  Indeed,  for  some 
years  past,  all  business  left  undone  has  been  such  as  was  specially  deferred  until  the 
succeeding  meeting,  or  as  was  referred  to  standing  committees,  to  be  reported  on  at 
such  succeeding  convocation.  Such  is  now  the  fact,  and  all  that  can  thus  be  com- 
prised under  the  name  of  unfinished  business,  is  presented  as  follows  :— 

1.  Upon  a  memorial  from  Georgetown  Lodge,  No.  25,  recommending  the  restora- 
tion of  Samuel  P.  Nye,  theretofore  expelled  by  that  Lodge,  action  was  deferred  until 
this  Communication.

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There  are  besides  many  publications  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  America  upon  our 
files  still  remaining  unbound  ;  some  because  a  sufficient  number  has  not  yet  been 
received  to  form  additional  volumes  such  as  described  above,  and  others  for  the  lack 
of  intermediate  numbers  to  complete  a  series  —  a  deficiencj*  which  the  undersigned 
has  thus  far  in  vain  endeavored  to  provide  for.  With  the  hope  that  an  effort  in  print 
may  prove  more  successful  than  have  heretofore  been  his  attempts  by  letter,  and 
with  an  earnest  entreaty  to  Grand  Secretaries,  or  others,  to  aid  him  in  this  respect, 
the  following  memorandum  of  missing  proceedings  is  appended  : — 

Canada,  for  1858.  This  would  complete  our  file  from  the  organization  of  that 
Grand  Lodge,  to  and  including  the  year  1861. 

Kentucky,  for  1860.  With  this  our  series  would  be  complete  from  1851  to  1861, 
inclusive. 

Maryland,  for  May,  1851,  November,  1852,  November,  1853,  and  May,  1855. 
These  would  give  us  the  connected  proceedings  of  that  Grand  Lodge  from  Novem- 
ber, 1850,  to  May,  1861,  inclusive. 

Ohio,  for  1859,  1860,  and  1861.  With  these  we  would  possess  a  complete  record 
from  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State  to  the  year  last  above  named. 

Oregon,  for  1860.  Which  would  leave  no  blank  in  our  publications  of  that  body 
from  its  organization  to  and  including  the  year  1861. 

Pennsylvania,  for  1852  and  1855.  These  would  furnish  us  a  complete  file  of  the 
abstracts  of  proceedings  of  that  body  from  1851  to  1860,  inclusive. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  valuable  collection  of  French  Masonic  works  which  have 
heretofore  been  spoken  of  as  expected,  have  been  received,  and  the  undersigned 
would  consider  himself  sadly  deficient  in  cor.rtesy  and  gratitude  did  he  neglect  to 
announce  the  great  obligations,  under  which  both  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  and 
himself  rest,  to  the  R:.W.\  Bro.  Le  Blanc  de  Marconnay,  for  the  friendly  zeal  he  has 
displayed  and  the  time  and  labor  he  has  bestowed  in  procuring  for  us  this  fine  collec- 
tion. Many  of  the  books  are  exceedingly  rare— no  longer  to  be  found  for  sale, 
except  when  some  old  private  library  is  disposed  of.  The  complete  series  of  the 
Bulletin  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  which  he  has  obtained,  being  the  authorized 
publication  of  its  proceedings,  even  that  Grand  Body  itself  does  not  possess,  as  he 
informs  us  ;  and  his  great  and  fraternal  interest  in  the  welfare  of  his  brethren  of  Cal- 
ifornia has  been  most  particularly  evinced  by  the  presentation  of  a  manuscript  copy 
of  his  own  History  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State. 

There  are  others,  too,  to  whom  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  due  for  valua- 
ble acquisitions  to  its  library,  named  in  the  foregoing  catalogue,  viz  :  To  the  7?.\  IT/. 
Bro.  E.  G.  Storer,  Grand  Secretary  of  Connecticut,  for  his  Records  of  Freemasonry 
in  that  State,  an  interesting  work  in  two  large  octavo  volumes;  To  the  W.\  Bro. 
William  L.  Maule,  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  for  the  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  that  State  from  1819  to  1819,  inclusive,  bound  in  two  volumes,  which  he  had  pur- 
chased at  a  sale  of  the  effects  of  a  deceased  brother  :  To  Bro.  Leon  Hynem 
Philadelphia,  for  a  copy  of  the  "  World's  Masonic  Register  "  :  To  the  W.\  Bro.  Lewis 
Peck,  of  San  Francisco,  for  the  "  Bibliotheca  Mac;onnica,"  a  Portuguese  work  in  six 
volumes.  being  a  historical  development  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Rite  of  thirty- 
three  degrees,  and  instructions  in  its  ritual,  as  practised  in  the  Grand  Orient  of  Bra- 
zil :  To  the  B.-.W.'.

Comprising  thirty-eight  volumes,  containing,  in  all,  over  six  thousand  seven  hundred 
pages  of  printed  matter.  To  the  examination  and  review  of  these  publications  the 
chairman  of  your  committee  has  devoted  all  the  time  conveniently  at  his  command, 
he  having  borne  in  mind,  the  while,  that  "  it  is  not  meant  that  Masonry  should  inter- 
fere with  our  necessary  avocations,  for  these  are,  on  no  account,  to  be  neglected  ;" 
and  the  result  of  his  labors  is  herewith  presented,  commencing  with 

ALABAMA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  held  its  fortieth  Annual  Communication  at  the  city 
of  Montgomery,  commencing  on  the  third  day  of  December,  1860,  —  the  Mr.  Wr. 
Richard  H.  Eryin,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  fir.  Wr.  Daniel  Sayre  being 
Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Master  very  feelingly  notices  the  death  of  the  fir.  Wr.  Bro.  S.  D. 
Moorer,  Junior  Grand  Warden,  and  of  the  fir.  Wr.  Bro.  James  A.  Whitaker,  his 
immediate  predecessor  in  that  office,  during  the  year.  "  Truty,"  says  he,  "  has  the 
pall  of  fatality  fallen  upon  the  South.  It  is  but  a  few  years  since  this  Grand  Lodge 
had  cause  to  mourn  the  death  of  its  then  Junior  Grand  Warden,  Bro.  George  W. 
Gaines,  and  now, in  the  mysterious  dealings  of  a  wise  Providence,  it  has  been  doubly 
stricken."  In  the  vigor  and  beauty  of  manhood's  prime  they  were  cut  down.  He 
thinks  it  questionable  if  there  are  not  more  Lodges  in  the  State  "  than  comports  with 
the  interests  of  Masonry,  or  than  can  maintain  a  healthy  and  true  Masonic  life  ;  "  yet 
he  granted  fourteen  dispensations  for  new  Lodges  during  the  year.  He  decides  that 
one  can  not  be  a  member  of  a  Lodge  under  dispensation,  and,  at  the  same  time,  re- 
tain his  membership  in  a  chartered  Lodge  ;  and  advises  that  all  petitioners  for  dis- 
pensations be  required  to  file  their  dimits  with  the  Grand  Secretary  before  a  dispen- 
sation issue  to  them.    In  regard  to  the  rights  and  powers  of  Lodges  under  dispensa- 
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tion,  he  decides  that  they  can  affiliate,  as  well  as  initiate,  pass,  and  raise  Masons  ; 
and  that  they  possess  the  same  powers  as  chartered  Lodges  to  deal  with  their  mem- 
bers for  violations  of  Masonic  law.  He  says  :  "lam  aware  that  this  places  me  in 
opposition  to  some  good  and  much  respected  authority  ;  but  I  believe  that  the  de- 
cision is  consonant  v  ith  the  usage  in  our  jurisdiction,  the  interest  and  genius  of  Ma- 
sonry, and  a  proper  application  of  our  constitutional  provisions."  He  can  see  no 
reason  why  Lodges  under  dispensation  should  not  be  invested  with  the  same  pow- 
ers as  chartered  Lodges. 

Past  Grand  Master  S.  A.  M.Wood  desired  to  resign  his  position  as  Historiographer 
of  Masonry  in  Alabama,  on  account  of  continued  ill  health  ;  but  the  Grand  Master, 
believing  him  to  possess  peculiar  fitness  for  that  important  position,  refused  to  ac- 
cept the  resignation.  It  appears  that  Grand  Masters  in  Alabama  are  only  eligible 
for  two  years,  by  a  provision  of  the  Constitution.  The  wisdom  of  such  a  restriction 
is  not  apparent  to  us.  Elsewhere,  Gra  id  Masters  are  advising  their  brethren  to 
avoid  irequent  changes  ;  that  peculiar  qualifications  are  requisite  to  make  a  good 
Master  ;  and  that,  when  once  they  have  found  one  qualified  for  that  important  posi- 
tion, they  should  reelect  him  so  long  as  he  is  willing  to  serve.  Even  those  who  seem 
best  qualified  must  learn  to  preside  over  the  craft ;  and  all,  who  have  ever  tried  it, 
are  well  aware  that  when  they  had  become  perfectly  familiar  with  the  work 
and  lectures,  they  had  but  begun  the  education  necessary  to  enable  them  to  perform 
their  duties  satisfactorily  to  themselves,  and  creditably  and  profitably  to  their  Lodg- 
es. If  it  is  difficult  to  find  one  capable  of  becoming  an  excellent  Master,  how  much 
more  difficult  to  find  one  who  can  worthily  fill  the  exalted  station  of  Grand  Master. 

At  different  times,  since  1850,  the  Grand  Lodge  had  loaned  nearly  $8000  of  its 
funds  to  parties  interested  in  the  establishment  of  a  Female  College  at  Talladega, 
and  of  a  Masonic  Academy  at  Selma.  Both  enterprises  failed  ;  and  the  borrowers,  all 
of  whom  were  brethren,  save  one,  having  suffered  considerable  losses,  were  uuable 
to  pay  their  notes  at  or  after  maturity.  Suits  were  commenced,  and  that  one  of  the 
borrowers  who  was  not  a  Mason,  defended  successfully  on  the  ground  that  the 
Grand  Lodge,  under  its  charter,  had  no  power  to  loan  money.  At  this  session  a  com- 
promise was  effected,  and  the  entire  debt,  with  interest  accrued,  was  discharged 
upon  the  payment  of  $2750. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  requires  that  the  Lodge  recommending  a 
petition  for  dispensation,  shall  certify  that  the  brethren  named  for  the  principal  offi- 
ces have  been  examined  in  open  Lodge,  and  found  well  qualified  to  confer  the  three 
degrees  of  Masonry.  Such  a  rule  should  be  adopted  everywhere.  Let  it  be  under- 
stood that  no  dispensation  will  be  granted  till  the  proposed  Master  and  Wardens  are 
thoroughly  prepared  for  their  work,  and  the  anxiety  to  establish  new  Lodges  will  be 
largely  diminished,  and  there  will  be  less  complaint  and  difficulty  about  uniformity 
of  work. 

Bro.  John  A.  Loder,  on  behalf  of  Bro.  George  W.  Matthews,  presented  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  a  portrait  of  the  late  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Amand  P.  Pfister.  Bro. 
Loder  made  a  very  beautiful  and  appropriate  presentation  address.  The  proceed- 
ings say  :  "  The  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Master,  S.  F.  Hale,  made  an  appropriate  and  very 
touching  reply  ;  but  owing  to  his  official  duties  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  and 
as  delegate  of  the  sovereign  and  independent  State  of  Alabama  to  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, he  has  not  had  leisure  to  commit  it  to  writing,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  is 
therefore  unable  to  publish  it."  We  make  the  italics  for  the  sake  of  Bro.  Sayre, 
who  seems  to  have  been  anxious  that  all  the  world  should  know  that  Alabama  was 
then  sovereign  and  independent — Kentucky  not. 

By  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  the  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
raised  from  four  hundred  dollars  to  "  such  a  sum  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  order,  not 
to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars."    The  Grand  Lodge  ordered  it  to  be  eight  hundred 
dollars  for  the  ensuing  year.     On  the  fourth  day  of  the  session,  the  Grand  Master. 
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assisted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  laid  the  corner-stone  of  a  new  Methodist  Protestant 
Church. 

Bro.  L.  B.  Thornton,  acting  chairman,  presented  the  Report  on  Correspondence. 
It  is  a  well  written  and  well  printed  document  of  sixty-four  pages,  reviewing  the  pro- 
ceedings of  twenty  Grand  Lodges.  Our  proceedings  seem  not  to  have  been  receiv- 
ed, though  why,  we  cannot  say,  for  our  Grand  Secretary  assures  us  that  two  copies 
were  duly  mailed  to  the  address  of  Bro.  Sayke.  Bro.  Thornton  is  of  the  opinion 
that  every  member  of  a  Lodge  has  the  right  to  reject  the  application  of  any  one  whom 
he  cannot  cordially  welcome  as  a  brother  ;  and  that  the  plea  of  "  former  acquittal :' 
should  never  be  allowed  to  screen  a  guilty  man  from  the  punishment  he  merits.  So 
are  we  ;  and  we  agree  with  him,  too,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  committees  of  corres- 
pondence to  "  note  not  only  '  gross  violations  and  innovations.'  but  all  violations  and 
innovations  ;  "  and  that  their  criticisms  should  be  made  in  a  true  and  courteous  Ma- 
sonic spirit,  —  not  to  raise  discussions  and  excite  angry  feelings,  but  for  mutual  in- 
formation and  instruction. 

The  M.\  W.\  Stephen  F.  Hale  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  li.\  W.'.  Dan- 
iel Sayre  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

CANADA. 

This  Grand  Lodge  held  its  lifth  Annual  Communication  at  the  city  of  Ottawa,  com- 
mencing on  the  eleventh  day  of  July,  1860  —  the  21.'.  W.\  William  Mercer  Wilson, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  Ii.\  W.\  Thomas  Bird  Harris,  being  Grand  Secre- 
tary. Ninety-six  chartered  Lodges,  and  twenty-one  Lodges  under  dispensation,  were 
represented. 

.  Grand  Master  Wilson  congratulates  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  uninterrupted  har- 
mony and  prosperity  of  the  Craft  in  that  jurisdiction,  and  that  their  labors  had  been 
blessed  and  their  progress  peaceful.  He  announces  the  issue,  during  the  year,  of 
dispensations  for  opening  twenty-one  new  Lorlges  ;  but  in  every  case  he  had  "  insist- 
ed upon  satisfactory  evidence  being  produced  that  the  officer  who  Lad  been  elected 
to  preside,  possessed  the  necessary  qualifications."  This  is  our  own  ru'e,  and  one 
that  should  be  adopted  everywhere  ;  and  Ave  like  still  better  the  regulation  adopted 
in  Indiana,  that  no  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Warden  or  Master,  unless  he 
is  competent  to  confer  the  degrees  and  give  the  lectures.  During  the  year,  the 
Grand  Master  had  called  three  Especial  Communications  for  laying  the  corner-stones 
of  important  public  edifices  —  of  St.  James'  Church,  in  the  city  of  London  —  of  the  new 
prison  at  Toronto  —  and  of  the  Crystal  Palace  at  Hamilton.  At  each  of  the  latter 
places  a  silver  trowel  was  presented  him,  with  which  to  spread  the  cement.  The 
territory  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  divided  into  ten  districts,  for 
each  of  which  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  appointed.  The  reports  of  these 
officers  give  a  detailed  account  of  the  condition  of  the  Lodges  within  their  respect- 
ive districts,  and  we  have  found  them  very  interesting.  We  commend  the  sys'em  of 
visitation  of  Lodges  to  the  consideration  of  our  own  Grand  Lodge.  The  committee  on 
Constitution  and  Regulations  recommended  that  every  candidate,  at  the  time  of  his 
initiation,  be  presented  with  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  ;  which  lecommendation  we 
would  be  very  glad  to  see  made  a  regulation  here.  Let  the  Constitution  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  every  initiate,  that  he  may  at  least  have  an  opportunity  to  know  its 
provisions. 


The  sixth  Annual  Communication  was  held  at  the  city  of  London,  commencing 
on  the  tenth  day  of  July,  1861— the  Mr.  W.\  T.  Douglas  Harrington,  Grand  Mas- 
ter, presiding,  and  the  R.\  Wr.  Thomas  B.  Harris,  being  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Master  had  issued  thirteen  dispensations  for  new  Lodges,  following  the 
excellent  rule  of  his  predecessor — requiring  proof  that  officers  were  qualified  to  per- 
form their  work.    To  all  these  charters  were  granted,  making,  in  all,  one  hundred 
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and  fifty-one  Lodges  now  upon  the  registry  of  that  Grand  Lodge.  With  an  increase 
of  thirty-four  Lodges  in  two  years,  we  think  he  may  well  congratulate  the  Craft  in 
Canada  on  their  "  steady  progression  and  increasing  importance."'  The  membership 
is  nowhere  given. 

In  September,  1860,  an  Especial  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  called 
at  Ottawa,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  laying  the  corner-store  of  the  new  Parlia- 
ment buildings,  by  invitation  of  the  government  officers.  At  the  last  moment,  however, 
it  was  concluded  that  the  services  of  the  Craft  would  not  be  required  in  the  ceremo- 
ny, and  they  were  invited  to  attend  in  Masonic  clothing,  as  spectators  only.  The 
(J rand  Lodge  very  properly  declined  to  assist  in  that  capacity.  The  stone  was  laid 
by  His  Royal  Highness,  the  Prince  of  Wales,  who  was  not  a  Mason. 

A  question  of  jurisprudence  arose  in  the  Toronto  District, — whether  an  Entered 
Apprentice  of  a  Lodge  under  dispensation  could  petition  another  Lodge,  within  whose 
jurisdiction  he  had  removed,  for  the  remaining  degrees,  and,  if  elected,  be  passed  and 
raised  therein.  Bro.  S.  B.  Harmax,  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  gave  the  appli- 
cant "the  benefit  of  doubts/'  and  decided  that  he  could  :  and  the  Grand  Lodge  ap- 
proved the  decision,  though  the  committee  on  Constitution  and  Regulations  advised 
that  this  case  should  not  govern  as  a  precedent,  and  that  "  the  rule  should  be  laid 
down,  that  a  suspended  Lodge  places  all  its  members  under  Masonic  disabilities."  to 
be  removed  by  a  dispensation  of  the  Grand  Master  only.  The  advice  seems  to  us 
much  better  than  the  action,  for,  to  our  mind,  there  could  be  no  possible  doubt  in  a 
case  like  that.  Bro.  Harman,  in  his  report,  mentions  that  he  had  found  some  among 
his  brethren  who  were  anxious  to  bring  their  business  troubles  before  the  Lodges, 
"  losing  sight  of  the  fact  that  Masonry  was  never  intended  to  supplant  the  civil  law 
in  its  dealings  with  ordinary  differences,  disputes,  and  wrongs  ;  but  that  Masonic  in- 
vestigation is  to  be  strictly  confined  to  cases  where,  under  the  cloak,  or  in  the  name 
of  Masonry,  a  Mason  has  wronged  a  brother  Mason,  and  brought  our  time-honored 
institution  into  disrepute  by  a  flagrant  violation  of  Masonic  obligations."  Masons 
should  be  peaceable  citizens  and  honest,  honorable  men,  in  all  their  dealings  :  but 
they  will  sometimes  fail  in  business  —  sometimes  become  unable,  and,  we  are  sorry 
to  say,  sometimes  unwilling  to  pay  honest  debts  —  sometimes  will  disagree  with  a 
brother  about  a  land-title,  or  some  other  thing;  and  we  agree  with  Bro.  Harmax 
that  the  civil  courts  afford  an  adequate  and  speedy  means  of  settling  disputed  mat- 
ters of  business,  and  redressing  ordinary  wrongs,  and  can  see  no  impropriety  in  a 
Mason's  availing  himself  of  those  courts  whenever  he  has  just  cause. 

Bro.  Harman,  as  chairman  of  a  committee  to  whom  had  been  referred  the  bud- 
ject  of  a  Masonic  Asylum,  made  an  able  and  well-considered  report.  He  enujierates 
the  different  kinds  of  institutions  established  under  the  auspices  of  Freemasonry,  and 
concludes  that  an  asylum  "where  the  indigent  and  decayed  Mason,  his  bereaved 
widow,  and  his  helpless  orphan,  may  enter,  not  as  into  an  institution  where  the  feel- 
ing of  dependence  almost  aggravates  distress,  but  as  into  a  Home,"  will  be  the  most 
desirable  and  effective  charity.  The  committee  propose  a  noble  foundation,  and  one 
that  will  afford  our  Canadian  brethren  abundant  opportunity  to  show  that  they  are 
such  givers  as  the  Lord  loveth.  They  propose  to  commence  the  work  when  the  sum 
of  $20,000  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  asylum  fund. 
The  report  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  sum  of  $10,000  pledged  by  it. 
as  soon  as  the  Craft  in  the  Province  should  raise  a  similar  amount  by  private  sub- 
scription. They  seem  to  have  taken  hold  of  the  matter  in  right  earnest,  and  we  wish 
them  God-speed  in  their  noble  work. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Harris,  submitted  a  form  for  Lodge  minutes,  which 
was  adopted  and  recommended  to  the  Lodges.    We  notice  this  among  the  r< 
tions  at  the  close  of  his  report :  "  In  all  cases,  and  under  all  circumstances,  the  1 
must  be  opened  in  the  first  degree,  and  in  this  degree  all  the  ordinary  business  of  the 
Lodge  is  to  be  transacted."    If  work  is  to  be  done  in  the  second  or  third  i 
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both,  the  Lodge  must  be  opened  in  order,  up,  and  closed  in  order,  down.  It  is  ac- 
cording to  ancient  usage  to  transact  ordinary  business  in  a  Lodge  of  Entered  Ap- 
prentices, and  there  is  no  objection  to  it ;  but  we  are  at  a  loss  to  understand  why  it 
is  at  all  necessary  to  open  a  Lodge  in  the  first  degree,  .when  the  Lodge  is  called  to- 
gether to  do  work  in  the  third.  We  very  much  like  the  requirement  of  writing  out 
in  the  record  the  names  of  all  members  and  visitors  present.  It  is  our  custom, 
though  for  the  purpose  we  have  a  special  register  in  the  Tyler's  room.  Let  it  be 
known  who  attend,  and  who  do  not. 

The  M.\  W.\  Finlay  M.  King,  Grand  Master  of  New  York,  and  the  M.\  W.\  Rob. 
Morris,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Kentucky,  were  received  as  visitors,  with  appropriate 
honors.  Bro.  Morris  seems  to  be  willing  to  go  about  to  do  good  and  gladden  the 
hearts  of  the  Craft  every-where  by  his  presence,  and  appears  always  ready  with  a 
speech  or  a  song  when  occasion  demands.  We  notice  his  name  as  a  visitor  of  sun- 
dry Grand  Lodges,  and  remark  that  he  was  even  willing  to  go  all  the  way  from  his 
own  La  Grange  to  Ottawa,  to  represent  the  American  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Mas- 
ters, for  whom,  as  he  informs  us,  he  "  could  in  every  sense  of  the  word  speak/-  and 
thus  "  add  eclat  to  the  occasion''  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  Parliament 
House  by  the  Prince  of  Wales.  We  give  an  extract  from  his  letter  to  the  Grand 
Master  of  Canada,  dated  at  La  Grange,  Kentucky,  July  31st,  18G0  :— 

"  Should  you  decide  to  call  your  Grand  Lodge  together,  as  your  worthy  predecessor 
suggested,  and  wait  upon  His  Royal  Highness,  I  submit  to  you  whether  it  might  not  add 
eclat  to  the  occasion  were  some  one  representing  the  American  Grand  Lodges  to  be 
united  in  the  deputation.  I  would  cheerfully  attend,  and  could,  in  every  sense  of  the 
word,  speak  for  the  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Masters,  and  the  general  Craft  of  this  coun- 
try (!).  I  have  not  given  any  hint  upon  this  subject  to  any  one,  nor  will  I  until  I  hear 
from  you.  But  if  you  approve  of  it,  and  official  etiquette  justify  such  a  measure,  the 
fact  that  4,700  Lodges  and  196,000  Masons  of  the  United  States  tendered  their  good 
wishes  and  welcome  to  the  Prince,  would,  it  appears  to  me,  redound  some  honor  to 
our  common  cause.'" 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  4,700  Lodges  and  196,000  Masons  of  the  United  States 
were  thus  represented. 

An  able  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Bro.  S.  D.  Fowler,  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  all  the  American  Grand  Lodges 
and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  Bro.  Fowler's  report  is  a  concise  history  of  the 
Craft  for  two  years,  written  with  a  ready  hand  and  in  the  most  kindly  spirit ;  and 
furnishes  just  such  information  as  it  seems  to  us  would  much  benefit  Canadian  Ma- 
sons. Yet  the  committee  to  whom  the  Grand  Master's  Address  was  referred,  very 
coolly  say  that  they  "duly  appreciate  the  laborious  exertions  of  the  It.-.  W.\  Bro.  Fowl- 
er, chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  in  the  preparation  of 
the  elaborate  report  already  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  At  the  same  time,  they 
think  the  compilation,  each  year,  of  the  contemporary  history  of  the  different  Masonic 
bodies  throughout  the  world,  would  not,  in  future,  be  desirable."'  The  Grand  Lodge 
concurred  with  Bro.  W.  H.  Weller,  who  made  that  report,  and  so  they  made  a  summa- 
ry disposition  of  Bro.  Fowler  and  the  correspondence  committee.  We  wonder  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  could  hive  come  to  such  a  conclusion,  with  such  a  valuable  report 
before  them.  To  us  it  seems  that  there  is  no  other  way,  so  sure  and  effective,  of 
conveying  useful  and  necessary  information  to  the  great  body  of  the  Craft,  as  through 
well  prepared  reports  on  correspondence;  but,  it  isn't  "our  funeral,"  and  we 
should  not  complain. 

Of  the  degree  of  Past  Master,  Bro.  Fowler  says  it  "  is  a  thing  unknown  in  the  old 
times,  and  is  an  innovation.  As  a  degree,  it  belongs  to  another  department  of  Ma- 
sonry, and  is  even  there  an  innovation,  as  now  practiced."  Speaking  of  the  compe- 
tency of  a  Warden,  in  the  absence  of  the  Master,  to  preside  and  conduct  all  the 
business  of  the  Lodge,  as  Master,  he  says  :  "in  our  working  —  which  is  the  same  as 
that  of  England  —  a  Warden  may  rule  the  Lodge,  which  only  signifies  presiding  at  a 
meeting  in  the  absence  of  the  Worshipful  Master,  but  may  not  confer  degrees,  nor 
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even  occupy  the  Master's  chair,  but  place  another  near  it  or  in  front/'  We  like  our 
own  rule,  which  allows  the  Warden  to  occupy  the  East  as  Master,  in  the  absence  of 
that  officer,  with  full  authority  not  only  to  rule  the  Lodge,  but  to  perform  all  the 
duties  of  its  chief  officer. 

The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

CONNECTICUT. 

The  Annual  Communication  for  the  year  1861  was  held  at  the  city  of  Hartford, 
commenc  ng  on  the  eighth  and  closing  on  the  ninth  day  of  May,  —the  M.\  W.\  How- 
ard B.  Ensign,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  JR.-.  W.\  Eliphalet  G.  Storer  be- 
ing Grand  Secretary.    All  the  Lodges  of  the  jurisdiction  were  represented. 

Our  brethren  of  Connecticut  seem  to  have  had  some  "  border  difficulties'"  — some- 
times trespassing  upon  the  rights  of  others,  and  sometimes  being  trespassed  upon. 
The  Grand  Master  recommended,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted,  a  new  by-law,  re- 
quiring a  residence  of  twelve  months  in  the  State,  and  six  months  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  a  particular  Lodge,  before  the  application  of  a  candidate  can  be  received. 
A  form  of  petition  was  also  adopted  and  required  to  be  used  by  all  applicants,  in 
which  all  the  facts  necessary  to  give  jurisdiction  are  stated,  and,  if  mis-stated,  sub- 
ject the  party  to  charges  of  unmasonic  conduct  and  to  expulsion  ;  and  the  Lodge 
which  knowingly  initiates  one  whose  residence  is  in  another  jurisdiction,  without 
permission,  forfeits  its  charter.  These  are  stringent  provisions,  but  they  are  right, 
and  just  such  as  will  remedy  the  evil.  If  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States 
would  adopt  and  enforce  equally  stringent  rules,  we  should  be  saved  from  a  very 
annoying  source  of  complaint,  and  from  many  an  unworthy  member.  Good  men 
find  n  >  difficulty  in  gaining  admission  to  our  Order  at  their  homes,  where  their  char- 
acters and  associations  are  known  ;  and  plenty  of  bad  and  indifferent  men  will  work 
their  way  in  without  affording  them  any  extra  facilities.  The  warning  comes  up  to 
us  from  almost  every  jurisdiction,  to  guard  our  portals  with  greater  vigilance.  Our 
own  Grand  Lodge  long  ago  adopted  a  like  rule  in  regard  to  residence,  and  we  do  not 
know  that  it  has  ever  been  violated  by  any  Lodge  in  our  jurisdiction  ;  but  we  have 
had  frequent  occasion  to  complain  of  wrongs  done  to  us  in  this  regard  by  others. 

The  Grand  Master  announces  the  death  of  two  Past  Grand  Officers,  —  Bro.  Fred- 
erick D.  Beeman,  Past  Grand  Deacon,  a  young  lawyer  of  great  promise,  and  Bro. 
Avery  C.  Babcock,  Past  Grand  Master,  who,  for  more  than  ten  years,  had  resided  in 
Brooklyn,  Xew  York,  but  had  retained  his  membership  in  his  native  State.  He  v. 
made  a  Mason  in  the  city  of  Xew  Haven  in  182.5,  and  had  ever  taken  a  lively  inten 
in  the  welfare  of  the  Craft.  His  remains  were  carried  to  the  home  of  his  youth  — 
the  beautiful  city — for  burial.  Appropriate  resolutions  of  respect  and  condolence 
were  passed. 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  had  but  a  single  case  of  appeal  before  it,  and  that 
proved  to  be  no  case  at  all.  Verily  our  brethren  of  Connecticut  are  a  law-abiding 
people,  and  though  the  halt  and  the  lame  may  be  there  received  within  our  temples 
as  perfect  youths,  they  know  the  law,  and  knowing,  obey  it.  Well  may  the  Grand 
Master  say  :  "  Peace  and  brotherly  love  prevail  in  our  midst.  Warm  as  our  disc 
sions  may  be  at  times  in  the  arena  of  ambition,  the  walls  within  which  our  m 
are  solemnized  hear  Dot  the  most  distant  echo  of  the  turmoil  without :  our  ears  are 
only  greeted  by  friendly  salutations  ;  our  eyes  see  nothing  but  friendly  faces  around 
our  altars  ;  our  Masonic  assemblies  are  ever  characterized  b}*  the  brotherly  love  and 
affection  that  binds  the  heart  of  every  true  Mason  to  Ins  brother/' 

A  new  Constitution  and  By-Laws  were  adopted  at  this  session,  by  which,  am 
other  things,  it  is  provided  that  "  no  Lodge  shall  grant  a  dimit  to  any  member  exe< 
for  the  purpose  of  affiliating  with  some  other  Lodge  "  —  that"  no  non-affiliated  Mason, 
belonging  to  this  or  any  other  jurisdiction,  shall  be  entitled  to  sit  or  act  in  any  Lod 
or  to  receive  any  of  the  benefits  or  privileges  of  the  Order  in  this  State:  "—that  "  any 
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Master  Mason,  in  good  standing-,  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  to  which  he  may  be 
duly  elected  in  the  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member  ;  "  — that  any  Lodge  which  shall 
neglect  to  be  represented  at  each  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge, "  shall 
incur  the  penalty  of  eight  dollars  for  each  neglect,  to  be  paid  into  the  funds  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  ;  "  —  and  that  every  Lodge  which  shall  initiate,  pass,  or  raise,  without 
permission,  a  candidate  whose  residence  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Lodge, 
"  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  such 
offense,  and  to  the  Lodge  against  whieh  the  offense  is  committed,  the  full  amount 
of  fees  for  such  initiating,  passing,  and  raising.'' 

The  revenues  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  derived  altogether  from  fees  for  charters 
and  dispensations,  and  a  fee  of  one  dollar  for  each  initiation.  From  the  Grana  Sec- 
retary's report,  it  would  seem  that  the  entire  revenue  for  the  year  ending  May,  1861, 
was  $505.  The  Grand  Master  was  authorized  to  issue  dispensations  for  military 
Lodges  in  the  Connecticut  regiments. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  presented  by  Bro.  E.  G.  Storek,  Grand  Secreta- 
ry, briefly  reviews  the  proceedings  of  thirty-one  Grand  Lodges.  Bro.  Stoker  ex- 
cuses its  shortness  —  it  covers  thirty-six  pages  —  and  asks  that  the  mantle  of  charity 
may  be  cast  '•  over  its  follies  and  foibles,"  assuring  his  brethren  that  the  labor  of  its 
preparation  was  performed  under  circumstances  of  much  debility,  and'  at  a  time 
when  his  physical  qualifications  better  fitted  him  "  as  an  inmate  of  the  infirmary  than 
of  the  laboratory."  Notwithstanding  his  debility,  he  has  presented  a  very  good  re- 
port, and  his  strength  was  sufficient  to  deal  some  doughty  blows  to  those  who  had 
preached  to  him  about  "  ancient  land-marks."  He  says  :  "  We  consider  *  land-marks  ' 
to  be  that  part  of  Masonry  which  can  not  lawfully  be  written  or  printed,  and  which  no 
body  has  authority  to  change  ;  and  if  changed,  whatever  may  be  substituted  is  not 
Masonry.  But  constitutions,  by-laws,  regulations,  and  edicts,  which  are  written  and 
printed,  and  may  be  '  known  and  read  of  all  men,'  and  which  every  Grand  Lodge 
may  alter  or  repeal  at  pleasure,  cannot  be  considered  land-marks."  We  heartily 
approve  the  definition,  and  believe,  with  Bro.  Storer,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Con- 
necticut is  quite  as  well  qualified  to  determine  what  are  and  what  are  not  useful  and 
necessary  regulations  for  the  good  government  of  the  Craft  in  that  jurisdiction,  as 
was  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  in  the  year  1721.  He  "  hopes  yet  to  see  common 
sense  acknowledged  as  a  '  land-mark  '  in  Masonry."  We  think,  however,  that  he  gets 
a  little  beyond  the  outer  border  of  that  good  land-mark  in  his  advocacy  of  wooden  legs. 
Bro.  Storer's  head  is  evidently  in  good  condition,  and  we  trust  that  his  health  is  so 
restored  that  he  may  claim  the  sound  mind  in  sound  body,  and  that  his  physical  as 
well  as  his  mental  "  qualifications  "  will  pass  muster,  even  among  his  brethren  of 
Rhode  Island. 

It  was  announced  by  the  Grand  Master  that  the  second  volume  of  the  "  Records 
of  Freemasonry  in  the  State  of  Connecticut"  was  then  ready  for  delivery,  bringing 
the  history  of  the  Order  in  that  State  down  to  1854.  The  two  volumes  contain  over 
1000  pages,  and  are  furnished  for  the  moderate  sum  of  five  dollars,  or  the  whole  in 
one  volume  for  four  dollars.  There  are  sixty-four  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  with  an 
estimated  membership  of  three  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-five;  the  number 
of  initiations  during  the  year  being  five  hundred  and  five.  All  the  Grand  Officers 
were  reelected. 

DISTRICT    OF  COLUMBIA. 

The  Annual  Communication  for  the  year  1860  was  held  at  Washington,  commenc- 
ing on  the  sixth  day  of  November,  — the  M.\  W.\  George  C.  Whiting,  Grand  Mas- 
ter, presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Gustavus  A.  Schwarzmax  being  Grand  Secretary 
All  the  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  eleven  in  number,  weie  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  very  short,  and  he  seems  not  to  be  altogether 
in  favor  of  the  custom  requiring  Grand  Masters  to  deliver  addresses  —  declaring  it  a 
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practice  which  "  would  be  generally  more  honored  in  the  breach  than  the  observ- 
ance." He  alludes,  with  great  feeling,  to  the  then  threatening  political  difficulties, 
and  hopes  much  from  the  "  million  of  good  and  true  Masons  "  "  scattered  from  ocean 
to  ocean  and  from  gulf  to  lake,"  who  had  learned  and  should  practice  the  precepts 
of  Masonry;  —  "  to  be  peaceful  citizens,  true  to  the  government  —  not  to  countenance 
disloyalty,  but  patiently  submit  to  legal  authority,  and  conform  with  cheerfulness  to 
the  government  of  the  country  in  which  they  live." 

A  form  for  installation  of  Grand  Officers,  prepared  by  Past  Grand  Master  Benj. 
B.  French,  was  adopted,  which,  with  some  additions  and  omissions,  would  serve  as 
well  in  California  as  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  They  believe  in  "  inherent  rights," 
and  provide  against  their  abuse.  The  representative  system  was  adopted,  and  Bro. 
French  was  received  as  the  accredited  representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Louisiana.  His  address  upon  the  occasion,  and  the  reply  of  Grand  Master  Whiting, 
are  truly  eloquent  and  happy. 

The  proceedings  of  the  North  American  Congress  are  given  in  full.  Bro.  French 
was  chairman  of  the  committee  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  and  reported  ad- 
versely. Of  the  Congress  he  says  :  "  It  is  now  a  well-established  fact  that  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  United  States  have  no  sympathy  whatever  in  the  formation  of  a  gen- 
eral Grand  Lodge,  or  any  governing  head  of  Craft  Masonry;  and,  although  I  was 
once  among  those  most  ardent  for  such  governing — or  at  least  appellate  —  body, 
upon  full  reflection  I  have  changed  my  views,  and  am  now  in  favor  of  the  sovereign- 
ty of  every  Grand  Lodge,  in  its  own  jurisdiction  ;  but  still  always  ready  to  counsel 
with  its  sister  Grand  Lodges  as  to  the  general  good  of  our  ancient  and  sublime  in- 
stitution." 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  made  no  report  except  upon  the  border  dif- 
ficulties of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine.  Our  down-east  brethren  are  fully  sustained 
by  the  committee. 

At  the  Semi-Annual  Communication  in  May,  1860,  the  Grand  Secretary  reports 
the  expulsion  of  Bro.  T.  H.  Baird,  Jr.,  Senior  Grand  Warden,  for  gross  unmasonic  con 
duct.  The  vacancy  thus  created  was  filled  by  the  appointment  and  installation  of 
Bro.  G.  W.  Turpin. 

On  the  twenty-second  of  February,  a  Special  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  called  to  take  part  in  the  dedication  of  Mills'  equestrian  statue  of  Washington. 
The  Grand  Master  declared  the  pedestal  "  well  formed,  true,  and  trusty,"  and  the 
Grand  WTardens  and  Deput}7  Grand  Master  poured  upon  it  the  corn,  wine,  and  oil. 
The  Grand  Master  then  turned  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  at  that  time  Bro. 
James  Buchanan,  a  Past  Master  of  Lancaster  Lodge,  Pa.,  who  stood  by  his  side,  and 
presenting  him  the  gavel,  said  :  '  Mr.  President,  this  gavel,  prepared  expressly  for  the 
purpose,  was  used  by  Washington,  as  President  of  the  Ignited  States,  and  as  Grand 
Master  of  Masons,  pro  tempore,  in  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the  Capitol  of  the  Na- 
tion, on  the  eighteenth  day  of  September,  1793  ;  and  I  have  now  the  honor  of  request- 
ing, in  the  name  of  the  Fraternity,  that  you,  his  brother  and  successor,  will  likewise 
employ  it  in  the  crowning  act  of  dedicating  his  statue." 

The  President,  receiving  the  gavel,  addressed  the  assembly  as  follows  :  — 

"  Fellow-Citizens  :  I  accept  the  auspicious  omen  now  presented  to  us  in  this  calm 
sunset,  almost  without  a  cloud.  The  early  part  of  the  day  was  boisterous.  Many 
accidents  also  occurred  to  delay  the  progress  and  the  completion  of  these  ceremo-  ! 
nies,  but  these  unfortunate  occurrences  have  terminated,  as,  I  thank  God,  lias  always 
been  the  case  in  the  history  of  our  country.  If  storms  and  tempests  beset  us  in  the 
morning,  the  end  of  the  day  is  still  clear,  bright,  and  animating.  Such,  I  trust,  will 
ever  be  the  issue  of  the  gloom  and  darkness  that  for  a  season  appear  to  envelop  as. 
The  honorable  and  important  duty  has  been  assigned  to  me  of  dedicating  this  statue 
of  Washington,  which  is  a  noble  production  of  native  American  genius.  This  wel- 
come and  grateful  task  I  now  proceed  to  perform.  Standing  here  on  this  beautiful 
and  commanding  position,  surrounded  by  the  Senators  and  Representatives  of  all  the 
States  of  the  Confederacy,  and  by  a  vast  assemblage  of  our  fellow-citizens,  civil  and 
military — in  full  view  of  the  noble  Potomac,  which  Washington  loved  <<>  well,  and  of 
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the  shores  of  the  ancient  Commonwealth  which  gave  him  birth  —  I  now  solemnly  ded- 
icate this  statue  to  the  immortal  memory  of  the  Father  of  his  country.  *  *  *  May 
the  God  of  our  fathers  preserve  the  Constitution  and  the  Union  for  ages  yet  to  come. 
May  they  stand  like  the  everlasting  hills,  against  which  the  tempests  from  every 
quarter  of  the  heavens  shall  beat  in  vain.  In  a  word,  may  they  endure  so  long  as 
the  name  of  Washington  shall  be  honored  and  cherished  among  the  children  of 
men." 

Among  the  standing  resolutions,  Ave  notice  one,  adopted  in  1848,  in  regard  to 
physical  qualifications  of  candidates,  which  would  indicate  that  our  brethren  of  the 
District  do  not  insist  that  all  who  seek  admission  to  our  temple  must  be  "  perfect 
youths."  The  resolution  reads,  "  that  when  the  deformity  of  the  candidate  is  not 
such  as  to  prevent  him  from  being  instructed  in  the  mysteries  of  the  Craft,  the  ad- 
mission will  not  be  an  infringement  of  the  ancient  land-marks,  but  will  be  perfectly 
consistent  with  the  spirit  of  Freemasonry."  An  effort  was  made  to  assign  to  each 
Lodge  a  separate  territorial  jurisdiction,  and  to  prohibit  them  from  receiving  applica- 
tions for  degrees  from  persons  residing  outside  of  their  respective  jurisdictions.  The 
Committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  made  an  able  report  in 
favor  of  the  proposed  change,  but  the  resolutions  introduced  by  them  were  indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

There  are  eleven  Lodges  in  the  District,  with  a  membership  of  eight  hundred  and 
forty.  Ninety-nine  were  initiated  during  the  year  ;  and  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

GEORGIA. 

The  Annual  Communication  for  the  year  1860  was  held  at  Macon,  commencing  on 
the  thirty-first  day  of  October,  — the  Mr.  W.\  William  S.  Rockwell,  Grand  Mas- 
ter, presiding,  and  the  E.\  W.\  Simri  Rose  being  Grand  Secretary.  Two  hundred 
and  eleven  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Rockwell  is  a  very  able  and  excellent  one.  He 
congratulates  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  harmony  of  the  Craft — no  note  of  discord  hav- 
ing come  officially  to  his  notice.  He  expresses  a  decided  opinion  that  the  installa- 
tion of  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  by  proxy  is  not  permissible  ;  that,  in  the  absence  of 
the  Master,  the  Wardens  may  and  should  preside,  though  a  Past  Master  of  the  Lodge 
be  present ;  and  that,  in  the  absence  of  the  Master  and  Wardens,  a  Lodge  cannot  be 
opened  for  work,  though  the  Constitution  of  that  Grand  Lodge,  by  implication,  au- 
thorizes a  Past  Master  of  the  Lodge  to  preside  at  regular  meetings  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business,  in  the  absence  of  those  officers.  He  says  :  "  Tt  has  been  considered 
by  eminent  authorities  in  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  that  the  reason  why  a  Lodge  can 
not  be  opened  for  work,  in  the  absence  of  the  Master  and  Wardens,  is  to  be  found 
in  the  fact,  that  the  charter  or  warrant  is  delivered  to  those  officers  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  and,  being  presumptively  in  their  custody,  if  opened  without  their 
presence,  the  assembly  would  lack  the  authority  which  makes  it  a  Lodge.  In  this 
opinion  I  also  concur."  That  is  good  logic  and  good  sense  ;  but  do  our  Georgia 
brethren  consider  the  transaction  of  business,  at  regular  meetings,  of  less  moment 
than  conferring  degrees?  To  us,  it  seems  that,  if  any  distinction  is  to  be  made,  it 
should  be  to  require  greater  strictness  at  the  business  meetings  of  the  Lodge,  than  at 
those  assembled  for  work  ;  and  that  a  Lodge  should  not  be  opened  at  any  time,  or  for 
any  purpose,  unless  either  the  Master  or  one  of  his  Wardens  be  present.  The  elec- 
tion of  candidates  is  surely  as  important  as  conferring  degrees.  To  Chapter  Past 
Masters,  as  such,  he  very  properly  allows  no  place  or  authority  in  the  Lodge.  He 
decided  that,  under  their  regulations,  the  Senior  Grand  Warden  could  not  act  as 
Master  of  his  Lodge,  and  we  suppose  the  same  rule  would  apply  to  all  the  elected 
officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Ahimon  Rezon  of  Georgia  may  forbid  an  officer  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  hold  any  office  in  a  subordinate  Lodge,  but  we  can  see  no  good 
reason  for  the  rule  — no  good  reason  why  the  Grand  Master  even  may  not  be  Master 
of  his  Lodge,  if  the  brethren  choose  to  elect  him,  and  he  is  willing  to  serve. 
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The  question  having  'been  asked  of  the  Grand  Master,  "  What  majority  of  the 
Lodge  is  necessary  to  restore  to  membership  one  who  is  under  sentence  of  suspen- 
sion ?'"  lie  decided  that  Masonic  majority  means  two  thirds.  The  chief  reason  assigned 
for  the  decision  is,  that  "  three  make  a  Lodge,5'  and  a  majority  of  three  is  two  thirds. 
The  rule  is  a  good  one  to  require  a  two-thirds  vote  to  suspend  or  restore,  but  we  are 
unable  to  see  why  the  word  •'  majority  "  has  or  should  have  any  different  meaning  in 
Masonry,  from  that  which  it  has  elsewhere.  If  there  is  a  point  in  the  argume  t,  we 
are  too  thick-headed  to  see  it.  He  commends  the  course  of  Hamilton  Lodge,  Xo.oS, 
in  requiring  that  the  brother  nominated  as  Master  of  a  new  Lodge  under  dispensa- 
tion, should  appear  and  approve  himself  qualified  to  confer  the  degrees  and  deliver 
the  lectures,  before  that  Lodge  would  recommend.  If  Lodges  every-whf-re  would 
adopt  the  same  rule,  and  require  an  exemplification,  in  open  Lodge,  of  the  compe- 
tency and  fitness  of  the  proposed  Master,  the  prospect  for  good  work  would  be  much 
better  than  now.  The  question  was  asked,  "  Which  glove  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
grave  of  a  deceased  brother?"  Grand  Master  Rockwell  answered  :  "  The  right/' 
Explaining  why  he  so  decided,  he  presented  a  long,  learned,  and  very  instructive  dis- 
sertation upon  the  histoiy  and  symbol  sm  of  the  glove  and  apron,  which,  did  our  space 
permit,  would  be  copied  entire,  for  the  benefit  of  those  of  our  brethren  who  may  be 
curious  to  know  the  why  and  wherefore  of  our  time-honored  ceremonies. 

The  State  is  divided  into  four  districts,  for  each  of  which  a  Deputy  Grand  Master 
is  elected,  and  is  expected  to  do  a  good  deal  of  honest  hard  work,  and  make  report 
thereof.  The  R.\  W.\  Samuel  D.  Irvin,  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  the  first  district,  re- 
grets that  professional  engagements  prevented  him  from  doing  all  that  his  inclination 
and  sense  of  dut}T  prompted  ;  yet  he  traveled  six  hundred  and  eighty-nine  miles  in 
buggy,  and  three  hundred  by  rail-road,  in  his  visitation  of  Lodges  —  everywhere  being 
received  with  true  Masonic  greeting  and  hospitality,  and  listened  to  with  marked  at- 
tention. He  found  the  Craft  in  good  condition,  but  complains  that  the  non-attend- 
ance of  members  and  non-payment  of  dues  is  a  crying  evil.  In  regard  to  dimitted 
Masons,  he  says  :  "  These  drones  are  anxious  to  be  seen  about  the  hive  at  swarming 
time,  nor  do  they  hesitate  on  such  occasions  to  consume  their  full  share  of  the  good 
things  provided  by  their  more  industrious  brethren."  Some  he  found  in  arrears  for 
dues  one,  two,  and  three  years.  We  should  make  short  work  with  all  such.  If  they 
are  worthy  and  unable  to  pay,  remit  their  dues  ;  if  able  to  pay,  and  mean  enough  to 
neglect  or  refuse,  after  notice  to  pay,  cut  them  off.  They  did  not  come  in  at  the 
right  door  ;  and  the  sooner  we  find  the  right  door  to  show  them  out, the  better.  Out- 
side, they  may  learn  to  appreciate  the  benefits  of  the  institution,  and  be  willing  to  be 
live  men  within  it.  We  have  tried  it,  and  find  it  to  work  well.  Our  brethren  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  may  not  find  it  in  their  hearts  to  suspend  for  non-payment  of 
dues,  because  they  find  no  warrant  for  it  in  the  ancient  Constitutions  ;  and  our  breth- 
ren of  Rhode  Island  may  have  such  a  tender  regard  for  the  weakness  of  our  humani- 
ty, that  they  will  not  impose  any  tax  of  any  kind,  and  may  be  willing  to  honor  one 
who,  during  a  long  life,  has  utterly  ignored  the  existence  of  the  institution  and  neg- 
lected all  its  duties,  equally  with  one  who  has  been  true  and  faithful  to  the  end  ;  but 
we  find  it  written  in  our  Constitution,  that  Masons  should  be  members  of  Lodges, 
and,  having  the  ability,  should  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  institution,  and  to 
the  relief  of  worthy  brethren  in  distress  ;  and,  if  they  will  not  do  it,  that  they  should 
not  be  allowed  in,  or  to  come  about,  the  hive  "  at  swarming  *r  or  other  time,  to  con- 
sume our  good  things.  Peihaps  we  should  do  good  for  evil  all  the  days  of  our  lives, 
and  bear  and  forbear  with  the  non-affiliating  and  non-paying;  but  we  are  trj 
more  worldly  course,  and,  as  we  think,  a  more  practical  and  efficacious  one. 

Of  the  Female  College  at  Covington,  Bros.  Sauiel  D.  Irvin,  an  1  Samuel  Lawk; 
Deputy  Grand  Masters  for  the  first  and  third  districts,  speak  in  the  most  glowing  Ur.i  s. 
Bro.  Lawrexce  says :    "  My  interest  in  this  institution  grows  with  it<  growth  and 
strengthens  with  its  strength.    It  this  da}'  reflects  more  favorably  on  the  wisdom  and 
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the  charity  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia  than  all  her  other  undertakings  together. 
May  ifcontinue  to  grow  and  strengthen,  until  the  State,  filled  with  the  living  fruits 
of  the  enlightened  policy  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  fostering  this  institution,  shall  own 
from  her  mountains  to  her  sea-board  that  Freemasonry  is  not  an  idle  thing."  From 
the  report  of  the  President  we  learn  that  the  number  of  students  for  the  year  was 
one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  —  number  of  teachers,  ten — number  of  graduates, 
twenty-five.  The  Grand  Lodge  has  five  scholars  who  are  under  its  immediate  protec- 
tion. We  rejoice  to  learn  that  one  Masonic  College  has  proved  a  success,  and  hope 
that  this  Female  College  may  continue,  during  all  the  coming  years,  to  prosper  and 
make  glad  the  hearts  of  the  brethren  who  so  lovingly  and  zealously  foster  and  cherish  it. 

Bro.  Geo.  L.  Barry,  chairman  of  the  committee,  presented  a  well  written  Report 
on  Correspondence,  of  fifty-six  pages.  The  proceedings  of  thirty-four  Grand  Lodges 
are  carefully  reviewed,  and  criticised  in  a  kindly  and  fraternal  spirit.  Bro.  Barry 
wields  the  pen  of  a  ready  writer,  and  among  all  the  reports  that  we  have  read,  we 
find  none  that  exhibits  more  patient  and  careful  study  and  preparation  than  his.  He 
is  not  an  admirer  of  all  the  so-called  ancient  landmarks  —  believes  that  Grand 
Lodges  have  the  authority  to  determine  some  things  for  themselves,  and  that  Masons 
of  this  day  can  as  wisely  and  prudentially  determine  in  regard  to  the  things  that  per- 
tain to  their  own  government,  as  could  those  who  assembled  in  Stationers'  Hall  in 
1721.  His  faith  in  Barney,  and  the  Webb  icork,  is  not  saving,  and  from  time  to  time 
he  lets  fly  a  shaft  at  those  who  claim  to  have  and  teach  it,  as  it  was  delivered  to  the 
fathers.  In  regard  to  committees  of  investigation,  he  says  well:  "We  have  been 
taught  that  it  is  intended  to  give  the  Lodge  full  instruction  as  to  the  fitness  of  the 
candidate  for  the  benefits  of  Masonry  — '  to  diligently  inquire,  and  true  presentment 
make.'  The  idea  that  a  committee  may  —  nay,  under  circumstances,  are  bound 
to  —  make  a  favorable  report,  and  then  reject  the  candidate  through  the  ballot-box, 
is  in  our  opinion  derogatory  of  the  stern  morality  and  honesty  of  Masonry.  It  may 
be  resorted  to  in  Lodges  in  which  secrecy  and  mutual  confidence  are  not  regarded 
as  virtues,  but  it  is  never  tolerated  in  a  just  and  perfect  Lodge."  That  is  good  doc- 
trine, and  well  put.  Let  committees  do  their  work  faithfully,  for  the  honor  of  the 
Craft,  and  then,  if  there  be  any  in  the  Lodge  in  so  leaky  a  condition  that  they  can  not 
hold  a  secret,  send  them  out  for  repairs.  Bro.  Barry  would  have  but  one  ballot  for 
the  three  degrees,  and  he  argues  the  case  so  much  to  our  satisfaction,  that  we  give 
it  entire. 

"Of  what  earthly  use,  we  ask,  are  committees  of  investigation  into  the  char- 
acter of  candidates,  if  three  ballotings  are  necessary  to  determine  their  qualifica- 
tion for  Masonry?  Must  one,  initiated  into  the  mysteries,  be  staged  in  his  advance- 
ment until  further  inquiry  can  be  made  as  to  his  former  character,  traits,  and  habits  of 
temper  and  lile  ?  Why  may  not  these  be  diligently  and  thoroughly  investigated  by 
the  committee  ?  Before  a  man  can  be  made  a  Mason,  in  any  icett  regulated  Lodge,  he 
must  have  resided  within  its  jurisdiction  sufficiently  long  for  a  full  development  of  his 
traits  and  habits  of  temper  and  lile  ;  and  if  these  are  not  known  to  the  committee, 
they  have  nothing  upon  which  to  base  a  favorable  report.  A  separate  ballot  for 
each  degree  can  only  be  rendered  necessary  upon  the  assumption  that  three  investi- 
gations must  be  made  before  the  qualifications  of  the  candidate  can  be  known." 

Bro.  Barry  is  sometimes  unnecessarily  severe  in  his  retorts,  but  his  report  is  just 
such  an  one   as  we  like  to  read  —  independent  and  straight-forward  —  and  the  doc- 
trines advanced  meet  our  hearty  concurrence. 
The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

ILLINOIS. 

The  twenty-first  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  held  at  Spring- 
field, commencing  on  the  first  day  of  October,  1861  —  the  M. .  W.'.  Ira  A.  W.  Buck, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.'.  Harman  G.  Reynolds  being  Grand 
Secretary.    Two  hundred  and  seventeen  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  advises  that  Lodges  be  allowed  to  consolidate  whenever  their 
interests  would  be  advanced  thereby  —  especially,  to  avoid  the  evil  consequences 
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likely  to  result  from  the  surrender  or  forfeiture  of  charters.  "  Several  years  since/ 
he  says,  "  Lodges  were  instituted  at  points  that  seemed  likely  to  increase  and  thrive, 
but  which,  since  the  building  up  of  railroad  towns,  are  falling  into  decay.  Enterpris- 
ing men  soon  leave  such  places,  and  drones  never  build  up  Lodges.  And  along  our 
lines  of  railroad,  Lodges  have  been  created  too  near  each  other.*'  The  Grand  Lodge 
acted  upon  the  advice,  and  authorized  the  consolidation  of  two  or  more  Lodges,  with 
the  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  members  of  the  Lodges  ;  and  the  new  Grand  Master 
urges  Lodges  in  the  cities  and  towns  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  granted,  that 
so  they  may  be  the  better  prepared  to  meet  hard  times  if  they  come.  Brethren  out- 
side the  jurisdiction,  and  brethren  within  it,  had  discovered  that  the  work  and  lectures, 
as  there  practiced,  were  not  the  pure  article,  and  were  willing  to  sacrifice  their  own 
personal  interests  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  their  true,  ancient,  and  accepted  work, 
and  they  had  made  up  their  minds  that  it  should  be  introduced.  To  effect  this  very  laud- 
able design,  they  had  resorted  to  some  of  the  wire-pulling  tricks  adopted  by  politicians 
of  the  "  meaner  sort"  —  had  laid  their  plans  to  elect  suitable  representatives  to  the 
Grand  Body,  and  then  elect  a  Grand  Master  whose  head  would  be  right,  and  so  do 
good  to  the  Craft  in  that  jurisdiction  whether  they  were  willing  or  not.  The  plan  of 
operations  was  excellent,  the  object  in  view  most  praiseworthy,  but  in  the  execution  it 
failed,  as  very  many  projects  do.  The  Grand  Master,  who  was  to  know  nothing  of  it, 
by  some  accident  or  other  discovered  the  whole  thing,  and  with  his  accustomed 
energy  set  to  work  to  persuade  his  brethren  that  they  should  be  obedient  to  the 
regulations  of  their  own  Grand  Lodge,  which,  in  1846,  "  adopted  the  system  of  work 
in  use  in  Massachusetts,  Maine,  Vermont,  Xew  Hampshire,  Connecticut,  and  Rhode 
Island,"  to  which  it  had  since  adhered.  He  says  "  the  same  system,  varying  but  lit- 
tle in  language,  is  also  in  use  in  Michigan,  Iowa,  and  Missouri.  In  its  main  features 
and  essentials,  it  corresponds  with  the  work  taught  in  Ohio  and  Xew  York.  I  am  of 
opinion  that  it  is  now  time  to  enforce  its  teachings  and  use  in  every  Lodge."  To  in- 
sure uniformity  in  the  teaching  of  the  Grand  Lecturers,  he  called  them  together  at 
Springfield  "  to  harmonize  their  work  ;"  and  found  that  but  "  few  differences  existed, 
and  those  only  in  words.  Not  one  idea  or  principle  was  changed ;  "  and  so  he 
sent  them  out  again  to  their  labors.  The  Grand  Secretary  also  he  sent  out  to  the 
eartern  portion  of  the  State,  "  to  call  meetings  and  rehearse  the  ritual  in  a  catecheti- 
cal form."  From  all  the  information  he  could  obtain,  he  concludes  that  nine  tenths 
of  the  Lodges  in  the  State  have  the  work  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  "  so  far  as 
they  have  work  at  all."  He  evidently  believes  it  good,  and  does  not  appreciate  the 
unselfish  labors  of  those  brethren  who  would  teach  the  only  Simon-pure  work.  He 
says  of  them  :  "  Our  numbers,  both  in  Lodges  and  members  —  our  dignity  and  self- 
respect —  forbid  the  idea  that  we  are  to  be  made  the  sport  and  the  victims  of  Mason- 
ic inventors  and  hireling  agents.  We  have  learning,  talents,  philosophy,  and  ritual, 
among  ourselves,  and  it  would  in  every  sense  be  derogatory  to  us  and  to  our  reputa- 
tion as  a  body,  to  permit  such  things  to  be  done."  He  did  not  permit  it,  and  his  suc- 
cessor enjoins  "  upon  all  Lodges  and  brethren  to  receive,  practice,  and  work  the  rit- 
ual and  lectures  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois,  as  taught  by  its  regularly  appointed 
Grand  Lecturers."  The  missionary  brethren  will  doubtless  be  advised  and  confine 
their  labors  to  districts  where  error  is  more  easily  uprooted,  and  where  the  good  seed 
sown  may  find  a  more  congenial  soil  and  not  quite  so  many  tares  to  choke  it  out. 
In  regard  to  our  present  national  difficulties,  the  Grand  Master  seems  to  us  to  have 
suggested  the  only  wise  policy  for  Masons,  as  such,  to  pursue.    He  says  :  — 

"  It  is  my  opinion,  brethren,  that  we  will  only  embarrass  ourselves  by  meddling 
with  the  subject.  The  matter  has  assumed  too  vast  proportions,  and  is  in  too  bei 
erent  a  condition,  for  a  peaceful  society  to  meddle  with  at  present.  Let  us  endeavor 
so  to  conduct  ourselves,  and  to  so  live  and  act  out  the  principles  of  Masonry,  that 
when  the  time  comes  for  us  to  interpose,  we  may  be  found  ready  to  act  in  tiiis  all- 
important  matter." 

The  time  for  peace  congresses  and  conventions,  whether  conducted  by  Masons  01 
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citizens,  has  long  gone  by;  and  we  doubt  ver}'  much  the  policy  or  propriety  of  Ma- 
sonic interference  in  political  troubles  at  any  time.  As  citizens,  we  can  and  should 
do  our  whole  duty  to  our  government.  The  most  distinguished  Masons  of  the  South 
are  actively  engaged  in  the  rebellion.  They  did  not  enter  into  it  without  knowledge, 
and  it  would  be  idle  to  suppose  that  such  men  as  Pike  and  English  of  Arkansas, 
Neill  of  Texas,  Fellows  of  Louisiana,  Buist  and  Mackey  of  South  Carolina,  Rock- 
well and  Rope  of  Georgia,  Hillyer  of  Mississippi,  and  Dove  of  Virginia,  will  aban- 
don the  cause  they  have  deliberately  espoused  because  their  northern  brethren  ad- 
vise them  that  it  is  wrong,  and  beg  them  to  return  to  duty.  The  southern  States  have 
rebelled  against  their  government,  under  a  specious  pretense  of  right ;  and  they  have 
chosen  the  wager  of  battle,  to  determine  that  right.  If  our  brethren  in  the  North 
would  assist  in  restoring  them  to  right  reason,  and  bringing  them  back  to  their  alle- 
giance and  their  duty,  the  only  effectual  way  is  to  buckle  on  their  armor,  like  men, 
and  go  forth  to  the  battle.  The  time  for  compromise  will  come,  but  it  will  not  come 
until  the  rebellion  shall  have  been  quelled,  and  it  shall  be  known  and  understood  that 
we  have  a  Federal  Government  whose  just  authority  must  be  respected. 

Death  had  been  busy  among  the  faithful  and  distinguished  of  the  Craft.  Short  bi- 
ographical sketches  of  five  are  given  by  the  Grand  Master  —  of  James  W.  Whitney, 
who  assisted  at  the  formation  of  the  old  Grand  Lodge  in  December,  1822, —  Henry 
H.  Snow,  Deputy  Grand  Master  from  1824  to  1827,  when  the  old  Grand  Lodge  yielded 
to  the  pressure  of  the  times  and  quietly  gave  up  the  ghost,  —  William  M.  Beck,  the 
quiet,  zealous  brother,  wise  in  counsel,  prompt  in  action,  —  Nelson  D.  Elwood, 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  State,  —  and  William  C.  Hobbs,  Past 
Grand  Master,  of  whom  it  is  said  "  no  man  could  be  more  beloved  by  those  who  knew 
his  whole  heart,  for  his  hand  and  heart  were  ever  open  to  the  cry  of  the  needy,  the 
wail  of  the  orphan,  the  petition  of  the  poor  or  oppressed.  In  spite  of  repeated  loss- 
es, he  always  found  something  for  the  way-worn  preacher,  the  indigent  Mason,  and 
the  indigent  Mason's  child.  While  no  widow,  no  child  remain  to  heap  flowers  upon 
his  tomb,  there  are  several  educated  young  men  and  women,  now  engaged  in  useful 
pursuits,  who  owe  all  their  prosperity  to  his  bounty."  To  this  list  is  also  added  the 
name  of  Stephen  A.  Douglas,  "  the  People's  Tribune.*' 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  prepared  by  Bro.  Reynolds,  the  Grand  Secreta- 
ry, and  is  very  short.  The  whole  occupies  but  fifteen  pages,  and  contains  the  briefest 
possible  notice  of  the  proceedings  of  thirty-one  Grand  Lodges.  We  can  readily  im- 
agine that  the  Grand  Secretary  of  a  jurisdiction  as  extensive  as  that  of  Illinois,  with 
its  three  hundred  and  fifty  Lodges  and  over  thirteen  thousand  members,  could  find 
very  little  leisure  for  the  preparation  of  a  Report  on  Correspondence,  particularly 
when  he  is  called  upon  to  perform  the  duties  of  Grand  Lecturer  also.  Of  California 
he  says:  "  The  proceedings  are  a  model  for  imitation,  and  the  arrangement  and  me- 
chanical execution  superior  to  any  in  our  knowledge.  Our  Grand  Secretary,  in  these 
respects,  presents  his  beaver  to  his  California  brother."' 

The  M..W.'.  F.  M.  Blair  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Harman 
G.  Reynolds  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

INDIANA. 

The  Annual  Communication  for  the  year  1861  was  held  at  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
commencing  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  May,  and  continuing  four  days  —the  M.\ 
W.\  Alexander  C.  Downey,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  ~R.\  W.\  Francis 
King  being  Grand  Secretary. 

Grand  Master  Downey  advises  his  brethren  well  as  to  their  duties  to  the  Govern- 
ment, and  that  the  discussion  of  national  difficulties  should  have  no  place  in  the 
Lodge.  He  had  granted  seven  dispensations  for  new  Lodges.  Six  others  were  granted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  four  of  them  being  for  military  Lodges  in  the  6th,  7th,  8th  and 
12th  regiments  of  Indiana  Volunteers.  He  recommends  the  preparation  and  publica- 
tion of  a  uniform  code  of  by-laws,  which  should  be  few,  short,  and  explicit,  and  thinks 
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that  many,  if  not  all  the  subordinate  Lodges,  would  adopt  them.  The  labors  of  com- 
mittees on  dispensations  and  charters  would  be  very  materially  lessened  by  the  adop- 
tion of  such  a  code  ;  and,  if  made  obligatory  upon  all  new  Lodges,  there  would  be  hope 
of  uniformity,  in  time.  This  Grand  Lodge  began  long  ago  to  legislate  about  non-affili- 
ation, and  the  Grand  Master  says  their  legislation  "  has  been  productive  of  little  appa- 
rent good.  The  evil  still  exists/'  In  1847  it  was  resolved  that  the  Lodges  might  assess 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  two  dollars  upon  each  non-affiliated  Mason  within  their 
respective  jurisdictions.  They  did  not  do  it.  In  1854  a  regulation,  very  like  our  own, 
was  passed,  declaring  it  the  duty  of  every  Mason  to  be  a  member  of  a  Lodge,  and  if  he 
refused  or  neglected,  for  six  months,  to  affiliate,  he  was  cut  off  from  all  the  benefits 
and  privileges  of  the  Order  — provided  that  one  could,  if  he  chose,  pay  dues  without 
membership.  This  was  not  enforced,  and  "  thus  became  a  dead  letter.':  In  1860,  it 
was  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Lodges  again,  to  grant  or  withhold  benefits,  "  thus 
restoring  the  state  of  things  which  existed  before  the  passage  of  any  regulation  on 
the  subject,  and  leaving  the  Lodges  without  any  other  means  of  constraint  than  the 
affection  of  their  members  for  the  Order  to  retain  them  in  connection."  This  the 
Grand  Master  thinks  "  preferable  to  having  a  regulation  depending  upon  the  subordi- 
nates for  its  enforcement,  which  they  will  not  enforce.''  It  seems  to  us  that  the 
brethren  of  Indiana  exhibit  a  great  deal  of  tender  regard  towards  a  very  undeserv- 
ing class.  The  regulation  of  1854  was  just  and  right.  If  Masons,  having  the  ability, 
refuse  to  assist  in  bearing  the  burdens,  they  can  not  claim,  and  should  not  be  allowed 
to  receive,  the  benefits  of  the  Fraternity.  They  sought  admission  for  unworthy  mo- 
tives, and  the  sooner  they  are  altogether  outside,  the  better. 

Bro.  Rob.  Morris,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Kentucky,  "  was  received  with  Grand 
honors  and  invited  to  a  seat  in  the  East,  from  which  he  briefly  addressed  the  Grand 
Lodge,  in  his  usual  happy  style,  on  the  subject  of  the  duty  of  Masons  in  the  present 
disturbed  condition  of  our  country." 

In  1860,  trfe  State  was  divided  into  eleven  districts,  and  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter selected  for  each  district.  These  District  Deputies  were  directed  to  meet,  to  inves- 
tigate the  different  rituals  and  determine  upon  a  system  of  work  for  that  jurisdiction. 
By  invitation,  Bro.  Morris  met  with  them  and  exemplified  and  explained  his  Webb  work. 
"  Every  portion  was  subjected  to  the  closest  criticism  ;  the  most  exact  analogies  be- 
tween the  three  degrees  were  insisted  upon,  and  nothing  was  taken  for  granted  with- 
out a  rational  explanation."  The  result  of  the  meeting  was  that  the  Board  of  District 
Deputies  found  the  system  of  Webb,  as  thus  taught  to  them,  "  perfect."  "All  be- 
came convinced  that  if  there  was  ever  to  be  a  real  uniformity  amongst  the  Indiana 
Lodges,  it  could  only  be  secured  by  going  hack  to  the  work  and  lectures  of  Webb  — 
the  same,  we  have  every  reason  to  believe,  which  were  the  work  and  lectures  of  In- 
diana, before  innovations  became  so  rife  among  us."  They  adopted  it,  and,  repair- 
ing to  their  districts,  commenced  teaching  it. 

Bro.  Thomas  R.  Austin  presented  the  Report  on  Correspondence,  a  well-written 
document  of  twent}'-five  pages,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  thirty-five  Grand  Lodg- 
es. Bro.  Austin  is  very  zealous  in  his  defence  of  the  Webb-Preston  work,  and  trust* 
that  ere  long,  "  among  all  the  Lodges  throughout  this  great  republic,  on  the  high  hill 
and  in  the  low  dale,  the  ancient  Webb-Preston  language  will  be  the  universal  lan- 
guage of  the  Craft."  He  has  examined  for  himself,  and  is  sure  that  it  is  the  "  only 
genuine  continuation  of  the  old  work  that  is  now  in  vogue  "  —  is  well  satisfied  that  a 
three-hours'  exemplification  of  it,  before  any  American  Grand  Lodge,  would  secure 
its  adoption — that  a  single  rehearsal  of  it,  in  the  hearing  of  any  unprejudiced  Ma- 
son, would  be  sufficient  "to  secure  his  zealous  advocacy  ;  "  yet  it  was  exemplified 
before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire,  but  not  adopted  —  it  was  exemplified  in 
Illinois  and  Minnesota,  but  was  not  adopted.  If,  however,  it  be  true,  as  our  brothel 
intimates,  that,  of  the  two  hundred  and  sixty-four  Lodges  in  Indiana,  no  two  aj 
and  that  her  Past  Grand  Masters  and  Past  Grand  Lecturers  did  each,  in  Ilia  day  of 
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authority,  teach  a  system  of  his  own  and  different  from  every  other,  it  is  surely  im. 
portant  that  they  should  agree  upon  some  system,  and  make  that  the  system  of  work 
for  that  jurisdiction,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others.  As  he  is  very  earnest  in  his  advo- 
cacy of  the  only  system  that  can  stand  "  an  analysis  philological  and  historical,"  he 
shall  tell  hjs  own  story  in  his  own  way  : — 

"  The  importance,  the  essential  importance,  of  having  but  one  system  of  work  and 
lectures  in  all  the  Lodges  of  Indiana,  can  not  be  over-estimated.  The  Grand  Lodge 
of  Indiana  has,  from  the  first,  ever  and  uniformly  admitted  it.  At  its  session  at  Jef- 
fersonville,  September  thirteenth,  1820,  the  Grand  Lodge  being  but  four  years  estab- 
lished, it  was 

"  Resolved,  That  it  is  inconsistent  with  the  principles  of  the  Order  to  grant  charters 
to  new  Lodges  until  the  Grand  Lodge  is  satisfied  that  she  can  with  safety  devolve  up- 
on them  '  the  important  trust  of  teaching  the  science  of  Masonry  in  its  pure  and  class- 
ical principles.' 

"  This  was  a  noble  testimony,  in  that  early  day,  to  the  great  truth  your  committee 
is  now  considering.  Two  years  before,  the  Constitution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
directed  '  that  all  the  plans,  problems  and  positions  worked  by  the  Lodges  of  Indiana, 
shall  be  executed  agreeably  to  the  ancient  landmarks,  usages  and  customs  of  Masonry. 
And  since  that  day  the  Grand  Longe  has  ever  insisted  upon  this,  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciple of  Masonry.  How,  then,  your  committee  would  enquire,  how  is  it  that  there  is 
such  confusion  in  the  temple  '(  How  is  it  that  no  two  of  our  Lodges  have  been 
working  alike?  How  is  it  that  our  past  officers,  even  our  Past  Grand  Masters  and 
Past  Grand  Lecturers,  have  been  teaching  rituals  so  diverse,  so  variant,  in  many 
essential  parts,  with  each  other,  that  the  traveling  brother  who,  in  a  spirit  of  meek- 
ness and  personal  improvement,  knocks  at  the  doors  of  Lodges  as  a  visitor,  finds  his 
examination  either  so  novel  as  to  confuse  or  annoy  him,  or  so  superficial  as  to  disgust 
him  ?  The  answers  to  these  questions  we  leave  to  the  Masonic  historian  ;  ours  be  the 
task  of  pointing  out  the  remedy  to  these  stupendous  evils.  That  remedy  —  there  is 
but  one  —  is  found  in  discarding  all  local  teachings,  ignoring  all  personal  feelings, 
and  looking  back  for  the  old  teachings,  as  the  platform  of  Masonic  instruction.  We 
know  that  every  Lecturer  claims  to  have  '  the  old  work.'  We  are  well  aware  that  the 
man  who  last  altered  what  his  hands  should  have  palsied  before  touching,  claims  most 
stoutly  of  all,  his  possession  of  the  genuine  system.  But  we  are  becoming  exceed- 
ingly skeptical  of  such  claims.  When  two  men  teach  different  rituals,  only  one  can 
be  right,  and  both  may  be  wrong.  When  five  hundred  systems  are  in  vogue,  as  in 
this  country,  only  one  of  them  can  possibly  be  right.  We  therefore  turn  a  deaf  ear 
to  such  claims,  and  look  and  examine  for  ourselves." 

Having  looked  and  examined  for  himself,  he  is  firmly  convinced  that  the  Webb- 
Preston  work  is  the  Simon-pure  work,  because  Bro.  Morris  exemplified  it,  and  it 
stood  the  test  —  because  many  distinguished  brethren  use  and  teach  it — because  it 
agrees  pretty  nearly  with  the  systems  in  use  in  Scotland  and  Ireland  —  and  last,  be- 
cause it  is  the  only  system  now  in  use  in  two  or  more  Grand  Lodges  in  this  country. 
Full  Jive  hundred  different  systems  practiced,  each  essentially  different  from  the 
other,  and  all  wTong  but  Bro.  Morris'  Webb's  Preston's  wrork !  We  congratulate 
our  brethren  of  Indiana  on  the  timely  discovery  of  the  true  work,  and  hope  that  the 
two  hundred  and  sixty-four  different  systems,  practiced  in  that  State,  may  be  speed- 
ily discarded,  and  the  one  true  system  adopted  ;  and  that  visiting  brethren  may  no 
more  be  confused,  annoyed,  or  disgusted  by  the  novelty  or  superficiality  of  exam- 
inations. 

A  resolution  was  passed  declaring  "  that  the  true  and  only  Badge  of  a  Mason  is 
1  the  white  Lambskin  Apron,'  trimmed  with  blue,11  and  requiring  the  Lodges  to  use  it 
in  all  their  public  processions.  It  was  also  resolved  "  that  itisunmasonic,  and  there- 
fore condemned  and  disapproved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  brethren  in  our  juris- 
diction, with  the  aid  of  persons  without  the  jurisdiction,  to  form  secret  organizations 
for  the  purpose  of  compelling  this  Grand  Lodge  to  adopt  any  particular  form  of 
work,  controlling  its  elections  or  appropriations  of  its  charity  or  other  funds." 

The  M.\  W.\  Thomas  R.  Austin  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  Rr.Wl:  Fran- 
cis King  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

KENTUCKY. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  1861  was  held  at 
the  City  of  Louisville,  commencing  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  October,  and  contin- 
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aing  four  days — the  M.\  W.\  Lewis  Landbam,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the 
/?.-.  W.\  J.  M.  S.  McCorkle  being  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  fourteen  Lodges 
were  represented. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  opens  with  the  following  remarks  upon  the  pe- 
culiar circumstances  of  their  meeting  : — 

"  We  have  met  under  circumstances  of  a  peculiar  character.    Our  beloved  Com- 
monwealth is  the  theatre  of  civil  strife  :  and  where,  a  few  months  since,  all  was 
peace  and  quiet,  the  stirring  drum  and  deep-mouthed  cannon  now  breathe  forth  their 
tones  of  war.    It  is  with  no  ordinary  feelings  of  sadness  that  we  look  upon 
empty  seats,  once  filled  by  brethren  fro:.  State  :   and 

whilst  we  can  but  mourn  the  absence  of  many  of  those  we  have  been  accustomed  to 
meet,  we  can  but  trust  that,  amid  all  the  vicissitudes  of  life,  they  may  ever  prove 
faithful  to  the  trusts  confided  to  their  care.  It  may  be  that  we.  in  common  with  our 
fellow-citizens  have  wandered  from  the  path  of  duty  and  stful  of  our  obli- 

gation to  God,  our  neighbors,  and  ourselves  :  have  failed  to  look  to  that  higher  source 
for  strength,  whence  cometh  all  our  bl  Brethren,  we  have  need  of  help,  and 

whilst  we  thank  the  Author  of  our  being  for  the  t  abundantly 

showered  upon  us,  we  must  humbly  invoke  His  aid  in  this,  our  time  of  troubl 

He  reports  the  issue  by  him,  during  the  year,  of  three  dispensations  for  new 
Lodges.  Of  these,  one  was  at  a  private  house  and  one  at  a  meeting-house.  Funny 
places  are  sometimes  selected  for  Lodge  meetings,  but  if  they  are  well  guarded  and 
well  attended,  perhaps  it  does  not  matter.  He  had  granted  many  dispensat: 
confer  degrees.  The  committee  to  whom  the  address  was  referred  evidently  do  not 
approve  of  such  dispensations  except  in  cases  of  real  emergency.     ]  :  "  Un- 

der the  Constitution  of  the   Grand  L  Kentucky,  the  Grand  Master  has  no 

power  to  grant  dispensations  to  confer  any  degree  until  after  one  lunar  month  has 
expired  since  the  conferring  of  a  previous  degree."     Two  of  the  Lodges  having 
passed  resolutions  expressive  of  their  views  upon  the  political  issues  of  the  * 
and  caused  them  to  be  published  in  the  newspaper-  -      .  very  prop- 

erly, issued  his  circular  to  the  Lodges  warning  them  from  any  such  action 

in  future  ;  for,  he  says,  i;  whilst  the  ri  ery  Mason,  as  an  indi  enjoy 

and  express,  in  a  proper  manner,  his  opinions  upon  all  political  :  ^ques- 

tioned, it  is  a  manifest  departure  from  the  usage  as  well  as  the  policy  of  the  Craft,  to 
enter  the  arena  of  politics  as  Masons,  or  as  Lodges.'1  He  announces  the  death  of 
Bro.  Levi  Tyler,  Past  Grand  Master,  and  of  Bro.  Horace  B.  Oliver,  Senior  Grand 
Deacon,  to  each  of  whom  a  page  of  the  proceedings  is  devo:

which  they  live."

mostly  in  the  mountainous  portions  of  the  State,  and  surely  it  was  but  hoi 
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his  necessary  traveling  expenses.    If  Grand  Masters  are  called  upon  to  give  their 
time,  somebody  ought  to  pay  the  necessary  expenses  of  such  visits. 

Financially,  the  Grand  Lodge  seems  in  excellent  condition.  The  report  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer  shows  available  resources  to  the  amount  of  $32,388  7*2  —$10,000  of 
which  is  in  preferred  stock  of  the  Louisville  Masonic  Temple.  The  committee  on 
the  Grand  Master's  Address  reported  against  army  Lodges,  yet,  on  the  last  day 
of  the  session,  a  petition  being  presented  in  proper  form,  a  dispensation  was  ordered 
to  issue  for  a  Lodge  to  be  attached  to  General  Rousseau's  brigade.  A  list  of  expul- 
sions in  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States  is  given,  and  we  should  be  glad  to 
see  a  like  list  published  from  year  to  year  in  our  own  proceedings. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  wras  presented  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro. 
McCorkle.  It  covers  seventy  pages  of  the  journal,  and  is  written  with  that  vigor 
and  ability  which  characterize  all  his  Masonic  papers.  He  eschews  politics  and 
political  subjects  altogether,  fearing  that  they  may  prove  to  the  Lodges  "  like  the 
apples  of  Sodom  —  though  they  may  appear  very  fair  to  the  eye,  they  can  afford  noth 
ing  but  bitter  ashes  to  the  lips  of  those  who  taste  them.''  Though  "  as  Masons, 
and  acting  in  our  Masonic  capacity,  we  have  no  right  to  promulgate  any  political 
views  whatever,"  still,  we  think  that  even  Bro.  McCorkle  will  admit,  that  there  is  a 
propriety  in  calling  the  attention  of  all  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  to  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  the  Order,  particularly  in  such  times  as  these,  when  they  may 
forget  them ;  and  that  it  is  proper  for  Grand  Masters  aud  Masters  of  subordinate 
Lodges  to  advise  their  brethren,  at  such  times,  of  their  duties  as  laid  down  in  the 
ancient  charges,  to  one  another  and  to  the  Government.  Bro.  McCorkle  is  a  stout 
advocate  of  the  rights  of  Entered  Apprentices  and  Fellow  Crafts  —  would  give  them 
a  voice  in  all  the  business  transactions  of  the  Lodge  —  and  above  all  would  allow  to 
to  them  the  right  to  ballot  for  candidates.  He  finds  it  written,  that  so  it  was  done 
aforetime,  and  concludes  that  so  it  should  be  done  now  ;  but  he  does  not  find  it  writ- 
ten in  any  ancient  law  or  book,  that  the  Grand  Master  "  is  the  embodiment  of  the 
interest,  the  character,  and  immunities  of  the  whole  Craft  in  his  jurisdiction,"  and 
possesses  inherent  rights  and  prerogatives  which  are  above  all  law  and  beyond  all 
control,  as  asserted  by  Grand  Master  Kimiiel  of  Maryland.  He  tells  us  that  he  had 
critically  studied  Halliwell's  manuscript,  supposed  to  have  been  written  about  the 
year  1350,  and  which  is  the  oldest  Masonic  document  extant,  and  he  finds  no  mention 
in  it  of  a  Grand  Master  at  all,  or  of  any  officer  of  like  power  and  authority.  The  an- 
nual assemblies  of  the  Craft  are  spoken  of,  who  must  attend  them,  and  for  what  pur- 
pose they  were  held. 

"  That  every  mayster,  that  ys  a  Mason, 

Most  ben  at  the  generate  congregacyon. 

So  that  he  hyt  resonably  y-tolde 

Where  that  semble  schal  be  holde. 

And  that — 

They  ordeynt  there  a  semble  to  be  holde 
Every  yer,  whersever  they  wolde, 
To  amend  the  defautes,  yef  anywhere  fonde 
Among  the  Craft  withynne  the  londe." 

The  rules  enacted  are  called  "  The  Statutes  ordeynt  by  Kynge  Adelston."  Xo 
mention  is  made  of  Prince  Edwin,  nor  is  any  provision  made  for  the  selection  of  any 
one  to  preside;  and  Brother-  McCorkle  very  naturally  concludes  that  when  "such 
congregation  w^as  held,  some  experienced  brother  was  selected  to  preside  for  the 
occasion,  and  that  such  assembly  agreed  upon  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the 
next." 

"  In  this  manner,"  he  says,  "  when  the  present  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was 
formed  in  1717,  by  the  four  Lodges  in  London,  they  assembled  and  organized  by 
putting  in  the  chair  some  brother  chosen  to  preside  over  their  deliberations,  and 
subsequently  formed  that  Grand  Lodge  and  elected  Anthony  Sayer,  Esq.,  Grand 
Master ;  and  here  originated,  most  probably,  our  modern  Grand  Masters.    Indeed,  we 
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doubt  very  much  whether  there  ever  was  in  England,  or  in  Great  Britain,  before  him, 
a  Grand  Master,  properly  so  called.  We  know  it  has  been  gravely  asserted  in  some 
Masonic  publications  that  St.  Albans  was  the  first  Grand  Master*  of  Masons  in  Eng- 
land, and  a  complete  list  of  succeeding  Grand  Masters,  down  to  Sir  Christopher  Wren, 
has  been  made  out,  but  no  proof  of  its  authenticity  has  ever  been  given." 

There  are  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  but  only  one 
hundred  and  sixty-five  of  them  made  returns  this  year.  The  M:.  W:.  Hiram  Bassett 
was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  B:.  W:.  J.  M.  S.  McCorkle  was  reelected  Grand 
Secretary. 

MAINE. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  1861,  was  held  at 
Portland,  commencing  on  the  seventh  day  of  May  —  the  M.\W.\  Josiah  H.  Drum- 
mond,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  Jt.\W.\  Ira  Berry  being  Grand  Secretary. 
Eighty-six  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  makes  a  very  full  report  of  his  official  acts,  in  a  well  written 
Address,  covering  twelve  pages.  Several  times  he  had  found  occasion "  to  repre- 
hend Masters  of  Lodges  for  permitting  a  discussion  of  rejections."  We  like  the  rule 
that  he  lays  down  for  them,  that  "  no  member  of  a  Lodge  has  a  right  to  say  how  he 
shall  vote,  or  how  he  has  voted,  or  in  any  manner  to  reflect  upon  another's  vote. 
The  Master  of  a  Lodge  should  never  permit  it.''  It  is  enough  that  the  ballot  has  been 
passed,  and  that  some  one  thought  the  candidate  unworthy.  Many  questions  of  juris- 
prudence were  decided  by  h;m  during  the  year,  which  he  reports.  "  so  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  may  pass  upon  them,  and  make  authoritative  decisions."  What  would 
Bro.  McJilton,  of  Maryland,  say  of  such  a  letting  down  of  the  "  inherent"  dignity  of 
the  office  of  Grand  Master  as  that,  —  asking  the  Grand  Lodge  to  consider  his  decis- 
ions, and,  if  approved,  to  make  them  authoritative  for  the  government  of  the  Craft ; 
and  if  not  approved,  to  make  them  of  no  authority  whatever?  Grand  Master  Drum- 
mond  submitted  his  decisions  with  his  reasons  and  authorities  therefor.  All  but  one 
were  approved,  and  that  one  was  referred  to  the  next  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
as  the  committee  sJd  they  had  been  unable  to  give  it  such  consideration  as  i:s  im- 
portance demanded.  The  question  so  referred  was,  whether  it  is  competent  for  a 
Lodge  to  reconsider  a  favorable  ballot.  Grand  Master  Drummond,  after  mature 
consideration,  decided,  not  only  that  the  Lodge  could  reconsider  a  favorable  bal- 
lot, but,  that  reconsideration  was  the  proper  course  when  objections  were  made 
to  the  initiation  of  a  candidate  who  had  been  elected  ;  but  to  save  the  rights  of  all 
parties  interested,  he  directed  an  appeal  to  be  taken  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The 
question,  whether  one  must  serve  as  Warden  before  he  can  be  eligible  to  the  office 
of  Master,  was  discussed  at  considerable  length.  The  Jurisprudence  Committee 
were  of  the  opinion  that  such  service  is  a  necessary  pre-requisite.  The  Grand 
Lodge  thought  otherwise,  and  adopted  the  following  resolution  : — 

"  Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  it  is  not  absolutely  necessary 
that  a  person  serve  as  Warden  in  order  to  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Master  ;  but 
we  recommend  that  Masters  of  Lodges  be  elected  from  those  who  have  served  as 
Wardens,  if  practicable." 

We  should  say  it  was  not  at  all  practicable,  when  the  brethren  were  convinced 
that  the  Warden  was  unfit  for  Master,  and  either  would  not  or  could  not  perform 
the  duties  creditably  and  acceptably. 

From  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Returns,  we  learn  that  one  does  not  be- 
come a  member  of  the  Lodge  in  which  he  receives  his  degrees,  except  by  petition 
for  that  purpose,  afterwards  presented  ;  and  that  nearly  one  half  of  those  initiated 
during  the  year,  had  not  become  members  of  any  Lodge.  The  committee  think 
that  "  if  a  brother  is  worthy  of  the  degrees,  he  is  worthy  of  becoming  a  member 
of  the  Lodge  where  he  receives  them."  He  should  not  only  be  worthy  to  become 
a  member  of  the  Lodge,  but  the  very  act  of  making  him  a  Mason  should  make  him 
a  member  of  the  Lodge  conferring  them.    To  us  it  seems  a  very  dangerous  prao 
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tice  to  allow  Lodges  to  make  Masons  of  such  as  they  would  not  receive  as  mem- 
bers, or  of  such  as  do  not  care  to  become  members  anywhere.  Many,  perhaps,  are 
willing  to  pay  for  their  degrees  to  gratify  an  idle  curiosity.  That  gratified,  their  in- 
terest in  Masonry  ceases.  We  can  spare  all  of  that  kind  without  any  serious  incon- 
venience. Drones  may  be  of  use  somewhere,  but  as  we  know  of  no  use  for  them 
in  the  Masonic  temple,  we  would  throw  them  out  among  the  rubbish. 

A  memorial  relative  to  the  erection  of  a  monument  to  Past  Grand  Master  Robert  P. 
Dunlap  was  received  and  disposed  of,  as  was  a  like  memorial  in  Mississippi,  by  recom- 
mending the  subject  to  the  attention  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and  inviting  voluntary 
contributions  frcm  the  brethren.  The  committee  say:  "  We  doubt  not  that  the  en- 
tire brotherhood  of  our  State  will  deem  it  a  privilege  to  contribute  each  his  mite  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  a  monument  over  the  final  earthly  resting-place  of  our  depart- 
ed brother."  We  trust  that  the  brethren  will  give  liberally  of  their  abundance,  and 
will  raise  a  beautiful  monument  over  the  j)lace  where  the  good  man  sleeps.  If  any 
deserve  marble  monuments  at  the  hands  of  their  brethren,  we  know  of  none  wor- 
thier to  receive  such  posthumous  honors  than  Past  Grand  Masters  Dunlap  and  Quit- 
man, who.  for  many  years,  have  occupied  the  foremost  rank  es  men  and  Masons.  It 
is  well  for  us  to  do  honor  to  the  memory  of  those  who,  in  their  lives,  did  honor  to  us, 
and  deserved  well  of  the  Craft ;  and  particularly  is  it  fitting  to  do  well  what  we  take 
in  hand  to  do.  Still,  the  writer  of  this  is  not  much  in  favor  of  monuments.  They 
seem  very  much  like  the  crape  we  put  on  our  hats,  to  say  to  the  world,  behold  our 
grief!  We  highly  approve  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  refusing  to  contribute 
of  their  funds,  even  in  honor  of  the  most  worthy  dead.  Masonry  hold-  in  loving  re- 
membrance the  names  of  her  dead,  but  hers  is  a  Iking  charity,  and  is  best  bestowed 
for  the  relief  of  the  distress  and  sutfering  of  the  living. 

The  State  is  divided  into  twelve  districts,  and  the  reports  of  the  deputies  show  a 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  —  visiting  the  Lodges,  installing  their  officers, 
examining  their  records,  settling  difficulties,  instructing  in  the  ritual,  advising  such 
as  nee  led  advice,  encouraging  those  that  needed  encouragement,  and  reproving 
those  that  deserved  reproof.  Their  reports  speak  well  for  the  healthful  progress  of 
Masonry  among  our  down-east  brethren. 

Br o.  Cyril  Pearl  presented  the  Repoit  on  Correspondence,  and,  in  his  usual 
happy  st\Tle,  briefly  reviews  the  proceedings  of  thirty-two  Grand  Lodges.  Bro.  Pearl 
was  one  of  the  earliest  and  most  ardent  friends  of  the  North  American  Masonic  Con- 
gress, but  his  Grand  Lodge  indefinitely  postponed  the  election  of  delegates  to  the 
Memphis  Convention.  We  do  not  much  admire  the  plan  of  his  Congress,  but  Ave  do 
admire  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which  he  advocates  and  defends  it. 

The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

MARYLAND. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  meets  semi-annually,  in  May  and  November. 
Your  committee  have  before  them  three  volumes  of  proceedings,  for  May  and  No- 
vember, 1860,  and  May,  1861,  containing  in  all  nine  hundred  and  forty-two  pages. 
The  Reports  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  occupy  six  hundred  and  eleven 
pages !  We  have  read  them  all  carefully,  and  with  much  pica-ure.  Bro.  J.  N.  McJilton, 
chairman  of  the  committee,  does  not,  like  the  Delaware  brethren,  look  at  the  pile  of 
proceedings,  and,  in  awe  of  the  immense  volumes,  turn  away  and  groan  over  the 
herculean  task  assigned  him  He  goes  quietly  to  work,  reads  all,  and  notes  every 
thing  worthy  of  notice.  His  reports  are  long,  but  ably  and  carefully  prepared.  He 
does  not  neglect  the  work  intrusted  to  him,  and,  if  our  Maryland  brethren  are  not 
well  informed  of  all  that  transpires  in  the  Masonic  world,  it  is  because  they  will  not 
read,  for  the  Grand  Lodge  furnishes  a  copy  of  its  proceedings  to  every  affiliated 
Mason  in  the  jurisdiction. 
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In  May  and  November,  1860,  the  3L\  W.\  Anthony  Kimmel,  Grand  Master,  pre- 
sided, the  R.-.  W.\  Joseph  Robinson  being  Grand  Secretary. 

Grand  Master  Kimmel  recommends  the  most  careful  scrutiny  of  the  character  and 
qualifications  of  applicants  for  initiation  into  our  mysteries  ;  and  all  must  agree  with 
him,  that  "  it  is  not  only  requisite  that  the  applicant  should  be  negatively  qualified, 
but  he  should  possess  the  positive  qualifications  of  intelligence,  integrity,  and  perse- 
vering industry,  in  addition  to  the  Masonic  essentials,  before  he  is  allowed  to  become 
a  candidate  for  the  benefits,  privileges,  and  mysteries  of  Freemasonry."  That  is 
good  doctrine  for  us  as  well  as  for  our  brethren  of  Maryland,  and,  though  not  alto- 
gether new,  will  yet  bear  repetition.  We  should  not  only  be  able  to  say,  of  every 
petitioner,  that  we  know  nothing  against  him,  but  that  we  do  know  something  for 
him, —  that  he  is  a  good  man  and  is  worthy  and  well  qualified  to  become  a  useful 
and  good  Mason.  It  has  been  well  said,  by  some  one  of  our  brethren,  that  our 
Lodges  are  not  intended  for  schools  of  reform.  The  vicious,  the  good-for-nothing, 
the  know-nothing,  the  do-nothing,  have  no  business  within  a  Lodge  of  Masons.  We 
want  there  only  intelligent,  active,  loving,  zealous  workers.  The  Grand  Master  well 
says  that  ours  is  "  an  Order  of  light,  and  not  of  darkness.  *  *  *  *  It  is  the  living 
flame  of  ancient  days,  that  is  burning  in  its  beauty  and  purity  upon  our  altars.  Like 
the  vestal  fire  of  the  ancient  Romans,  it  is  not  intended  to  become  less,  nor  can  it 
be  extinguished.  It  glows — it  burns  in  the  lives  and  labors  of  the  true  Sons  off 
Light."  And  again,  "there  is  not  a  more  pleasant  sight  in  all  the  intercourse  of 
man  with  his  fellow-man,  than  that  which  is  presented  in  the  harmonious  working  of 
a  Masonic  Lodge.  The  labors  of  the  brethren,  in  such  a  community,  are  character- 
ized by  a  much  higher  stamp  of  excellence  than  can  be  found  in  any  other  human 
institution.  The  moral  and  social  virtues  are  cultivated  in  their  beauty  by  them, 
and  their  impress  is  clearly  exemplified  in  their  intercourse."  So  should  it  ever  be, 
and  that  it  may  be  ever  so,  it  behooves  us  to  guard  well  our  portals.  He  presented 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  a  congratulatory  letter  received  by  him  from  the  honorable  Al- 
derman Delius,  "  the  head  and  front  of  the  Masonic  fraternity  in  the  ancient  '  Han- 
seatic  city  of  Bremen.' ?'  The  Alderman  says,  "  I  have  spent  four  years,  from  170*; 
to  1800,  in  the  United  States  of  America.  I  may  call  them  the  happiest  of  my  life. 
I  am  perhaps  the  only  European  now  living  who  had  the  honor  of  paying  his  re- 
spects to  your  first  President,  the  immortal  Washington,  at  his  country  seat,  Mount 
Vernon.  I  was  accompanied  by  Mr.  Robert  Peters,  of  Georgetown,  a  relation  of 
Mrs.  Washington,  and  partook  of  a  family  dinner,  in  May,  1798.  I  shall  never  forget  the 
interesting  conversation  I  had  with  the  most  virtuous  founder  of  your  great  republic. 
May  the  increase  of  population  and  extent  in  territory,  not  weaken  the  power  of  your 
Government."  The  Alderman  was  a  member  of  Amicable  Lodge,  in  Baltimore,  and 
as  we  gather  from  his  letter,  was  initiated  in  that  Lodge  in  the  year  1800. 

A  special  dispensation  was  granted  to  bury,  with  Masonic  honors,  the  Hon.  W\i, 
Cost  Johnson,  "for  a  long  time  a  non-affiliated  Master  Mason,"  and  the  reason  as- 
signed is  that  his  bearing  and  position  was  "  high-toned,  chivalrous,  and  honorable.'' 
We  would  bury  a  man  with  such  honors  because  he  was  a  Mason  and  desired  it  at 
our  hands,  but  would  allow  all  high-toned,  chivalrous,  honorable  gentlemen,  who 
did  not  care  a  straw  for  our  Order,  while  they  lived,  to  be  buried  by  their  frii 
and  we  would  assist,  as  citizens  and  friends,  but  not  as  Masons.    Of  the  power- 
prerogatives  of  Grand  Masters,  the  M.\  TV.-.  Brother  has  an  exalted  idea.     In  his 
Address,   at  the  Annual  Communication   in   November,   he   says  :     "  The    ancient 
charges  allow  nothing  to  be  done  without  the  consent  and  advisement  of  the  < ! 
Master.    He  is  the  embodiment  of  authority,  in  fact  as  well  as  in  form.    His  a 
and  opinions  are  not  subjects  of  inquiry,  nor  can  they  be  interfered  with. 
solute  in  his  rule.    A  Constitution  can  not  restrict  his  rule  nor  abridge  his  p< 
because  they  are  inherent  in  the  high  office  ;  nor  can  any  power  go  behind  his  throne 
to  detect  his  errors,  correct  his  decisions,  or  enquire  into  his  fallibility.     Tin 
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no  appeal  from  Ms  decision.  *****  The  despotic  character  of  the  Grand 
Master  originated  in  his  being  the  head  of  our  honorable  Fraternity,  the  members  of 
which  were  all  Masters,  and  possessed  of  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  of  the  most 
exalted  character.  A  Master  of  Masters  is  the  Grand  Master,  and  he  should  be  re- 
specte:!  in  his  office,  and  allowed  the  exercise  of  his  own  free  will  and  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  decrees  of  justice  in  accordance  with  his  own  enlightened  judgment.  His 
will,  however,  should  be  always  tempered  with  mercy.''  In  this  jurisdiction,  we  are 
so  heterodox  as  to  believe  that  there  is  a  power  that  can  go  behind  the  throne  of 
even  a  Grand  Master,  to  correct  his  errors,  and  if  need  be,  to  correct  his  decisions, — 
that  a  Constitution  may  restrict  his  rule  and  define  his  power.  We  do  not  believe 
in  his  infallibility  at  all,  and  consider  Grand  Masters,  in  that  regard,  very  like  the  rest 
of  us.  Our  notion  is  that  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  makes  a  Grand  Master,  has  power 
to  correct  his  errors,  and  to  make  a  Constitution  that  shall  be  just  as  obligatory 
upon  him,  the  acknowledged  head  of  the  Craft,  as  upon  its  humblest  member.  The 
office  of  Grand  Master  is  indeed  of  the  most  exalted  character,  and  we  would  respect 
and  honor  him  who  worthily  wears  its  honors  and  faithfully  performs  its  duties.  It 
would  seem  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  does  not  fully  endorse  and  adopt  this 
doctrine  of  its  late  Grand  Master.  At  the  Annual  Communication  in  November, 
1860,  Bro.  John  S.  Berry,  at  that  time  Master  of  Adherence  Lodge,  No.  88,  was 
elected  Grand  Master.  Bro.  Kimmel  decided  that  being  a  present  Master,  he  was  in- 
eligible to  the  office  of  Grand  Master,  under  the  Constitution,  and  refused  to  install 
him  or  any  of  the  other  newly  elected  officers.  Bro.  Berry  waited  patiently  till  his 
successor,  as  Master  of  Adherence  Lodge,  had  been  duly  elected  and  installed,  and 
then  again  asked  to  be  installed  Grand  Master.  Grand  Master  Kimmel,  in  reply, 
kindly  begged  him  "to  cultivate  that  heavenly  virtue,  patience^  and  wait  ;  but  he 
would  not  wait.  The  question  of  eligibility  had  been  referred  to  a  committee  of  ad- 
visement, consisting  of  five  Past  Grand  Masters,  lour  of  whom  had  decided  the  elec- 
tion legal,  the  fifth  being  unable,  from  continued  sickness,  to  render  an  opinion.  In 
January,  1861,  Bro.  Berry  laid  the  matter  before  the  Grand  Stewards'  Lodge,  which 
declared  his  election  legal,  and  authorized  his  installation  by  Past  Grand  Master  How- 
ard.   And  so  Bro.  Berry  became,  and  was,  Grand  Master. 

At  the  semi-annual  meeting  in  May,  1861,  Bro.  Berry  delivered  a  very  excellent 
address.  He  congratulates  the  brethren  that,  in  the  midst  of  almost  open  civil  war, 
the  Masons  of  Maryland  had  been  and  were  doing  their  duty,  helping  one  another, 
comforting  the  distressed,  relieving  the  unfortunate  and  unhappy,  and,  better  still, 
endeavoring  "  to  amend  the  evil  done,  to  heal  its  results,  and  avert  the  impendiug 
horrors  of  civil  strife,"  when  those  whose  duty  it  was  "  to  execute  justice  and  law 
in  equity  and  mercy,  had  fallen  short  of,  or  overstepped  the  line  of  their  duty."  He 
says  :  — 

"  I  reckon  the  fact,  that  this  has  been  done,  the  highest  record  which  has  been 
made  among  us  for  many  years,  of  progress  in  our  Order  in  those  things  for  which 
it  was  delivered  to  us.  In  these  things,  I  see  the  mark  of  the  hand  of  that  Great 
Grand  Master  whose  instruction  and  guidance  it  is  our  duty  to  seek.  To  Him  we 
should  express  our  gratitude  that  so  it  has  been  among  us  ;  and  to  Him,  also,  our 
prayer  that  if  the  unhappy  condition  of  affairs  without  shall  continue,  so  it  mote  be 
among  Free  and  Accepted  brethren.  It  is  the  work  of  this  Order  already  begun, 
here  and  now,  to  mitigate  and  at  last  to  do  away  with  the  horrors  of  war  — to  help' 
the  return  of  peace  —  and  to  do  the  offices  of  peace  and  friendship  even  in  the 
midst  of  war  and  between  those  who  should  be  brethren." 

Bro.  Berry  seems  the  right  man  in  the  right  place.   His  address  is  a  very  fine  one. 

In  November,  1860,  a  testimonial  was  presented  to  Bro.  MoJilton,  on  behalf  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  as  an  evidence  of  the  grateful  appreciation  of  his  unwearying  and 
valuable  labors  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence.  We  were  curi- 
ous to  know  what  it  was,  but  the  committee  presenting  it  did  not  say,  and  he,  in  his 
reply,  simply  called  it  a  "  handsome  testimonial."    Our  curiosity  seemed  likely  to  re- 
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main  ungratified  ;  but  in  May,  1861,  lie  told  our  Brother  Hough,  of  New  Jersey,  that 

it  was  "a  massive  silver  bowl-shaped  urn,  of  about  ten  inches  in  diameter,  and 
surmounted  by  a  very  handsome  indented  coronal,"  and  we  were  satisfied  —  satisfied 
that  the  testimonial  was  indeed  a  handsome  one,  and  that  it  was  well  deserved. 

The  representative  system  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  representa- 
tives of  several  Grand  Lodges  were  admitted  to  seats  as  such.  A  resolution  to  ap- 
point delegates  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  proposed  Masonic  Congress  at  Mem- 
phis, in  1863,  was  indefinitely  postponed.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  revise  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  which  would  seem  to  need  revision,  if  one  may  judge 
from  the  number  of  amendments  introduced,  of  which  twenty-two  were  offered  in 
May,  1861.  A  proposition  to  purchase  additional  grounds  and  erect  a  new  Masonic 
Hall  was  before  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  committee  to  whom  the  subject  had  been 
referred,  presented  the  statement,  plans,  and  estimates  of  the  architect.  The  cost  is 
estimated  at  $135,000,  including  the  value  of  their  present  lot,  worth  $30,000,  and  the 
income  to  be  derived  from  rents,  at  $7000  per  year.  The  matter  seems  to  have  Veen 
left  over  for  future  consideration.  The  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund  "  lor  the  relief  of 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  Masons,"  amounts  to  $33,830,  and  is  increasing  at  the 
rate  of  about  $3000  per  YQaY. 

Bro.  McJilton,  in  his  Report  on  Correspondence,  complains  of  the  want  of  uni- 
formity in  the  arrangement  of  the  matters  reported  in  the  proceedings  of  the  differ- 
ent Grand  Lodges.  It  occurs  to  us  that  good  indices  would  be  found  quite  as  con- 
venient as  any  uniform  system  of  arrangement,  and  would  save  committees  on  cor- 
respondence quite  as  much  useless  labor.  We  suspect  that  our  reverend  brother  did 
not  much  think  of  the  convenience  of  committees  in  the  arrangement  of  his  reports, 
for  he  seems  to  have  taken  up  the  proceedings  in  the  order  in  which  they  came  to 
hand.  The  last  volume  has  an  index  of  his  report  —  but  none  of  the  proceedings  ; 
the  other  vo'umes  no  index  at  all,  and  we  have  found  no  little  difficulty  in  finding 
what  we  desired  to  find,  in  his  voluminous  writings.  In  our  reports,  proceedings  of 
the  different  Grand  Lodges  are  alphabetically  arranged,  which  is  convenient  for  re- 
ference ;  and  our  Grand  Secretary  prepares  a  full  and  accurate  index  for  the  benefit 
of  committees  and  others,  who  have  occasion  to  consult  the  proceedings.  Perhaps 
a  suggestion  to  Bro.  Robinson  would  induce  him  to  adopt  the  same  plan.  Will  Bro. 
McJilton  make  it  ? 

Ten  pages  of  the  Report  for  November,  1860,  are  devoted  to  our  proceedings  for 
that  year.  The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Curtis  is  pronounced  one  of  the  most 
beautifully  written  documents  of  the  kind  he  had  ever  read.  Our  new  Constitution 
he  does  not  altogether  like.  He  thinks  there  is  too  much  of  it,  that  Masonry  is  not 
a  constitutional  institution,  and  that  there  is  great  danger  that  we  may  forget  the 
ancient  charges  and  land-marks  in  our  love  for  written  law.  Comparing  the  i.->ne 
which  he  raises  between  himself  and  us,  in  this  matter,  to  that  between  infidelity 
and  belief  in  the  Bible,  he  thinks  we  lack  faith.  In  reverence  for  the  institution  we 
yield  no  whit  to  Bro.  McJilton  nor  any  other,  and  we  say  with  him,  that"  it  is  as 
nearby  a  Divine  thing  as  human  power  can  make  it,  and  we  would  not  have  one  jot 
or  tittle  of  its  sublime  mystery  to  be  removed  from  its  all  but  Divine  temple."  We 
would  abide  as  closely  by  the  ancient  land-marks  as  he,  and  enforce  as  strict  obedi- 
ence to  the  ancient  charges  and  constitutions  ;  but  our  faith  in  the  inherent  rights  of 
Grand  Masters  is  not  quite  equal  to  his.  Besides,  our  land-marks  are  not  so  many 
as  his,  or  those  of  our  worthy  Bro.  Rob.  Morris,  who  has  written  them  down  in  a 
great  book.     Guv  land-marks  are  not  written  ;  our  regulations  are. 

Speaking  of  our  Grand  Secretaryrs  Report,  as  Librarian,  Bro.  McJilton  saj 
"among  the  works  named,  we  observe  there  the  transactions  of  twenly-evc-n  Ma- 
sonic Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  among  which  we  arc  surprised  to  learn 
that  Maryland  is  not  included.    If  we  are  in  correspondence  with  our  - 
she  regard  the  preservation  of  our  records  as  a  matter  of  no  consequence?"    W* 
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assure  Bro.  McJilton  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  is  in  correspondence  with 
its  sister  of  California  ;  and  we  trust  that  the  kindliest  relations  will  ever  continue  be- 
tween them.  We  assure  him,  too,  that  we  regard  the  preservation  of  the  Mary- 
land records  as  of  very  considerable  importance, —  of  such  importance  that  Bro. 
ABiiLL  has  written  again  and  again,  as  he  informs  us,  to  Bro.  Robinson,  Grand  Sec- 
retary of  Maryland,  and  once  to  Bro.  McJilton  himself,  asking  them  to  procure 
for  us  their  proceedings  for  May,  1851,  November,  1852,  November,  1853,  and  May, 
1855,  if  possible,  to  complete  our  files  ;  but  as  yet  he  has  received  no  answer  from 
either  of  the  brethren,  and  the  files  remain  incomplete.  If  Bro.  McJilton  will  ^end  us 
the  missing  numbers,  we  shall  be  very  happy  to  show  our  appreciation  of  his  reports, 
and  the  proceedings  of  his  Grand  Lodge,  by  having  them  handsomely  bound  and 
placed  upon  the  shelves  of  our  Grand  Lodge  Library.  We  would  further  suggest,  for 
the  benefit  of  our  successors,  that  a  duplicate  copy  for  the  benefit  of  the  Committee 
on  Correspondence,  would  be  thankfully  received. 

Bro.  McJilton  thinks  that  we  do  thiogs  rather  loosely  here  ;  that  we  are  not  as 
exclusive  as  our  Maryland  brethren  ;  and  he  is  not  surprised  that  "  fault  should  be 
recorded  against  Maryland  for  decreeing  that  not  more  than  one  candidate  should 
be  raised  at  the  same  time.'7  We  are  surprised  that  there  should  have  been  any 
occasion  for  such  a  decree  anywhere,  not  understanding  how  the  thing  could  be 
done  with  two  or  more.  So  far  from  the  intimation  being  true  that  we  raise  two 
or  more  at  the  same  time,  we  do  not  even  initiate  or  pass  more  than  one,  and  find 
no  occasion  for  any  decrees  on  the  subject.  In  his  notice  of  the  report  of  the  De- 
puty Grand  Master  of  Connecticut,  he  says  : — "In  one  of  the  Lodges,  on  the  occasion 
of  an  annual  election,  a  person  was  elected  Master  who  had  not  served  as  Warden, 
and  of  course  had  not  taken  the  Past  Master's  degree."  We  ask,  why  "  of  course  ?" 
Are  Wardens  in  Maryland  entitled  to  that  degree  ?  If  not,  there  would  be  little  dif- 
ference, in  that  respect,  between  one  who  had  and  one  who  had  not  served  as  War- 
den. For  ourselves,  we  would  be  quite  willing  to  dispense  with  the  degree  of  Past 
Master  as  conferred  in  convocation,  believing  that  it  is  an  innovation,  and  a  very 
useless  one.  In  a  note  appended  to  the  last  of  these  reports,  Bro.  McJilton  an- 
nounces that ''  circumstances  have  intervened  which  prevent  his  further  service  in 
this  department  of  our  Masonic  intercourse  ;"  and  he  takes  affectionate  leave  of  his 
brethren  of  the  committees,  with  assurances  of  good  will  and  kindly  remembrance. 
From  other  sources  we  learn  that  he  is  chaplain  to  a  regiment  of  Maryland  men  ready 
to  battle  under  the  good  old  stars  and  stripes.  We  have  known  him  these  many  years 
as  an  accomplished  scholar  and  a  true  man,  zealous  and  efficient  in  every  good  work, 
and  particularly  so  as  the  friend  of  popular  education.  We  trust  that  he  will  soon 
be  again  at  his  home  and  at  his  post  of  duty  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

On  the  twelfth  day  of  December,  1860,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  the 
oldest  on  this  continent,  commenced  its  one  hundred  and  twenty-seventh  Annual 
Communication  at  Boston  —  the  31.'.  W.'.  Winslow  Lewis,  Grand  Master,  presiding, 
and  the  R.\  W.\  Charles  W.  Moore  being  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Lewis,  delivered  just  before  the  installation  of  his 
successor,  almost  at  the  last  hour  of  his  term  of  office,  is  short,  but  a  model  for  puri- 
ty of  thought  and  elegance  of  diction.  Thirty  years  he  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Order,  and  he  says  he  still  finds  it  good  —  that,  after  his  domestic  relations,  it  has 
been  the  principal  source  of  his  life's  happiness  —  that  it  has  brought  him  "  the  tru- 
est, best,  most  devoted  friendships  —  and  that  the  fond  regard  which  hangs  on  the 
memories  of  those  who  have  gone,  the  fraternal  ties  which  still  bind  him  to  those  who 
are  spared,  will  smooth  the  declining  path  and  still  cheer  the  few  years  that  remain." 
To  Bro.  Charles  W.  Moore,  these  many  years  Grand  Secretary,  he  pays  a  handsome 
and  well-merited  compliment.  He  says :  "  As  it  is  the  last  occasion  upon  which  I 
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shall  ever  speak  officially,  it  may  not  be  deemed  out  of  place  to  thus  publicly  allude 
to  one  who  to  me  has  ever  been  the  unwearied  friend  —  to  every  Mason  in  Massa- 
chusetts the  able  counselor  —  and  to  this  Grand  Lodge  the  very  best  supporter. 
Without  that  profound  jndgment,  that  unerring  Masonic  knowledge  and  sagacity 
which  have  ever  distinguished  your  Recording  Grand  Secretary,  the  labors  of  the 
Grand  Master  could  not  have  been  sustained.  Without  that  friendly  mentor  to  guide, 
without  that '  greater  light '  the  chair  could  not  have  been  supported."  He  mentions 
that  within  the  year  Bro.  Clark  Gayton  Pickman,  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden,  and 
Bro.  Paul  Dean,  Past  Grand  Master,  departed  to  their  reward  above  ;  and  he  pays  an 
affectionate  tribute  to  their  memories.  He  recommends  a  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence. In  his  opinion  "  the  most  venerable,  if  not  the  most  influential,  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  United  States,  should  not  lack  in  this  very  essential  particular,  but  an 
able  committee  should  annually  promulgate  to  its  members  and  constituents  all  such 
information  as  would  enlighten  them  on  those  particulars  which  should  interest  every 
Mason  in  Massachusetts."  We  trust  that  the  Grand  Lodge  has  acted  upon  that  ad- 
vice, and  that  this  year  we  shall  have  such  a  report  from  such  a  committee  ;  and  that 
it  may  no  more  be  said  that  this  alone,  of  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States, 
neglects  this  most  important  means  of  diffusing  Masonic  light  and  knowledge. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  show  that  the  Order  is  in  a  very 
flourishing  and  healthful  condition  in  the  old  Bay  State.  Thirteen  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-three were  initiated  in  1860,  and  the  Lodges  are  so  well  skilled  in  their  work  that 
Grand  Lecturers  find  little  to  do.  Five  dispensations  were  granted  during  the  year. 
There  are  one  hundred  and  eighteen  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  three  of  which  are 
in  the  Republic  of  Chile. 

In  the  proceedings  of  the  Quarterly  Communication  held  in  March,  we  find  the  re- 
port of  a  case  brought  there  on  appeal  from  ML  Hermon  Lodge.  A  petition  for  the 
degrees  was  received  in  that  Lodge  and  referred  to  a  committee,  of  which  a  Bro. 
Simpson  was  chairman.  Two  of  the  committee  "  knew  of  no  valid  objection  to  the 
candidate,"  but  Bro.  Simpson,  with  the  consent  of  the  other  two,  reported  unfavor- 
ably. This  report  was  received,  the  committee  was  discharged,  and  a  new  commitee 
was  appointed,  who  reported  favorably  at  the  next  regular  meeting.  A  ballot  was 
then  had,  and  one  black  ball  was  found.  A  second,  third,  and  fourth  ballot  followed, 
with  the  same  result.  On  the  fourth  ballot,  Bro.  Simpson,  displaying  his  ballot,  said, 
"  that  is  what  has  done  it,  and  what  will  do  it,  as  long  as  I  am  a  mind  to."  Charges 
were  immediately  brought  against  the  factious  brother.  He  was  tried  that  evening, 
and  suspended  for  three  months ;  and  after  his  suspension  a  fifth  ballot  was  had, 
which,  being  clear,  the  applicant  was.  declared  elected.  On  consultation  with  the 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  it  was  concluded  that  their  action  had  not  been  alto- 
gether regular  ;  and,  by  the  advice  of  that  officer,  a  special  meeting  was  called  to 
hear  and  determine  the  charges  preferred.  Bro.  Simpson  was  again  found  guilty,  and 
expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  that  Lodge — that  is,  from  membership. 
Bro.  Simpson  appealed,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  dismissed  the  appeal,  declaring  its 
opinion  to  be  "  that  the  happiness  and  prosperit}^  of  all  subordinate  Lodges,  as  well 
as  the  good  order  and  government  of  the  Fraternity,  generally,  require  that  each  sub- 
ordinate Lodge  shall  have  the  right,  full  and  entire,  to  say  for  itself  who  may  and 
who  may  not  be  members  thereof  ;  and  the  committee  do  not  see  how  the  Grand  Lodge 
can  interfere  with  this  right  by  directing  the  restoration  of  any  one  to  Lodge  mem- 
bership, who  has  forfeited  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  lawfully  approved  by- 
laws of  the  Lodge/'  The  committee  further  say,  "  we  have  also  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion, from  the  evidence  before  us,  that  the  appellant  has  been  for  a  long  time  a 
troublesome  and  factious  member  of  the  Lodge,  and  one  whose  action  was  inimical 
to  the  harmony  and  prosperity  thereof.  This  is  probably  the  unavoidable  result  of 
an  unfortunate  temperament  on  his  part,  and  not  of  any  vicious  motives  ;  but  still  its 
effect  has  been  seriously  to  endanger  the  welfare  of  the  Lodge."    The  case  reads 
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very  strangely.  Bro.  Simpson  may  have  been  a  factious,  troublesome  member  — may 
have  richly  deserved  suspension  or  expulsion — but  in  this  particular  matter  the  Master 
and  the  Lodge  seem  to  us  quite  as  reprehensible  as  the  offending  brother.  He  was 
chairman  of  the  committee  to  whom  the  application  was  referred,  and  reported  unfa- 
vorably. The  report  was  received  and  the  application  was  referred  to  a  new  com- 
mittee, showing  a  disposition  to  override  all  objections.  On  the  reception  of  the  re- 
port of  the  second  committee,  a  ballot  was  had,  and,  as  should  have  been  expected, 
there  was  found  one  black  ball.  A  second,  third,  and  fourth  ballot  was  ordered,  with 
the  same  result.  We  do  not  wonder  that  Bro.  Simpson,  under  the  circumstances, 
should  have  allowed  his  temper  to  exhibit  itself,  afflicted  as  he  was,  with  an  "  unfor- 
tunate temperament/'  They  had  pushed  him  against  the  wall.  It  was  his  undoubted 
right  to  cast  the  black  ball,  and  it  was  his  duty  to  do  it,  if  he  could  not  welcome  the 
applicant  as  a  brother.  It  was  not  the  right  of  any  other  to  know  that  lie  did  it,  or 
to  inquire  why  he  did  it. 

A  case  in  some  respects  similar  arose  in  Texas.  "A  Fellow  Craft  was  black- 
balled upou  his  application  for  the  third  degree.  There  was  but  one  black  ball,  and 
the  brethren  having  canvassed  the  matter,  fixed  their  suspicions  on  one  of  the  mem- 
bers. He  confessed  the  fact,  and  that  he  had  cast  the  black  ball  in  consequence  of 
an  irreconcilable  difference  which  existed  between  him  and  the  candidate  ;  whereupon 
the  Lodge  memorialized  the  Grand  Lodge  to  overrule  the  rejection.7'  Perhaps  a  de- 
termined and  overbearing  Master  might  have  pushed  the  objecting  brother  to  the  ut- 
terance of  offensive  and  reprehensible  language,  by  repeating  the  ballot  as  many 
times  as  did  the  brethren  of  ML  Hermon  Lodge.  The  committee  to  whom  the  memo- 
rial was  referred,  report  as  follows :  "  We  can  only  say  that  the  ballot  is  sacred 
and  cannot  be  overruled,  whatever  may  be  the  motives  of  the  person  casting  it.  The 
brethren  of  this  Lodge  did  wrong  in  canvassing  the  matter,  or  asking  any  questions 
after  the  ballot  was  closed.  A  brother  should  not  even  tell  another  how  he  voted. 
The  rule  is  strict,  and,  although  it  may  occasion  hardship  sometimes,  it  is  necessary 
to  the  good  of  the  Fraternity.  Better  keep  out  ten  good  men  than  admit  one  bad 
one."  Bro.  Luke  E.  Barber,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Arkansas,  commenting  on  this  case, 
says  :  — 

"  An  opinion  seems  to  pervade  the  minds  of  many  of  the  brethren  that  a  can- 
didate has  some  sort  of  implied  right  to  initiation,  if  he  is  a  worthy  and  moral  man,  and 
that  for  any  member  to  exercise  his  own  opinion  and  black-ball  such  a  man,  because 
he  does  not  like  him,  is  to  commit  a  Masonic  offence.  It  should  never  be  forgotten 
that  initiation  into  Masonry  is,  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  a  favor  which  not  even 
king  or  kaiser  can  demand,  but  for  which  he  must  humbly  pray  ;  and  that  every  Ma- 
son who  is  a  member  of  a  Lodge  has  the  inalienable  right  to  vote  for  the  reception  or 
rejection  of  whomsoever  he  pleases,  without  the  slightest  question  of  his  motives,  or 
the  least  imputation  of  their  correctness.  This  right  he  possesses  as  clearly  as  he 
does  that  of  selecting  whom  he  pleases  for  his  friends,  or  of  designating  whom  he 
chooses  to  dine  with  him,  or  to  accompany  him  on  his  own  party  of  pleasure." 

That  Lodges  have  "  the  right,  full  and  entire,"  to  say  who  may  become  members 
thereof,  is  beyond  question ;  but  that  they  have  "  the  right,  full  and  entire,"  to  say 
who  shall  or  shall  not  remain  members,  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  can  not,  in  a  proper 
case,  interfere  with  this  right,  by  directing  the  restoration  of  any  one  to  Lodge  mem- 
bership who  has  been  wrongfully  deprived  thereof,  seems  to  us  to  admit  of  some 
question.  Of  course  he  can  only  be  suspended  or  expelled  after  trial  and  convic- 
tion upon  specific  charges  ;  and  if  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  the  supreme  judicial  tribunal, 
decides  that  the  charges  were  frivolous,  or  that  the  testimony  does  not  sustain  the 
charges  and  justify  the  verdict,  and  reverses  the  judgment  of  the  Lodge,  it  would 
seem  that  it  mnst  have,  and  might  exercise,  the  power  of  restoring  to  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  which  he  had  been  deprived.  If  not,  it  is  a  very  curious  kind  of  ap- 
pellate power  that  Grand  Lodges  have  —  to  hear  and  determine  appeals,  and  to  affirm 
or  reverse  the  judgments  of  their  subordinates,  but,  in  case  of  reversal,  without  power 
to  carry  into  effect  their  judgments. 
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There  were  only  two  appeal  cases  before  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  body  has  a 
charity  fund  of  $50,000,  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  and  directs  that 
the  interest  shall  be  appropriated  "  for  the  relief  of  such  poor  and  distressed  breth- 
ren, their  widows  and  orphans,  as  may  be  deemed  worthy  of  assistance  " —  all  inter- 
est unappropriated  to  be  paid  over  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  the  Grand  Treasurer. 
The  twenty-seventh  of  December  seems  to  have  been  set  apart  for  the  exemplifica- 
tion of  work  and  the  installation  of  Grand  Officers  ;  and  it  is  very  appropriate  that 
some  time  should  be  set  apart  by  every  Grand  Lodge  for  work  and  lectures.  The 
Mr.  W.\  William  D.  Coolidge  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  thei?.\  W.\  Charles 
W.  Moore  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

After  the  installation,  Bro.  Coolldge  delivered  a  very  beautiful  address,  at  the 
close  of  which  the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed  in  Ample  Form,  and  the  brethren  re- 
paired to  the  banqueting  hall  to  celebrate  the  anniversary  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist 
"  after  the  manner  of  Masons." 

MICHIGAN. 

The  Annual  Communication  for  the  year  18G0  was  held  at  Detroit,  commencing 
on  the  eleventh  day  of  January,  —  the  31:.  W:.  J.  Adams  Allen,  Grand  Master, 
presiding,  and  the  B:.  W:.  James  Pbnton  being  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Allen  is  a  business-like  document,  and  gives  abun- 
dant evidence  that  he  is  a  worker  —  "  instant  in  season  and  out  of  season  " — about 
the  work  he  finds  ready  to  his  hand  —  with  a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body.  He 
reports  the  order  in  the  highest  position  it  had  ever  known  in  the  State,  "  whether 
we  consider  its  moral  or  material  grandeur,''  and  that  its  accessions  had  been  of  the 
very  best  material.  Complimenting  the  Grand  Lecturer  upon  the  success  attending 
his  labors,  he  yet  finds  it  necessary  to  say  :  "  It  is  notorious  that  Lodges  which  most 
clearly  need  the  instructions  of  the  accredited  instructor,  elected  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
are  the  very  latest  to  call  for  his  services.  Almost  every  Lodge  depends  upon  its 
particular  '  bright  Mason/  who  is  far  too  often  disposed  to  object  and  cavil  at  any 
Masonic  light  save  his  own."  An  edict,  passed  in  1845,  recommends  the  Baltimore  or 
Barney  work,  "  as  it  is  at  this  time  practised  in  Detroit  Lodge  No.  2,"  but  he  thinks  it 
is  not  altogether  certain  that  the  work  of  Detroit  Lodge,  No.  2,  is  the  same  now  that 
it  was  in  1845.  He  has  become  convinced  that  there  are  several  varieties  of  the 
Barney  work,  each  of  equal  legitimacy,  so  far  as  Barney  was  concerned,  "  for  he  did 
not  adhere  to  any  fixed  standard."  A  knotty  question,  this,  of  work.  The  Grand 
Master  recommended  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the  matter  and 
report  next  year.  He  had  received  numerous  applications  for  dispensations  to 
receive  and  act  upon  petitions  and  make  Masons  in  hot  haste,  because  the  applicants 
were  about  to  leave  the  country  and  had  just  discovered  the  excellencies  of  the 
institution.    As  a  reason  for  refusing,  he  says  : — 

"  My  own  convictions  are,  that  such  applications  should  not  only  be  refused  a  dis- 
pensation, but.  even  when  the  petition  is  presented  in  due  time  aid  foim,  it  ought  to 
be  rejected.  The  experience  of  the  fraternity  has  srhown  that  the  manufacluie  of 
Masons  for  immediate  expo.tation  to  California  or  Pike's  Peak  has  proved  highly 
prejudicial  to  the  honor,  the  interest,  and  repute  of  the  Craft.  He  who  has  so  little 
respect  for  the  institution  as  to  neglect  it  at  home,  will  do  it  no  credit  by  converting 
it  to  merely  selfish  uses  abroad." 

We  indorse  every  word  of  that,  and  commend  it  to  the  serious  consideration  of 
our  brethren  in  other  States.  Pray,  don't  rush  a  man  through  just  because  he  is  coming 
to  California  or  going  to  Pike's  Peak,  and  is  afraid  he  shall  get  out  of  funds  and  want 
to  borrow  or  beg,  or  get  sick  and  want  somebody  to  wait  on  him  and  watch  with 
him,  or  that  some  other  terrible  thing  may  befall  him.  We  are  willing  to  lend  or 
give  to  the  needy,  to  care  for  the  sick,  and  to  cheer  and  comfort  the  disheartened  and 
sorrow-burdened,  but  we  like  to  feel  assured  that  they  are  worthy.    Many  questions 
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of  jurisprudence  were  decided  during  the  year,  and  he  reports  them  with  his  answers 
—  fifty-nine  in  al!  — of  which  all  but  three  or  four  were  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Among  other  things,  he  decided  that  neither  Master  nor  Wardens  could  dimit,  unless 
about  to  remove  from  the  jurisdiction  —  that  the  Past  Masters  degree  is  not  a  neces- 
sary qualification  for  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  —  that  a  person  who  received  the  three 
degrees  in  one  evening,  and  knows  nothing  of  Masonry,  is  not  entitled  to  an  exami- 
nation— that  an  attorney,  instituting  legal  proceedings  against  a  brother,  is  under  no 
obligation  to  advise  him  of  the  fact,  or  in  any  way  prejudice  the  lawful  interests  of 
his  client.  Rotation  in  office  he  does  not  approve,  and  thinks  that  the  best  interests 
of  the  Craft  would  be  subserved  by  keeping  good  officers  in  their  places  just  as  long 
as  they  will  consent  to  serve.  "A  single  reelection  is  about  all  our  democratic 
tastes  are  willing  to  tolerate,  which  infallibly  sets  aside  the  Master  just  at  the  period 
when  his  ability  begins  really  to  be  developed  to  the  full  advantage  of  the  Lodge/' 
The  prosperity  and  usefulness  of  a  Lodge  depend  very  much  upon  the  competency 
of  the  Master,  and  it  cannot  afford  to  change  until  a  change  is  rendered  absolutely 
necessary.  Bro.  Allen  attended  the  Chicago  Congress,  but  did  not  participate  in  its 
deliberations.  He  does  not  like  the  Congress,  for,  "  to  be  efficient  it  must  have 
power,  and  having  power,  it  will  speedily  become  dangerous.  If  it  claims  to  act  as 
a  Masonic  power  it  is  an  innovation.  If  it  is  content  with  lower  prerogatives  it  is 
an  incumbrance." 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Bro.  Fenton,  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary. It  briefly  notices  the  proceedings  of  thirty-seven  Grand  Lodges.  On  the 
subject  of  the  "  Barney  work,"  Bro.  Fenton  saj^s :  "  In  1844  Bro.  Barney  came  to 
Michigan  and  taught  the  lectures  now  used  in  this  jurisdiction  to  the  chairman  of 
this  committee  and  others.  Bro.  Barney  then  stated  that  they  were  the  Webb  lec- 
tures, as  revised  by  the  Convention  of  Grand  Lecturers,  held  at  Baltimore  in  1843." 
He  feels  reasonably  confident  that  his  is  the  true  Webb  work,  for  he  had  compared 
the  work  with  Bro.  Rob.  Morris,  of  Kentucky,  and  found  but  few  slight  differences. 


On  the  ninth  day  of  January,  1861,  this  Grand  Lodge  again  met  in  Annual  Com- 
munication at  Detroit— the  M:.  W:.  the  Hon.  Wm.  L.  Greenley,  Grand  Master,  pre- 
siding, and  the  B:.  W:.  James  Fenton  being  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and 
seventeen  of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction  were  rep- 
resented. 

We  do  not  quite  understand  the  necessity  or  propriety  of  the  prefix  "  Hon."  Bro. 
Greenley  is  doubtless  entitled  to  that  prefix  in  its  proper  place,  but  why  use  it  in 
Grand  Lodge  proceedings  ?  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  strikes  us  as  sufficient 
without  the  Hon.,  Gen.,  Maj.,  or  any  other  title  to  which  that  officer  may  be  entitled 
in  his  intercourse  with  the  world.  Bro.  Greenley's  experience  of  the  past  year  satis- 
fies him  that  Masonry  is  governed  too  much.  Its  tenets  are  based  upon  the  moral 
law  as  given  to  Moses  on  Sinai,  and  embody  all  the  moral  obligations  binding  upon 
man.  Its  principles  he  reduces  to  the  one  of  doing  unto  others  as  we  would  that 
they  should  do  unto  us,  and  he  concludes  that  Masonry  needs  little  legislation  "  other 
than  the  laws  of  God  himself." 

The  Grand  Lecturer, "  without  arrogating  any  particular  merit  "  to  himself,  reports 
"  that  in  no  t^tate  of  the  Union  will  be  found  a  better  instructed  or  more  uniform 
system  than  is  exhibited  in  the  lectures  and  work  of  the  Lodges  of  Michigan,  and 
nowhere  a  more  strict  adherence  to  the  ancient  land-marks.  The  lectures  and  work 
of  our  Lodges  correspond  with  the  revised  Baltimore  work  and  lectures,  and  embody 
true  Masonry  in  all  its  grand  essentials."  During  the  year  he  visited  and  lectured  in 
over  seventy-five  Lodges. 

Bro.  Rob.  Morris,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Kentucky,  visited  the  Grand  Lodge,  made 
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a  speech,  and  sent  them  a  poem  which  he  would  have  delivered  could  he  have  found 
it  at  the  right  time.  At  the  invitation  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  he  exemplified  the  Mor- 
ris-Webb-Preston work  and  lectures.  The  Grand  Lodge  were  so  well  pleased  with  his 
visit  that  they  voted  him  an  honorary  membership  and  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  where- 
with to  pay  expenses.  Before  bidding  them  farewell,  he,  by  request,  repeated  his 
well  known  ode,  the  "  Level  and  the  Square." 

By  resolution,  the  Grand  Lodge  decided  that  it  is  unmasonic  to  grant  dimits  con- 
ditionally, and  that  no  action  should  be  taken  upon  a  brother's  application  for  a  dimit, 
until  he  is  reported  clear  of  the  books  ;  also,  that  a  brother  desiring  to  affiliate,  must 
present  his  dimit  from  the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  last  a  member,  if  it  is  in  existence, 
and  if  not,  evidence  of  his  Masonic  standing  from  the  Grand  Lodge  under  which  his 
Lodge  was  held.  Both  are  good  rules,  are  in  use  here,  and  are  worthy  of  adoption 
everywhere.  Six  charters  were  granted,  one  dispensation  continued,  and  two  new 
ones  issued.  A  resolution  was  adopted,  directing  the  Grand  Secretary  to  procure 
photographic  likenesses  of  all  the  Grand  Masters  since  the  re-organization  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  1843,  and  in  future  to  obtain  the  likeness  of  each  newly  elected  Grand 
Master. 

Bro.  FENTON,the  Grand  Secretary,  again  presented  the  Report  on  Correspondence, 
briefly,  but  fairly  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  thirty-three  Grand  Lodges,  our  own 
among  the  number.  The  membership  in  1860  was  581G,  and  in  1861,  6210  The  M:. 
W:.  Horace  S.  Roberts  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  B:.W:.  James  Fenton 
was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

MINNESOTA. 

The  ninth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  was  held  at 
the  city  of  St.  Paul,  commencing  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  October,  1860, —  the 
M.:W.\  A.  T.  C.  Pierson,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\ W.\  Geo.  W.  Pres- 
cott  being  Grand  Secretary.     Twenty  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  is  required,  by  the  Constitution,  to  visit  all  the  subordinate 
Lodges  of  the  jurisdiction  each  year.  Grand  Master  Pierson  reports  that  he  had 
visited  all  but  two,  and  in  so  doing  had  traveled  over  1200  miles,  and  spent  nearly 
three  months  time  ;  yet  he  calls  it  "  a  pleasant  and  instructive  duty.'"  Everywhere 
the  brethren  were  vieing  with  each  other  to  make  his  visits  agreeable  and  instructive  — 
everywhere  anxious  to  listen  to  his  instructions  and  follow  his  advice.  Though  the 
commercial  pressure  had  been  so  great  that,  for  a  time,  none  of  the  Lodges  had  re- 
ceived an  application  for  initiation,  and,  in  most,  the  members  were  actually  unable 
to  pay  their  annual  dues,  yet  abundant  harvests  had  again  blessed  their  labors  and  he 
found  the  Lodges  in  good  condition.  He  congratulates  the  Grand  Lodge  that  all, 
who  participated  in  its  formation,  were  still  alive,  and  but  one,  who  had  been  a  mem- 
ber since  its  organization,  had  gone  to  the  "  undiscovered  country.'' 

He  tells  why  he  had  directed  the  return  of  the  charter  of  St.  Cloud  Lodge  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  —  that  they  had  not  paid  their  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  two  years 
—  and  had  not  been  represented  for  the  same  time  —  that  the  brethren  had  ceased  to 
meet,  and  had  no  suitable  place  to  meet  in  —  that  the  Master  had  departed  to  a  place 
unknown,  taking  with  him  a  part  of  the  funds  of  the  Lodge  —  that  the  Treasurer  had  ab- 
sented himself  with  the  balance  —  and  that  most  of  the  working  members  had  removed 
from  the  jurisdiction.  The  Grand  Lodge  thought  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master,  un- 
der the  circumstances,  justifiable,  and  resolved  its  approval.  In  another  ca 
Lodge  surrendered  its  charter  by  unanimous  vote,  and,  at  the  same  time,  a  petition 
from  some  of  the  members  for  a  dispensation  was  received.  He  says  ;<  upon  investi- 
gation I  became  satisfied  that  the  brethren  had  forgotten  the  great  Masonic  principle 
of  Toleration.  I  accepted  the  charter  and  declined  to  grant  the  dispensation."'  That 
is  well  said  and  was  well  done.  In  Ancient  Landmark  Lodge,  of  which  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter is  a  member,  a  brother  was  tried  on  charges  of  unmasonic  conduct.     The  charges 
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were  fully  sustained  by  proof,  yet  the  Lodge  declared  him  not  guilty.  The  Grand 
Master  knowing,  of  his  own  knowledge,  that  some  of  the  charges  were  true,  suspend- 
ed the  not  guilty  individual,  whereat  certain  members  of  the  Lodge  were  greatly 
grieved  and  incensed.  Their  virtuous  indignation  filled  them  with  courage  and  fool- 
ishness, and  made  them  exceedingly  independent.  So  they  met  together  in  Lodge  ? 
and  passed  resolutions  intended  to  annihilate  the  Grand  Master  entirely.  He 
wouldn't  be  annihilated,  and  suspended  the  patriotic  brethren  who  were  relying 
upon  their  inalienable  rights.  He  only  hesitated  whether  or  not  to  suspend  the 
Lodge,  but  concluded  that  the  contumacious  alone  required  the  exercise  of  his  pa- 
ternal hand.  Will  Bro.  Prescott  inform  us  in  what  position  the  Grand  Master  would 
have  stood,  if  he  had  suspended  his  own  Lodge,  making  no  exceptions?  The  course 
of  the  Grand  Master  in  meeting  rebellion,  fairly  and  squarely,  every  one  must  ap- 
prove. His  Grand  Lodge  did  approve  and  sustain  his  action.  It  expelled  the  brother, 
who  had  been  tried  and  acquitted,  and  resolved  to  restore  the  suspended  brethren 
only  upon  their  making  proper  acknowledgments  of  their  errors.  The  Grand  Lodge 
plainly  think  they  have  found  the  right  men  for  the  offices  of  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary,  and  continue  them  in  their  right  places. 

Attention  is  called  to  work,  advising  the  adoption  of  some  system  of  lectures.  In 
this  the  Grand  Master  thinks  it  is  proper  for  every  Grand  Lodge  to  suit  itself,  and,  to 
competent  Masters,  he  would  allow  the  largest  liberty  in  amplifying  and  embellishing 
at  pleasure.  He  has  himself  labored  faithfully  and,  he  thinks,  successfully  in  har- 
monizing the  work  in  his  own  jurisdiction,  and  seems  to  think  the  Minnesota  work 
quite  as  good  as  anybody's  Webb  work.  His  faith  in  the  Baltimore  Convention  is  not 
of  the  healing  or  saving  kind.  He  says  "  the  system  agreed  upon  "  (by  the  Conven- 
tion) "  has  never  been  known.  No  two  of  the  members  agreed  as  to  what  had  been 
agreed  upon."  We  had  supposed  that  a  system  was  agreed  upon  there,  and  we  had 
been  taught  that  it  was  the  right  and  only  right  S}'stem,  without  however  knowing 
what  it  was. 

The  Grand  Lodge  politely,  by  resolution,  invites  Masonic  editors  to  attend  to  their 
own  business,  if  they  have  any  ;  and  advises  its  own  members  and  subordinates  that 
it  is  possessed  of  ample  power  to  decide  all  legal  questions  properly  brought  before 
it— acknowledging  no  tribunal  with  authority  to  overrule  its  decisions.  Editors  of 
Masonic,  as  well  as  other  journals,  are  sometimes  men  on  whom  neither  nature  nor 
education  has  bestowed  its  gifts  with  a  liberal  hand  ;  yet  they  imagine  that  God  has 
given  them  "  wisdom  and  understanding  exceeding  much,  and  largeness  of  heart 
even  as  the  sand  that  is  on  the  sea  shore."  Nothing  is  too  deep  for  their  wisdom,  nor 
too  high  for  their  understanding.  They  are  always  prepared  to  solve  the  most  diffi- 
cult and  vexed  questions  that  may  arise,  and  anxious  to  let  their  light  shine  to  the 
enlightening  of  the  dark  places  of  the  earth.  The  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  had  been 
considerably  exercised  and  annoyed  by  the  gratuitous  endeavors  of  some  of  these 
gentlemen,  to  set  him  right  on  questions  of  law  and  practice  arising  in  his  own  juris- 
diction, and  to  inform  the  brethren  interested  of  the  true  construction  of  the  law,  and 
of  their  rights  in  the  premises.  The  brethren  of  Minnesota  will  doubtless  be  advised 
that  their  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lodge  can  declare  and  execute  the  law. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  session,  a  very  rare  and  valuable  copy  of  the  Bible,  printed 
in  the  year  1G00,  of  the  edition  known  as  "  The  Bishop's  Bible,"  was  presented  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  on  behalf  of  Bro.  John  Penman,  "to  be  preserved  in  its  archives 
forever." 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  Bro.  Prescott,  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary, and  reviews  briefly,  but  in  a  very  genial  and  pleasant  wa}T,  the  proceedings  of 
twenty-five  Grand  Lodges.  He  quotes  approvingly  from  Grand  Master  Curtis's  ad- 
dress, and  defends  us  and  ours  from  the  assaults  of  Bro.  McJilton  ;  and  at  the  same 
time  pays  a  high  and  well  deserved  compliment  to  Past  Grand  Master  Curtis  and 
Grand  Secretary  Abell.    He  says  :— 
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"  When  Bro.  McJilton  of  Maryland  called  California  "  a  good  big  girl,"  lie  was 
guilty  of  a  "  dowdyism"  as  inappropriate  in  fact  as  it  was  ungraceful  in  metaphor. 
No  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings  present  more  truly  eloquent,  beautiful  addresses  than 
those  of  her  Grand  Master,  N.  Greene  Curtis.  No  report  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence shows  more  of  sprightly  humor,  combined  with  soundness  of  judgment  and  the 
wisdom  of  a  discriminating  experience,  than  come  forth  yearly  from  the  brotherly 
pen  of  the  R.'.W.'.  Grand  Secretary,  Alex.  G.  Abell  ;  no  Grand  Lodge  transactions 
display  more  of  the  judgment  of  manhood  than  is  exhibited  by  our  Golden  State 
brethren  when  in  legislative  and  judicial  session." 

Five  charters  were  granted  to  Lodges  under  dispensation,  making  the  number  of 
Lodges  thirty-one,  with  a  membership  of  nine  hundred  and  forty-one.  One  hundred 
and  fifty- four  were  stricken  from  the  roll,  we  suppose,  for  non-payment  of  dues. 
This  is  a  very  large  proportion  to  be  cut  off  in  one  year  for  non-payment.  The  Grand 
Secretary  has  prepared  some  very  useful  tables,  but  he  has  failed  to  prepare  an  in- 
dex to  the  proceedings.  This  Grand  Lodge  pays  its  members  three  dollars  per  day 
and  mileage.  In  the  pay  roll  we  notice  that  the  revenue  from  dues  amounts  to  only 
$529  50,  and  the  pay  of  members  to  $301  50,  leaving  only  $228  in  the  treasury  from 
that  source. 

The  Grand  Master  mentions  the  death  of  a  very  aged  Mason.  He  says  "  Minne- 
sota, although  one  of  the  youngest  Grand  Lodges  in  the  Union,  had  within  her  juris- 
diction, a  few  days  since,  probably  the  oldest  Mason  living  —  Bro.  David  Oakes  — 
a  Mark  Master  and  an  honorary  member  of  St.  Paul's  Lodge,  No.  3.  He  was  made  a 
Mason  in  Chester,  Vermont,  in  1795,  and  died  on  the  13th  inst.,  aged  94  years/'  We 
like  Bro.  Piersox's  idea  of  the  mission  of  Masonry  and  the  duties  of  Masons,  and 
commend  to  the  attention  of  our  brethren  what  he  says  of  them.  We  copy  from  the 
conclusion  of  his  address  : — 

"I  believe  that  Masonry  has  an  earnest  practical  mission;  that  its  ties  mean 
something  ;  that  when  it  says  you  shall  not  throw  stones,  it  means  just  that,  and 
should  be  obeyed  accordingly  ;  that  our  symbols  mean  something  ;  thai  their  teach- 
ings are  not  an  empty  farce  —  of  no  use  but  to  say  to  the  world,  see,  our  teachings 
are  Christian,  come  join  us;  that  it  requires  its  disciples  to  be  honest  men,  demand- 
ing honesty  in  contracts,  sincerity  in  affirming,  simplicity  in  bargaining,  and  faithful- 
ness in  performing  ;  that  it  requires  us  religiously  to  keep  all  promises  and  covenants, 
though  made  to  our  disadvantage,  and  though  afterwards  Ave  ma}7  find  we  might  have 
done  better.  Nothing  should  make  us  break  a  promise  unless  it  be  unlawful  or  im- 
possible. The  obligations  of  Masonry  are  not  fulfilled  in  contributing  to  the  relief  of 
brethren  in  distress.  The  objects  and  ends  of  Masonry  are  not  accomplished  in  pecu- 
niary relief;  that  can  be  done  outside,  as  well  as  within  the  Order.  Something  more, 
far  stronger,  is  required  ;  something  to  reconcile  man  to  his  kind  —  kindly  sympathy  in 
all  its  varieties,  cordial  and  wide-spread  benevolence.  Where  there  is  strife  and  hatred 
aimng  the  brethren  there  is  no  Masonry,  for  it  is  peace,  brotherly  love,  and  concord. 
The  true  Mason  tlr.nks  no  evil  of  his  brother,  and  cherishes  no  designs  against  him. 
As  to  censoriousness  and  calumny,  most  salutary  and  stringent  is  the  curb  which 
Masonic  principles,  duly  carried  out,  apply  to  an  unbridled  tongue.  Masonry  is  not 
designed  simply  to  pass  away  a  leisure  hour.  It  should  be  ever  present  with  us,  enter 
into  all  our  business,  actions,  sympathies,  and  affections,  on  all  days,  in  every  place, 
and  under  all  circumstances.  If  it  is  a  myth,  a  subterfuge,  let  it  be  so  regarded  ;  but  if 
practical,  act  accordingly,  or,  like  honest  men,  throw  it  up." 

The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  forty-second  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  held  at  Jackson, 
commencing  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  January,  18G0  —  the  M:.  W:.  Wu.  P.  Mellex, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R,:W.\  Robert  W.  T.  Daniel  being  Grand  Secretary. 
One  hundred  and  forty  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  calls  attention  to  the  proposed  Universal  Masonic  Congress  of 
Paris,  and  the  North  American  Masonic  Congress,  neither  of  which  meets  with  his 
favor;  also,  to  the  proposal  of  our  brethren  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  build  a 
Home  for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  Masons.  This,  he  thinks,  would  be  convenient 
for  the  District,  but  altogether  too  far  from  home  for  the  South  and  West,     li 
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an  asylum  is  to  be  built,  he  is  "  quite  sure  that  as  healthy  a  moral  and  physical  atmos- 
phere can  be  found  in  many  other  places  more  central  and  more  convenient ;"  and 
we  incline  to  the  same  opinion.  The  Grand  Lodge  agreed  with  the  Grand  Master, 
and  will  not  become  a  party  to  any  Masonic  Congress,  and  will  endeavor  to  look  after 
the  destitute  and  helpless  of  its  own  jurisdiction.  He  also  presents  an  address  from 
the  Quitman  Monument  Association,  asking  tor  aid,  and  pays  a  beautiful  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  the  illustrious  dead.  The  subject  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  Past 
Grand  Masters,  who  reported  against  the  appropriation  of  Grand  Lodge  funds,  but  re- 
commended that  the  Masters  of  Lodges  solicit  and  collect  voluntary  contributions  from 
the  members  of  their  respective  Lodges.  He  reports  having,  in  one  instance,  "  taken 
the  responsibility  of  directing  the  initiation,  passing,  and  raising  of  an  individual  on  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Lodge,"  and  adds  that  "  if  it  had  been  necessary,  I  should  have 
exercised  the  old  prerogative  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  made  him  a  Mason  "  at 
sight."  If  this  means  that  the  individual  had  been  rejected  by  the  Lodge  in  proper 
form,  as  we  suppose,  it  was  indeed  a  responsibility  that  he  would  have  assumed.  It 
is  responsibility  enough  to  make  a  Mason  "  at  sight"  of  one  against  whom  there  is  no 
objection  ;  but  to  force  upon  us  the  unworthy  is  assuming  a  little  too  much  of  that 
article.  We  have  a  test  of  fitness,  and  behind  that  not  even  a  Grand  Master  should 
go.  He  says  :  "  Of  course  he  is  not  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Lodge  in  which 
he  was  initiated."  Why  "  of  course?"  It  was  hardly  fair  to  leave  the  poor  fellow 
"  out  in  the  cold,"  and  if  a  Grand  Master  can  over-ride  the  ballot,  we  can  see  ho  good 
reason  why,  by  the  exercise  of  similar  plenary  powers,  he  could  not  make  him  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Lodge  which  he  had  compelled  to  initiate,  pass,  and  raise  him. 

Yet  Grand  Master  Mellen  talks  very  properly  about  the  "  discord  and  injury" 
that  he  has  seen  when  the  friends  of  a  candidate  endeavored  to  break  down  opposition, 
and  by  "  persuasion,  ridicule,  and  sometimes  threats  and  oppression,  to  force  him  into 
the  Lodge  ;"  and  he  assures  his  brethren  that  it  has  been  his  object  "  to  prevent  this, 
to  take  away  all  motive  for  an  inquisitorial  canvassing  of  the  ballot,  and  to  preserve 
the  sanctity  of  the  ballot-box."  He  renews  the  recommendation  of  his  predecessor, 
that  installation  by  proxy  be  forbidden,  and  favors  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution, 
giving  the  Grand  Lodge  power,  on  appeal,  to  restore  to  membership  in  his  Lodge  a 
brother  wbo  has  been  wrongfully  suspended  or  expelled.  The  address  is  long,  well 
written,  and  good.    We  like  it  all  except  the  "  at  sight"  item. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  of  whom  there  are  fifteen,  were 
condensed  by  the  Grand  Master  and  presented  by  him.  From  these  we  learn  that 
the  Lodges  are  generally  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  that  some  of  these  officers 
did  their  duty  faithfully,  while  other  some  did  not  do  it  at  all.  The  Committee  on 
Masonic  Law  decided  that  a  Mason,  under  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues,  who  is 
charged  with  unmasonic  conduct,  may  be  tried  therefor  by  the  Lodge  in  whose  juris- 
diction he  resides,  and  that  without  being  first  restored  to  membership  by  remission  of 
his  dues.  Sixteen  charters  and  three  dispensations  for  new  Lodges  were  issued 
during  the  session. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Bro.  Daniel,  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, who  modestly  asks  that  some  other  brother  may  be  appointed  chairman  of  that 
committee.  The  report  covers  twenty-seven  pages,  of  which  the  half  is  devoted  to 
the  North  American  Congress.  The  M:.  W:>  D.  Mitchell  was  elected  Grand  Mas- 
ter, and  the  R:.  W:.  R.  W.  T.  Daniel  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 


The  forty-third  Annual  Communication  was  held  at  Vicksburg,  commencing  on 
the  twenty-first  day  of  January,  1861,  and  continuing  three  days.  No  one  of  the 
elective  Grand  officers  was  present,  except  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treas- 
urer, and  the  M.\W.\  Benj.  S.  Tappan,  Past  Grand  Master,  was  called  to  preside. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-six  Lodges  were  represented. 
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The  Grand  Master  was  unable  to  attend,  or  even  to  prepare  an  address,  by  reason 
of  a  great  affliction  in  his  family.  We  cannot  so  well  explain  this  as  by  quoting  the 
opening  paragraph  of  a  communication  addressed  by  him  to  the  Grand  Secretary, 
which  was  read  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  dated  January  fifteenth,  1861 : — 

"R.  W.  Sir  and  Brother:  —  I  am  prevented  by  severe  family  affliction  from 
attending  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  I  have  a  son,  a  bright,  intellectual  boy  of 
eighteen  years,  who  has  been  so  unfortunate  lately  as  to  be  partly  deprived  of  reason. 
This,  my  dear  brother,  has  been  a  severe  calamitjT  to  us,  and  has  entirely  disqualified 
me  for  any  and  every  duty.  I  did  think  I  would  try  and  write  something  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  my  acts  as  Grand  Master,  but  I  find  that  I  am  entirely  incapacitated 
for  the  task.  In  truth,  it  is  with  no  little  difficulty  that  I  write  you  these  few  lines, 
informing  }rou  of  my  distress  and  asking  you  to  make  my  excuse  to  the  brethren  and 
take  charge  of  the  Grand  Lodge." 

Xo  reason  is  assigned  for  the  non-attendance  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Wardens.  The  representative  system  was  adopted,  and  Past  Grand  Masters  Hillyer 
and  Mellex  were  received  as  representatives — the  former  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Iowa  and  Illinois,  the  latter  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana.  The  report  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer  shows  the  receipt  by  him  of  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  dollars  on  account 
of  the  Quitman  Monument  Association,  which  is  not  surely  a  very  liberal  response  on 
the  part  of  the  brethren  to  the  call  for  voluntary  donations.  There  are  two  hundred 
and  thirty-five  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  and  two  only  seem  to  have  answered  the 
call. 

Of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  only  one  —  Bro.  C.  T.  Bond,  of  the  second 
district  —  made  report.  He  had  attended  to  his  duty,  and  had  found  it  pleasant  and 
agreeable  ;  and  he  reports  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  his  District  as  both  peaceful 
and  prosperous.  The  State  was  re-districted  this  year,  being  now  divided  into  six 
instead  of  fifteen  districts ;  and  we  notice  with  pleasure  that  Bro.  Bond  is  again 
placed  in  charge  of  the  second  district. 

There  is  no  Report  on  Correspondence.  The  committee  for  1852  consists  of  three 
Past  Grand  Masters,  with  Bro.  Hillyer  at  its  head,  and  we  feel  confident  that  we  shall 
have  a  good  report  next  time,  for  Bro.  Hillyer  does  his  work  and  does  it  well.  Six- 
teen charters  and  eight  dispensations  were  issued  during  the  session.  Very  complete 
statistical  tables  are  prepared  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  from  which  we  learn  that 
1164  were  initiated  duriug  the  year  1860,  and  that  Mississippi  has  in  her  two  hundred 
and  thirty-five  Lodges  (including  eight  under  dispensation)  more  than  9,000  members. 
In  his  list  of  Grand  Lodges,  Bro.  Daniel  places  the  seceded  States  by  themselves, 
under  the  head  of  "  Southern  Confederacy,"  estimating  their  membership  at  45,746, 
while  in  all  the  United  States  it  is  estimated  at  210,534.  We  hope  and  trust  that  ere 
another  year  has  passed  we  shall  again  be  one  people,  united,  happy,  prosperous; 
and  that  our  worthy  brother  shall  no  more  find  occasion  to  place  the  names  of  Ala- 
bama, Florida,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  South  Carolina  and  Texas  by  them- 
selves, as  a  "  Southern  Confederacy  ;"  but  may  always  give  them  their  proper  rank  in 
the  most  glorious  Confederacy  of  States  the  sun  ever  shone  upon  —  the  United  States 
of  America  ! 

The  M:.  W:.  Richard  Cooper  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  B:.  W:.  Robert 
W.  T.Daniel  was  reelecteJGrand  Secretary. 

MISSOURI. 

The  fortieth  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  held  at  St.  1. 
commencing  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  May.  1RG0 ,—  the  R.'.W.'.  Marcus  H.  McKak- 
land,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\W.\  A.  O'Sullivan  being  Grand 
Secretary.    Xinety-four  chartered  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Mas:er,  the  J/.\  TU.*. Marcus  Boyd,  being  unable  to  attend,  transmit! 
written  address.  It  is  chiefly  devoted  to  the  troubles  which  arose  from  closing 
Masonic  College  at  Lexington,  by  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  made   at   its  \n\ 
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session.  Some  of  the  brethren,  in  and  near  Lexington,  felt  greatly  aggrieved  and 
indignant  at  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  called  a  convention  of  Master  Ma- 
sons at  that  place,  to  consider  the  matter.  The}'  issued  a  circular,  a  protest,  and 
an  address,  and  did  and  said  divers  and  sundry  ill-advised,  contumacious,  and  rebel- 
lious things.  The  Grand  Master  administers  a  very  severe  rebuke  to  the  disaffected 
brethren  ;  and  the  committee,  to  whom  the  matter  was  referred,  though  they  acquit 
them  of  any  deliberate  design  to  contemn  and  set  at  naught  the  authority  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  yet  "  confidently  express  the  opinion,  that  the  whole  proceeding  was 
improper,  uncalled  for,  and  calculated  to  produce  mischief  only,"  and  fully  sustain 
the  Grand  Master.  Indignation  meetings  will  sometimes  do  in  matters  of  politics, 
but  they  have  not  yet  been  recognized  in  Masonry.  This  Masonic  College  has  cost 
the  Grand  Lodge  a  great  deal  of  money ;  and  the  discussions  in  regard  to  it  have 
engendered  more  ill-feeling  among  its  members  than  all  other  subjects  together.  We 
think  it  fortunate  indeed  that  the  College  is  closed,  as  a  Masonic  institution,  and  is 
likely  soon  to  be  transferred  to  the  State,  to  be  opened,  under  its  auspices,  as  a  mill  - 
tary  school.    The  property  is  reported  worth  about  $36,000. 

Eighteen  dispensations  for  new  Lodges  were  issued  during  the  year  —  two  by  the 
Grand  Master  and  sixteen  by  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  —  of  which  last  there 
are  twenty-five.  Eleven  of  these  made  reports  to  the  Grand  Master  —  with  a  few 
exceptions,  very  short  ones  —  and  we  judge  that  their  attention  to  the  duties  of  office 
was  about  as  short  as  their  reports,  for  if  they  had  had  anything  to  tell  they  would 
have  told  it. 


On  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  May,  1861,  the  Grand  Lodge  again  assembled  at  St. 
Louis,  for  its  forty -first  Annual  Communication  —  the  Mr.  W.\  Marcus  H.  McFarland. 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  J?.\JV.\  A.  O'Sullivax  being  Grand  Secretary. 
The  representatives  of  fifty-seven  Lodges  were  present. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  announces  the  death  of  Past  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  George  H.  C.  Melody,  who  assisted  at  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  who  had  never  failed  or  faltered  in  his  steady  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
Craft ;  and  he  pays  a  feeling  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  just  man  who  had  fallen 
by  the  way.  He  recommends  that  the  power  to  grant  dispensations  be  restricted  to 
the  Grand  Master  —  thinking,  very  justly,  that  there  is  much  danger  of  granting  too 
many,  particularly  when  as  now  there  are  twenty-eight  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
who  have  the  dispensing  power.  He  had  granted  but  one  dispensation  during  the 
year,  but  we  learn,  from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  that  his  District  Depu- 
ties had  granted  twenty,  making  an  increase  of  thirty-nine  Lodges  in  two  years.  He 
calls  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  subject  of  non-affiliation,  and  expresses 
a  fear  that  the  regulation  cutting  off  non-affiliates  from  all  the  privileges  and  benefits 
of  the  Order  may  be  too  severe,  particularly  in  the  case  of  clergymen,  who,  accord- 
ing to  the  discipline  of  their  church,  must  change  their  place  of  residence  every 
second  year,  and  who,  in  applying  for  membership  at  their  new  homes,  may  be  re- 
jected. The  Grand  Lodge  thought  the  law  right  as  it  stands,  and  so  think  we.  A 
worthy  Mason  will  have  no  fear  of  rejection,  and  he  runs  no  risk  of  it;  and  if  he  is 
unworthy,  the  sooner  he  is  placed  outside  the  pale  the  better. 

This  Grand  Lodge  requires  a  distinct  ballot,  at  a  regular  meeting,  for  eaeh  degree, 
and  if,  for  any  reason,  the  candidate  does  not  receive  a  clear  ballot  on  his  applica- 
tion for  the  second  or  third  degree,  he  must  wait  a  full  twelve  months  before  he  can 
apply  again.  To  us  this  seems  unjust.  If  the  Apprentice  or  Fellow  Craft  is  unwor- 
thy, try  him  and  place  a  perpetual  bar  in  the  way  of  his  progress.  Hedge  about  the 
entrance  to  our  gates  as  much  as  the  strictest  may  desire  ;  but,  when  once  we  have 
opened  them  and  welcomed  the  applicant  as  a  brother,  let  us  not  stay  his  progress 
without  good  cause  shown.  Whenever  he  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  —  and 
the  stricter  that  is  made  the  better  —  let  him  be  advanced,  or  let  him  know  that  his 
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progress  is  effectually  stayed,  and  for  just  cause.    The   chief  trouble  is  that  we 
leave  the  outside  door  open  for  any  to  enter  who  will. 

A  resolution  was  adopted,  donating  all  the  books  and  pamphlets  belonging  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  because  they  were  "  entirely  unread  and  use- 
less" in  its  archives.  Is  the  Grand  Secretary  the  only  one,  in  all  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Missouri,  who  has  occasion  and  disposition  to  read  Masonic  books  and  pamphlets? 
Perhaps  we  mistake  the  purport  of  the  resolution  —  Ave  take  it  to  mean  all  the  Ma- 
sonic books,  proceedings  of  Grand  Lodges,  and  other  pamphlets  that  hare  accumu- 
lated on  its  shelves  during  these  forty  years.  Such  a  donation  he  will  prize,  and  it 
seems  strange  to  us  that  the  Grand  Lodge  did  not  also  prize  them  and  preserve  them 
with  strictest  care.  Bro.  O'Sullivaiv,  the  Grand  Secretary,  has  for  many  years  been 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  and,  for  his  faithful  labors  as  such, 
well  deserved  the  gift;  and  we  trust  that  he  will  continue  for  many  years  yet,  each 
year  to  tell  his  brethren,  in  his  own  earnest,  racy  way,  of  all  that  transpires  in  the 
Masonic  world  worthy  of  note.  Like  our  own  Grand  Secretary,  he  finds  it  necessary 
to  answer  a  great  many  question?  on  Masonic  law— thinks  he  has  averaged  three 
hundred  and  fifty  answers  per  year  for  the  last  nine  years  —  many  within  the  past 
year,  "  on  the  relations  of  Masons  to  each  other  in  connection  with  the  present 
unhappy  condition  of  the  country."  He  closes  his  report  with  an  earnest  appeal  to 
his  brethren  to  remember  that  they  are  Masons,  and  "  to  practice  those  beautiful 
tenets  of  our  Order  —  brotherly  love  and  relief."    We  quote  the  conclusion  : — 

11  In  view,  then,  of  the  perils  which  encompass  us,  how  important  it  is  that  the 
Masonic  sentiment  should  be  cultivated  and  strengthened.  Let  us  endeavor  to  prac- 
tice that  first  great  lesson  taught  us  —  to  subdue  our  passions.  Let  us  be  careful,  in 
the  fratricidal  strife  that  is  upon  us,  to  remember  that  we  are  Masons,  members  of 
the  same  great  family,  scattered  like  the  builders  of  old  throughout  the  world  ;  and 
that,  though  arrayed  against  each  other  on  the  battie-field,  the  cry  of  mercy  will  ever 
be  attended  to  —  the  sign  of  distress  never  go  unrecognized  —  and  that,  while  we 
discharge  all  those  duties  devolving  upon  us  as  citizens,  we  will  not  forget  onr  duty 
as  Masons.  But  above  all  and  before  all,  let  us  earnestly  supplicate  the  Great  I  Am, 
that  He  may  have  mercy  upon  us  as  a  people,  and  influence  our  minds  to  return  to 
the  paths  of  pleasantness  and  peace.  May  God,  to  whom  we  as  Masons  bow  in 
humble  adoration,  bless,  protect,  and  sustain  our  country  and  enable  our  people  to 
bear  up  against  those  calamities  with  which  we  are  now  threatened." 

Different  systems  of  work  and  lectures  have  been  much  discussed  within  these 
few  years,  and  some  have  thought  it  their  privilege  to  write  many  things  which  Bro. 
O'Sullivan  thinks  should  not  be  written.  He  reads  them  a  lecture  upon  the  sub- 
ject, in  his  review  of  the  proceedings  of  Minnesota,  a  part  of  which  we  copy,  believ- 
ing with  Bro.  O'Sullivan,  that  the  "  desire  to  overleap  those  barriers  with  which 
our  ancient  brethren  fenced  in  the  hidden  work  of  our  Order  from  the  eyes  and  ears 
of  the  profane  "  deserves  severe  censure. 

"  They  write,"  he  says,  "  as  if  untrammeled  by  moral  or  legal  restraint,  and  that, 
which  twenty  years  ago,  if  committed  to  writing  and  published  to  the  world,  would 
subject  the  offenders  to  the  heaviest  penalties  known  to  our  Order,  is  now  blazoned 
forth  to  the  woild  with  an  unblushing  assurance  which  is  hurtful  to  Masonry,  and  causes 
the  heart  of  every  reflecting  Mason  to  throb  with  sorrow.  The  legends  and  traditions 
which  are  so  intimately  interwoven  into  the  ancient  system  of  Cra  t  Masonry,  and 
wThich  constitute  the  marrow  of  our  ritual,  are  recklessly  diagged  to  light  ;  exposed 
to  the  gaze  of  the  profane  ;  and  much  show  of  learning  is  displayed,  to  give  them  an 
actual  existence  and  a  meaning  different  in  many  wtal  respects  from  that  which  has 
been  handed  down  to  us  of  the  present  generation,  horn  ages  long  past.  The  sim- 
plicity and  morality  of  the  ritual  is  sought  to  be  destroy  ed  —  its  wisdom,  strei  gth,  and 
beauty,  to  be  obliterated  —  and  those  brethren  who  have  fondly  ciui;g  through  good 
report  and  evil  report,  amid  storm  and  sunshine,  to  the  sublime  teachings  of  Masonry 
as  contained  in  the  three  degrees  of  Apprentice,  Fellow  Craft,  and  Master,  are  now 
told  by  a  few  Masons  in  whom  it  is  sou  lit  to  concentrate  all  Masonic  liglj 
knowledge,  that  the  traditions  and  legends,  which  they  loved  to  rehearse  and  teach 
to  their  younger  brethren,  are  but  so  many  pleasiDg  delusions  harmless  in  them- 
selves, but  wanting  in  that  true  knowledge  of  symbolism  —  that  elevated  sent  i 
ality — wrhich  is  only  known  and  taught  among  those  tiue  Jacob  Townsends."  *  *  * 
"If  a  long  familiarity  with  the  ritual  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  obtained  from  the 
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best  sources,  knowledge  of  its  legends,  traditions,  history,  and  philosophy,  entitle  us 
to  speak  and  write  in  its  defense,  then  will  we  put  in  a  plea  in  its  behalf,  and  entreat 
Grand  Masters,  Grand  Secretaries,  editors,  and  all  others  of  the  Craft  who  write  on 
this  subject  to  spare  what  is  left  us  of  the  hidden  beauties  of  the  Order,  and  not  to 
pervert  its  teachings  from  their  legitimate  designs,  which  are  a  belief  and  trust  in 
God — reverence  for  his  name  —  obedience  to  his  laws,  and  a  life  hereafter" 

The  tongue  is  a  very  unruly  member  and  difficult  of  control,  and  when  those  hon- 
ored brethren  get  anxious  and  angry,  in  defense  of  their  peculiar  hobbies,  they 
sometimes  speak  words  without  wisdom.  Bro.  O'Sullivan  seems  to  be  the  worker 
of  that  jurisdiction,  and  what  he  attempts  to  do  he  does  well.  He  is  Grand  Secretary, 
Grand  Lecturer,  and  Committee  on  Correspondence.  We  should  say  there  was  not 
much  show  for  the  individual  that  furnishes  emplojmient  for  idle  hands,  with  him. 

The  M.-.W.'.W.  R.  Penick  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\W.\  A.  O'Sul- 
livan was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

This  Grand  Lodge  meets  semi-annually,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  June,  and 
on  the  anniversary  of  St.  John,  the  Evangelist.  The  Annual  Communication  for  the 
year  1860  was  held  at  Concord,  commencing  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  June — the  R:. 
W:.  Aaron  P.  Hughes,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R:.  W:.  Horace 
Chase  being  Grand  Secretary.  Forty-one  Lodges  were  represented,  including  two 
under  dispensation. 

The  Grand  Master,  the  M:.  W:.  Moses  Paul,  by  reason  of  long  protracted  and 
continuing  illness,  was  unable  to  attend.  His  address  is  a  plain  business  document, 
and  a  very  good  one.  He  had  granted  two  dispensations  during  the  year  for  new 
Lodges.  In  regard  to  such  Lodges,  he  says:  "It  is  the  custom  under  this  jurisdic- 
tion (but  how  it  originated,  or  whence  it  came,  I  know  not)  that  such  dispensations 
restrict  Lodges  receiving  them  to  conferring  the  first  degree  in  Masonry  only  ;  while 
all  other  Grand  Lodges  in  the  country,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  allow  the  three  degrees 
to  be  conferred."  He  recommended,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted,  a  new  rule 
authorizing  such  Lodges  to  confer  the  three  degrees,  "  and  to  perform  all  the  func- 
tions and  duties  of  chartered  Lodges,  except  the  election  of  officers  and  members." 
We  do  not  understand  the  reason  or  policy  of  excepting  the  election  of  members. 
Lodges  under  dispensation  are  not  "occasional  Lodges"  in  any  fair  sense  of  the 
term  ;  and  the  rules  and  restrictions  proper  for  such  Lodges  in  the  olden  time  are  no 
longer  necessary.  It  is  true,  they  derive  all  their  authority  from  the  Grand  Master 
instituting  them  and  empowering  them  to  work  ;  but  so  do  Lodges  under  charter  derive 
all  their  powers  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  grants,  and  can  at  pleasure  recall, 
their  charters  ;  and  we  can  see  no  good  reason  why  the  powers  of  the  one  should  not 
be  just  as  extensive  as  those  of  the  other  in  all  things  except  the  election  of  officers. 
Our  brethren  of  the  Granite  State  took  a  step  in  the  right  direction  in  enlarging  the 
powers,  and  so  promoting  the  usefulness,  of  Lodges  under  dispensation. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  that  he  had  granted  several  dispensations  for  conferring 
the  degrees  upon  persons  about  leaving  their  homes,  in  cases  where  it  did  not  appear 
to  him  "  that  the  institution  would  therein  be  damaged."  It  has  been  our  misfortune 
to  be  called  upon  to  examine  several  of  that  same  sort  —  put  through  in  one  or  two 
nights  —  who  had  never  been  inside  of  a  Lodge  after,  and  didn't  even  know  the  form 
thereof.  We  commend  to  our  New  Hampshire  brethren  the  address  of  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter Allen  of  Michigan  01  this  subject,  and  would  say  to  them,  pray  don't  send  and  com- 
mend to  us  your  refuse  timber.  Men  who  care  for  Masonry  only  as  a  help  in  traveling 
among  strangers,  are  not  the  material  we  want.  Send  us  your  good  men  and  true  — 
the  more  of  them  the  better,  and  we  will  welcome  them  as  Masons  should  ;  but  these 
fellows  who,  in  making  up  their  outfit  for  travel,  buy  Masonry  as  they  do  a  revolver 
and  bowie  knife,  to  help  them  out  of  a  tight  place,  are  not  the  kind  we  love  to  see. 

The  Grand  Secretary  has  published  the  first  volume  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge  from  its  organization  in  1789,  under  the  instructions  of  that  body 
The  Grand  Master  says  of  it :  "  The  book  is  beautifully  gotten  up.  attractive  in  its 
appearance,  and  is  a  credit  to  our  Grand  Lodge,  by  whose  order  it  was  prepared,  as 
well  as  to  Bro.  Chase,  who  compiled  it,  showing  his  ability  to  make  a  handsome  book 
as  well  as  a  good  record." 

There  was  no  Report  on  Correspondence,  the  leisure  of  Bro.  Chase,  chairman  of 
that  committee,  having  been  altogether  occupied  in  the  preparation  of  the  volume 
of  proceedings.  Bro.  Porter,  Grand  Lecturer  of  Kentucky,  exemplified  Ids  and 
Bro.  Morris's  Thomas  Smith  Webb  work,  apparently  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  all 
present ;  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  subject  of 
changing  the  work  and  lectures  to  the  Webb  work. 

At  the  semi-annual  meeting,  held  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  December,  I860, 
the  committee  reported  that  they  had  carefulhT  examined  the  work  and  lectures  as 
taught  by  Bro.  Rob.  Morris  of  Kentucky,  and  compared  it  with  the  system  adopted 
by  their  own  Grand  Lodge  in  1850  ;  that  "they  find  no  material  difference  —  in  fact, 
they  are  one  and  the  same,  varying  only  in  verbal  phraseology,  and  in  a  few  instan- 
ces, slight  changes  in  the  order  of  arrangement ;"  and  the  committee  all  agreeing  that, 
"  in  point  of  grammatical  construction  and  elegance  of  expression."  their  own  ritual 
is  far  preferable  to  that  of  Bro.  Morris,  they  concluded  by  recommending  a  strict 
adherence  thereunto. 


The  Annual  Communication  for  the  year  1831  was  held  at  Concord,  commencing 
on  the  twelfth  day  of  June  —  the  Ms.W.'i  Aaron  P.  Hughes,  Grand  Master,  presid- 
ing, and  the  JR.-.  W.\  Horace  Chase  being  Grand  Secretary.  Thirty-eight  Lodges 
were   represented,  including  one  under  dispensation. 

The  Grand  Master  recommends  a  National  Convention  of  Masons  at  Washington, 
D.C,  "  to  determine  what  our  duty  may  be"  in  the  present  crisis  of  the  national 
affairs.  To  us  the  path  of  duty  seems  very  plain  —  to  be  true  to  our  Government,  and 
not  to  countenance  disloyalty  or  rebellion.  As  Masons,  in  convention  we  could  do 
nothing.  As  citizens,  at  home  or  in  the  field,  we  could  help  to  sustain  the  Govern- 
ment and  do  our  duty.  The  convention  was  not  held,  and  we  think  it  fortunate  that 
it  was  not,  inasmuch  as  the  day  for  such  attempts  at  peace-making  has  long  gone  by. 
The  man  with  a  book  had  been  "  around/'  and  Grand  Master  Hughes  had  seen  him, 
and  been  invited  to  subscribe.  He  says  :  "All  such  persons  should  be  treated  with 
contempt,"  and  advises  his  brethren,  when  they  meet  with  one  of  that  kind,  who  is  in 
possession  of  something  that  is  known  to  but  few,  which  he  will  communicate  for  a 
consideration,  to  keep  an  e}-e  on  their  coats  and  hats.  He  announces  the  death  of 
Past  Grand  Master  Moses  Paul,  and  says  of  him:  "When  I  say  he  was  a  good 
Mason,  you  will  agree  with  me  that  he  must  have  been  a  good  citizen.  He  was  both, 
and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  he  was  a  good  Christian,  and  that  he  died 
as  such.     These,  in  our  judgment,  fill  up  the  measure  of  man." 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  removed  from  the  State  and 
left  the  Grand  Lodge  again  without  a  report.  There  are  forty-seven  Lodges  in  the 
jurisdiction,  with  a  membership  of  2591,  an  increase  of  two  hundred  and  fourteen 
since  I860. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  given  in  this  publication.  From  it  we 
lsarn  that  the  Grand  Lodge  revenues  are  derived  from  fees  only,  as  follows  :  For  a 
charter,  thirty  dollars  ;  for  a  dispensation,  ten  dollars  ;  for  each  initiation,  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents.  How  they  manage  to  keep  even  with  the  world  on  so  limited  a  rev- 
enue we  do  not  well  understand,  but  they  do  it  and  do  it  well.  The  rule,  in 
regard  to  eligibility  of  Master:  may  not  be  quite  up  to  the  strictness  of  the  old 
charge  as  interpreted  by  many,  but  it  is  in  accordance  with  good  sense.  It  i 
"  No  brother  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  Master  of  a  Lodge  who  has  not  served  accept- 
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ably  as  a  Warden  in  some  regularly  constituted  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
or  some  other  Grand  Lodge,  at  least  six  months,  except  when  a  new  Lodge  is  to  be 
formed,  or  where  no  such  Warden  can  be  found."  Of  course  the  brethren  are  the 
judges  whether  or  not  a  Warden  has  served  acceptably.  Entered  Apprentices  and 
Fellow  Crafts  are  required  to  work  one  month  as  such  before  advancement.  We 
think  that  a  much  better  rule  which  makes  advancement  depend  upon  proficiency. 
In  the  absence  of  the  Master,  the  Wardens  may  call  special  meetings,  but  can  not 
confer  degrees,  unless  a  Past  Master  is  present.  Suppose  a  Past  Master  is  present, 
he  has  no  authority  more  than  any  other  member,  and  we  do  not  see  the  particular 
virtue  of  his  presence.  In  the  absence  of  the  Master  the  Wardens  succeed  to  his 
duties,  and  are  to  "  govern  the  Lodge,"  and  it  would  seem  a  better  rule  to  allow  no 
one  to  be  elected  Warden  who  is  not  qualified  to  perform  all  the  duties  of  Master. 
We  have  heard  it  strenuously  argued  by  well  informed  Masons  that  no  one  but  a 
Past  Master  could  preside  in  a  Lodge  for  any  purpose,  and  once  knew  a  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  in  Pennsylnania,  who  left  a  Lodge  presided  over  by  the  Senior 
Warden,  assigning  as  a  reason  that  he  could  not  sit  in  a  Lodge  where  one  not  a 
Past  Master  presided.  We  find  no  such  land-mark,  and  can  sit  very  composedly 
under  such  circumstances. 

The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

The  seventy-third  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  was 
held  at  Trenton,  on  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  days  of  January,  1860— the  31.- .  W:.' 
Joseph  Trimble,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  E.-.W.'.  Joseph  H.  Hough  being 
Grand  Secretary.    Forty-seven  Lodges  were  represented. 

Grand  Master  Trimble  reports,  that  "  Masonry  is  making  a  steady,  and  mostly  a 
healthy  progress  throughout  the  State,  and  that  the  Order  is  increasing  not  only  in 
numbers,  but  in  the  Masonic  value  of  the  different  Lodges,  and  the  members  compos- 
ing them."  He  had  granted  but  one  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge.  He  says  :  "  The 
number  might  have  been  increased,  but  care  has  been  taken  to  ascertain,  as  nearly 
as  possible,  the  wants  of  a  neighborhood  where  it  was  proposed  to  establish  a  new 
Lodge  ;  and  unless  it  was  shown  that  the  number  of  Masons  residing  in  such  locality 
was  sufficient  to  sustain  a  Lodge,  or  that  additions  could  be  made  from  such  material 
as  would  render  it  successful  and  of  value  to  the  Order,  the  establishment  of  such 
Lodges  has  been  discouraged."  The  rule  is  good  ;  and  the  fact  that  there  is  but  one 
vacant  number  upon  the  register  of  Lodges  for  that  jurisdiction,  shows  that  the  rule 
has  been  acted  upon.  He  is  of  opinion  that  only  those  who  have  served  as  Wardens 
are  eligible  to  the  office  of  Master,  and  reports  having  declared  the  election  of  one, 
who  had  not  so  served,  void.  The  Grand  Lodge  approved  his  action,  and  declare  the 
law  to  be  imperative,  and  that  it  "  can  not  be  departed  from  except  in  extraordinary 
cases  where  its  provisions  can  not  by  any  possibility  be  complied  with,  when  they 
think  it  is  the  prerogative  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  judge  of  the  circumstances  which 
led  to  the  departure,  and  take  such  action  as  it  may  see  fit  in  the  premises."  He 
urges  upon  Masters  of  Lodges,  "  when  an  opportunity  offers,  to  lecture  their  brethren 
upon  some  part  of  the  duty  which  those  who  profess  to  be  Masons  owe  to  religion, 
to  themselves,  to  the  Lodge,  to  their  brethren,  and  to  the  community.  Such  instruction, 
delivered  clearly  and  plainly  by  the  Master  of  a  Lodge,  will  have  great  effect  in  sus- 
taining the  weak,  encouraging  the  timid,  repressing  the  bold,  and  eradicating  any 
vice  that  may  prevail  among  the  members."  The  suggestion  is  a  good  one.  If  the 
Masters  of  Lodges  would,  upon  convenient  occasions,  advise  with  the  brethren  upon 
their  rights  and  privileges,  but  more  especially  their  duties  as  Masons,  they  would 
thereby  render  their  Lodge  meetings  more  attractive,  and  the  seed  thus  sown  would 
surely  bring  forth  abundantly  for  the  harvest.  The  question  was  asked,  if  a  brother 
obtain  a  dimit  from  his  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of  joining  in  a  petition  for  a  new 
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Lodge,  is  he  still  a  member  of  his  original  Lodge  in  case  the  petition  is  refused? 
The  Grand  Master  decided  that  he  would  be  still  a  member  of  his  Lodge.  That  may 
be  good  doctrine  in  New  Jersey,  but  we  should  say,  that  when  one  has  asked  for 
and  obtained  his  dimit,  no  matter  for  what  cause,  his  connection  is  severed  to  all 
intents,  and  bis  membership  fully  determined,  and  that  it  can  only  be  renewed  by 
petition  and  vote  of  the  Lodge,  as  for  other  non-afflliated  brethren  ;  and  that  a  dimit 
can  not,  in  any  case,  properly  be  made  to  depend  upon  a  contingency. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Bro.  Hough,  Grand  Secretary. 
It  occupies  sixty  pages  of  the  journal,  and  notices  the  proceedings  of  thirty-six  Grand 
Lodges,  fairly  presenting  all  that  seemed  to  him  worthy  of  notice,  for  the  most  part 
without  comment.  A  very  interesting  table,  giving  a  brief  history  of  the  Lodges  of 
the  jurisdiction  from  1780  to  1842,  is  presented.  It  shows  where  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  held  each  year,  who  represented  the  constituent  Lodges,  when  new  warrants  were 
issued,  and  when  and  for  what  cause  they  were  returned.  In  1842  there  were  but 
eight  Lodges  in  the  State,  though  the  number  upon  the  register  was  fifty-eight.  Anti- 
masonry  was  too  strong  for  them,  and  they  surrendered  their  warrants  or  were 
stricken  from  the  roll.  In  that  year  the  remaining  Lodges  were  renumbered,  and  since, 
the  increase  has  not  been  rapid,  but  sure.  In  1861  the  number  was  fifty-seven,  and 
only  one  number  unrepresented  by  an  active,  healthy  Lodge.  This  speaks  well  for 
Xew  Jersey. 

The  seventy-fourth  Annual  Communication  was  held  at  Trenton,  on  the  sixteenth 
and  seventeenth  days  of  January,  1861 — the  Mr.W.:  Isaac  Tax  Wagoner,  Grand 
Master,  presiding,  and  the  R. \W.\  Joseph  H.  Hough  being  Grand  Secretary.  Forty- 
six  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  very  happily  alludes  to  the  presence  of  some  aged  brethren 
"  whose  heads  are  silvered  o'er  with  the  frosts  of  age,"  who,  "  under  peculiar  difficul. 
ties  "  were  called  upon  to  use  their  best  exertions  and  utmost  endeavors  to  transmit 
to  their  successors  in  the  active  duties  of  their  voluntary  calling,  unimpaired,  the 
information  and  knowledge  received  from  those  who  had  preceded  them."  Now,  in 
the  honor  and  esteem  of  their  brethren,  and  the  prosperity  of  the  Order,  they  were 
reaping  the  reward  of  their  labors.  Referring  to  the  political  troubles  that  were 
then  beginning  so  seriously  to  distract  the  country,  he  says  :  "  The  civil  and  social 
relations  of  our  countrymen  have  been  jeopardized  through  the  caprices  and  whims 
of  designing  and  ambitious  men.  But  when  we  cast  our  eyes  over  the  breadth  and 
length  of  our  land,  the  Masonic  relations  between  the  different  portions  thereof  con- 
tinue as  firm,  unchangeable,  and  enduring  as  though  no  withering  wind  had  swept 
over  us." 

He  reminds  the  brethren  that,  by  the  chilling  winds  and  the  dreary  aspect  of  the 
winter  season,  the  coldness  and  uncharitableness  of  the  human  heart  are  developed ; 
that  "the  poor,  the  needy,  the  destitute,  and  the  suffering  deserve  and  expect  the 
assistance  and  encouragement  of  the  more  fortunate  ;'?  that  "  those  who  are  by 
nature  and  habit  timid  and  easily  discouraged,  need  the  smiles  and  the  favors  of 
those  more  bold  and  persevering  ;"  and  that  the  more  successful  are  strengthened 
by  the  encouragement  and  hope  that  they,  by  their  favors,  have  given  to  the  more 
unfortunate. 

Three  new  Lodges  were  established  during  the  year,  under  dispensation,  to  all  of 
which  charters  were  granted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand  Master  had  been 
informed  of  some  ambitious  brother  or  brethren  who  had  undertaken  to  manage  the 
Grand  Lodge  as  they  would  a  political  convention,  and  by  the  same  sort  of  applian- 
ces. The  address  closes  with  a  short  but  pertinent  lecture  on  electioneering  in 
Masonic  bodies.  Perhaps  some  particularly  bright  Masons  who  were  confident  that 
they  were  in  possession  of  the  only  true  work,  did  not  like  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  1860  in  adopting  a  system  of  work  and  requiring  the  Lodges  to  learn  and 
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use  it ;  and  thought  the  end  would  justify  the  means,  if  they  could,  by  a  little  hand- 
some maneuvering  and  electioneering,  manage  to  control  that  matter, 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Wardens  have  each  a  certain  number  of 
Lodges  assigned  them,  which  they  are  required  to  visit  and  instruct.  The  Grand 
Wardens  and  Grand  Lecturer  report  very  favorably  of  the  condition  of  the  Lodges  as- 
signed to  them  and  the  willingness  and  zeal  of  the  brethren  in  acquiring  the  work,  as 
adopted.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Haley  Fisk,  seems,  however,  to  have  been 
less  fortunate  in  the  strip  of  country  assigned  to  him.  His  lines  were  not  ca^t  in  pleasant 
places.  He  reports  :  "As  to  the  new  work  I  have  heard  so  much  about  (for  I  have 
not  seen  it,  except  the  first  degree),  I  find  that  the  officers  of  most  of  the  Lodges 
that  I  have  visited  have  the  same  opinion  of  the  work  as  the  officers  of  my  own 
Lodge.  They  prefer  there  their  own  work  to  that  of  any  other,  and  for  that  reason 
I  have  found  almost  as  many  kinds  of  work  as  I  have  visited  Lodges."  It  is  reported 
elsewhere  that  the  Master  of  his  Lodge  refused  to  allow  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  teach 
there. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  declaring  that  u  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues 
does  not  deprive  a  brother  of  the  benefits  of  Masonry,  except  to  deprive  him  of  a 
voice  in  his  own  Lodge."  The  resolution  was  ruled  out  of  order,  as  being  in  conflict 
with  the  twelfth  General  Regulation,  which  declares  it  to  be  "  the  inherent  right  of 
every  Lodge  to  make  by-laws  and  regulations  for  its  own  government."  So  it  would 
appear  that  the  Lodges  may  regulate  the  matter  as  seems  good  in  their  eyes — one 
may  suspend,  another  strike  from  the  roll,  another  expel,  and  still  another  allow  the 
non-paying  brother  all  his  rights  and  privileges  while  under  suspension  for  that 
cause,  except  a  voice  in  his  own  Lodge.  The  rule  should  be  uniform  throughout  the 
jurisdiction,  and  we  would  make  it  suspension,  which  should  mean  absolute  exclusion 
from  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  benefits  of  the  Order.  When  the  law  was  first 
proposed  here  it  seemed  to  us  harsh  and  unjust,  but  every  year  convinces  us  more 
and  more  of  its  propriety,  justice,  and  necessitj^.    With  us,  at  least,  it  works  well. 

A  new  Constitution,  and  new  By-Laws  and  General  Regulations  were  adopted,  of 
which  we  give  a  few  of  the  provisions  :  Masters  and  Warden  are  entitled  to  seats  in 
Grand  Lodge,  but  a  representative  must  be  a  Past  Master.  Neither  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, Deputy  Grand  Master,  or  Grand  Wardens  can  act  at  the  same  time  as  Master  or 
Warden  of  a  subordinate  Lodge.  Past  Masters  only  are  eligible  to  any  offices  in  the 
Grand  Body,  except  those  of  Grand  Chaplain  and  Grand  Tyler.  Nominations  for 
Grand  officers  are  allowed,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  is  required  to  place  a  bal- 
lot-box upon  his  table  to  receive  the  names  of  nominees,  to  make  a  list  of  those 
nominated,  and  to  proclaim  them  before  the  election  begins.  If  there  be  no 
choice  on  the  first  ballot,  only  the  three  highest  shall  be  voted  for  on  the  second.  If 
a  third  ballot  is  necessary,  it  must  be  confined  to  the  two  highest  candidates.  Grand 
officers  must  be  immediately  installed,  in  person  or  by  proxy.  None  but  a  Past 
Grand  Master  can  respond  for  the  Grand  Master.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  and  Grand  Wardens  to  visit  and  lecture  all  the  Lodges  at  least  once  a 
year  —  the  Grand  Master  dividing  the  State  into  convenient  districts  for  that  purpose 
—for  which  service  they  receive  one  dollar  per  day,  besides  their  traveling  and  other 
necessary  expenses."  No  brother  is  permitted  to  vouch  for  a  visiting  brother,  unless 
he  has  sat  in  open  Lodge  with  him,  or  examined  him  under  direction  of  the  Master. 
Wardens,  by  service,  are  alone  eligible  to  the  office  of  Master.  "  All  charges,  when 
presented,  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Master  to  investigate  the  same,"  and  report  the  testimony  to  the  Lodge  for  its 
action. 

The  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Regulations,  taken  together,  form  a  very  complete 
code  of  laws,  and  provide  for  almost  every  contingency  that  can  arise.  We  do  not 
like  all  the  provisions,  but  if  our  Jersey  brethren  do,  it  is  their  privilege  to  make  their 
own  laws.    We  can  discover  no  good  reason  why  a  Lodge  should  be  confined  to  its 
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Past  Masters  in  selecting  a  suitable  person  to  be  its  representative  in  Grand  Lodge  ; 
or  why  the  Grand  Lodge  may  not  choose  the  worthiest  and  most  competent  brother* 
in  the  jurisdiction  to  preside  over  its  deliberations  and  be  Grand  Master,  provided, 
always  "he  has  been  a  Fellow  Craft  before  his  election;"  nor  why  a  subordinate 
Lodge  may  not  be  allowed  the  same  liberty  in  the  choice  of  Master.  The  old  fable 
of  an  army  of  lions  with  a  stag  to  command,  and  the  army  of  stags  with  a  lion  at  the 
head,  will,  perhaps,  apply  as  well  in  Masonic  as  military  affairs.  Installation  hy 
proxy  is  no  installation  at  all.  If  the  ceremon}T  is  anything  but  an  idle  form  or  show, 
it  is  fitting  that  every  officer  should  answer  for  himself  that  he  will  be  faithful  to  his 
trust.  We  should  as  soon  think  of  ordaining  a  minister,  or  swearing  in  our  State  or 
Federal  officers  by  proxy,  as  installing  a  Grand  Master,  or  even  a  Master  of  a  subor- 
dinate Lodge,  on  the  assent  and  suretyship  of  another. 

We  notice  with  pleasure  that  the  Grand  Lodge  ordered  the  publication  of  a  com- 
pendium of  its  proceedings  "  from  its  organization  to  the  present  time.v  and  that 
Bro.  Hough  is  chairman  of  the  committee  to  supervise  the  matter,  and  probably  to 
prepare  the  compendium.  Bro.  Hough  was  again  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence,  and  presented  a  brief  but  well  digested  report  of  the  proceedings 
of  thirty-three  Grand  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

NEW  YORK. 

The  "  Annual  Meeting  "  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  18G0,  was  held  in  the  city  of  Xew 
York,  commencing  on  the  fifth  day  of  June  —  the  3f.\  W.\  John  L.  Lewis,  Jr.,  Grand 
Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\W.\  James  M.  Austin  being  Grand  Secretary.  Four 
hundred  and  two  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Addresses  of  Grand  Master  Lewis  are  all  excellent.  The  one  before  us  fully 
sustains  his  reputation  as  an  elegant  writer.  It  opens  with  the  folio wiug  beautiful 
allusion  to  the  season  of  meeting  : — 

"  The  summer  is  again  beaming  upon  us  in  brightness  and  beauty,  gladdening  us 
by  its  verdure  and  regaling  the  sens  es  with  the  perfume  and  varied  hues  of  its  flow- 
ers. We,  who  have  been  taught  to  speak  in  em  blems  drawn  from  the  arts  and  exact 
sciences,  may  also  gather  anew  language  from  the  face  of  nature  ;  and  while  without, 
freshness  and  delight  renovate  the  landscape,  make  them  the  reflection  of  our  feel- 
ings and  aspirations  in  this  great  assembly  of  our  Fraternity.  Like  the  rich  carpet 
which  the  All-bountiful  has  spread  beneath  our  feet,  may  we  have  an  evergreen  path 
of  truth  and  gladness  on  which  to  wend  our  footsteps  in  life's  pilgrimage  :  like  the 
blossoms  which  fringe  it,  and  which  is  the  tessellated  border  of  God's  own  handi- 
work, may  the  checkered  scenes  of  existence  be  surrounded  with  joy  and  happim 
and  may  the  summer  sunshine  and  the  summer  rain  descend  like  the  blessings  of 
Providence  upon  all  our  works.  It  was  a  happy  thought  that  prompted  our  fathers, 
far  away  in  the  by-gone  years,  to  fix  the  recurrence  of  our  Annual  Communication 
at  this  gladsome  season.  It  was  suggestive  of  that  perennial  glow  which  should  ani- 
mate all  hearts  when  we  meet  —  of  that  ever-during  bloom  which  crowns  and  beau- 
tifies every  faithful  discharge  of  duty  toward  our  brethren  or  mankind." 

The  following  table  is  given,  showing  the  condition  of  Masonry  by  decades  from 
1800  to  1860  :—

In  1830,  anti-masonry  was  in  full  blast,  and  of  the  twenty  thousand  names  returned 
in  1825,  scarce  three  thousand  remained.  When  the  storm  came  they  wore  afraid,  an  i 
deserted  the  ship;  so  that  of  the  four  hundred  and  eighty  Lodges  in  1825,  only  sixtv-tw,, 
remained  in  1832.     In  1840,  the  anti-masonic  fury  had  exhausted  itself,  and  the  timid 
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who  had  fled  before  its  rage  began  to  return  to  their  Lodges.  They  were  no  longer 
ashamed  or  afraid  to  have  it  known  that  they  were  Masons.  Too  many  of  them  were 
of  the  fair-weather  kind.  Since  then,  the  progress  of  the  Order  in  that  State  has 
been  rapid  and  constant ;  and  to-day  it  occupies  a  higher  position  than  in  the  palmi- 
est days  of  its  former  glory,  though  the  ratio  of  membership  to  population  is  only 
half  what  it  was  in  1825.  During  the  year,  twenty-seven  new  Lodges  were  estab- 
lished under  dispensation. 

In  May,  just  before  the  Annual  Meeting,  a  special  meeting  was  called  by  Grand! 
Master  Lewis  for  laying  the  corner-stone  of  an  orphan  asylum  at  Utica  ;  and,  in  his 
eloquent  Address,  he  urges  the  brethren  that  they  too  should  remember  the  widow 
and  orphan,  "  and  lay  the  foundations  of  an  asylum  for  a  brother's  little  ones,  worthy 
of  the  object  — worthy  of  the  Craft  in  New  York."  "  Let  us  not  forget,"  says  heT 
"  that  even  to-day,  the  widows  of  our  Craft  are  homeless  ;  the  orphans  of  our  depart- 
ed brethren  unsheltered  by  a  Masonic  refuge  for  the  destitute."  The  Grand  Lodge, 
he  thinks,  is  becoming  "too  unwieldly  for  the  prompt  and  easy  dispatch  of  business;" 
and  he  recommends  that  some  system  for  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  representa- 
tives should  be  adopted.  The  difficulty  that  he  sees  in  the  way,  is  the  absolute  right 
of  the  Master  and  Wardens  to  represent  their  Lodge,  of  which  right,  in  his  opinion, 
no  legislation  can  deprive  them.  He  suggests,  however,  that  they  may  voluntarily 
waive  the  right,  and  substitute  a  different  and  much  better  system.  We  do  not  look 
upon  this  right  of  representation  as  a  landmark  at  all,  but  as  one  of  the  regulations 
which  it  is  competent  for  any  Grand  Lodge  to  change,  whenever  the  best  interests 
of  the  Craft  require  it.  The  subject  of  Masonic  history  has  been  for  some  years 
exciting  the  interest  of  the  Craft,  in  New  York,  as  elsewhere.  Grand  Master  Lewis 
recommends  the  organization  of  a  Masonic  Historical  Society,  under  the  corporation 
laws  of  the  State,  as  the  speediest  and  most  effectual  means  of  accomplishing  the 
desired  end.  During  the  year,  Bro.  Austin,  the  Grand  Secretary,  found  a  most  val- 
uable relic  of  the  earlier  times  of  Masonry  —  the  "old  record  books  of  Solomon's 
Lodge,  No.  1,  formerly  located  at  Poughkeepsie,"  extending  "  back  to  the  formation 
of  the  Lodge  in  1771,  including  a  copy  of  its  warrant,  granted  by  George  Harrison, 
the  then  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  the  Province  of  New  York."  He  found  them 
in  the  hands  of  a  profane,  and  purchased  them. 

Bro.  John  W.  Simons,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presented  a  very  able  and  interest- 
ing report  of  his  official  acts,  showing  pretty  clearly  that  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  in  that  jurisdiction,  is  not  one  to  provide  against  contingencies  merely,  but 
one  furnishing  an  abundance  of  work  to  the  most  skillful  and  cunning  workman.  The 
final  adjustment  of  the  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge  difficulty  was  referred  to  him,  and  was 
by  him  finally  disposed  of;  thus  effectually  and  for  all  time,  we  trust,  settling  up  all 
the  "internal  difficulties"  with  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  have  had  to 
contend.  Great  complaint  had  been  made  as  to  the  unceremonious  manner  in  which 
the  union  with  the  Phillip's  Grand  Lodge  was  effected  in  1858.  Some  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  thought  it  hardly  right  that  irregular  and  clandestine  Masons,  who  had  been 
for  years  waging  fierce  opposition  to  the  legitimate  Grand  Lodge,  should  be  at  once 
received,  with  open  arms,  because  they  said  they  were  willing  to  be  received  and 
numbered  with  the  regular  workmen.  This  time  such  just  complaints  were  to  be 
avoided  —  the  members  of  the  nine  Lodges  composing  the  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge 
were  to  be  healed,  and  their  Lodges  again  set  to  work  under  dispensation.  Bro. 
Simons  found,  on  inquiry,  a  great  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  correct  interpretation 
of  the  term  healing,  and  finally  concluded  that  re-making  would  cover  all  objections, 
and  to  adopt  that  as  the  safest  plan  for  all  concerned. 

"Having  now  settled,"  he  says,  "  the  course  of  action  in  my  own  mind,  I  invited 
the  principals  of  the  petitioners  to  meet  me,  and  explained  to  them  the  method  I  had 
decided  upon,  and  the  theory  of  Grand  Lodge  government  upon  which  it  was  based. 
At  the  same  time,  I  directed  them  to  ascertain  and  pay  all  claims  against  their 
respective  organizations,  as  well  as  to  adjust  all  money  differences  with  their  mem- 
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bers,  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  no  complaints  on  that  score  would  be 
entertained  after  they  had  entered  the  regular  Fraternity.  They  were  also  directed 
to  furnish  me  with  lists  of  all  the  members  recognized  by  them  as  in  good  standing  ; 
all  of  which  having  been  complied  with,  we  were  then  ready  for  the  final  process, 
which  was  conducted  by  myself  in  the  separate  Lodges,  and  extended  over  a  period 
of  about  four  weeks. 

With  the  closing  out  of  the  St.  John?s  Grand  Lodge,  the  internal  difficulties  disap- 
pear ;  but  enemies,  from  without  its  borders,  still  disturb  the  peace  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  The  Negrophilist  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  still  insists  upon  her  right  to 
invade  the  jurisdiction  of  New  York,  and  to  establish  her  Lodges  there.  Her  action 
in  this  matter  has  met  with  the  decided  disapprobation  of  nearly  all  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  world,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  she  will  soon  repent  of  her  evil  doing, 
and  make  amends,  as  far  as  she  may,  for  the  wrong  she  has  done.  A  visitation  of  the 
German  Lodges  was  made  by  brethren  appointed  for  that  purpose,  who  make  an 
interesting  and  detailed  report,  showing  that  there  are  twelve  Lodges  in  the  city, 
working  in  the  German  language,  with  a  membership  of  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four  ; 
all  endeavoring,  as  far  as  possible,  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  all  in  good  condition. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Bro.  Ellicott  Evans,  who 
says  that  he  had  prepared  "  a  report  so  voluminous  that  it  would  have  been  beyond 
the  bounds  of  all  reason  to  have  forced  it  upon  the  Grand  Lodge."'  He  therefore 
concluded  to  cut  it  down  to  the  barest  statement  of  facts  which  could  have  an  inter- 
est to  the  Fraternity;  and  so  he  presented  it  —  a  very  brief  summary  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  thirty-nine  Grand  Lodges,  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Chicago  Convention  in 
full,  and  with  a  compendium  of  decisions  on  Masonic  law,  occupying  over  eight  pages 
at  the  close. 

The  Grand  Lodge  decided  "  that  it  is  irregular  to  install  a  Master  elect  over  a  sub- 
ordinate Lodge  previous  to  his  being  put  in  possession  of  the  secrets  of  the  Chair." 
The  report  of  the  Board  of  Relief  of  the  city  of  New  York  shows  the  receipt  of 
$5,172  84,  and  the  expenditure  of  $5,029  93,  from  May,  1859,  to  May,  1860.  Only  a 
part  of  the  Lodges  of  the  city  have  contributed  to  the  Board.  The  Deputy  Grand 
Master  urges  them  all  to  unite  together  in  the  movement,  that  so  they  may  the  better 
exercise  true  charity  —  discriminating  between  those  who  should,  and  those  who 
should  not,  receive  assistance  at  their  hands  —  relieving  the  distresses  of  the  worthy 
poor  and  encouraging  them  to  new  efforts  in  the  battle  of  life,  but  cutting  off  the 
supplies  of  impostors.  Of  five  hundred  and  fourteen  applicants  relieved  by  the  Xew 
York  City  Board  in  four  years,  it  seems,  from  their  report,  that  two  hundred  and  two 
have  been  of  the  unworthy  class.  This  seems  a  very  large  proportion,  but  it  shows, 
more  clearly  than  anything  else,  the  necessity  of  union  and  system  in  the  bestowal  of 
their  charities.  Individual  Lodges  cannot  guard  as  well  against  imposition  as  the  com- 
mittee of  a  Relief  Lodge.  From  the  report  of  Bro.  Daniel  Sicklls,  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master  of  the  first  district,  we  learn  that  there  are  fifty  Lodges  in  his  district, 
and  that  they  dispensed,  in  charity,  independent  of  the  Relief  Lodge,  about  $1 
A  portion  of  this  was  doubtless  bestowed  upon  their  own  members,  but  a  very  large 
proportion  on  strangers  in  need.  The  Grand  Lodge  contributed  liberally  to  the 
assistance  of  the  several  Boards  of  Relief,  as  follows :  To  the  Relief  Board  of  New 
York,  $2,000  ;  of  Buffalo,  $500,  and  of  Brooklyn,  $G00. 

Bro.  Wm.  H.  Drew,  the  Grand  Lecturer,  presented  a  long  report,  covering  thirteen 
closely  printed  pages.  He  encourages  the  brethren  with  the  hope  that  the  day  is  not 
far  distant,  when  the  services  of  a  Grand  Lecturer  will  no  longer  be  needed  ;  yet  lie 
complains  that  the  difficulty  of  imparting  correct  instruction  is  largely  enhaix 
the  intrusion  of  "  itinerant  lecturers,  and  other  peddling  traffickers  in  the  Craft,  who 
by  the  aid  of  lectures  lithographed  on  paper  instead  of  the  brain,  and  other  like 
means,  lead  the  young  and  inexperienced,  the  careless  and  indifferent,  or  the  un- 
thinking and  superficial  Mason  into  a  violation  of  his  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  and 
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a  defiance  of  its  authority.  Like  the  widows,  of  whom  the  Apostle  warned  the  faith- 
ful of  old,  "  withal  they  learned  to  be  idle,  wandering  about  from  house  to  house  ;  and 
not  only  idle,  but  tattlers,  also,  and  busy-bodies,  speaking  things  which  they  ought 
not.'' 

From  the  Grand  Secretary's  report,  we  learn  that  there  were,  during  the  year 
ending  June  1st,  1859,  four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ten  initiations  and  five  hun- 
dred and  fifty-three  affiliations,  making  an  addition  of  five  thousand  four  hundred  and 
sixty-three,  for  that  year,  upon  the  registry  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  that  there 
were,  during  the  same  period,  two  hundred  and  sixty  deaths,  thirty  were  expelled, 
thirty-three  suspended,  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one  dimitted,  and  one  thousand  one 
hundred  and  twenty-three  were  stricken  from  the  roll,  for  non-payment  of  dues  ;  in 
all,  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  seven,  whose  connection  had  been  severed,  still 
leaving  a  gain,  for  the  year,  of  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-six.  That  looks 
like  progress. 

The  Mr.W.'.  John  W.  Simons  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  JR.-.W.'.  James 
M.  Austin  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  eighty-eighth  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  held  at  Ra- 
leigh, commencing  on  the  third  day  of  December,  1860— the  31:.  W:.  Lewis  S.  Wil- 
liams, Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B:.W:.  William  T.  Bain  being  Grand 
Secretary.    Ninety-eight  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Masters  of  North  Carolina  make  annual  "  Reports,"  which  read  very 
much  like  what  are  elsewhere  called  ''Addresses/'  Grand  Master  Williams1  report 
is  an  excellent  paper,  plain  and  practical  in  statements  and  conclusions.  His  part  of 
it  was  well  done,  the  printers' most  execrably.  An  amiable  man,  with  good  strong 
eyes  and  a  magnifying  glass  might  read  and  preserve  his  temper,  but  it  is  too  much 
for  weak  eyes  and  an  unregenerate  sinner.  This  Grand  Lodge  has  an  educational 
establishment  in  charge  —  St.  John's  College.  In  1859  the  debt,  created  on  account 
of  the  College,  amounted  to  $18,679,  while  the  revenues  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were 
little  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  its  current  expenses.  By  resolution,  the  Grand 
Master  was  authorized  to  issue  blank  notes  and  send  them  to  the  Lodges  of  the  juris- 
diction to  be  negotiated,  to  raise  funds  for  the  liquidation  of  the  debt.  He  reports 
that  only  a  small  part  of  the  sum  required  had  been  raised  in  that  way,  and  recom- 
mends that  the  Grand  Lodge  be  placed  in  a  situation  to  pay  off"  its  liabilities  by 
increasing  and  equalizing  dues  from  subordinates,  and  increasing  fees  for  dispensa- 
tions and  charters.  The  committee  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  coinciding 
with  his  recommendation,  reported  in  favor  of  increasing  dues  from  $15  per  Lodge, 
as  now,  to  $15  for  each  Lodge  having  twenty  members  or  less,  and  one  dollar  for  each 
contributing  member  over  that  number  ;  and  of  increasing  fees  to  $10  for  dispensa- 
tions and  $20  for  charters.  This,  they  think,  would  in  three  years  pay  off  the  entire 
indebtedness,  and  relieve  the  Grand  Lodge  of  its  most  serious  source  of  annoyance 
and  embarrassment.  The  fees  were  raised,  as  proposed,  but  we  do  not  find  that  any 
action  was  had  in  regard  to  dues.  The  remaining  debt  is  reported  at  $7,879,  and  the 
Grand  Master  urges  the  brethren  to  give  or  lend,  to  the  extent  of  their  ability,  for  its 
payment ;  for  that  the  honor  of  the  Brotherhood,  "  not  only  for  the  present,  but  for 
all  time  to  come,  is  involved  in,  and  committed  to,  the  success  of  this  great  and  ben- 
eficial enterprise.  And  succeed  it  must,  unless  we  forfeit  our  solemn  pledges,  and 
abandon  the  plainest  principles  of  honesty,  which  we  have  not  yet  consented  to 
do."  "  Where  there's  a  will  there's  a  way,"  the  proverb  says.  Grand  Master  Wil- 
liams plainly  has  the  will,  and  as  he  has  devised  the  way,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  success 
will  follow  his  earnest  labors.  He  reports  having  granted,  during  the  year,  seven 
dispensations  for  new  Lodges,  and  gives  the  following  excellent  reasons  for  refusing 
in  other  cases  :   "  Other  applications  for  dispensations  to  open  new  Lodges  were 
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made,  which  I  did  not  deem  it  advisable  to  grant.  Notwithstanding  the  applicants 
were  brethren  of  undoubted  high  moral  positions,  I  found  them  deficient  in  the  Ma- 
sonic ritual  and  lectures,  and  therefore  not  qualified  to  properly  square  their  work, 
the  rough  ashlar  having  been  left  in  its  rude  and  natural  state  by  the  craftsmen  who 
had  been  too  long  at  refreshment."  He  recommends  that  the  Grand  Lodge  take 
some  action  in  regard  to  the  "  so-called  Past  Master's  degree,"  saying  that  it  is  likely 
11  to  prove  a  prolific  source  of  disputation  in  the  subordinate  Lodges,"  and  that 
"  many  Grand  Lodges  have  condemned  it,  in  unmeasured  terms,  as  an  unfruitful  graft 
upon  Ancient  Craft  Masonry."  The  Grand  Lodge  did  take  action,  by  adopting  the 
report  of  their  committee,  declaring  that  the  Past  Master's  degree  is  not  essential  to 
the  Master  in  presiding  over  a  Lodge.  In  North  Carolina,  as  elsewhere,  a  great  many 
legal  questions  are  proposed  to  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary,  some  of  them 
of  so  simple  a  character  as  to  indicate  a  remarkable  degree  of  innocence  on  the  part 
of  the  proposer.  Grand  Master  Williams  gives  some  excellent  advice  in  this  regard, 
which  we  copy  for  the  benefit  of  whom  it  may  concern.    He  says  : — 

"  Many  communications  on  Masonic  law  and  usage  have  been  addressed  to  me 
during  my  term  of  office,  and  I  have,  in  all  instances,  endeavored  to  give  prompt  re- 
plies— but  fear  that,  in  the  press  of  business,  my  answers  have,  in  some  instances, 
been  delayed  ;  and  if  my  replies  have  been  satisfactory  to  all  parties  interested,  then 

I  have  exceeded  my  best  expectations  ;  for, in  many  cases,  two,  three  or  more  letters 
have  been  received,  from  different  parties,  relative  to  the  same  transaction.  The 
writers  occupying  different  stand-points,  see  the  matter  in  different  lights,  and  conse- 
quently explain  it  as  they  saw  it.  I  am  satisfied  that  many  difficulties  might  be  satis- 
factorily settled,  and  a  heavy  correspondence  materially  lessened,  by  requiring  all 
Lodges  to  correspond  with  the  Grand  Master  through  their  Secretaries,  and  let  his 
replies  be  returned  to  those  officers.  Many  of  the  questions  propounded  show  a  total 
ignorance  of  Masonic  principles  and  usage,  which  could  be  remedied  by  Lodges  and 
individual  members  supplying  themselves  with  some  one  of  the  various  standard 
works  or  libraries  on  Masonic  customs  and  usages,  which  are  now  happily  within  the 
reach  of  all.  I  much  regret  that  many  of  our  Lodges  are  totally  unacquainted  with 
the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that 
they  now  come  forward,  in  a  fraternal  spirit,  and  take  it  by  the  hand,  and  give  it  that 
attention  and  consideration  which  its  importance  demands." 

The  difficulty  is  not  so  much  that  thej^  have  not  books  to  consult,  as  that  they  will 
not  consult  them — thinking  it  easier  to  write  a  letter  and  get  the  opinion  of  some  one 
else,  than  to  consult  authorities  and  form  one  for  themselves,  or  even  to  examine  the 
fundamental  law  of  their  own  jurisdiction,  to  learn  its  provisions.  Bro.  O'Sullivan, 
of  Missouri,  thinks  he  has  written  at  least  one  letter  a  day,  in  answer  to  just  such 
questions,  for  the  last  eight  or  nine  years.  But  when  a  case  arises  that  does  really 
demand  the  investigation  and  decision  of  the  Grand  Master,  we  do  not  conceive  it  to 
be  an  objection  that  several  parties  state  the  facts  as  they  saw  them.  How  else  can 
he  determine  the  true  state  of  facts,  except  from  the  evidence  of  witnesses?  and  if 
they  disagree,  greater  care  is  necessary  on  his  part. 

From  the  reports  in  the  journal  before  us,  one  would  judge  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
might,  with  great  propriety,  take  some  action  in  regard  to  uniformity  of  work.  The 
committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Address  as  relates  to  that  subject, 
report : — 

"  There  can  be  but  one  opinion  as  regards  uniformity  of  work  in  this  State. 
Such  a  thing  is  not  known  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Lodges  work 
as  they  list,  and  do  as  seemeth  to  them  good.  This  should  not  be  tolerated.  But 
how  came  this  evil  to  exist?  The  answer  is  plain.  The  several  Lecturers  have,  as 
they  suppose,  got  their  work  from  Bro.  Stephenson  (whose  work  was  adopted  iB 
1849)  ;  but  do  they  agree  ?  Far  from  it.  Other  Masons,  regarded  as  shining  lights 
by  this  Grand  Lodge,  are  equally  as  sanguine,  but  differ  equally  as  much.  Has 
Stephenson  the  work  !  We  answer,  we  can  not  believe  that  he  has,  from  evid< 
that  can  be  produced  ;  but  that  he  originally  had  the  work  we  believe.'7 

The  Grand  Master  is  fully  satisfied  that  the  Webb  work  and  lecturer  as  taught  by 
Grand  Master  Tucker,  is  the  work  which  bears  the  impress  of  antiquity  and  truth. 

II  Their  origin  appears  to  me,"  he  says  "to  be  clearly  established  beyond  a  doubt.  There 
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is  a  peculiar  consistency  and  perfect  analogy  running  through  the  whole  Lectures. 
They  are  single  in  their  purpose,  admissible  of  only  one  meaning,  and  free  from 
tautology."'  The  committee  were  of  the  same  opinion,  and  introduced  a  resolution, 
which  was  adopted,  "  that  the  words  Stephenson's  work  be  rescinded  and  struck  out 
of  the  resolution,  on  page  27,  adopted  December  5849  ;  and  the  Prestonian  system,  as 
taught  by  Thomas  Smith  Webb,  inserted."  That  makes  the  record  clear,  but  the  prac- 
tical difficulty  still  remains,  of  teaching  and  introducing  it — for  which  no  provision 
seems  to  have  been  made.  Nothing  but  the  strong  hand  of  authority  can  bring  har- 
mony out  of  the  confusion  reported  there  ;  and  if  the  resolution  was  a  dead  letter 
upon  the  statute  book  before,  it  is  very  likely  to  continue  so. 

Complaining  of  the  readiness  of  the  Lodges  to  recommend  petitions  for  dispensa- 
tions, without  inquiry  into  the  necessity  or  propriety  of  the  particular  case,  and  with- 
out having  first  satisfied  themselves  of  the  ability  and  fitness  of  the  officers  to  perform 
their  duties — the  Grand  Master  makes  some  very  good  suggestions  as  to  what  a  Lodge 
was  and  should  be.    He  says  : — 

'•  There  are  now  in  this  jurisdiction  about  one  hundred  and  forty  Lodges  ;  but  few 
of  these,  however,  are  centers  of  light  and  knowledge,  although  their  high-sound 
ing  titles  would  imply  it;  they  are  wanting  in  many  things  that  should  make  these 
titles  distinguished  among  us.  Lodges  were  anciently  academies  of  Science,  in  which 
Philosophy  and  Religion  were  taught.  And  why  should  we  depart  from  the  customs 
and  examples  of  our  ancient  brethren?  Though  they  wrought  in  operative  Philoso- 
phy and  Science,  why  should  we  not,  as  speculative  Masons,  improve  the  designs  laid 
down  upon  the  trestle-board  by  our  ancient  brethren?  There  should  be  in  every 
Lodge,  not  only  in  name  but  in  fact,  a  Fountain  of  Light  and  Knowledge,  to  which 
every  zealous  craftsman  might  come,  with  the  certainty  of  a  supply." 

A  resolution  was  introduced  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary  from 
$250  to  $400,  which  the  proceedings  say  was  "  not  adopted" — probably  on  account 
of  the  financial  troubles  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  death  of  the  Grand  Chaplain, 
Bro.  John  F.  Speight,  receives  appropriate  notice.  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
had  but  a  single  resolution  referred  to  them.    Happy  committee  ! 

Bro.  P.  A.  Holt,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  presented  an 
excellent  report,  in  which  he  reviews  the  proceedings  of  thirty-one  Grand  Lodges, 
making  liberal  quotations  from  them,  and  judicious  and  kindly  criticisms  thereon.  In 
view  of  tne  political  storm  that  was  then  gathering,  and  beginning  to  assume  shape, 
he  expresses  great  hope  in  the  conservatism  of  Masonry.    He  says : — 

"  In  the  broad  limits  of  this  continent  there  are  now  more  than  two  hundred  thou- 
sand craftsmen  within  the  portals  of  our  magnificent  edifice.  If  we  are  true  to  the 
genius  and  spirit  of  our  Order,  and  faithful  to  those  impressive  lessons  so  earnestly 
inculcated  in  reference  to  our  legitimate  duties  as  citizens,  what  a  grand  conservative 
element  we  have  sown  broadcast  over  our  National  L^nion  !  What  a  barrier  to  the 
aggressions  of  fanaticism  !  What  a  glorious  cordon  of  patriotic  hearts  rallied  around 
the  standard  of  our  common  country  !  If  we  have  all  properly  learned  and  appreci- 
ated the  important  admonition  of  allegiance  to  our  country,  though  our  happy  land 
may  be  torn  by  internal  dissensions — though  anarchy,  confusion  and  civil  strife  rule 
the  hour — though  some  parricidal  hand  attempts  to  tear  asunder  the  balclrick  of  this 
Union,  and  destroy  the  Constitution  itself — yet  we  will  have  in  Masonic  votaries  '  a 
reserve  guard'  of  patriotism,  who,  though  wToe  or  weal  come,  will  share  the  fate  of 
this  Union.  This  is,  indeed,  a  glorious  anticipation,  and  should  nerve  the  arm  and  give 
new  impulse  and  energy  to  every  Mason  in  America  to  prove  true  to  his  Order,  to 
himself,  and  to  his  country." 

But  a  little  later,  and  a  Grand  Master  was  one  of  the  most  ardent  promoters 
of  rebellion  ;  and  it  may  be  that  even  our  conservative  brother,  like  many  others 
equally  conservative,  was  carried  away  by  the  madness  that  ruled  the  hour,  and 
joined  with  those  who,  with  "  parricidal  hand,"  would  "  tear  asunder  the  baldrick  of 
this  Union,  and  destroy  the  Constitution  itself."  We  hope  not — yet  Masons  are  but 
men,  and  when  they  cannot  resist  the  popular  frenzy,  it  is  but  natural  that  the}'  should 
allow  themselves  to  be  carried  away  by  it.  Bro.  Holt's  views  in  regard  to  Masonic 
colleges  and  academies  are  worthy  of  consideration  by  all  those  who  have  such  pro- 
jects in  view.    He  says:  t(  Masons,  like  other  men,  in  their  associations  and  seculari- 
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ties,  have  other  educational  purposes  engrossing  their  attention,  and  appealing  to 
their  liberality.  Absorbed  as  many  of  them  are  in  advancing  local  schools,  erecting 
denominational  academies,  or  rearing,  in  their  otvn  towns  and  villages,  male  and  fe- 
male institutions  affording  high  educational  facilities,  it  is  impossible  to  draw  their 
minds  sufficiently  from  these  interests,  and  concentrate  them  upon  any  great  philan 
thropic  design  of  education,  with  sufficient  unanimity  to  warrant  any  plausible  hope 
of  success.  Such  schemes  are,  unfortunately,  more  Utopian  than  practical,  and  half 
the  aggregate  sum  of  their  cost,  judiciously  expended  by  the  subordinate  Lodges  and 
practical  philanthropic  individual  Masons,  will  ultimately  affect  more  than  quadruple 
the  amount  of  benefit  to  the  sons  and  daughters  of  indigent  worthy  craftsmen." 
The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

OREGON. 

The  eleventh  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  held  at  Salem, 
commencing  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  September,  1861,  and  continuing  four  days — the 
R..W.'.  James  E.  Bayley,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R..JV..  T.  McP. 
Patton  being  Grand  Secretary.    Twenty-three  Lodges  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  the  M..W.\  Amory  Holbrook,  in  the  month  of  January  follow- 
ing his  election,  left  for  the  Eastern  States.  From  Boston,  under  date  of  August  first, 
he  sends  his  regrets  that  "  imperative  duties,  both  domestic  and  professional,"  com- 
pel him  to  remain  in  the  Atlantic  States  longer  than  he  had  anticipated,  and  deprive 
him  of  the  privilege  of  greeting  his  brethren,  face  to  face,  at  the  annual  gathering. 
His  official  acts  were  very  few,  and  he  refers  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  information  in 
regard  to  the  position  and  progress  of  the  fraternity,  to  the  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
who  had  had  the  supervision  and  care  of  its  interests,  during  the  greater  portion  of 
the  year.    Of  himself  he  says  : — 

"  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  visit  many  Lodges  in  different  jurisdictions,  in  all  of 
which  I  have  been  most  kindly  received  and  honored  as  your  representative. 
Brethren  everywhere  seem  to  feel  deeply  interested  in  our  welfare,  and  rejoice  to 
hear  of  our  prosperity,  as  well  because  every  State  has  its  initiates  among  our  mem- 
bers, as  because  intelligence  of  Masonic  progress  in  the  new  and  remote  States  of 
the  Republic  cheers  the  hearts  of  all  who  honor  truth,  integrity,  charity,  aud  '  what- 
soever things  are  lovely  and  of  good  report.' :' 

We  find  two  Reports  on  Correspondence  :  one  for  1860,  by  Bro.  W.  S.  Caldwell, 
which  was  read  to  the  Grand  Lodge  that  year,  but  was  not  ready  for  the  printer  in 
time  to  be  published  with  the  proceedings  ;  the  other  for  1861,  by  Bro.  T.  H.  Peabnb. 
Both  are  good.  Bro.  Caldwell  makes  favorable  mention  of  our  proceedings  for 
1859,  but  since  that  time  communication  from  our  side  seems  to  have  ceased.  Bro. 
Pearnb  takes  decided  ground  against  those  who  make,  as  well  as  those  who  sell,  liquor, 
except  for  purely  medicinal,  mechanical,  or  scientific  purposes."  The  Grand  Lodge 
in  1857,  by  resolution,  declared  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  at  retail,  a  Masonic 
offense,  but  left  the  wholesale  dealers  in  good  standing.  We  agree  to  the  proposi- 
tion, as  stated  by  Bro.  Bakky  of  Georgia,  that  if  it  is  an  immorality  to  sell  liquor  by 
the  glass,  it  is  equally  immoral  and  reprehensible  to  sell  it  by  the  barrel.  But  we 
think  that  the  less  legislation  we  have  upon  the  subject  the  better.  Individual  Lodges 
are  quite  competent  to  determine  the  moral  standing  of  those  who  apply  for  admis- 
sion, and  to  punish  those  of  their  members  who  render  themselves  amenable  to  dis- 
cipline by  disobedience  to  our  well  established  laws. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Education  made  a  report,  which  shows  a  fund  in 
hand  amounting  to  somewhat  more  than  $7,000,  nearly  all  of  which  is  securely  in- 
vested on  note  and  mortgage.  We  trust  that  our  Oregon  brethren  will  profit  by  the 
experience  of  those  in  other  jurisdictions,  and  keep  their  fund  at  interest  and  well 
secured,  until  they  are  fully  satisfied  that  they  can  establish  and  sustain  an  aca 
or  college  of  their  own.  Failure  in  such  an  enterprise  is  very  annoying,  ai  d  the 
facilities  for  obtaining  an  education  are  so  general  that  success  is  of  doubtful  utility 
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Now,  a  portion  of  the  interest  of  the  fund  is  expended,  in  assisting  those  who  need 
to  educate  themselves  at  schools  already  established.  In  that  way  there  is  a  present 
certainty  of  accomplishing  good. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Returns,  shows  twenty-six  Lodges,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven.  A  committee,  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose, obtained  photographic  likenesses  of  all  the  Past  Grand  Masters;  and  the  Grand 
Secretary  was  directed,  by  resolution,  "  to  procure,  from  year  to  year,  the  photo- 
graph of  the  preceding  Grand  Master."  In  regard  to  the  establishment  of  new 
Lodges  a  resolution  was  passed, "  that  no  charter  be  granted  to  any  Lodge  under 
dispensation,  unless  it  appear,  by  petition,  that  at  least  seven  Master  Masons  desire 
the  same,  and  are  willing  to  become  members  thereof" — a  good  resolution,  certainly, 
but  we  had  supposed  that  a  law  so  general  had  always  obtained  in  Oregon. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  decided  :  "  That  when  a  member  of  a  subordin- 
ate Lodge  is  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  he  cannot  be  reinstated  until  all 
dues  to  the  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member,  both  those  which  accrued  up  to  the  time 
of  his  suspension,  and  subsequently  to  the  time  of  his  reinstatement,  are  paid  " — a 
decision  which  corresponds  with  the  law  of  our  own  jurisdiction.  There  were  three 
cases  before  the  committee.  The  second  was  whether  a  member  of  one  Lodge  can 
prefer  charges  for  unma sonic  conduct  against  a  member  of  another,  or  whether  the 
charges  should  be  made  by  the  Lodge  of  which  the  complainant  is  a  member.  We 
think  the  committee  decided  rightly  :  "  That  a  Master  Mason  in  one  Lodge  has  a  right 
to  prefer  charges  for  unmasonic  conduct  against  a  mi  mber  of  another  Ledge,  and  such 
charge  should  be  investigated  and,  if  sustained,  punished."  If  Masons  will  be  guilty 
of  grossly  violating  our  laws  and  regulations,  they  should  be  dealt  with,  no  matter 
from  what  source  the  information  is  first  obtained.  The  third  case  is  presented  in 
this  wise  :  "  A  Past  Master  of  a  Lodge  is  in  the  habit  of  freely  and  publicly  denounc- 
ing the  Holy  Writings  as  untrue,  unworthy  of  respect,  and  not  to  be  believed.  What, 
if  any, should  be  his  punishment?"  The  committee  answer:  "  His  conduct  is  grossly 
unmasonic,  and  should  subject  him  to  expulsion."  The  decisions  of  the  committee 
were  all  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  are  pleased  to  see  that  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence  was  made  one  of  the  standing  committees. 

A  resolution  allowing  mileage  and  per  diem  to  one  representative  from  each 
Lodge  was  introduced,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, Rules  and  Regulations,  who  will  probably  report  upon  it  at  the  next  annual 
Communication.  The  Grand  Officers  were  publicly  installed  on  the  third  day  of  the 
session,  after  which  the  annual  Address  was  delivered  by  Bro.  Thomas  H.  Pearne, 
Grand  Orator.  We  had  marked  several  passages  for  quotation,  but,  as  our  report 
appears  alread}7  assuming  proportions  somewhat  too  imposing,  we  must  content  our- 
selves with  one,  in  regard  to  the  antiquity  of  the  institution,  and  another  relative  to 
what  is  taught  by  symbols: — 

"  Masonry  is  ancient.  The  outside  world  smile  at  this  declaration.  Yet  we  aver 
that  Masonry  is  the  oldest  human  institution  on  the  earth.  Almost,  if  not  quite,  from 
the  time  when  the  royal  singer  of  Israel  declared,  under  inspiration,  that  '  promotion 
cometh  neither  from  the  East,  nor  from  the  H  est,  nor  from  the  Souths  the  pedestals 
in  the  East, the  West,  and  the  South,  have  witnessed  the  devotion  and  zeal  of  Masons, 
both  operative  and  speculative,  among  Jews,  Mahomedans,  and  Christians.  Hun- 
dreds of  years  before  the  Christian  era,  and  ever  since,  it  has  carried  forward  its 
operations.  From  age  to  age,  and  from  land  to  land,  through  darkness  and  through 
storm,  amid  persecution  and  fanaticism,  when  papal  bulls  were  launched  against  it, 
and  when  persecution,  with  blazing  faggot  and  dripping  sword,  pursued  good  men 
and  true,  Masonry  has  lived  on,  shining  in  the  lives  of  good  men.  Its  virtues  have 
been  witnessed,  reflected  from  the  sayings  and  examples  of  philosophers,  regulating 
the  conduct  of  statesmen  and  tempering  the  justice  of  magistrates,  assuaging  human 
suffering,  giving  words  of  cheer  to  the  weary,  and  everywhere  lending  countenance 
and  aid  to  the  deserving  and  worthy.  This  has  been  the  old  record.  Its  antiquity 
cannot  certainly  diminish  its  value.  It  stands  venerable  and  grand,  carrying  back 
the  mind  to  a  far  distant  period,  and  all  along  the  way  giving  evidence  of  its  truth  to 
humanity  and  to  God.    It  is  not  the  rival  but  the  handmaid  of  religion.    It  is  not  a 
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religion,  but  it  inculcates  religion,  and  approves  and  promotes  things  that  are  '  true, 
honest,  and  just,  pure,  lovely,  and  of  good  report.'"  *  *  *.  *  *  *  * 
"  But  what  does  Masonry  teach  by  symbols?  Masonry  teaches  piety,  faith  in  God, 
reverence  for  his  great  and  holy  name,  regard  for  his  laws,  recognition  of  his  author- 
ity and  of  his  all-seeing  eye.  It  inculcates  morality,  a  due  regard  for  the  moral  law, 
justice  to  all  men;  it  teaches  immortality,  a  future  state;  and  by  the  hope  of  its 
rewards  incites  to  present  virtue.  It  enjoins  temperance,  and  insists  upon  a  broad 
and  catholic  charity  ;  and  it  promotes  discipline  of  mind  and  the  acquisition  and  dif- 
fusion of  science." 

The  M.:W.:  James  R.  Bayley  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  W.\  William 
S.  Caldwell  was  again  elected  Grand  Secretary. 

I 
PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  1860  was  held  at 
Philadelphia,  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  December— the  R.\  W.\  Henry  M.  Phil- 
lips, Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.-.W.'.  William  H.  Adams  being  Grand 
Secretary.    Fifty-seven  Lodges  were  represented. 

This  Grand  Lodge  publishes  only  an  abstract  of  its  proceedings.  The  pamphlet 
before  us  contains  an  abstract  of  the  meetings  held  in  December  only  —  they  being 
the  Quarterly  Communication  held  on  the  third  for  election  of  Grand  Officers  — 
the  extra  Quarterly  Communication  held  on  the  seventeenth  to  receive  reports  of 
committees  and  trustees,  and  the  A.nnual  Communication  on  St.  John  the  Evangel- 
ist's day  for  the  installation  of  the  newly  elected  Grand  Officers.  Of  the  Quarterly 
Communications  in  March,  June,  and  September,  no  mention  is  made.  We  would  like 
to  know  more  of  the  business  transacted  b}7this  most  conservative  Grand  Lodge  —  of 
the  things  it  does  and  the  manner  of  doing  them  ;  but  must  content  ourselves  with 
what  the  printed  record  discloses. 

Bro.  Richard  Vaux,  chairman  of  the  committee,  presented  the  Report  on  Cor- 
respondence. He  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  proceedings  of  thirty-three  Grand 
Lodges,  and  discusses  the  subjects  suggested  to  him  by  them  in  the  most  kindly 
spirit,  and  with  marked  ability.  He  complains  of  the  irregularity  in  the  receipt  of 
the  proceedings  of  different  Grand  Bodies,  and  suggests  that  some  system  be  adopted 
by  Grand  Secretaries  for  the  more  prompt  transmission  of  these  documents,  that 
they  may  be  ready  for  examination  and  review  at  a  proximate  period  to  their  publi- 
cation. 

"  The  great  value  of  these  proceedings  to  foreign  jurisdictions,"  he  says,  "  consists 
in  the  Addresses  of  the  E.\  W.\  Grand  Masters,  and  the  Reports  of  the  Committees  of 
Correspondence.  In  those  papers,  most  if  not  all  that  concerns  the  welfare  of  the 
Craft,  is  carefully  portrayed.  Those  subjects  which  involve  the  interests  of  the  Order 
universally,  are  there  to  be  found  explained  or  discussed.  The  opinions  and  views  of 
each  separate  and  supreme  jurisdiction  are  thus  authoritatively  announced,  and  each 
Masonic  question  of  sufficient  significance  to  excite  the  attention  or  interest  of  the 
Order,  is  thus  at  the  earliest  moment  brought  within  the  review  of  each  and  all.  The 
delay  which  attends  the  reception  of  the  proceedings  of  some  of  the  Grand  Lodges, 
not  unfrequentty  is  very  prejudicial  to  the  uniformity  of  this  view." 

We  think  Committees  of  Correspondence  will  everywhere  join  with  him  in  the 
wish  that  some  system  may  be  adopted  by  which  they  may  be  placed  in  posses- 
sion of  these  proceedings  more  promptly.  He  does  not  favor  the  Masonic  Con_ 
and  brings  some  strong  arguments  to  bear  against  it ;  though  he  is  careful  to  say 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  does  not  express  them  as  her  reasons  for 
refusing  to  unite  in  the  Congress.  "  She  is  unwilling  now  to  join  them.  Having  so 
decided,  by  not  agreeing  to  unite  with  them,  her  respect  for  the  views  of  a  supreme 
sister  Grand  Lodge  will  not  permit  her  to  enter  into  any  question  as  to  the  wisaom 
and  propriety  of  the  action  of  such  Grand  Lodge."  The  first  proposition  for  a  (Gen- 
eral Grand  Lodge  was  made,  as  he  informs  us,  in  1760,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Penn- 
sylvania, which  proposed  George  Washington  as  General  Grand  Master.  That 
proposition  failed,  as  sundry  others  since  that  time  have  done,  and  as  others  are  likely 
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to  do.    To  the  Texas  Committee,  Bro.  Vaux  explains  the  "  Girard  Charity  Fund,"  its 
origin  and  object,  as  follows  : — 

"  Bro.  Stephen  Girard,  whose  fame  and  philanthrophy  are  so  well  known,  and  so 
fully  appreciated  by  men  and  Masons  in  Philadelphia,  and  indeed  throughout  other 
portions  of  our  country,  devised  (among  other  munificent  gifts)  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Pennsylvania,  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  accumulate  till  the  whole 
amounted  to  thirty  thousand  dollars,  the  yearly  interest  of  which,  was  then  to  be  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  distributed  to  '  poor  and  respectable  '  brethren, 
applicants  for  relief.  The  only  qualification  attaching  to  the  distributors,  was  that 
they  were  to  be  poor  and  respectable  brethren.  The  Grand  Lodge  created  a  com- 
mittee called  the  '  Stewards  of  the  Stephen  Girard  Charity  Fund,"  and  this  body 
meets  regularly,  and,  on  proper  investigation,  distributes  the  yearly  interest  to  such 
as  come  within  the  requirement  of  the  testator.  Country,  clime,  or  jurisdiction  are 
alike  unimportant.  That  charity  which  is  peculiar!}^  Masonic,  ignores  all  claims  but 
a  necessity  which  can  use  the  language  required  for  Masonic  relief.  Bro.  Girard, 
fully  understanding  the  principle  on  which  true  Masonic  charity  alone  can  exert  its 
efforts  for  those  who  require  them,  devised  the  fund  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  used 
as  Masonic  charity  dictates.  This,  we  hope,  will  explain  the  character  of  this  charity 
fund,  and  at  least  satisfy  all  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  has  no  claim  for 
reimbursement  of  any  distributed  part  of  the  Girard  Fund." 

The  Report  of  the  Stewards  of  this  Fund  show  that  eighty  "  poor  and  respectable 
brethren  "  were  relieved  b}r  them  during  the  year,  and  that  one  of  the  eighty  was 
from  Californina.  The  total  amount  of  relief  granted  was  S2,024  SO,  and,  from  the 
Address  of  Grand  Master  Phillips,  we  learn  that  the  fund  has  now  reached  the  sum 
of  about  $39,000,  and  will  continue  to  increase  without  lessening  the  amount  distri- 
buted. Besides  this  fund,  the  Grand  Lodge  has  another  amounting  to  $31,350,  to  be 
increased  to  $50,000,  called  the  "  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund,"  for  the  relief  of  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  Masons.  $1,560  from  this  fund  were  bestowed  upon  the  pro- 
per objects  of  its  bounty  during  the  year.  Bro.  Vaux  closes  his  report  with  this  kindly 
salutation  to  the  brethren  : — 

"  We  cannot  close  this  report  without  a  renewed  expression  of  the  Masonic  fel- 
lowship and  true  fraternal  affiliation  we  feel  and  entertain  for  all  the  brethren  of 
these  Grand  Lodges  wherever  situated.  We  extend  to  each  of  their  Committees  of 
Correspondence  the  salutation  of  fraternal  peace  and  Masonic  good  will.  Surely, 
your  God  is  our  God  ;  your  faith,  our  faith  ;  your  landmarks,  our  landmarks  ;  your 
joy,  our  joy  ;  your  prosperity,  our  satisfaction.  Then  let  us  unitedly  work  together 
for  the  preservation  and  perpetuity  of  a  common  inheritance. " 

Grand  Master  Phillips  declined  a  reelection.  Before  installing  his  successor,  he 
delivered  his  valedictory  address,  giving  an  account  of  his  stewardship.  We  copy 
the  opening  sentences  as  showing  something  of  the  early  history  and  present  prospects 
of  the  order  in  that  State  : — 

"  At  no  period  of  the  existence  of  Freemasonry  in  Pennsylvania  has  it  been  more 
prosperous  than  the  present ;  introduced  into  this  State  more  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  years  ago,  under  the  auspices  and  zealous  endeavors  of  Bro.  Benjamin 
Franklin,  it  was  organized  and  inaugurated  in  the  right  spirit,  and  its  privileges  were 
limited  to  the  capable  and  deserving.  Success  followed  the  attempt,  and  from  that 
time  until  the  present  it  has  been  in  our  State,  an  honored  and  useful  institution,  hav- 
ing the  best  men  among  its  members,  and,  in  all  patriotic  and  public  labors,  contri- 
buting the  most  valuable  services  to  the  country.  In  the  days  of  the  Revolution,  at 
the  time  when  the  American  Colonies  declared  their  independence  of  Great  Britain, 
in  the  struggles  and  battles  which  preceded  and  which  folloAved  these  efforts  to  dis- 
engage our  country  from  the  domination  of  a  foreign  power,  and  to  give  it  a  place 
among  the  nations  of  the  earth,  Masons — Pennsylvania  Masons — took  a  prominent 
and  efficient  part.  Masons -of  other  States  were  equally  earnest  in  their  efforts  and 
their  action,  and  the  union  of  the  brotherhood  in  the  great  cause  was  not  without  its 
influence  in  producing  the  union  of  the  States  as  the  United  States  of  America.  It 
has  had  in  our  State  its  days  of  darkness  and  gloom  ;  it  has  had  powerful  and  re- 
peated assaults  made  on  it,  and  a  culminating  attack,  which,  true  to  its  principles,  it 
received  with  no  resistance  nor  defense  but  such  as  could  be  found  in  its  Truth,  and 
it  achieved  a  victory  so  complete  and  with  such  probable  permanence  as  tended  to 
make  it  grow  and  increase  steadily,  yet  not  too  speedily,  until  it  has  reached  the  po- 
sition and  high  renown  which  no  one  will  now  deny  to  it." 

He  reports  the  number  of  Lodges  as  one  hundred  and  seventy-four,  with  a  mem- 
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bership  amounting  to  nearly  14,000.  Six  new  Lodges  were  established,  and  over 
1,500  persons  initiated,  during  the  year.  But  one  of  the  best  evidences  of  prosperity 
appears  in  the  steady  reduction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  debt.  In  1855  the  Grand  Lodge 
building,  one  of  the  finest  and  most  expensive  in  the  United  States,  was  dedicated.  Then 
the  debt  on  account  of  the  building  was  $151,000.  In  December,  I860,  it  had  been 
reduced  to  $S7,750,  over  $37,000  having  been  paid  in  the  last  two  years. 

The  R.-.Wr.  Jonx  Thompsox  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.'.Wr. 
William  H.  Adams  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

EHODE  ISLAND. 

T7e  have  received  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  years  ending  June 
twenty-fifth,  1860,  and  June  twenty-fourth,  1861.  The  Grand  Lodge  meets  quarterly, 
in  August,  November,  February  and  May  ;  and  holds,  besides,  its  semi-annual  Com- 
munication on  the  twenty  seventh  of  December,  and  its  Annual  Communication  on 
the  twenty-fourth  of  June— at  which  time  the  Annual  Feast  is  celebrated,  "  after  the 
manner  of  Masons." 

For  the  year  ending  June  twentjT-fftb,  1860,  the  M.\W.\  Jekvis  J.  Smith  was 
Grand  Master,  and  the  B.'.  W.\  Thomas  A.  Doyle  was  acting  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  delivered  at  the  May  Communication,  announces 
the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master  Moses  Richardson  and  Grand  Secretary  William  C. 
Barker.  An  affectionate  tribute  is  paid  to  their  memories.  Both  were  "  devoted 
Masons,  kind-hearted  men,  trusty  friends,  intelligent  and  useful  citizens  :" — both  fell 
at  the  post  of  duty,  and  were  buried  by  the  hands  of  brethren  who  loved,  respected, 
and  honored  them.  Bro.  Richardsox  was  eighty-four  years  of  age,  and  had  stood, 
"  for  more  than  sixty  years,  a  faithful  watchman  upon  the  watch-towers  of  our  Ma- 
sonic citadel  ;  one  of  the  firmest  of  the  firm  in  the  darkest  hour  of  our  severest 
trial."  Bro.  Barker  died  at  the  age  of  sixty -two.  He  was  one  of  those  happy  men 
who  win  the  love  of  all  who  come  in  contact  with  them — for  whose  loss  all  mourn, 
feeling  that  they  have  lost  a  friend.  The  Address  is  short,  and  occupied  mostly  with 
matters  of  local  interest.  He  recommends  a  Standing  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
to  dispose  of  "  knotty  questions  "  of  law,  which,  he  says,  are  continually  coming  be- 
fore the  Grand  Master,  between  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand  Lodge, 
however,  seemed  to  be  satisfied  to  abide  by  the  old  way,  and  declined  to  act  upon 
the  recommendation. 

By  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Webb  work,  as  practiced  before  the  Baltimore 
Convention,  was  exemplified.  The  work,  supposed  to  have  been  agreed  upon  by  that 
Convention,  was  adopted  the  next  year  in  Rhode  Island,  and  they  now  refuse  to  re- 
peal the  resolution  by  which  it  was  adopted,  by  the  decisive  vote  of  forty-four  to  fif- 
teen. The  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  was  contributed  to  the  Webb  Monument  As- 
sociation. What  progress  has  been  made  by  the  Association  is  not  stated ;  though, 
from  the  earnestness  with  which  the  Grand  Master  calls  the  attention  of  the  Craft  to 
the  subject,  we  judge  that  it  is  not  altogether  satisfactory.  An  order  was  passed  re- 
quiring "a  separate,  unanimous  ballot  for  all  candidates  for  initiation,  passing,  or 
raising,  and  for  membership  of  brethren  not  made  in  the  Lodge  ;""  and  it  was  also  de- 
cided, at  the  February  session  in  1861,  that  objection  to  the  initiation  of  a  candidate 
shall  have  the  effect  of  a  rejection,  and  be  so  reported  to  the  Grand  Secretary;  and 
that  the  brother  objecting  "cannot  be  compelled  to  make  known  his  objections.*' 
That  decision  commends  itself  to  the  good  sense  of  all.  If  objection  is  made  to  the 
initiation,  that  should  settle  the  whole  matter  ;  but,  after  one  has  been  initiated,  if  a 
brother  thinks  him  unworthy  to  proceed,  it  is,  as  we  think,  the  right  of  th< 
hear  and  determine  upon  the  objections. 

Bro.  Doyle,  acting  Grand  Secretary,  presented  the  Report  on  Correspondence— a 
well-written  document,  of  about  thirty  pages,  in  which  he  reports  and  criticize 
things  done  and  said  in  thirty-three  Grand  Lodges.    He  does  not  approve  the  way  in 
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which  non-affiliated  Masons  are  dealt  with  in  this  and  many  other  jurisdictions,  and, 
in  answer  to  the  question  "  what  shall  be  done  with  them?"  tells  what  Rhode  Island 
does,  as  follows  : — 

"  A  candidate  is  charged  not  less  than  twenty-four  dollars  for  his  degrees,  and  as 
much  more  as  the  Lodge  may  choose.  Of  this  sum,  four  dollars  is  paid  to  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  for  the  support  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  the  balance  defrays  the  expenses  of 
the  Lodge.  There  are  no  dues,  no  taxes  of  any  kind.  The  member  attends  the 
Lodge,  or  not,  at  his  pleasure.  He  is  left  to  his  own  free  will.  He  was  not  compelled 
to  receive  the  degree? — he  came  of  his  own  free  will  and  accord.  So,  also,  he  is  not 
compelled  to  attend  another  meeting,  if  he  does  not  choose.  If  the  Lodge  does  not 
afford  attractions  sufficiently  strong  to  make  him  desire  to  be  present  at  its  meetings, 
he  may  stay  away,  and  though  years  may  elapse,  (so  many  that  the  active  members 
of  the  Lodge  can  only  vouch  for  him  as  a  Mason  by  the  records  in  their  archives  that 
he  was  then  made  such,)  if,  when  death  comes,  he,  before,  or  his  family  afterwards, 
request  Masonic  burial,  the  service  is  performed  ;  and,  perhaps,  at  the  grave,  some 
aged  brother  may  say  of  the  deceased,  'I  knew  him  forty  years  ago.  when  he  was 
quite  an  active  Mason  !'  for,  in  Rhode  Island,  many  a  man  may  be  found  who  has 
been  a  Mason  more  than  that  length  of  time,  and  some  for  more  than  sixty  years. 
They  still  remain  as  memorials  of  the  past,  not  burdened  by  dues,  not  compelled  to 
attend  the  Lodge  against  their  will,  in  order  to  secure  a  Masonic  burial,  or  charity  for 
their  widow  and  orphans  ;  and  should  the  latter  call  for  help,  far  distant  may  the  day 
be  when,  in  Rhode  Island,  the  hand  of  Masonic  charity  shall  be  closed,  when  the  Ma- 
son's widow  or  orphans  shall  ask  for  bread  and  receive  a  stone,  or  shall  ask  for  a  fish 
and  receive  a  serpent.  The  result  of  such  Masonry  is  not  a  multitude  of  weak,  mis- 
erable Lodges— of  a  host  of  Grand  Lodge  Representatives,  with  their  pay  and  mile- 
age— of  long  lists  of  suspended  and  expelled  Masons,  whose  only  crime  was  poverty, 
and  pride  prevented  the  acknowledgment — but  a  few  strong  and  healthy  Lodges, 
who,  with  economy  and  good  management,  keep  on  the  even  tenor  of  their  way,  in 
the  paths  their  fathers  trod,  preserving  the  ancient- landmarks,  keeping  the  old  cus- 
toms sacred  and  inviolate,  and,  as  nearly  as  they  can,  woi  king  only  Ancient  Masonry/' 

We  have  no  objection  to  our  brethren  of  Rhode  Island  doing  just  as  they  do  in  this 
matter — bestowing  their  favors  upon  those  who  have  shown  by  their  lives  that  they 
care  nothing  for  Masonry,  except  to  receive  assistance  if  they  get  in  trouble  —  who 
have  lived  within  hailing  distance  of  their  Lodges  without  visiting  them  or  holding 
Masonic  intercourse  with  the  brethren  so  long  that  they  know  them  to  be  Masons 
only  from  the  records  ;  but  we  much  prefer  our  own  rule  that  makes  Masonry  an 
active,  living  charity,  and  requires  all  its  members  to  participate  in  its  life  and  activ- 
ity, and  that  cuts  off  the  idle  and  unworthy.  We  have  good  authority  for  saying,  that, 
if  one  will  not  work,  neither  shall  he  eat.  We  do  not  compel  any  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  Lodge,  nor  to  pay  dues  against  their  will ;  we  simply  cut  them  off, 
if  they,  having  the  ability,  refuse  to  contribute  to  the  support  and  the  active  charities 
of  the  institution.  We  do  not  say,  nor  do  we  know  of  any  who  do,  that  we  will  refuse 
to  help  the  widow  or  orphans  of  even  the  unworthy,  but  we  do  say  and  mean,  that 
the  unworthy  man  himself  is  not  entitled  to,  and  shall  not  receive  the  benefits  or 
enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Order. 

Bro.  Doyle's  opposition  to  the  "  new  test :?  we  heartily  endorse.  In  answer  to  the 
Texas  Committee,  upon  this  subject,  he  tells  the  story  of  the  legislator  that  rose  for 
information,  and  he  also  tells  of  a  brother  recently  returned  from  a  long  residence  in 
Africa,  who  had  stated  to  him  "  that  while  there,  he  fell  in  with  a  great  many  Arabs, 
some  of  them  chiefs,  who  were  Masons,  made  such  in  Lodges  in  that  country,  years 
since  ;  and  that  although  their  Lodges  were  now  extinct,  they  were  bright  Masons, 
and  glad  to  hold  Masonic  intercourse  with  their  American  brother,  who.  iortunately 
for  them,  hailed  from  a  jurisdiction  where  Ancient  Masonry  is  still  wornc  and  loved, 
and  therefore,  could  converse  freely  with  them,  even  though  they  had  not  been 
instructed  in  the  Divine  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  had  not  heard  of  the 
-  new  test.' "  Masonry  demands  our  unequivocal  belief  "  in  God  the  Father  Almighty, 
Maker  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  of  all  things  visible  and  invisible,"  and  it  teaches 
all  its  children  to  do  unto  others  as  they  would  that  others  should  do  unto  them. 
It  asks  not  Christian,  Jew,  or  Mohammedan  to  abandon  the  faith  of  his  fathers  ;  but 
if  they  be  good  men  and  true,  it  welcomes  them  around  its  altars. 
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Why  What  Cheer  Lodge,  in  Rhode  Island,  was  so  called,  is  explained  in  this 
wise  :  "  When  Roger  Williams  fled  from  persecution  in  Massachusetts,  as  he  crossed 
the  river  Seekonk,  which  separates  the  two  States,  he  was  hailed  by  some  Indians,  who 
were  standing  on  a  rocky  point,  on  the  Rhode  Island  shore,  with  the  salutation,  "  What 
cheer?"  and  he  at  once  landed  to  receive  from  them  a  friendly  welcome  to  his  new 
home/'  There  is  something  in  a  name,  and  the  brethren  of  that  Lodge  chose  wisely. 
The  kindly  greeting  to  the  good  man  is  worthy  of  perpetual  remembrance. 

The  Annual  Communication  and  the  Annual  Feast  were  held  at  Newport,  on  St. 
John  the  Baptist's  day,  in  accordance  with  the  good  old  custom.  Under  the  escort 
of  the  Knights  Templar  of  Providence,  the  Grand  Lodge  moved  in  procession  to  the 
North  Baptist  Church,  where  they  listened  to  a  very  beautiful  and  eloquent  oration  on 
"  The  Form  and  Substance  of  Masonic  Institutions  and  Life,*'  by  the  Rev.  Bro.  Augus- 
tus Woodbury,  and  thence  to  the  Fillmore  House  for  a  good  time  generally.  By  the 
report  of  the  committee  of  arrangements,  rendered  at  the  next  Quarterly  Communi- 
cation, we  see  that  the  committee  managed  the  thing  admirably  —  received  from  the 
sale  of  tickets  $631  10  —  chartered  a  steamer  for  the  excursion  —  paid  for  the  feast  — 
had  music,  and  dancing,  perhaps — settled  for  printing  and  other  incidental  expen- 
ses—  and  came  out  with  five  cents  in  hand. 


For  the  year  ending  June  twenty-fourth,  1861,  the  M.\  11/ .  William  Gray  was 
Grand  Master,  and  the  R.-.W.'.  Thomas  A.  Doyle  was  Grand  Secretary. 

At  the  November  Communication,  "  an  antique  silver  vase  "  was  presented  to  Bro. 
W^oodbury,  as  a  testimonial  of  the  appreciation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  his  beautiful 
anniversary  oration — certainly  one  of  the  most  finished  productions  of  the  kind  we 
have  ever  seen.    We  copy  its  conclusion  : — 

"  The  application  of  our  principles  is  to  be  found  in  our  daily  walk  and  conversa- 
tion ;  in  personal  chastity  and  temperance  ;  in  domestic  felicity  ;  in  truthfulness  of 
social  intercourse  ;  in  genuine  patriotism;  in  world-wide  deeds  of  good.  The  end  of 
our  organization  is  not  in  the  production  of  things  formal,  but  of  things  substantial. 
Seeking  that  end  for  the  welfare  of  humanity,  we  shall  be  seeking  it  under  the  guid- 
ance of  Divine  Providence.  Let  us  preserve  the  Substance  of  our  Life  even  if  the 
Forms  should  perish.  There  shall  grow  up  more  beautiful  forms,  according  as  the 
substance  is  beautiful,  ju>t  and  true. 

"  Now  we  build  a  temple,  fair  and  pleasant  to  the  eye.  Let  us  build  a  temple  also 
in  our  own  lives.  Let  us  build  it  in  the  world.  Though  the  visible  Form  may  crum- 
ble, the  invisible  Substance  shall  remain  forever.  Let  us  be  thorough  in  our  work, 
building  on  everlasting  foundations.  Let  us  rear  its  walls  and  raise  its  gates,  in 
praise  and  prayer  and  duty;  with  clean  hands  and  pure  hearts.  Let  us  adorn  its 
courts  with  Justice,  Truth  and  Love.  Within  the  most  holy  place,  let  there  be  the 
mercy  seat,  the  altar  of  sacrifice,  the  wings  of  the  cherubim  overshadowing  and  pro- 
tecting it.  And  that  eternal  temple  shall  be  for  the  light,  the  admiration,  and  the 
blessing  of  the  world  ! 

ii  '  In  the  elder  days  of  art.  builders  wrought  with  greatest  care. 

Each  minute  and  unsaen  part,  for  the  Gods  see  everywhere. 

Let  us  do  our  pait  as  well,  both  the  unseen  and  the  seen. 

3lake  the  house  where  Gods  may  dwell,  beautiful,  entire  and  clean.'  " 

An  appeal  being  presented  against  a  sentence  of  expulsion  passed  by  Franklin 
Lodge,  No.  20,  it  was  ordered  that  the  said  Lodge  be  requested  to  restore  the  appel- 
lant to  his  rights  in  the  Lodge  ;  from  which  it  would  appear  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Bhode  Island  does  not  think  that  "  the  good  order  and  government  of  the  fraternity 
generalty,  require  that  each  subordinate  Lodge  shall  have  the  right,  full  and  entire, 
to  say  for  itself,  who  may  and  who  may  not  be  members  thereof."  The  brethren 
there  are  not  without  their  "  border  difficulties  ;"  Grand  Master  Gray  and  Grand 
ter  Ensign,  of  Connecticut,  took  the  matter  in  hand,  and  each  assured  the  other  that 
no  more  encroachments  should  be  permitted,  and,  if  made,  should  be  promptly  pun- 
ished by  arresting  the  charter  of  the  offending  Lodge.  That  is  the  right  way  to 
such  encroachments.     The  old  Charter  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  in  L812,  and 
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which,  in  1834,  in  the  height  of  the  anti-masonic  excitement,  had  been  voluntarily 
surrendered,  Avas,  in  1861,  upon  petition,  restored  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Charter 
is  perpetual,  and  not  subject  in  any  way  to  future  action  of  the  Legislature.  They 
were  fortunate  indeed  in  finding  the  original  instrument,  and  still  more  fortunate  in 
obtaining  its  restoration. 

A  special  committee,  appointed  to  devise  some  suitable  plan  for  "  the  prosecution 
and  promulgation  of  the  work,"  recommended  a  Lodge  of  Instruction,  to  consist  of 
the  first  four  Grand  Officers  and  all  Past  Grand  Masters,  to  meet  at  least  four  times  in 
each  year,  for  the  exemplification  of  the  work  and  lectures.  Action  upon  the  report 
was  deferred  to  the  next  year.  The  plan  commends  itself  as  eminently  suitable,  and 
it  seems  proper,  at  least,  that  every  Grand  Lodge  should  adopt  some  plan  for  the 
preservation  and  promulgation  of  work.  This  year  the  Annual  Feast  was  omitted, 
and  the  Annual  Communication  was  held  at  Portsmouth,  for  the  purpose  of  consti- 
tuting a  new  Lodge  there,  installing  its  officers  and  dedicating  its  new  Hall.  The  new 
Lodge  was  called  Eureka,  Xo.  22,  and  was  constituted  in  ample  form.  The  family 
of  our  Rhode  Island  sister  is  not  large,  nor  rapidly  increasing  ;  but  all  her  children 
are  comely  and  well  behaved,  and  she  can  well  afford  to  forego  even  the  pleasures 
of  the  annual  feast  to  assist  at  the  christening  of  one  more. 

Bro.  Doyle  again  presented  an  excellent  Report  on  Correspondence.  He  does  not 
agree  with  a  certain  opinion  of  our  committee  on  Grievances,  (nor  do  we,)  that  ''none 
but  Master  Masons  should  be  permitted  to  testify,  upon  their  honor  as  Masons,"  on  the 
ground  that  "  they  are  Masons,  subject  to  all  the  discipline  of  the  Lodge,  and  as  such 
they  are  certainly  entitled  to  testify  on  honor  in  any  matter,  and  are  degraded  from 
their  position  when  place  on  the  level  with  profanes."  Speaking  of  the  long  standing 
difficulties  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Xew  York  and  Hamburg,  he  says  : — 

"  There  is  in  Rhode  Island  a  Grand  Lodge,  and  one  or  more  subordinate  Lodges 
of  colored  men,  pretending  to  be  Masons  and  to  work  Masonry.  From  whom  they 
derive  their  authority,  or  whether  they  have  any,  is  such  a  matter  of  unconcern  to 
the  Masons  of  this  jurisdiction,  that  it  is  exceedingly  doubtful  if  any  of  them  could 
answer  the  question.  They  are  of  no  more  account  than  any  other  body  outside  of 
Masonry  ;  and  if  their  doings  were  not  occasionally  published  in  the  newspapers  of 
the  day,  their  very  existence  would  be  unknown  to  the  members  of  the  fraternity. 
Let  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Xew  York  interdict  all  communication  with  the  members  of 
the  Hamburg  jurisdiction,  and  not  stop  to  waste  words  or  arguments  with  her." 

We  think  the  advice  sensible.  The  M.'.W.'.  Ariel  Ballou  was  elected  Grand 
Master,  and  the  R.\W.\  Thomas  A.  Doyle  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

TENNESSEE. 

The  forty-eighth  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  was  held  at  Nash- 
ville, commencing  on  the  first  and  ending  on  the  fourth  day  of  October,  1860 — the 
M.-.W.'.  John  Frizzell,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B:.W.\  Charles  A.  Fuller 
being  Grand  Secretary.  There  are  two  hundred  and  fourteen  Lodges  in  the  jurisdic- 
tion, including  nine  under  dispensation ;  and  of  these,  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  were 
represented. 

The  Grand  Master  announces  in  his  Address,  (which  is  a  short,  business-like  docu- 
ment, covering  little  more  than  two  pages,)  that  he  had  granted  but  one  dispensation, 
for  the  formation  of  a  new  Lodge,  during  the  year.  The  Grand  Lodge  granted  three 
others  during  its  session.  The  Grand  Master,  with  his  Address,  presented  a  synopsis 
of  his  decisions  of  questions  of  Masonic  law,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence,  of  which  Bro.  Charles  Scott  was  chairman.  The  committee  dis- 
sented from  some  of  the  decisions,  and  recommended  that  they  be  not  published.  To 
us,  it  seems  that  no  more  fitting  time  is  likely  to  come  for  the  authoritative  decision 
of  all  such  questions  as  had  been  brought  before  the  Grand  Master.  If  his  decisions 
were  wrong,  it  was  the  province,  and,  we  think,  the  duty,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  de- 
clare the  right.  Few  Grand  Masters  claim  to  be  infallible,  and  it  would  be  strange, 
indeed,  if  they  did  not  sometimes  make  wrong  decisions.    The  Grand  Lodge  is  the

supreme  tribunal,  and  when  vexed  questions  are  properly  brought  before  it.  they 
should  be  speedily  settled  ;  and  the  Craft  have  a  right  to  expect  that  they  will  be. 
The  committee,  in  this  case,  were  "  not  desirous  of  entering  into  any  dis 
the  cases  decided,"  and  so  were  discharged. 

In  1858,  Bro.  Sjott  was  requested  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  prepare  a  work  on  Ma- 
sonic law.  He  reports  that  it  "  is  nearly  completed,  and  would  have  been  ready  for 
the  press,  had  not  domestic  troubles  and  his  own  feeble  health,  during  the  past  sum- 
mer, prevented."  He  wisely  recommends  to  the  Grand  Lodge  not  to  adopt  any  book 
as  the  Law  of  the  Order.  He  says  :  "  "  While  it  may  be  proper  to  recommend  a 
work  of  merit,  it  is  doubtful,  in  my  mind,  whether  we  should  indorse  that  as  the  law, 
without  the  most  critical  examination.  I  hope,  therefore,  the  Grand  Lodge  will  per- 
mit me  to  finish  my  book  at  my  leisure,  and,  when  finished,  to  publish  it  upon  n 
responsibility.' '  The  reputation  of  Bro.  Scott  "  as  a  wise  and  accomplished  Mason," 
is  deservedly  high,  at  home  and  abroad,  and  we  trust  he  has  found  leisure,  even  amid 
these  times  of  civil  discords  and  strifes,  to  finish  his  work,  and  that  it  will  soon  be 
given  to  the  world,  that  the  Craft,  everywhere,  may  have  the  light  oi  m  and 

learning  to  guide  them  to  a  right  decision  of  the  important  que  iaw  that  are 

constantly  arising.  Masonic  jurisprudence  being,  as  he  soys,  yet  in  its  infancy,  it 
would  be,  indeed,  imprudent  for  a  Grand  Lodge  to  adopt  any  work  upon  the  subject 
as  the  law  of  the  Order,  without  the  most  critical  examination.  When  questions 
arise  within  its  own  jurisdiction,  they  should  be  definitely  and  speedily  settled  ;  but 
further  than  that  it  would  hardly  be  prudent  for  any  Grand  Lodge  to  go. 

A  photographic  likeness  of  Past  Grand  Master  Thomas  McCulloch  was  presented 
to  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  the  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  an  order  was 
directing  the  Grand  Secretary  to  procure  a  portrait  of  Past  Grand  Master  Samuel 
McMa.nus.  At  the  last  Communication,  a  revised  Constitution  was  referred  to  the 
Lodges  for  adoption  or  rejection.  The  Committee  on  Returns  report  that  they  have 
examined  the  returns  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine  Lodges,  and  that  of  this  num- 
ber fifteen  voted  to  retain  the  present  Constitution,  and  twenty-four  in  favor 

7  one — one  hundred  and  sirty  not  voting  at  all.     A  resolution  was  passed  this 
year  requiring  them  to  vote  upon  the  question,  and  make  return  to  the  Grand  E 
tary  before   the  next  Annual  Communication.    It   seems  strange  that  the  Lodges 
should  so  far  forget  their  own  interests  as  to  neglect  so  important  a  matter 
adoption  of  a  Constitution.    The  fault  was  with  the  Masters  of  the  Lodges,  who  should 
be  the  overseers  and  directors  of  the  work — but  the  examination  of  a  new  Cc 
tion  requires  serious  attention,  and  even  Worshipful  Masters  are  sometimes  quite  will- 
ing to  avoid  necessary  labor. 

Bro.  Fuller,  the  Grand  Secretary,  presented  the  Eeport  on  Correspondent 
is  as  nearly  complete  as  we  ever  expect  to  see  a  paper  of  that  kind.    It  is  one  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  pages  in  length,  and  on  every  page  bears  evidence  that  the  hand  of 
a  master  workman  was   engaged  in  its   careful  preparation.      The   Grand  Lodge 
thought  the  report  worth  $300  — and  voted  that  sum  to  pay  for  the  labor  of  its  pre- 
paration—  but,  curiously  enough,  in  directing  its  subordinates  to  have  the  proceed- 
ings read  in  open  Lodge,  the  report  on  Correspondence  was  excepted.    Perhaps  it  was 
thought  that  the  brethren  would,  of  their  own  motion  and  for  their  own  amusement 
and  profit,  read  that  report  and  would  pass  by  the  twenty-four  pages  of  procee 
proper,  unless  their  attention  were  specially  directed  to  the  propriety  of  the  thing. 
A  half  hour,  at  each  stated  meeting,  devoted  to  reading  from  such  a  report,  would 
furnish  the  brethren  more  information  in  regard  to  Masonry,  than  they  are  life 
acquire  in  any  other  way.    Our  own  experience  has  been,  that  the  reading  - 
journal  of  proceedings  was  anything  but  a  pleasant  exercise  for  the  brotherhood. 
They  submit  to  it,  because  it  is  so  ordered;  but  they  soon  look  tired.     A  dis 
Master  could  so  tell  them  what  had  been  done  and  why,  as  not  to  weary  them,  and 
at  the  same  time  communicate  all  that  it  is  important  for  them  to  know  — all  that

they  care  to  know.    California  receives  favorable  mention  in  Bro.  Fuller's  report 
To  car  Grand  Secretary,  he  gives  but  just  praise  in  saying  :— 

"  To  no  single  individual,  is  the  Grand  Lodge  more  indebted  for  its  present  high 
rank  among  Grand  Lodges,  than  to  the  labois  and  untiling  services  bo  rieeiyitn- 
dered  by  Bro.  Abkll.  We  have  no  personal  acquaintance  with  him  — we  onl}  know 
him  through  the  publications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  brief  Ma*on.c  business  lettei> — 
yet  we  learned  to  love  the  man  as  a  high  toned  and  earnest  Mason.  With  his  own 
immediate  brethren  his  influence  has  ever  been  wielded  for  good,  and  that  influence 
has  extended  far  beyond  the  limits  of  lis  own  State  ;  and  we  fervently  pray  the  day 
may  be  far  distant  in  the  future  when  the  parting  larewell  is  uttered." 

Amen,  say  we.  Bro.  Abkll  "  deserves  well  of  his  country,"  and  she  will  not  for- 
get him.  Bro.  Fuller  approves  the  views  of  Grand  Master  Rockwell,  of  Georgia, 
in  regard  to  the  asserted  right  of  Master  and  Wardens  to  represent  their  Lodge  in 
Grand  Lodge,  claiming  that  it  is  not  an  indefeasible  right,  but  a  custom  only,  which 
it  is  competent  for  each  Grand  Lodge  to  control.  As  the  question  is  one  of  consid- 
erable importance,  we  give  his  argument.     Having  denied  the  right,  he  continues: — 

"  It  is,  however,  a  custom,  sanctioned  by  long  usage,  that  the  three  first  officers  of 
a  Lodge  are  its  proper  representatives  ;  but  of  the  power  to  restrict  the  representa- 
tion to  Masters  only,  there  can  be  no  doubt.  It  is  a  matter  that  may  be  arranged  b}r 
each  Grand  Lodge  for  itself,  and  it  is  just  as  right  and  proper  to  do  so  as  to  toim  a 
Grand  Lodge.  Many  brethren  fall  into  serious  errors  by  making  no  distinctions  be- 
tween what  are  called  A)icient  Charges,  and  Regulations.  While  the  former  are 
considered  immutable  and  unchangeable,  the  latter  may  be  changed  to  meet  the 
convenience  or  views  of  propriety  of  the  supreme  power  in  each  jui  ^diction.  The 
thirty-ninth  Regulation  expressly  says  :  '  Every  annual  Grand  Lodge  has  an  inherent 
power  and  authority  to  make  new  regulatio?is,  or  to  alter  these  for  ihe  leal  benefit  of 
this  Ancient  Fraternity  ;  provided,  always,  that  the  old  landmarks  be  carefully  pre- 
served.' There  is  also  another  error,  not  unfrequently  committed,  in  as>umiiig  that, 
previous  to  1716,  the  Annual  Assemblies  of  the  fraternity  were  Grand  Lodges  in  the 
sense  that  term  is  used  at  the  present  time.  In  all  the  copies  of  old  documents,  that 
have  come  under  our  notice,  previous  to  the  above-named  period,  such  meetings  are 
called  'General  Assembly'  or  'General  Lodge.  The  term  Grand  Lodge  is  ot  com- 
paratively modern  origin.  The  history  of  the  Craft  in  England  distinctly  shows  that 
various  changes  we.e  made  in  the  Regulations  respecting  membership  in  Grand 
Lodge,  and  each  successive  change  enlarged  its  constituent  members,  in  the  language 
of  Bro.  Rockwell  :  '  Previous  to  1717,  ihe  legislathe  power  of  the  Craft  belonged  to 
the  Assembly,  and  the  oldest  document  extant  specially  binds  ihe  Master  to  attend. 
When  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  revival,  consisted  of  the  officeis  of  the  Lodges,  the 
Masters  and  Wardens  were  alone  commanded  to  attend  the  Quarterly  Communica- 
tion ;  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  in  1717,  was  revived  by  lour  Lodges,  and  some 
old  brothers,  not  by  Masters  and  Wardens  alone.  In  1721,  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  was  declared  to  consist  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens,  and  Grand  Ufliceis  ; 
afterwards  such  brethren  as  had  borne  certain  offices  were  declared  to  be  members 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and,  finally,  brethren  —  not  Masters  and  Wardens,  but  simply 
individual  members  of  a  particular  Lodge  —  were  made  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;' 
certainly  it  would  seem  from  this  array  or  authorities,  that  the  idea  that  Masters  and 
Wardens  are  not  the  only  legitimate  members  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  ought  to  be  ranked 
with  the  anomalous  absurdicies  that  somehow  pass  for  truth  until  submitted  to  the 
test  of  examination." 

The  rule  proposed  by  Bro.  Feller  in  regard  to  the  examining  of  visiting  brethren, 
commends  itself  to  all  who  have  been  annoyed  by  the  excessive  readiness  of  some 
brother,  young  or  old,  to  vouch  for  all  visitors  whom  he  has  had  an  opportunity  to 
try  his  skill  upon.    He  says  :— 

"  Our  opinion  is  that  no  Lodge  should  accept  the  avouchment  of  any  one,  how- 
ever intelligent  and  experienced  he  may  be,  on  an  examination  made  without  its 
authority.  A  private  examination  may  be  good  enough  tor  the  brother  making  it, 
but  every  Lodge  should  insist  upon  the  appointment,  by  the  Master,  ol  a  committee 
for  the  purpose.  The  Master  mi_ht  possibly  appoint  the  vouch. ng  brother  as  one  of 
the  examming  committee  ;  nevertheless,  th*re  would,  at  least,  be  additional  security 
gaiued  by  observing  ihe  formality.  Make  the  rule  absolute,  and  no  one  can  complain 
on  account  of  invidious  distinctions." 

In  answer  to  Bro.  McJilton's  pitiful  story  of  a  poor  old  man  who  was  about  to  be 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  by  a  Maryland  Lodge,  which  had  the  meanness 
to  allow  him  (a  visitor)  to  pay  the  amount,  Bro.  Fuller  tells  of  a  Lodge,  not  far 
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away  from  Nashville,  in  which  "  an  aged  brother — whose  whole  life  had  been  an 
exemplification  of  the  pure  principles  of  the  Order,  and  whose  constant  attendance 
upon  the  duties  of  the  Lodge  had  shown  his  faith  by  his  practice  — in  his  old  age, 
becoming  embarrassed  in  his  pecuniary  affairs,  and  feeling  his  inability  to  pay  even 
the  small  sum  demanded  for  his  Lodge  dues,  without  doing  injustice  to  those  having 
prior  claims  upon  him,  solicited  permission  to  withdraw  from  membership.  This  appU- 
cation  was  refused  by  the  Lodge,  and,  by  its  order,  his  name  is  always  first  called  among 
those  whose  dues  have  been  paid."  He  expresses  a  decided  opinion  that  "  all  pre- 
ferment among  Masons  is  grounded  upon  real  worth  and  personal  merit  only  ;r'  that 
there  is  no  landmark  of  Masonry  requiring  that  one  must  have  served  as  Warden 
before  he  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  Master  ;  and  that  "  there  is  a  power  greater  than 
that  of  Grand  Masters,  to  which  they  were  and  are  amenable.'*  To  all  which  we  most 
heartily  assent. 

The  M..W.\  James  McCallum  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.:  W.\  Charles 
A.  Fuller  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

TEXAS. 

The  twenty-fourth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  was 
held  at  the  town  of  La  Grange,  commencing  on  the  eleventh  day  of  June,  1SG0,  and 
continuing  five  days — the  M:.W.\  James  F.  Taylor,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the 
R.'.W.'.  A.  S.  Ruthven  being  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  twenty-one  Lodges 
were  represented. 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Taylor  is  devoted  chiefly  to  matters  of  local  inter- 
est. He  had  granted  eleven  dispensations  to  form  Lodges,  and  refused  many  appli- 
cations for  dispensations  to  initiate  candidates,  for  the  reason,  that  "  very  few  of 
those  who  are  made  Masons  by  dispensation  ever  become  working  members,  or  are 
of  any  particular  value  to  the  institution."  A  great  many  questions  of  Masonic 
law,  "  some  of  them  intricate,  had  been  proposed  to  and  answered  by  him,  and 
the  answers  to  some  of  them  published  in  the  '  Texas  Free  Mason."  "  We  made  dili- 
gent search,  hoping  to  find  some  of  them  in  the  goodly  volume  before  us,  but  without 
success.  Why  not  publish  the  decisions  on  important  questions  involving  the  general 
laws  and  usages  of  the  Order  ?  We  are  all  interested  in  them.  He  notices  the  death  of 
Bro.  John  E.  Cravens, Past  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  a  page  of  the  record  is  devoted 
to  his  memory.  His  report  of  official  duties  shows  that  the  office  of  Grand  Master  of 
Texas  is  no  sinecure  ;  and  he  makes  it  evident  that  he  had  found  its  duties  "  exceed- 
ingly onerous."  The  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Samuel  Mather,  reports  that  he  had 
issued  two  dispensations  for  new  Lodges,  making  in  all  thirteen  which  had  been 
granted  in  the  jurisdiction  during  the  year. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Bro.  Andrew  Neill.  It  occu- 
pies sixty-four  pages  of  the  journal,  reviews  the  proceedings  of  thirty-two  Grand 
Lodges,  and  is  altogether  the  raciest  report  that  we  have  seen.  Bro.  Xeill  writes 
because  he  loves  to  write,  and  his  pen  moves  merrily  on  to  the  end  of  the  chapter. 
Fearing  lest  he  might  have  said  something  to  injure  the  tender  sensibilities  of  - 
body,  he  makes  excuse  as  follows  : — 

"  If,  perchance,  our  nature  and  impulsive  habits  have  caused  a  thought  or  expres- 
sion to  be  used  which  to  any  may  sound  harsh,  recollect  it  came  only  from  the  point 
of  a  very  sharp  pen,  and  no  further  —  so  let  it  penetrate  no  deeper.     If,  at  another 
time,  an  easier  vein  has  been  let  loose,  recollect  it  is  only  with  those  whose  nun,, 
actions  have  long  been  familiar  to  the  writer,  and  done  in  the  true  spirit  i 
friendship." 

To  California  he  gives  such  a  first-rate  notice  that  we  can  not  forbear  quoth, 
considerable  length.     And  thus  it  begins  : — 

"The  volume  before  us  (proceedings  of  1859)  is  full  and  complete:  text,  u 
comment,  reports,  laws,  lists  of  Lodges,  tables,  and  statistics,  everything  in 
order,  showing  that  there  is  a  master  workman  at  the  helm  of  affairs,  a 
lacks  neither  the  ability  nor  desire  to  do  his  whole  duty:  and  one  perusal  of  these 
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pages  Ms  given  us  a  still  more  exalted  opinion  of  the  Golden  State  and  of  the  noble 
band  of  Masons  whd  inhabit  the  Pacific  slope.  Rigid  in  their  duty,  and  enforcing 
all  their  rules,  they  have  the  cause  of  Masonry  more  completely  in  practice,  and  their 
details  carried  out  more  promptly  than  in  any  other  State  of  this  Union:  and,  as  an 
example,  we  have  only  to  refer 'to  trie  fact  that  for  two  years  past,  in  more  than  a 
hundred  Lodges,  there  has  been  no  omission  to  have  their  returns  made  and  their 
dues  paid  up  at  the  annual  meeting.  Such  promptitude  is  worthy  of  all  praise  ;  and 
if  we  were  allowed  to  guess  at  a  conclusion  in  this  report,  we  would  be  en-ablenl  to 
name  one  who  should  receive  the  credit  thereof." 

And  Bro.  Xeill  would  guess  right  the  first  time.  Of  our  Constitution  he  says-' 
"  We  have  examined  it  somewhat  carefully,  and  are  free  to  admit  that  if  is-  as  perfect 
as  any  instrument  of  the  kind  can  be  made."  Bro.  Neill  is  excellent  at  guessing, 
else  we  would  tell  him  whose  Was  the  cunning  hand  that  framed  that  instrument.  He 
likes  the  rule  of  his  own  Grand  Lodge  that  one  must  serve  as  Warden  before  fee  can 
be  Master,  still,  he  is  of  opinion  that  our  rule  does  not  involve  "the  violation  of  a; 
landmark."  He  is  certainly  not  in  favor  of  the  North  American  Congress,  nor  any  other 
Masonic  Congress.     Hear  him  :— 

11  We  cannot  stand  any  of  these  Congressional  Lodges  of  Masonry,  neither  Uni- 
versal, North  American,  nor  the  Grand  Camp  Meeting,  proposed  by  the  Grand  Master 
of  Kansas,  to  come  off  in  1870  ;  unless  they  could  be  held  in  the  prairies  of  Texas,  or 
at  the  head  waters  of  the  Gila  River,  half  way  to  California — then  there  would  be 
some  excitement  in  the  meeting  ;  but  as  for  Masonry,  there  is  not  one  iota  of  it  in 
any  of  these  gatherings — never  was  any  —  and  it  is  not  expected  there  ever  will  be. 
Good  old  fashioned  Masonry,  held,  practiced,  and  sustained  by  Lodges  and  Grand 
Lodges,  is  as  good  as  we  want  it,  and  about  as  far  as  we  ought  to  go." 

Bro.  Storer,  of  Connecticut,  had  concluded,  from  the  great  number  of  appeal 
eases  before  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  rogues  had  mostly  gone  to  Texas.  Bro. 
Xeill  replies,  that  from  an  examination  of  the  cases,  he  finds  that  "  a  large  number 
-of  thenl  had  been  made  Masons  in  Connecticut  and  some  of  the  other  States,  and  had 
coittS  to  Texas,  and  we  tried  them  for  their  derelictions,  and  expelled  them  ;  and  we 
intend  to  treat  all  others,  in  like  manner  offending,  in  the  same  way  come  from 
whence  they  may."  A  palpable  hit,  "If  a  brother  vionH  pay  his  dues,"  he  says, 
11  suspend  him" — don't  "  exclude  "  him,  and  so  leave  him  free  to  receive  all  the 
benefits  of  the  order  from  every  other  Lodge  but  his  own,  and  from  every  other 
Mason  except  the  members  of  his  own  household.  Our  brother  is  a  strenuous  advo- 
cate of  the  rule  requiring  a  unanimous  ballot  for  each  degree.  He  calls  it  "  a  good 
thing,"  and  seems  to  think  that  all  who  try  the  single  ballot  "  for  ever  so  little  a  time, 
will  soon  get  satisfied  that  the  right  way  is  the  safest,  the  best,  and  easiest  all  the 
time."  Our  Constitution  allows  the  Lodges  to  choose  whether  they  will  have  one 
ballot  or  three,  and  we  believe,  that  with  very  few  exceptions,  they  have  chosen  to 
have  but  one.  It  requires  a  twelve  months'  residence  in  the  State,  and  six  months  in 
the  particular  jurisdiction,  before  an  applicant's  petition  can  be  received.  When  it 
is  received,  it  is  referred  to  a  committee,  who  are  expected  and  required  to  make 
diligent  inquiry  and  true  report  of  the  character  of  the  applicant;  and  it  is  generally 
true  that  our  committees  are  not  so  mealy-mouthed,  nor  our  Lodges  so  leaky,  but 
that  such  committees  can  report  the  facts  of  each  case.  If  upon  the  coming  in  of 
the  report,  the  candidate  is  elected  and  initiated,  we  would  not  stay  his  progress 
except  for  good  cause  shown.  Having  made  the  necessary  proficiency,  if  he  is  not 
worthy  to  advance  he  is  not  worthy  to  stay,  and  should  be  dealt  with  as  others  of 
that  kind  who  have  received  more  light.  In  regard  to  the  Webb  work,  as  taught  by 
Bro.  Rob.  Morris,  Bro.  Neill  remarks  : — 

"  If  Barney  gave  the  work,  then  Bro.  Morris  has  not  got  it ;  and  if,  as  a  guide, 
we  take  in  hand  the  Monitor,  now  published  as  the  '  Webb  Monitor,'  most  assuredly 
it  cannot  be  approved,  and  will  not  stand  the  test  in  any  true  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
West ;  and  we  are  not  aware  that  any  of  the  Eastern  Grand  Lodges  have  seen  it. 
We  do  know  that  the  work  as  given  in  lectures  and  exemplification  in  Pennsylvania 
and  Ohio  nearly  thirty  years  ago,  and  which  has  recently  been  reviewed  by  the 
writer,  is  not  that  pf  the  MorrisrWehb  work  of  the  present  day,  but  has,  at  least  in 
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the  former  State  been  kept  in  purity,  and  as  now  practiced  is  identical  with  what  it 
was  at,  taat  time,  and  then  known  as  the  Preston  work,  with  some  changes  in  the 
sections  introduced  by  Webb." 

Verily  the  doctors  disagree.  The  system  of  representation  near  other  Grand 
Lodges  seems  to  have  met  with  almost  universal  favor.  Bro.  Neill's  is  the  first  word 
of  opposition  that  has  come  up  to  us.    He  says: — 

"  It  may  be  well  here  to  remark,  that  some  twenty  years  ago  the  practice  was  in 
operation  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  we  well  recollect  the  occasion  of  the  reception  of 
several  in  that  capacity  representing  the  Grand  Lodges  of  several  States  of  the 
Union.  If  any  good  resulted  from  it  we  are  not  aware" of  it,  and  it  fell  into  disuse. 
We  are  not  ceVtain  of  any  benefits  to  be  derived  from  introducing  again  the  system. 
Mutual  courtesies  are  always  pleasant ;  and  if  the  recipient  were  a  distinguished 
visitor  from  another  jurisdiction,  nothing  could  conduce  more  to  the  interest  of  an 
occasion  of  reciprocal  reception  and  fraternal  intercourse,  than  granting  the  brother 
an  honored  seat  in  the  body  whilst  his  visit  was  continued.  *  *  *  *  * 
But  where  the  representative  is  a  member  of  the  body  to  which  he  is  sent  and 
accredited,  it  becomes  an  empty  show7  and  matter  of  form,  gilded  over  with  smooth 
phrases." 

We  do  not  think  they  can  be  of  much  service,  for  if  any  difficulty  were  to  arise 
when  the  services  of  a  Representative  would  be  really  of  some  account,  his  alle- 
giance is  due  to  his  own  Grand  Lodge,  and  he  could  not  properly  represent  another  ; 
but  we  do  not  anticipate  difficulties,  and  the  present  system  answers  well  enough  for 
the  exchange  of  courtesies,  and  that  is  about  all  the  use  we  have  or  desire  to  have 
for  it. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  to  so  amend  the  Constitution  as  to  allow  non-affiliat- 
ed Masons,  after  the  three  visits  now7  permitted  them,  "  to  visit  as  often  as  they  may 
desire,"  by  leave  of  the  Lodge,  and  by  pa3'ing  "  into  the  Charity  Fund  of  the  Lodge 
two  dollars  and  a  half  for  each  visit ;:?  and  to  join  in  public  processions  by  paying 
five  dollars  —  which  resolution  was  very  properly  rejected.  Another  resolution  — 
declaring  "  that  where  a  sentence  of  suspension  or  expulsion  by  a  subordinate  Lodge 
is  reversed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  on  appeal,  on  the  merits  or  facts  presented  in  the 
said  trial  or  appeal,  such  reversal  restores  to  all  Masonic  rights  and  privileges,  and 
places  the  brother  in  the  same  position  in  his  Lodge  he  occupied  prior  to  the  trial M — 
was  laid  upon  the  table  and  there  allowed  to  sleep.  We  would  not  sell  admission  to 
oor  Lodges,  at  so  much  a  time,  to  anybody.  It  is  not  the  purpose  of  Masonry  to 
open  its  doors  to  the  unworthy  for  a  price.  We  want  only  good  men,  and  non-affil- 
iating Masons  are  not  good  men.  Our  Lodges  are  not  theatres  to  which  admission  is 
so  much  a  head.  We  say  cut  off  the  hangers-on.  When  they  have  learned,  and  are 
willing  to  do  their  duty,  we  will  bid  them  welcome  —  but  not  till  then.  But,  when 
a  Grand  Lodge  has  reversed  the  judgment  of  suspension  or  expulsion  passed  by 
one  of  its  subordinates  ;  and  has  said  that  the  proof  was  not  sufficient  to  warrant  the 
judgment  —  that  the  accused  is  not  guilty  of  the  charge  alleged  against  him  —  and 
that  the  whole  proceeding  was  wrong  from  the  beginning  —  if  the  reversal  does  not 
reinstate  the  brother  in  aU  his  rights,  membership  included,  we  do  not  understand 
the  meaning  of  reversal  or  the  theory  of  Grand  Lodge  authority.  No  one  contends 
that  a  Lodge  can  dismiss  one  of  its  members,  without  trial  and  sentence,  by  a  simple 
vote  of  the  Lodge  that  they  do  not  wish  him  there  ;  and  if  they  cannot  so  d  .- 
him,  we  are  at  a  loss  to  understand  how  they  can  determine  his  membership  on  friv- 
olous or  unjust  charges.  The  committee  on  Grand  Officers^  Reports,  to  whom  the 
subject  was  referred,  reported  in  part  as  follows  : — 

44  We  regard  the  resolution  as  violative  of  the  principle  of  York  rite  Ma- 
which  is  that  the  Grand  Lodge,  th  ugh  a  sovereign  Body,  is  only  sovereign 
sphere,  and  that  is  the  sphere  01  authority  delegated  to  it  b)  the  so-called  subon 
Lodges,  either  by  immemorial  custom,  or  by  express  enactment.     The  privilege  of 
saying  that  any  person  shall  or  shan  not  be  a  member  ot  an  individual  Loi;_ 
to  that  Lodge  alone  ;  and  tor  the  Giand  Lodge  to  attempt  to  airogate  the  light  louo 
so,  would  be  an  assumption  of  power  entirely  unwarrantable,  and  which  would  in- 
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vite  a  protest  from  every  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  as  fast  as  such  assumption  should 
be  felt  in  its  unhappy  influences  in  such  a  Lodge." 

Bro.  Neill  had  introduced  the  resolution,  and  the  committee  say  their  report  is 
made  "  in  great  deference  "  to  his  wisdom.  "  But  Hermes  himself  sometimes  nods," 
say  they,  "  and  there  are  spots  upon  the  sun.  Bro.  Neill  does  not  claim  to  be 
immaculate,  and  we  presume  he  will  not  urge  these  resolutions.  At  any  rate,  we 
report  against  their  adoption."  So  much  the  worse  for  the  committee,  which  would 
not  avail  itself  of  a  little  wisdom,  which,  in  this  respect,  we  think  they  sorely  needed. 
Bro.  E.  H.  Cushing,  chairman  of  that  committee,  does  not  need  any  ice  in  his  drink  to 
keep  him  cool,  surely.  He  does  not  believe  in  any  nonsense  about  divine  right  and  all 
that  sort  of  thing,  but  he  does  believe  in  "  reserved  rights."  On  that  rock  he  builds  his 
house.  The  Grand  Lodge  is  well  enough  with  its  delegated  powers,  but  it  must  not 
infringe  upon  the  reserved  rights  of  those  who  made  it.  It  possesses  no  power  ex- 
cept what  it  has  acquired  "  by  immemorial  customs,  or  by  express  enactment."  We 
inquii  e  whose  enactment?  We  And  it  written  that  "  the  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
whether  at  Quarterly  Communications  or  other  meetings,  is  seriously  to  communicate 
and  consider,  transact  and  settle  all  matters  that  concern  the  prosperity  of  the  Craft 
and  the  Fraternity  in  general,  or  private  Lodges  and  brethren  in  particular";  and 
we  do  not  know  of  any  fundamental  law  or  principle  of  Ancient  York  Masonry  that 
prohibits  or  should  prevent  the  Grand  Lodge  from  compelling,  if  need  be,  any  one  of 
its  subordinates  to  do  even  justice  to  all  its  members,  and  to  make  amends  for  any 
wrong  it  has  done  to  any  one  of  them  through  ignorance,  inadvertence,  or  design. 

Our  Texas  brethren  still  adhere  to  the  "  new  test."  A  resolution  to  return  to  the 
practice  of  the  falhers,  in  that  regard,  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  to  be 
reported  on  at  the  next  Communication,  when  it  is  to  be  hoped  they  will  become 
satisfied  that  their  new  test  is  not  Masonic  and,  though  adopted  and  used  in  Palestine, 
that  it  is  an  innovation  and  should  be  repealed.  In  Texas,  as  elsewhere,  there  are 
brethren  who  seem  to  think  that  the  Lodge  should  see  that  their  rights  are  pro- 
tected in  all  their  relations  —  social,  religious  and  political —should  set  them  right 
with  all  the  world,  but  particularly  should  collect  their  debts  and  hear  and  determine 
their  little  law  cases.  In  1856,  the  Grand  Lodge  ordered  that  transactions  of  a  puiely 
pecuniary  character  should  not  be  brought  into  the  Lodges  for  adjudication.  Ihis 
year  it  was  found  necessary  to  order  that  church  difficulties  be  left  to  the  churches  to 
settle  according  to  their  own  rules  and  discipline,  and  that  the  Lodges  "should  be 
careful  not  to  infringe  on  the  rights  or  privileges  of  religious  bodies."  Strenuous 
efforts  are  being  made  to  secure  unifoimity  of  work,  with  but  moderate  success,  if 
we  judge  from  the  report  of  bro.  J.  J.  McBkide,  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  Middle  District. 
Of  the  forty  Lodges  in  his  district,  he  reports  that  fourteen  have  learned  the  work 
correctly  and  can  work  well  ;  in  twenty-one,  one  or  more  of  the  brethren  have 
learned  ihe  work  ;  and  in  the  five  remaining  not  one  has  learned  it.  Not  altogether 
a  satisfactory  report ;  but  patience  and  perseverance  accomplish  wonderful  things, 
and  it  may  be  that  the  next  report  from  that  district  will  be  that  all  are  doing  good 
work  as  they  should. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  seems  to  be  in  a  remarkably  prosperous  condition.  It 
has  $10,668  cash  in  hand,  which  it  directed  to  be  invested  in  United  States  bonds  — 
has  two  huncbed  and  twenty-four  Lodges  with  over  eight  thousand  members  —  and 
at  its  next  Annual  Communication  intended  to  select  for  itself  a  home,  give  over  its 
wanderings,  and  settle  down.  Of  the  twenty-eight  original  numbers  only  five  remain. 
Bro.  Neill  was  one  of  these,  and  from  the  organization  of  the  Gr<and  Lodge  to  the 
present  time  he  has  been  one  of  the  most,  if  not  the  most,  efficient  worker  in  it.  We 
have  received  many  favors  at  his  hands,  and  hope  some  day,  either  at  the  grand  camp 
meetiug  at  the  head  waters  of  the  Gila,  or  in  some  other  convenient  place,  to  tell  him 
so  to  his  face.  We  are  pleased  to  see  that  he  was  again  placed  at  the  head  of  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence,  for  while  he,  and  such  as  he,  direct  the  affairs  of 
our  brethren  in  the  Lone  Star  State,  they  will  not  materially  err. 
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The  M.\  W.\  John  B.  McMahon  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  B.-.W.-.A.  S. 
Ruthven  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

VERMONT. 

We  have  before  us  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  years  1860  and 
1861— the  Annual  Communications  being  held  in  the  month  of  January  — the  M.\ 
W.-.  Phillip  C.  Tcjcker  being  Grand  Master,  and  the  JR.'.  W.\  John  B.  Hollexbeck, 
Grand  Secretary. 

This  Grand  Lodge  was  organized  in  1794,  and  has  had,  during  the  sixty-six  years 
of  its  existence,  only  nine  Grand  Masters— "  an  instance  of  steadiness  of  Masonic 
confidence,  hardly  to  be  equalled  elsewhere,  and  certainly  not  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic/'  Grand  Master  Tucker,  having  been  Deputy  Grand  Master  during  all  the 
troublous  times  of  Anti-Masonry,  and  having,  with  Bro.  Nathan  B.  Haswell,  then 
Grand  Master,  braved  the  fury  of  the  persecution  and  stood  resolutely  at  his  post, 
approving  himself  a  good  man  and  true,  was,  in  1847,  elected  Grand  Master.  He  has 
been  since  annually  reelected,  and,  though  he  has  often  expressed  a  desire  to  be 
relieved  of  the  burdens  of  official  position,  his  brethren  would  not  let  him  go.  In 
his  Address  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1861,  he  says  :— 

"  My  brethren  cannot  but  extend  to  me  their  kindest  sympathetic  feelings,  as 
they  reflect  what  kind  of  sensations  must  pass  over  me,  as  I  have  daily  to  think  that 
I  am  the  only  survivor  of  those  who  have  been  Grand  Masters  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Vermont.  I  have  known  personally  every  Grand  Master  but  the  first,  and  I  might 
almost  feel  that  I  had  known  him  by  a  long  acquaintance  with  his  sons  and  daughters. " 

Aptly,  he  compares  himself  and  those  of  his  aged  brethren  there  assembled,  who 
had  stood  with  him  upon  the  "chequered  floor"  in  the  spring-time  of  life,  to  the 
ancient  oaks  of  their  own  loved  forests — gradually  parting  with  vigor  in  root  and 
trunk,  it  is  true,  but  still  full  of  lusty  life,  and  spreading  out  their  broad  branches  to 
enjoy  the  cheerful  sunshine,  with  their  roots  deep  set  in  the  genial  soil,  dreading  not 
the  storm.  In  that  northern  clime,  the  Indian  summer  is  perhaps  the  most  pleasant 
season  of  all  the  year.  These  good  old  men  have  just  entered  upon  that  happy  time . 
May  it  be  long  yet  before  the  nipping  frosts  of  their  winter  shall  come. 

A  very  extraordinary  case  was  presented  to  Grand  Master  Tucker  in  1859,  which, 
Avith  his  action  in  the  premises,  he  reported  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  session  for 
1860.  A  man  had  been  made  a  Mason  in  one  of  the  Vermont  Lodges.  Afterwards 
he  withdrew  from  the  Lodge  and  removed  to  another  State  ;  and  while  there  was 
expelled  by  a  Lodge  having  jurisdiction.  Having  returned  again  to  his  native  State, 
he  made  application  to,  and  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Lodge  in  which  he  was 
made,  and  he  was  serving  his  second  term  as  Master  of  that  Lodge  when  this  fact 
became  knoAvn  to  it.  As  soon  as  the  Grand  Master  had  proof  of  all  the  facts  of  the 
case,  he  suspended  him  from  office,  and  directed  the  Senior  Warden  to  take  charge 
of  the  Lodge  and  manage  its  business  as  Master,  and  further  directed  that  the  door 
of  the  Lodge  should  be  closed  against  him.  He  also  cited  him  to  appear  before  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  show  cause  why  his  suspension  should  not  be  made  perpetual.  Of 
course,  he  did  not  appear,  and  Ave  do  not  well  understand  Iioav  the  Grand  Lodge 
could  suffer  him  to  appear  before  it.  Having  been  expelled  from  all  the  rights  and 
priArileges  of  the  order,  when  the  Grand  Master  had  suspended  him  from  his  office 
and  directed  the  door  of  the  Lodge  to  be  closed  against  him,  nothing  further  remained 
to  be  done.  So  the  committee  seem  to  have  thought,  for  they  advised  that  no  legis- 
lation Avas  needed  upon  the  subject. 

Bro.  Lucius  C.  Butler,  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  though  not  it- 
chairman,  presented  an  excellent  Report,  in  which  the  proceedings  of  thirty-s 
Grand  Lodges  are  ably  and  fairly  revieAved.  Bro.  Butler  thinks  our  rule  in  regard 
to  dimission  a  little  ''lame,-'  because  it  alloAA's  any  brother  to  sever  his  connection 
with  the  Lodge,  by  paying  up  his  dues  and  notifying  the  Secretary  to  that  effect,  but 
grants  a  recommendatory  certificate,  or  "dimit,"  upon  a  vote  of  the  Lodge  only. 
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Our  belief  is,  that  it  is  not  at  all  "  lame  "  in  that  particular,  but  altogether  sound  in 
wind  and  limb.  We  rely  upon  the  voluntary  system — we  force  no  man  to  enter — we 
force  no  man  to  stay.  If  any  one  desires  to  withdraw  from  a  particular  Lodge  for 
the  purpose  of  removing  elsewhere,  the  brethren  give  him  a  recommendatory  certifi- 
cate, if  they  judge  him  worthy;  if  he  desires  to  withdraw  because  his  love  for  the 
institution  is  dead,  we  still  allow  him  to  withdraw,  but  do  not  commend  him  to  the 
favor  and  affection  of  the  brethren  throughout  the  world. 

In  1861,  all  the  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction  save  one  were  represented  at  the  Annual 
Convocation,  held  at  Burlington  on  the  ninth,  tenth  and  eleventh  days  of  January.  Of 
the  condition  of  the  Craft  in  the  Green  Mountain  State,  Grand  Master  Tucker  says  : — 

"The  best  men  are  seeking  our  association,  and  even  the  most  cautious  are 
beginning  to  think — if  we  may  judge  by  their  inquries— that  our  institution,  which  but 
a  few  years  since  passed  through  the  fire  and  fiame  of  a  most  severe  and  relentless 
persecution,  until  it  was  solemnly  believed  that  its  utter  extinction  in  the  Green 
Mountain  State  was  an  accomplished  and  settled  fact,  already  fixed  as  historical,  must 
possess  within  itself  vital  energies,  incomprehensible  to  them,  to  have  had  the  power 
of  rising  proudly  from  the  ruins  of  its  prostrate  temples,  and  in  the  short  space  of 
fifteen  years  restoring  them  to  their  former  strength  and  splendor.  And  it  is  not 
surprising  that  a  contrast  so  strong  should  arrest  tiie  attention  of  intelligent  and 
reflecting  men.  In  the  year  1831,  Masonry  here  might  have  been  well  represented 
by  the  mouldering  obelisk,  the  prostrate  column,  the  fallen  temple  of  sunn  magnifi- 
cence overgrown  with  thorns,  and  over  which  iiew  the  twilight-loving  bat,  and  crept 
the  spotted  adder.  And  thus  it  lay  till  sixteen  suns  had  shone  upon  it.  At  the 
expiration  of  this  cycle  of  years,  those  ruins  began  to  show  symptoms  of  reviving 
energies ;  the  moss  fell  from  the  obelisk  ;  the  prostrate  pillar  stood  erect ;  stone  by 
stone  of  the  fallen  temple  was  gradually  restored  to  its  former  place  ;  and  now,  at  the 
close  of  another  cycle  of  but  fifteen  years,  pillar,  pilaster,  architrave,  stand  proudly 
in  their  pristine  beauty  ;  the  cap-stone  is  finished  and  placed  in  the  last  arch  ;  and 
the  whole  building  renewedly  dedicated  to  Him  who  has  thus  blest  our  efforts,  and 
to  whose  Holy  name  we  all  most  humbly  bow." 

The  rule  that  "  no  brother  can  be  a  Master  until  he  has  served  as  Warden  "  seems 
to  be  well  established  in  Vermont,  yet  the  Grand  Master  found  six  cases  in  that  juris- 
diction requiring  his  magisterial  healing,  in  I860.  This  rule  he  regards  as  a  landmark, 
and  he  argues  the  question  at  considerable  length,  quoting  the  opinions  of  other  dis- 
tinguished Masons  in  its  favor ;  but,  as  he  pertinently  says,  "  no  amount  of  Grand 
Lodge  precedent,  or  of  distinguished  official  opinions,  are  of  themselves  binding  on 
the  subject,  as  to  any  Grand  Lodge  which  has  not  adopted  such  a  rule,  unless  the  rule 
itself  is  one  of  the  unchangeable  landmarks  of  the  Order.7'  If  the  rule  be,  as  he 
urges,  an  unchangeable  landmark  of  the  Order,  we  are  at  a  loss  to  understand  how 
he,  as  Grand  Master,  could  so  disregard  it  as  to  allow  those  ineligible  brethren 
to  continue  to  perform,  under  his  pro  tern,  appointment,  the  very  duties  which  they 
could  not  perform  in  virtue  of  an  election  by  their  brethren.  Yet  so  he  decided  the 
matter  —  removing  them  from  their  office  by  election,  declaring  it  null  and  void, —  and 
straightway  appointing  them  Masters  by  virtue  of  his  "  inherent  authority."  As  we 
read  the  rule  in  the  ancient  charges,  there  are  no  exceptions,  and  we  are  not  aware 
that  it  is  anywhere  written,  that  even  a  Grand  Master  can  make  "  innovations  upon 
the  body  of  Masonry,"  or  annul  or  override  any  of  its  "  ancient  landmarks."  The 
rule,  as  laid  down  and  interpreted  there,  is  not  "  that  no  brother  can  be  elected  Mas- 
ter until  he  has  served  as  Warden  ;"  but  "  that  no  brother  can  be  a  Master  until  he 
has  served  as  a  Warden."  We  very  much  doubt  whether  the  words  of  the  ancient 
charge  mean  what  our  M.'.Wr.  brother  interprets  them  to  mean,  and  we  do  nut 
consider  that  charge  a  landmark  at  all.  Take  the  one  clause  quoted  by  itself,  and  it 
seems  plainly  enough  to  mean  that  and  nothing  else  ;  particularly  if  we  substitute 
"  served  "  for  "  acted,"  as  is  usually  done.  But  the  rule  of  construction  and  interpreta- 
tion, as  we  have  learned  it,  is  not  to  select  isolated  sentences  and  clauses,  but  to  so  con- 
strue all  the  parts  that  they  may  agree  together  and  constitute  a  perfect  whole.  Now, 
the  fourth  of  the  old  charges  commences  : — 

"  All  preferment  among  Masons  is  grounded  upon  real  worth  and  personal  merit 
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only  ;  that  so  the  Lord  may  be  well  served,  the  brethren  not  put  to  shame,  nor  the 
Royal  Craft  despised.  Therefore  no  Master  or  Warden  is  chosen  by  seniority,  but  for 
his  merit." 

Another  paragraph  therein  often  quoted  as  a  landmark,  reads:— 

"No  brother  can  be  a  Warden  until  he  has  passed  the  part  of  a  Fellow  Craft; 
nor  a  Master  until  he  has  acted  as  a  Warden;  nor  Grand  Warden  until  he  has  been 
Master  of  a  Lodge  ;  nor  Grand  Master,  unless  he  has  been  a  Fellow  Craft  before  his 
election,  who  is  also  to  be  nobly  born  or  a  gentleman  of  the  best  fashion,  or  some 
eminent  scholar,  or  some  curious  architect  or  other  artist,  descended  of  honest 
parents,  and  who  is  of  singular  great  merit  in  the  opinion  of  the  Lodges." 

And  again,  in  the  fifth  charge,  it  is  written: — 

"  The  most  expert  of  the  Fellow  Craftsmen  shall  be  chosen  or  appointed  Master  or 
Overseer  of  the  .Lord's  work,  who  is  to  be  called  Master  by  those  that  work  under 
him." 

If  the  one  part  of  this  is  to  be  taken  by  itself  and  made  a  landmark,  the  other  must 
be  also,  and  it  would  be  possible  that  our  landmarks  would  conflict;  and  if  they 
should,  sometimes,  be  found  to  conflict,  who  is  to  decide  which  has  the  greater 
authority?  In  the  olden  time,  it  would  seem,  that  Lodges  only  conferred  the  degree 
of  Entered  Apprentice,  for  we  find  among  the  "General  Regulations''  adopted  at 
Stationers  Hall,  London,  on  St.  John  Baptist's  day,  1721,  that  "  Apprentices  must  be 
admitted  Fellow  Crafts  and  Masters  only  here  (in  Grand  Lodge),  unless  by  a  dispen- 
sation from  the  Grand  Master;"  and  it  would  seem  that  Apprentices  and  Fellow 
Crafts  could  sit  in  Grand  Lodge,  and  had  a  voice  in  some  of  its  deliberations,  for 
we  read  in  Article  XIII  of  those  regulations  that  "  another  brother  (who  must  be 
a  Fellow  Craft)  should  be  appointed  to  look  after  the  door  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but 
shall  be  no  member  of  it;"  and  in  Article  XXXIX,  that  all  new  regulations  and  alter- 
ations must  be  "  offered  also  to  the  perusal  of  all  the  brethren  before  dinner,  in 
writing  —  even  of  the  youngest  Apprentice,  the  approbation  and  consent  of  all  the 
brethren  present  being  absolutely  necessary  to  make  the  same  binding  and  obliga- 
tory." 

Do  our  brethren  of  Vermont  regard  it  as  a  landmark  that  Entered  Apprentices 
should  have  a  voice  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ?  Do  they  regard  the 
ichole  of  the  ancient  charges,  as  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  pub- 
lished in  1722,  as  having  the  authority  of,  and  being  landmarks?  Do  they  choose  or 
appoint  "  the  most  expert  of  the  Fellow  Craftsmen  Master  or  Overseer  of  the  Lord's 
work?"  Do  they  require  of  a  candidate  for  the  Grand  Mastership  only  that  he  shall 
be  a  Fellow  Craft  before  his  election  ?  Do  they  admit  that  merit,  and  not  seniority  or 
rank,  should  govern  m  the  choice  of  Wardens  and  Masters?  As  to  what  are  and 
what  are  not  landmarks,  there  seems  to  be  a  great  diversity  of  opinion.  For  our- 
selves, we  agree  entirely  with  Bro.  Storee,  of  Connecticut,  who  defines  ll  landmarks 
to  be  that  part  of  Masonry  which  cannot  lawfully  be  written  or  printed,  and  which 
nobody  has  authority  to  change"  —  the  "lex  non  scripta-'  of  our  Order.  And  we 
notice  that  our  Texas  brethren,  though  tenacious  on  the  point  of  Masters  and  Ward- 
ens, have  a  regulation  that  no  physical  defect  shall  exclude  a  candidate,  unless  it  be 
"  such  as  would  prevent  the  candidate  from  being  placed  in  possession  of  the  'an- 
cient landmarks.'  Grand  Master  Tlxker  mentions  but  two  Grand  Lodges  that  have 
a  different  rule,  those  of  Scotland  and  Oregon.  To  that  number  we  may  add  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  California,  Connecticut,  Georgia,  Maine,  North  Carolina,  Rhode 
Island,  Tennessee,  and  Turkey. 

If  our  brethren  in  Vermont  and  elsewhere  only  claimed  this  as  a  wise  rule  for  the 
government  of  the  Craft  within  their  particular  jurisdictions,  we  should  hav 
word  of  objection  ;  but  when  they  hold  it  up  to  us  with  a  "  thus  saith  the  Lord,"  we 
inquire  as  to  their  authority.  Our  own  Grand  Lodge  makes  rules  for  us  which  we 
are  disposed  to  think  pretty  good,  and  permits  our  Lodges  to  choose  Masters  and 
Wardens  according  to  merit,  without  regard  to  seniority  or  rank,  and  to  choose  the 
most  expert  of  the  Craftsmen  to  be  Oveiseer  of  the  Lord's  wo.k,  though  he 
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never  have  semed  as  Warden  — believing  that  "worth  and  personal  merit,"  com- 
bined with  peculiar  fitness  for  the  duties  of  office,  are  the  best,  if  not  the  only  proper 
grounds  of  preferment.  If  a  Warden  has  zealously,  faithfully,  and  acceptably  per- 
formed his  duties  as  such,  it  is  very  proper  that  he  should,  and  very  probable  that  he 
would  be  elected  to  the  Mastership  ;  but  he  has  no  "  inherent  right  "  to  the  succes- 
sion. If  the  brethren  are  unfortunate  in  their  selection  of  Wardens,  we  have  not 
thought  it  advisable  to  destroy  the  harmony  and  usefulness  of  the  Lodge,  by  com- 
pelling the  election  of  one  who  has  shown  himself  unqualified  for  even  a  subordinate 
position.  The  prosperity,  reputation,  and  usefulness  of  the  Lodge,  as  well  as  its  har- 
mony, depend  so  largely  upon  the  fitness  of  the  Master,  that  it  seems  to  us  very 
unwise  to  place  any  restrictions  in  the  way  of  choosing  the  very  best  man  ;  and  when 
they  have  found  him,  our  advice  is,  to  hold  fast  to  him. 

The  Grand  Master  recommended,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a  new  by-law  in 
regard  to  balloting  for  candidates,  requiring  but  one  ballot  for  the  three  degrees, 
and  that  to  be  held  in  the  Master's  degree.  We  have  elsewhere  expressed  our  favor- 
able opinion  of  the  rule.  The  border  difficulties  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Maine 
and  England  he  discusses  at  considerable  length,  and  takes  decided  ground  in  favor 
of  the  position  assumed  by  the  Grand  Master  of  England.  He  tells  us  that  the  Lodges 
of  Vermont  and  Canada  have  ever  exercised  the  largest  liberty  in  regard  to  residence 
of  applicants,  and  that  the  Lodge-room  of  Lively  Stone  Lodge,  No.  22,  at  Derby, 
holding  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont,  was  built  on  the  "  line,''  half  in  Canada 
and  half  in  Vermont;  yet  it  was  no  half  and  half  concern,  but  as  its  name  would 
indicate,  a  lively,  living  thing.  Yet  it  died  in  the  political  border  difficulties  between 
the  two  countries.  At  this  Communication,  a  petition  was  received  from  Golden 
Hide  Lodge,  No.  12,  of  Canada,  asking  that  the  old  charter  of  Lively  Stone  Lodge 
might  be  granted  to  them,  as  a  valuable  relic  and  a  remembrancer  of  the  good  old 
times  when  the  brethren  met  on  neutral  ground  and  exchanged  fraternal  greetings; 
which  petition  was  granted.  It  may  be  all  very  pleasant  to  Vermont  Lodges  to 
receive  the  petitions  of  those  that  live  over  the  border,  and  allow  Green  Mountain 
boys  to  go  to  Canada  to  be  made  Masons,  but  we  notice  that  when  a  Lodge  in  New 
York  initiated  a  Vermonter,  a  great  hue  and  cry  was  raised  ;  and  if,  as  the  Grand 
Master  says,  there  is  no  written  or  common  law  upon  the  subject,  except  as  between 
the  different  jurisdictions  of  the  United  States,  it  is  time  there  should  be.  The  rule 
contended  for  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  is  reasonable,  and  should  be  adopted  by 
all  those  who  would  observe  the  golden  rule. 

To  the  work  as  taught  by  Thomas  Smith  Webb  several  pages  of  the  Address  are 
devoted;  and  he  proves  to  his  own  satisfactfon,  and  to  ours,  too,  that  the  genuine 
wotk  taught  by  that  eminent  Mason  is  still  taught  in  Vermont ;  but  we  are  at  a  loss 
to  find  any  very  good  reason  for  making  the  lectures,  as  taught  by  him,  the  standard 
of  authority.  He  abridged  and  changed  the  lectures  of  Preston,  and  his  pupils  made 
alterations  in  his  lectures ;  and  particularly,  it  seems  that  Bro.  Barney  endeavored 
to  adapt  himself  and  his  lectures  to  the  peculiarities  of  the  people  among  whom  he 
labored.  Jt  would  be  desirable,  if  possible,  that  the  Masonic  ritual  and  lectures 
should  be  the  same  the  wide  world  over  ;  but  it  is  altogether  an  impossibility,  and, 
so  long  as  all  the  systems  adhere  to  the  ancient  landmarks,  and  inculcate  the  same 
usefulprinciples.it  does  not  matter  much.  The  substance  is  the  same  —  the  form 
slightly  different.  The  writer  was  made  a  Mason  according  to  the  work  taught  and 
approved  by  Grand  Master  Tucker,  and,  as  it  was  the  first  work  he  ever  learned,  he 
used  to  think  it  not  only  the  best,  but  the  only,  true  work;  but  since  then,  he  has 
seen  the  work  in  many  States  and  finds  so  little  substantial  difference  between  them, 
that  it  is  not  worth  quarreling  about.  The  Baltimore  Convention,  in  1843,  intended 
to  establish  a  system  of  work  and  lectures,  and,  doubtless,  thought  they  had ;  yet 
hardly  any  two  of  the  members  of  that  Convention  are  agreed  as  to  what  it  was  ;  and 
we  do  not  think  it  at  all  important  that  they  should  be.    The  same  spirit  governs,  and 
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the  same  landmarks  are  preserved,  wherever  Masonry  rears  her  temples,  in  Chris- 
tian, Mahometan,  or  Heathen  lands  ;  and  it  is  not  matter  of  very  serious  moment, 
whether  or  not,  the  same  words  are  used  in  teaching  the  neophyte  the  great  duties 
and  principles  of  our  Order.  It  would  be  pleasant  indeed  if  a  brother  "  able  of  cun- 
ning" and  apt  to  teach  in  one  jurisdiction,  might  go  to  another  and  find  everything 
taught  there  just  as  he  had  learned  and  taught  it,  but  we  never  expect  to  see  so 
blessed  a  time. 

Bro.  Tucker  takes  it  sorely  to  heart  that  some,  criticising  his  remarks  upon  this 
subject,  have  talked,  foolishly  perhaps,  of  the  symbolism  and  philosophy  of  Masonry, 
and  called  his  system  "  parrot  Masonry."  These  were  not  kind  words  to  be  used 
towards  so  venerable,  learned,  zealous,  and  distinguished  a  brother  ;  but  we  suspect 
the  writers  did  not  intend,  by  their  apparent  unkindness,  to  injure  the  feelings  of 
one  whose  purity,  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  whose  zeal  for  the  pure  principles  of  the 
Order,  and  whose  great  skill  in  all  the  learning  and  cunning  of  our  work,  long  ago 
placed  him  in  the  foremost  rank,  and  caused  the  Craft,  everywhere,  to  look  to  him  as 
a  model,  and  to  listen  respectfully  and  attentively  to  his  teachings. 

We  are  pleased  to  see  that  the  Grand  Lodge  has  undertaken  to  secure  portraits  of 
all  its  Grand  Masters  —  save  one.  Of  him  Grand  Master  Tucker  says  :  "  I  pass  our 
sixth  Grand  Master  in  sorrow.  You  would  not  permit  his  face  to  appear  among  those 
of  your  other  Grand  Masters,  for  the  same  reason  that  a  vacant  place  was  left  among 
the  portraits  of  the  Doges  in  the  gallery  of  Venice."  We  would  have  his  portrait, 
too,  in  its  place,  if  only  to  remind  us  that  one  whom  his  brethren  had  delighted  to 
honor,  had  fallen  by  transgression.  We  would  have  the  pictorial  history  complete  ; 
no  chapter  should  be  wanting.  Now,  the  saddest,  but  yet  the  most  inspiring,  is  omit- 
ted— saddest,  because  of  the  trials  and  persecutions  to  which  the  Craft  was  subjected, 
and  against  which  only  a  few  were  strong  enough  to  stand  :  but  the  most  cheering  as 
proving  to  the  world  the  immutable  principles  of  our  Order. 

Bro.  Geo.  H.  Bigelow,  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  presented  a  well 
written  report  of  fifty-two  closely  printed  pages,  in  which  is  presented  a  "fair  and 
accurate  synopsis  of  the  doings  of  the  various  Grand  Lodges  of  the  land.*' 

The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 


Since  writing  the  above,  we  have  learned,  with  great  sorrow,  of  the  death  of 
Grand  Master  Tucker,  at  his  home  in  Vergennes,  in  the  month  of  April,  1861.  In  his 
life  he  was  pure  ;  in  his  death  he  was  happ}T  —  ready  to  welcome  the  grim  messenger 
as  a  kind  friend.  To  our  brethren  of  Vermont  the  loss  is  irreparable  —  the  last  of 
their  Grand  Masters  is  gone  —  and  we  most  sincerely  condole  with  them  in  their  be- 
reavement. A  good  man,  a  true  friend,  a  zealous  Mason,  an  earnest,  sincere  Chris- 
tian, full  of  honors,  full  of  years,  loved  and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him,  he  has 
gone  to  his  rest  —  gone  to  receive  the  rewards  that  await  the  faithful  in  that  realm 
where  light  and  life  eternal  reign  forever.  From  1824  to  the  day  of  his  death  he  was 
an  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont  — in  1824  and  1825  Junior  Grand  Deacon; 
in  1826,  Senior  Grand  Deacon  ;  in  1827  and  1828,  Junior  Grand  Warden  ;  from  18 
1846,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  from  1817  to  1861,  Grand  Master.  Bro.  Hollenbeck, 
the  present  venerable  Grand  Secretary,  was  first  elected  to  that  office  in  1833,  and  for 
nearly  thirty  years,  he  has  continued  to  fill  most  acceptably  that  honorable  position. 
May  his  lamp  of  life  yet  long  hold  out  to  burn. 

VIRGINIA. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  1860  was  held  at 
Richmond,   commencing   on   the   tenth   day   of    December— the    R.'.W.'.    Leti 
Williams,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.'.W.'.  John  Dove  being  Grand 
Secretary.

The  Grand  Master,  the  Ms. Ws.  John  Robin  McDaniel,  reported  his  official  acts 
in  a  very  brief  Address,  which  was  read.  He  had  granted  seven  dispensations  for 
forming  new  Lodges,  and  had  refused  a  dispensation  "for  raising  a  maim."  The 
select  committee  on  the  Grand  Master's  Address  report  the  circumstances  of  the 
case,  from  which  it  appears  that  a  Fellow  Craft  had  lost  his  left  hand  by  the  bursting 
of  a  gun.  The  Master  of  the  Lodge,  in  which  lie  had  been  initiated  and  passed, 
applied  for  a  dispensation  allowing  him  to  confer  the  third  degree.  The  Grand  Master 
was  at  first  disposed  to  grant  the  dispensation,  but,  upon  consultation  with  the  Grand 
Secretary,  concluded  to  withhold  it.  The  committee  think  the  reasons  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  "based  upon  a  too  rigid  adherence  to  the  letter  of  the  Constitution, 
discarding  its  spirit,  and  treating  a  Fellow  Craft  as  not  of  the  household— as  a 
stranger  and  not  as  a  brother,  having  claims  upon  us  which  we  cannot  disregard  ;" 
and  in  answer  to  the  suggestion  that  the  Lodge  must  be  satisfied,  at  every  step,  of 
the  worthiness  and  qualification  of  the  candidate  they  say:— 

"These  are  moral,  and  not  physical  requisites,  and,  like  proficiency  in  Masonic 
knowledge,  are  ascertained  by  the  ballot.  If  in  any  of  these  the  candidate  be  defi- 
cient at  the  time  the  ballot  is  taken,  he  may  afterwards  be  able  to  pass  the  ordeal  by 
improvement  in  his  character  or  knowledge,  but  in  case  of  physical  infirmity,  the 
doors  of  the  middle  chamber  and  sanctum  sanctorum  would  be  forever  closed  against 
him,  and  in  vain  would  he  seek  further  Masonic  light." 

They  recommended  the  dispensation  and  the  Grand  Lodge  granted  it.  If  the 
reason  for  the  old  regulation  in  regard  to  plrysical  qualifications  were,  as  the  com- 
mittee say,  simpty  "  that  the  party  should  be  physically  able  to  maintain  himself  by 
his  own  labor,  and  not  likely  to  become  a  charge  upon  the  fraternity,"  then  it  would 
be  proper  to  consider  the  probabilities  of  each  case  presented,  and  if  one  had  already 
acquired  the  right,  full  and  entire,  to  the  charities  of  the  Order  as  a  Fellow  Craft,  to 
make  him  a  Master  Mason  without  further  question.  But  if  the  meaning  of  that 
regulation  is  that  the  applicant  for  Masonic  honors  must  be  every  whit  a  man — a 
perfect  man,  morally,  mentally,  and  physically — then  we  should  not  allow  ourselves 
to  tamper  with  the  rule.  When  we  begin  to  take  away,  there  seems  to  be  no  con- 
venient stopping  place,  and  no  better  reason  for  refusing  one  who  had  lost  one  half 
the  members  of  his  body  than  one  who  had  lost  a  hand  or  a  leg.  We  think  the  reas- 
oning of  the  Grand  Secretary  not  only  plausible  and  forcible,  but  conclusive  against 
the  application.  Some  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  desiring  to  become  corporations 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  for  their  own  convenience,  made  application  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  question  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  who  decided 
that  such  incorporation  would  be  "  inexpedient  and  improper."'  We  think  their 
decision  correct,  yet,  in  New  Jersey  and  Rhode  Island,  and  perhaps  other  States, 
some  of  the  Lodges  have  been  incorporated  for  many  years,  and  no  inconvenience 
seems  to  have  arisen  therefrom. 

The  union  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  and  the  Phillips'  Grand  Lodge,  effected 
in  1858,  seems  to  have  exercised  our  Virginia  brethren  not  a  little  ;  and  because  there 
was  not  a  formal  healing  of  all  the  members  of  the  Lodges  holding  under  the  Phil- 
lips' Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  "feels  it  to  be  its  imperative  duty 
to  discontinue  all  Masonic  intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  "  until  that 
body  shall  mend  its  ways  in  the  particular  complained  of.  We  subjoin  the  preamble 
and  resolutions  adopted,  as  follows  : — 

11  Whereas,  in  the  year  1849,  a  number  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  New  York  did 
renounce  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  by  violently  withdrawing 
all  'homage  to  the  Grand  Master  thereof,  for  the  time  being,  and  his  officers,'  by 
refusing  to  maintain  and  support  its  laws,  edicts,  and  resolutions,  and  by  instituting 
and  organizing  a  corporation  under  the  style  and  title  of  the  '  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York,'  over  which  Isaac  Phillips  was  elected  to  preside  ;  and  which  corporation, 
without  permission  of  the  true  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  did  issue  warrants  to 
various  persons  professing  to  '  form  new  Lodges,'  authorized  to  initiate  Entered 
Apprentices,  pass  Fellow  Crafts,  and  raise  Master  Masons,  in  open  violation  of  the 
ancient  charges  and  regulations  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  :

"  And  Whereas,  these  various  associations,  thus  illegally  established,  did  receive 
many  members  by  conferring  on  them  what  they  proclaimed  to  be  the  degrees  of 
Masonry  ;  all  which  pretended  Lodges  and  their  members,  the  true  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York  did,  very  promptly,  in  the  year  1849,  declare  to  be  clandestine,  and  did 
purify  the  institution  by  expelling  the  originators  and  participators  in  this  revolt, 
from  all  the  benefits  and  privileges  of  Masonry  throughout  the  Masonic  world 
forever  : 

"And  Whereas,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  did,  in  the  year  1858,  restore  all 
these  rebellious  and  clandestine  Lodges  to  full  Masonic  fellowship,  in  an  irregular  and 
Masonically  illegal  manner,  thereby  *  sanctioning  irregular  Lodges,  and  persons  clan- 
destinely initiated  therein';  which  proceeding  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  im- 
pairs our  means  of  discriminating  between  these  clandestine  Masons  and  regular 
Masons,  made  such  in  the  just  and  legally  constituted  Lodges  in  the  Sate  of  New 
York  :  Therefore, 

"Resolved,  That  the  Lodges  and  Masons  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Virginia,  are  hereby  forbidden  and  prohibited  from  holding  converse  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Freemasonry  with  any  person  hailing  from  the  State  of  New  York,  or  in  any 
other  manner  extending  Masonic  inter  ourse  and  recognition  towards  them  ;  and 
this  Grand  Lodge  feels  it  to  be  its  imperative  duty  to  discontinue  all  Masonic  inter- 
course with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  until  such  time  as  the  difficulties  now 
existing  in  New  York  shall  be  adjusted  in  accordance  with  strict  law  and  usage,  as 
laid  down  by  the  M.Wr.  Jxo.  W.  Simons,  the  present  Grand  Master,  while  acting  as 
Deputy  Grand  Master. 

"Resolved,  That  this  regulation  shall  have  full  force  and  effect  from  its  adoption, 
and  continue  in  op  tation  until  the  Grand  Lodje  of  New  York  shall  revise  the  union 
of  1858  with  the  Phillips'  Grand  Lodge,  and  adjust  a  settlement  on  the  principles  aud 
conditions  set  forth,  when  the  matter  of  the  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge  was  finally  dis- 
posed of  in  June,  18607' 

We  h.ive  not  seen  the  New  York  proceedings  for  1861,  but  from  the  report  on 
Correspondence  by  Bro.  McCorkle  of  Kentucky,  we  copy  the  remarks  of  Grand 
Master  Simons,  and  the  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  reference  to  this  matter. 
The  Grand  Master  says  : — 

"  The  union  of  1^5^  was  the  result  of  mature  deliberation,  and  a  sincere  convic- 
tion of  its  justice  on  the  part  of  all  engaged  in  it,  by  silencing  the  bickerings,  heart- 
burnings, and  jealousies  of  years  past ;  by  restoring  the  whole  Craft  of  the  State  to 
unity,  concord,  and  the  practice  of  brotherly  love.  It  has  been  to  us  a  source  of 
peace  and  renewed  prosperity,  and  has  been  accepted  with  rejoicing  by  every  Grand 
Lodge  in  our  correspondence  —  Virginia  alone  excepted  —  and  to  ask  us,  in  the  face 
of  these  practical  illustrations  of  its  wisdom,  to  turn  back  for  three  years,  to  stay  the 
progress.of  our  labors,  and  to  exchange  our  present  happy  state  for  one  of  anarchy 
and  confusion,  is  to  ask  us  to  forget  the  teachings  of  our  institution,  and  to  substitute 
the  tithes  of  anise,  mint,  and  cumin,  for  the  weightier  matters  of  the  law." 

The  following  are  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  :— 

"Besolvel,  That  the  decree  of  non-intercourse  recently  promulgated  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Virginia,  as  against  this  Grand  Lodge,  should  not,  and  does  not  exonerate 
the  Masons  hailing  from  this  jurisdiction  now,  or  hereafter  to  be,  on  the  soil  of  Vir- 
ginia, or  elsewhere,  from  the  performance  of  those  high  and  holy  Masonic  duties 
towards  M-isons  owing  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  which  are  impera- 
tively cast  upon  them  by  their  vows  made  in  the  Craft,  the  laws  of  God,  and  the  dic- 
tates of  humanity.  If  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  may  have  mistaken  her  duties,  we 
should  still  remember  to  perform  those  which  devolve  upon  us  as  individual  Masons. 

"Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  before  referred  to,  has 
been  leased  upon  a  mistaken  idea  or  belief,  no  doubt  honestly  entertained,  as  to  the 
action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1858,  and  that  it  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Virginia  will,  on  a  review  of  the  alleged  facts',  promptly  recede  from  the 
position  which  she  has  taken  toward  this  Crand  Lodge." 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  prepared  by  Bro.  Dove,  the  Grand  Secretary, 
Bro.  James  K.Caskie,  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  having  been  rendered  incapable 
of  attending  to  the  duties  of  his  appointmert  by  a  stroke  of  parah  s:s.  It  is  very  short, 
covering  but  seven  pages,  and  more  than  half  of  it  is  devoted  to  Bro.  McJilton  and 
his  report  of  the  previous  year,  explaining  to  that  learned  brother  the  meaning  of 
"due  form,"  and  by  what  authority  Grand  Lodges  may  put  the  cap-stone  in 
place.  The  committee  do  not  regret  the  shortness  of  their  report  very  much,  "be- 
cause it  affords  them  an  opportunity  to  say  that  they  think  the  comments  of  these 
committees,  being  in  most  cases  simply  the  opinions  of  individual  members,  and 
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rarely  read  and  authoritatively  indorsed  by  their  Grand  Lodges  in  open  session, have 
very  little  authority  in  settling  or  adjusting  mooted  points  of  law,  usage,  or  ritual." 
The  proceedings  of  every  Grand  Lodge  in  correspondence  with  them  had  been 
received,  and  they  congratulate  the  Fraternity  that  everywhere  harmony  and  good 
order  seem  to  prevail.  They  express  devout  gratitude  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Master, 
that  "  while,  outside  the  Masonic  Temple,  the  lowering  clouds  and  muttering  thunders 
of  discordant  factions  are  now  seen  and  heard  in  form  and  tone,  at  which  the  patriot's 
heart  stands  aghast  and  almost  riven  with  apprehensions  of  the  future,  He  has  gra- 
ciously permitted  his  Masonic  chiklren  to  dwell  together  in  unity  ; :'  and  ask  that  the 
three  hundred  thousand  patriotic  Masons  of  the  United  States  may  unite  in  prayer  to 
God  that 

"He  may  be  pleased  to  will  that  this  bitter  cup  of  tribulation  may  pass  from 
this  once  blessed  and  happv  nation,  and  that  the  angry  passions  of  popular  prejudice 
may  yield  to  the  softening  influences  of  brotherly  love  and  friendship.  Let  us  unite, 
in  heartfelt  orisons,  to  invoke  the  spirits  of  Washington  and  Warren,  our  alu  ost 
sainted  brothers,  to  intercede  for  us  in  restoring  our  distracted  country  to  peace  and 
harmony,  and  make  her  again,  what  she  once  boasted  of  being,  the  asylum  of  the 
oppressed  in  every  clime,  a  beacon  lighr  for  all  nations." 

The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

WASHINGTON. 

This  Grand  Lodge  held  its  third  Annual  Communication  at  Olympia,  commencing 
on  the  third  day  of  September,  I860,  and  continuing  five  days — the  Jf.\  W.\  James 
Biles,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\W.\  Thomas  M.  Reed,  being  Grand 
Secretary.     Six  chartered  Lodges,  and  three  under  dispensation,  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  had  visited  all  the  Lodges  of  the  jurisdiction  except  those  on 
the  Columbia  River,  and  he  reports  them  all  in  a  flourishing  and  healthful  condition. 
The  death  of  Bro.  J.  W.  Gooeell,  Grand  Chaplain,  is  noticed,  and  appropriate  reso- 
lutions were  passed.  Not  ail  the  brethren  in  the  Territory,  it  seems,  remember  and 
practice  the  first  of  the  cardinal  virtues,  for  the  Grand  Master  calls  attention  to  the 
fact  that  "  many  of  the  Craft  are  not  only  injuring  themselves,  but  are  lowering  the 
standard  of  virtue  and  purity  that  others  are  endeavoring  to  attain  to,"  by  their 
intemperance.  Not  only  are  some  of  the  brethren  intemperate,  but  profane  and 
grossly  immoral.  For  the  latter  class,  he  recommends  immediate  excision,  as  the 
only  effectual  remedy,  "  to  prevent  the  more  worthy  from  suffering  by  their  unworthi- 
ness."  These  matters  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Jurisprudence,  who  made 
no  report  upon  them,  but  the  following  resolutions  were  introduced  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  adopted  : — 

"  Resolved,  That  any  Master  Mason  discovered  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  shall  be 
reprimanded  for  the  first  offence,  for  the  second  shall  be  suspended,  and  for  the 
third  may  be  expelled  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Worshipful  Masters  of  subor- 
dinate Lodges  to  take  cognizance  of  all  such  cases  of  intoxication,  and  present  the 
same  for  action  to  their  respective  Lodges. 

"  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  use  of  the  name  of  the 
Supreme  Being  in  an  irreverent  or  profane  mariner,  is  a  violation  of  Masonic  princi- 
ples and  teachings,  demanding  the  severest  discipline  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
Worshipful  Masters  of  subordinate  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,  to  take  cognizance 
of  all  such  cases,  and  present  the  same  for  action  to  their  respective  Lodges,  subject 
to  the  same  conditions  and  penalties  as  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  resolution." 

That  sounds  like  applying  the  knife  to  the  diseased  members  of  the  body  Masonic 
with  a  will.  If  a  brother  is  drunken  or  profane  once,  and  caught  in  the  very  act, 
reprimand  him— twice,  suspend  him — three  times,  expel  him.  All  agree  that  Masons 
should  not  be  drunken  or  profane,  and  that  no  drunken  or  profane  man  should  be 
received ;  but  those  resolutions  do  not  aim  at  habitual  drunkenness  or  profanity 
alone,  do  not  allow  the  brethren  of  the  Lodge  to  consider  the  temptation  to  which 
one  may  have  been  subjected,  or  any  palliating  circumstances.  For  the  first  offence, 
he  shall  be  reprimanded,  for  the  second  he  shall  be  suspended,  etc.  Seventy  times 
seven  we  remember  to  have  read  as  a  rule  for  forgiving,  and  that — 
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<; The  quality  of  mercy  is  not  strained; 

It  blesseth  him  that  gives  and  him  that  takes ; 

It  is  an  attribute  of  God  himself; 

And  earthly  power  doth  then  show  likest  God's, 

When  mercy  seasons  justice." 

Besides  it  is  somewhere  said  to  be  the  duty  of  Masons  to  whisper  good  counsel  in  the 
ear  of  an  erring  brother,  and  by  kind  words,  by  gentle  but  earnest  persuasion  and 
remonstrance,  to  endeavor  to  entice  him  away  from  vicious  practices  and  corrupting 
influences.  Some  of  the  best  men  have  been,  and  good  men  may  sometimes,  by  acci- 
dent or  the  design  of  others,  become  intoxicated  once,  perhaps  twice,  but  it  is  very 
doubtful  if  the  cause  of  morality  or  the  interests  of  Masonry  would  be  advanced  by 
reprimanding  or  suspending  them  therefor.  The  Ancient  Charges  furnish  a  very  good 
rule  of  behavior,  and  too  much  special  legislation  upon  the  subject  is  much  more 
likely  to  work  harm  than  good. 

This  Grand  Lodge  does  not  recognize  the  right  of  members  of  Lodges  to  withdraw 
"  except  for  the  purpose  of  becoming,  immediately,  a  member  of  some  other  Lodge, 
or  for  some  of  the  reasons  named  in  the  Ancient  Charges  and  Regulations  ; "  and 
declares  that  all,  who  do  so,  are  not  entitled  to  any  of  the  benefits  and  privileges  of 
the  Fraternity  ;  but  it  allows  the  non-affiliated  "  all  the  general  privileges  of  the  Order, 
upon  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  three  dollars  annually  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge 
nearest  to  which  they  may  sojourn."  We  have  elsewhere  expressed  our  approbation 
of  the  rule  that  excludes  from  the  Lodge  the  settlement  of  the  business  difficulties  of 
its  members,  and  are  glad  to  see  that  a  resolution  to  that  effect  was  introduced  by 
the  committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  Resolutions 
were  also  passed,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  same  committee,  in  regard  to  sus- 
pensions and  expulsions,  requiring  a  two-thirds  vote  to  suspend,  expel,  or  restore, 
and  declaring  "  that  while  this  Grand  Lodge  may  restore  an  expelled  Mason  to  the 
privileges  of  Masonry  upon  the  motion  of  the  aggrieved  party,  after  hearing  the 
proofs,  yet  it  is  inexpedient  to  reinstate  such  person  in  the  Lodge  from  which  he  was 
expelled,  except  upon  the  unanimous  recommendation  of  such  Lodge." 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Bro.  Selucics  Garfield,  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  and  reviews  the  proceedings  of  thirteen  Grand  Lodges,  our  own 
among  the  number,  with  marked  ability.  Bro.  Garfield  has  opinions  of  his  own  and 
he  expresses  them  fairly  and  squarely.  The  Masonic  Congress  he  does  not  like  ;  he 
thinks  Grand  Lodges  have  been  gradually  encroaching  upon  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  their  subordinates,  and  that  it  is  in  the  nature  of  things,  that  governing  bodies  will 
assume  more  and  more  power ;  he  fears  that  with  such  an  apex  to  the  pyramid  of 
Lodge  organization,  the  very  life  of  the  Blue  Lodges  at  the  base  will  be  crushed  out: 
he  has,  indeed,  some  doubts  if  Grand  Lodges  are  at  all  essential  to  the  well-being  and 
prosperity  of  the  Order.  The  case  of  the  non-affiliated  is  earnestly  argued.  He  would 
allow  all  the  privileges  and  benefits  of  the  institution,  except  those  that  appertain 
immediately  to  membership  in  a  Lodge,  to  all  such,  and  deems  it  altogether  hostile  to 
the  inalienable  rights  of  man  and  repugnant  to  the  teachings  of  Masonry,  to  compel  a 
man,  who  has  entered  the  Lodge  "  in  profound  ignorance  of  its  entire  ritual  and  doc- 
trines," "to  a  life-time  association  therewith,  whatever  may  be  his  subsequent  con- 
clusions—  or  suffer  the  odium  of  expulsion  and  publication  without  the  poor  privilege 
of  an  explanation. '■  Nearly  all  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  allow  just  such 
victims  of  misplaced  confidence  to  withdraw  from  the  Lodge  at  their  pleasure,  and 
are  not  only  willing,  but  glad  to  have  them  go  out  and  stay  out :  but  they  are  not 
willing  that  men  of  that  class,  who  care  nothing  for  the  institution  and  desire  to  be 
and  remain  out  of  it.  should  have  the  right  to  claim  even  the  general  privileges  of  the 
Order,  and  wisely  make  provisions  against  it. 

Bro.  Garfield  does  not  believe  in  the  inherent  rights  and  prerogatives  of  Grand 
Masters,  and  argues  the  question  well — arriving  at  the  conclusion  that  there  is  a  i 
behind  the  throne  that  may  correct  their  errors — the  Grand  Lodge  itself— that  "  is 
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competent  to  prescribe  the  qualifications  of  eligibility,  the  manner  of  appointment, 
and  the  powers  and  duties  of  its  Grand  Master."  He  would  not  allow  Grand  Lodges, 
upon  reversal  of  sentences  of  expulsion,  to  restore  to  membership.  It  seems  to  him 
monstrous  "  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  force  objectionable  persons  into  the  sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  and  compel  the  members  to  receive  and  retain  them."  The  Grand 
Lodge  does  not  compel  its  subordinates  to  receive  any  objectionable  person,  and 
does  allow  them  the  largest  liberty  "to  say  who  may  and  who  shall  not  come 
within  that  particular  fraternal  circle,  to  add  to  or  mar  the  happiness  of  those 
within."  It  simply  says,  as  it  takes  two  to  make  a  contract,  so  should  both  parties 
have  a  voice  in  annulling  it.  The  Lodge  and  the  applicant  made  the  contract  which 
resulted  in  membership,  and  he  should  be  heard  as  well  as  the  Lodge,  upon  the 
question  of  dissolution.  It  simply  decides  that,  in  the  particular  case,  the  judgment 
was  irregular  or  unjust,  and  therefore  void,  and  that  the  expulsion  was  no  expul- 
sion.   Individuals  have  rights  that  should  be  protected,  as  well  as  communities. 

The  proceedings  of  twenty  other  States  were  received,  but  indisposition  of  the 
writer  prevented  a  review  of  them;  yet  he  promises,  "  health  permitting,  to  give  a 
candid  review  of  the  proceedings  of  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Union,"  for  the  next 
year.  Though  elected  Grand  Master,  yet,  by  a  special  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
he  consented  to  accept  again  the  chairmanship  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 
We  hoped  to  see'that  report,  and  at  least  acknowledge  its  receipt,  but  the  "next 
year"  has  gone,  and  our  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  his  Grand  Lodge  has  not  come 
to  hand.  Perhaps  some  literary  postmaster,  or  other  person,  has  borrowed  it ;  or, 
perhaps  it  has  improved  overland  communication  by  helping  to  fill  up  some  bad  place 
in  the  road.  Bro.  Garfield  seems  to  have  been  the  working  man  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
for,  in  addition  to  an  excellent  report  on  Correspondence,  he,  as  Grand  Orator,  had 
prepared  and  delivered  an  elaborate  oration  on  the  rise  and  progress  of  Masonry,  and 
rendered  efficient  service  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence.  We  are 
glad  to  know  that  Masonry  in  Washington  is  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition,  and 
that  the  management  and  direction  of  its  affairs  have  been  placed  in  such  excellent 
hands. 

The  M.\W.\  Selucius  Garfield  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  E.\W.\ 
Thomas  M.  Reed  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

WISCONSIN. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State,  for  the  year  1861, 
was  held  at  Milwaukee,  commencing  on  the  eleventh  day  of  June  and  continuing 
three  days— the  R.\W.\  Luman  M.  Strong,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the 
R.'.W.\  James  B.  Kellogg  being  Grand  Secretary.  Ninety-nine  Lodges  were  repre- 
sented. 

The  Grand  Master,  the  M.'.W.-.  Gabriel  Bouck,  had  enlisted  for  the  war.  From 
Camp  Randall,  where  his  company  was  stationed  for  the  time,  he  sends  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  a  very  short  communication,  announcing  his  inability  to  attend,  and  reporting 
his  official  acts.  A  form  for  installation  of  Grand  Officers  was  presented  by  the  com- 
mittee appointed  last  year  to  prepare  one,  and  was  adopted.  Like  our  brethren  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  those  of  Wisconsin  seem  to  have  an  abiding  faith  in  the 
inherent  rights  and  prerogatives  of  Grand  Masters,  and  they  make  provision  against 
the  abuse  of  them.  The  eleventh  of  the  "  Ancient  Charges  and  Regulations,"  to 
which  the  new  Grand  Master  is  required  to  assent,  is  in  these  words  : — 

11  You  admit  that  there  are  high  prerogatives  and  duties  attached  to  the  office  of 
Grand  Master  of  Masons,  of  which  no  earthly  power  can  deprive  him,  and  which  he 
cannot  surrender,  and  that  these  duties  and  prerogatives  shall  never  be  abused  by 
you,  but  ever  held  sacred  and  inviolable,  while  performing  the  functions  of  Grand 
Master." 

This  may  be  among  the  "  ancient  charges  and  regulations,"  but  we  do  not  remem- 
ber to  have  seen  it— perhaps  because  we  did  not  know  where  to  look ;  but  ancient  or 
not,  it  is  wise  to  guard  against  the  abuse  of  such  powers. 
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Bro.  H.  L.  Palmer,  Past  Grand  Master,  presented  the  Report  on  Correspondence, 
a  well  written  summary  of  the  proceedings  of  twenty-six  Grand  Lodges,  our  own 
among  the  number.  The  Grand  Lecturer,  Bro.  M.  L.  Youngs,  reports  the  Lodges 
"  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than  ever  before,  adding  to  their  numbers  full  as 
many  as  in  preceding  years,  and  generally  of  the  best  material.  They  are  paying 
more  than  ordinary  attention  to  the  workings  of  the  Lodge,  endeavoring  to  be  correct 
and  precise  in  the  ritual  of  the  three  degrees,  so  that  we  are  getting  each  year  a  more 
perfect  uniformity  of  work  among  the  different  Lodges  throughout  our  jurisdiction." 

Bro.  Rob.  Morris,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Kentucky,  was  there  and  was  invited  to 
favor  the  Grand  Lodge  with  a  lecture,  which  he  did.  Later  in  the  session  the  Grand 
Lecturer  was  requested  "  to  exemplify  the  work  of  our  Grand  Lodge,*'  which  leaves 
an  impression  that  the  brethren  there  did  not  altogether  agree  to  and  adopt  Bro.  Mor- 
ris' Preston -Webb  system.  Applicaton  was  made  by  the  officers  of  the  Third  Regi- 
ment for  a  dispensation  to  form  a  military  Lodge.  The  committee,  to  whom  it  was 
referred,  reported  it  "  inexpedient  to  take  any  action  thereon  at  present."  A  resolu- 
tion was  introduced,  providing  for  the  publication  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  from  its  organization,  which  was  referred  to  a  committee,  who  are  to  report 
at  the  next  Communication.  That  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  we  hope  ere 
long  to  see  a  full  reprint  of  the  proceedings  of  all  our  Grand  Lodges.  A  resolution 
was  also  introduced  to  pay  the  committees  on  finance,  returns,  and  credentials, 
which  was  very  properly  rejected.  If  committees  can  not  do  their  duty  without  pay, 
they  had  better  drop  out  and  give  place  to  those  who  have  a  heart  in  the  work.  It 
is  fitting  and  proper  that  the  necessary  expenses  of  representatives  should  be  paid, 
either  by  the  Lodges  that  send  them,  or  by  the  Grand  Lodge  out  of  a  common  fund  ; 
but  we  do  not  like  the  notion,  which  seems  to  be  gaining  ground,  that  nobody  can 
do  anything  unless  he  is  paid  in  the  current  coin  of  the  realm — that  representatives 
must  be  paid  by  the  da}- — that  committees  must  be  paid — and  every  body  paid. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  seem  to  be  in  excellent  condition.  The 
report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  $11,173  on  hand— the  receipts  for  the  year 
$2850,  and  the  disbursements  $1727  ;  and  from  the  proceedings  before  us  we  judge 
the  fraternity  in  Wisconsin  to  be  in  a  most  piosperous  and  healthy  condition  in  all 
respects.  Five  new  Lodges  were  established  during  the  year,  under  dispensations, 
making  the  number  of  the  Lodges  one  hundred  and  nineteen ;  and  the  membership 
is  reported  at  3757.  The  proceedings  are  very  neatly  printed,  and  are  gotten  up 
altogether  in  a  very  superior  style. 

The  M.'.W.'.  Alyin  B.  Alden  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Wil- 
liam T.  Palmer  was  elected  Grand  Secretarj'. 


We  have  thus  noticed  all  the  proceedings  of  other  Grand  Lodges  which  have 
reached  us  up  to  the  date  of  this  report ;  noting  all  such  matters  as  seemed  to  us  of 
interest  to  the  Masons  of  California,  and  freely  expressing  our  own  views  on  many 
of  the  subjects  presented  or  suggested  by  others.  Of  the  thirty-eight  volumes  noticed, 
only  sixteen  are  for  1861.  We  are  at  a  loss  to  account  for  so  many  failures.  From 
Southern  jurisdictions  we  could  not  reasonably  expect  to  hear,  in  the  present  condi- 
tion of  affairs,  but  we  did  expect  to  hear  from  Delaware,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
Iowa,  Kansas,  Massachusetts,  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and 
Washington.  It  is  possible  that  our  brethien  have  forgotten  us,  but  more  probable 
that  the  great  overland  institution  has  distributed  the  proceedings  intended  for  us  at 
convenient  points  on  the  way,  for  the  purpose  of  diffusing  more  generally  Mas 
light  and  knowledge.  Bro.  Berry,  Grand  Secretary  of  Maine,  mentions,  in  a  note 
at  the  end  of  the  last  volume  received  from  him,  that  he  sends  three  copies  of  the 
proceedings  of  his  Grand  Lodge  to  each  Grand  Lodge  in  correspondence  with  it— one 
for  the  library,  one   for  the   Grand  Master,  and  one  for  the  Committee  on  C< 
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pondence.  We  received  only  one  of  the  three  volumes,  but  the  plan  of  sending 
three  strikes  us  very  favorably.  The  library  must  have  one,  as  its  files  should  be 
complete  ;  the  Grand  Master  ought  to  have  one,  as,  if  anything  of  interest  to  the  Craft 
transpires  in  other  jurisdictions  he  should  be  informed  of  it;  and  the  committee  on 
Correspondence  would  be  exceedingly  obliged  for  one.  Copying  extracts  is  not  the 
most  agreeable  occupation  in  the  world,  and  if  they  could  occasionally  use  the  scis- 
sors, the  burden  upon  their  consciences  would  be  considerably  lessened.  A  very 
few  have  sent  two  copies,  but  in  nearly  all  cases  the  volumes  came  to  the  commit- 
tee with  the  polite  request  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  "  Don't  cut  —  this  is  the  only 
copy."  We  have  a  fellow-feeling  for  these  committees,  and  know  that  the  labor  of 
preparing  a  report,  if  faithfully  performed,  will  occupy  about  all  the  leisure  they 
have  to  spare,  and  perhaps  a  little  more  ;  and  that  they  would  duly  appreciate  the 
extra  volume  that  might  be  cat,  and  on  which  one  might  make  marginal  notes  and 
references  without  offense  to  anybody. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  memorial  from  Bro.  Addison  Martin, 
Past  Grand  Treasurer,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance. 

Bro.  Gilbert  B.  Claiborne,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to 
whom,  at  the  last  Annual  Communication,  was  referred  a  proposed  amend- 
ment to  Section  9,  Article  III,  Part  III,  of  the  Constitution,  presented  the 
following  report : — 
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To  the  Ms.  W:.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred,  at  the  last  Annual  Communication,  an 
amendment  to  Section  9,  Art.  Ill,  Part  III,  of  the  Constitution,  proposed  by  Bro. 
Philip  W.  Shepheard,  which  amendment  will  be  found  at  page  C>3  of  the  proceedings 
of  1861,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : — 

The  tendency  toward  experimental  legislation  is  so  great,  and  the  effect  so  inju- 
rious to  the  Order,  that  we  are  disposed,  so  far  as  in  us  lies,  to  discourage  any  propo- 
sition to  amend  the  Constitution,  unless  the  necessity  and  advantage  of  change  is 
plain.  In  this  case  the  committee  do  not  appreciate  the  benefit.  A  jealous  regard 
for  the  principle  that  the  offender  shall  not  be  deprived  of  his  privilege  of  being 
heard  in  his  own  defence,  seems  to  be  the  motive  which  suggests  the  proposition. 
We  believe  that  the  Constitution,  as  it  now  stands,  accomplishes  all  that  the  proposed 
amendment  looks  to.  A  Mason's  residence,  masonically  speaking,  is  within  his  sub- 
ordinate jurisdiction,  until  he  withdraws  from  it  with  the  knowledge  and  sanction 
of  his  Lodge  ;  and  he  wilfully  errs  if  he  departs  without  notice,  and  wipes  from  his 
memory  the  remembrance  of  his  obligation  and  duty.  The  Constitution  requires  him 
to  have  a  residence,  and  it  would  be  strange  indeed  if  he  should  entirely  abandon 
all  communication  with  it  for  six  months  :  for  only  by  such  wanton  abandonment 
and  unfraternal  neglect  would  he  fail  to  become  aware  that  his  Lodge  had  taken 
cognizance  of  his  dereliction  of  duty. 

The  same  reasoning  does  not  apply  to  notice  in  cases  of  trial,  and  other  special 
matters  where  the  Lodge  requires  the  presence  of  a  brother,  because  neglect  of  pay- 
ment of  dues,  or  to  show  cause  for  such  neglect,  is  a  disregard  of  duty  which  the 
Constitution  corrects  of  its  own  force.  The  remedy  is  always  in  the  hand  of  the 
brother,  and  relief  is  as  entirely  optional  with  him  as  his  neglect  is  willful,  for  he  can 
reinstate  himself  at  pleasure.  But  trials  for  misdemeanor,  or  offenses  of  higher  grade, 
involving  penalties  from  which  the  offender  cannot,  of  his  own  act,  in  any  way  relieve 
himself,  are  too  special  and  varied  in  their  nature.  They  are  entitled  to  a  wider 
scope  of  investigation,  and  the  application  of  the  common  law  of  Masonry. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  not  adopted. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Which  report  was  concurred  in,  and  the  proposed  amendment,  not 
receiving  the  two-thirds  vote  required  by  the  Constitution,  was  declared 
rejected. 

Bro.  Gilbert  B.  Claiborne,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom  at  the 
last  Annual  Communication  was  referred  the  circular  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Maine,  relative  to  a  question  of  jurisdiction  at  issue  between 
that  body  and  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  presented  the  following 
report: — 

To  the  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

At  the  last  Annual  Communication  a  statement  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine, 
setting  forth  the  facts  out  of  which  arose  the  question  of  Masonic  jurisdiction,  now  at 
issue  between  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine, 
was  referred  to  this  committee.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  invite  an  earnest  exam- 
ination and  an  early  reply  ;  and  as  your  committee  fully  appreciate  the  importance 
of  the  question  involved,  they  have  carefully  considered  the  subject  as  presented.  In 
order  that  the  history  may  be  recorded  in  our  proceedings,  and  that  the  brethren  may 
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fully  understand  it,  we  present,  in  a  manner  as  brief  as  the  nature  of  the  case  will  ad- 
mit, an  epitome  of  the  subject. 

St.  Croix  Lodge,  No.  46,  located  at  Calais,  Maine,  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  that  State,  and  Union  Lodge,  Xo.  866,  located  at  St.  Stephens,  in  the 
British  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge 
of  England.  The  city  of  Calais  and  the  town  of  St.  Stephens  are  separated,  one  from 
the  other,  by  the  river  St.  Croix,  which  river  is  also  the  boundary  between  the  British 
and  American  domain.  In  the  year  1855  the  New  Brunswick  Lodge  had  made  Masons 
of  persons  who  resided  in  the  city  of  Calais,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Maine 
Lodge,  and  even  a  person,  who  was  rejected  by  the  Maine  Lodge,  was  received  by 
the  Brunswick  Lodge,  and  returned  with  offensive  demand  upon  the  Maine  Lodge  for 
admission  and  fraternity. 

A  mutual  agreement  between  the  subordinate  Lodges  was  entered  into,  by  which 
we  infer  that  they  undertook  to  settle  the  question  of  jurisdiction  ;  but  the  Brunswick 
Lodge,  it  is  averred,  violated  the  agreement.  At  the  Annual  Communication  in  1S56 
the  Maine  Lodge  (St.  Croix)  then  did  —  what  it  should  have  done  in  the  first  instance  of 
infraction  —  complained  to  the  Supreme  Head  of  the  jurisdiction  in  Maine.  L"pon  this 
complaint  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  referred  the  matter  to  the  Grand  Master,  re- 
questing him  to  open  correspondence  with  the  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in 
New  Brunswick,  which  he  did  ;  and  although  he  ascertained  that  the  communication 
had  been  received,  the  Grand  Master  in  Maine  was  compelled  to  report  to  his  Grand 
Lodge  that  no  answer  had  been  returned.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  then  directed 
that  all  the  documents  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  that  corres- 
pondence be  opened  with  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  England,  that  his  attention 
might  be  called  to  the  nature  of  the  grievances  complained  of.  and  that  protection 
and  redress  might  be  asked  for. 

The  Grand  Master,  the  M.-.JV:.  Robert  P.  Dunlap,  under  date  of  September  12th. 
1857,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  M.'.Wr.  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  England,  the  Rt. 
Hon.  the  Earl  of  Zetland,  the  whole  of  which  it  is  unnecessary  to  introduce,  laying 
before  him  documents  containing  a  minute  history  of  the  matter  from  its  first  incep- 
tion, with  the  action  taken  thereon,  and  summing  up  the  grievance  in  the  following 
words : — 

"  From  an  examination  of  them  it  appears  that  the  Union  Lodge  of  St.  Stephens. 
New  Brunswick,  holding  a  charter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  has  invaded 
the  territorial  jurisdiction  granted  to  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  of  the  State  of 
Maine,  within  their  respective  limits,  by  initiating  individuals  whose  residence  brings 
them  within  the  jurisdiction  of  St.  Croix  Lodge,  at  Calais.  Maine.  It  further  appears 
that  the  action  of  Union  Lodge  in  this  case,  aside  from  being  a  trespass  on  the  long 
established  usages  and  courtesies  of  our  Order,  was  in  violation  of  an  express  agree- 
ment between  the  two  Lodges." 

The  letter  is  courteous  and  fraternal,  and  the  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Maine, 
relying  upon  the  enlightened  views  of  justice  which  he  supposed  would  actuate  the 
Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  anticipated  in  his  letter  a  speedy 
adjustment  of  the  matter.  The  Grand  Master  of  England,  through  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, the  B.\ W.\  William  Gray  Clarke,  under  date  of  0th  July.  1858,  replies  to  this 
letter,  and  we  copy  that  portion  of  the  reply  which  meets  the  issue  : — 

"  The  case  divides  itself  into  two  parts  —  First,  as  to  the  right  of  a  Lodge  to  ini- 
tiate persons  residing  in  a  country  under  another  Masonic  jurisdiction  :  and  second, 
what  course  of  action  a  Lodge  "ought  to  pursue  which  has  by  its  own  act  divested 
itself  of  such  right.  With  respect  to  the  first  part,  the  Jf.\  W.\  Grand  Master  is  of 
opinion  that  every  Lodge  possesses  the  abstract  right  to  initiate  any  person  whom  it 
may  consider  fit  and  proper,  without  considering  where  his  residence  may  be."' 
*  *  *  "  It  is  for  the  person  who  seeks  admittance  into  the  Order,  to  select 
Lodge  in  which  he  wishes  to  be  initiated." 

With  regard  to  the  second  part  of  the  question  of  agreement  between  Lodges,  he 
admits  that  an  agreement,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  under  which  they 
act,  entered  into  between  Lodges.  "  ought  to  be  faithfully  carried  out :"  a  proposition 
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so  plain  in  ethics  that  it  is  unnecessary  further  to  notice  it,  and  we  will  follow  the  his- 
tory of  the  main  question  involved  —  the  right  of  territorial  jurisdiction  —  simply 
observing  in  passing,  that  the  Grand  Master  (Zetland),  in  this  letter,  characterizes 
the  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Brunswick  Lodge  not  to  initiate  any  individual 
residing  in  the  territory  under  another  Masonic  jurisdiction,  as  a  divestment  of  itself 
of  a  right. 

This  letter  was  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  at  the  Communication  held 
in  May,  1859,  and  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  of 
which  the  distinguished  brother,  Cyril  Pearl  is  chairman.  That  committee  seem  to 
have  carefully  reviewed  the  matter  from  the  beginning  to  the  time  at  which  they 
were  acting.  They  express  their  astonishment  that  the  correspondence  between  the 
Grand  Masters  in  Maine  and  England  developes  so  wide  a  difference  of  opinion  upon  a 
question  so  vital  to  the  prosperity  and  harmony  of  neighboring  jurisdictions.  They 
record  a  solemn  protest  against  the  doctrine  held  by  the  Grand  Master  of  England, 
which,  they  say,  if  allowed,  would  justify  every  Lodge  upon  their  borders,  from 
Quoddy  Head,  around  the  northern  frontiers  of  their  State,  to  the  line  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, to  invade  the  jurisdiction  of  their  Grand  Lodge  at  pleasure.  They  cite  the 
fact  that  the  doctrine  of  the  Earl  of  Zetland  is  directly  at  variance  with  the  sixth 
proposition  of  the  Universal  Masonic  Congress  held  at  Paris,  in  June,  1855  ;  which, 
by  the  way,  was  in  session  at  the  very  time  when  the  Brunswick  Lodge  was  disturb- 
ing the  relations,  which  had  hitherto  been  pleasant,  with  the  Maine  Lodge.  We 
quote  the  proposition  : — 

"  Before  proceeding  to  the  initiation  of  a  non-resident,  inquiry  shall  be  made  of 
the  authorities  of  the  country  to  which  the  candidate  owes  allegiance,  except  in  well 
authenticated  cases  of  emergency." 

And  we  quote  also  the  opinion  of  it  expressed  by  a  distinguished  brother,  the 
R:.W.'.  John  Dove,  of  Virginia,  who  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  Permanent  Com- 
mission appointed  by  that  Masonic  Congress  : — 

11  This  resolution  is  simply  carrying  out,  amongst  nations  and  governments,  that 
etiquette  of  fraternity  which  is  practised  in  all  well  regulated  Grand  Lodges  in  this 
country  at  this  time,  and  which  has  for  its  object  the  prevention  of  working  up  unfit 
material  in  the  moral  edifice  which  we  are  erecting  —  a  fact,  too,  of  such  notorious 
importance,  that  it  should  be  constantly  practised  on  by  every  craftsman  engaged  in 
the  building.'" 

The  committee  recommended  resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted,  as 
follows : — 

"  Resolved,  That  this  review  of  the  decision  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  of  Eng- 
land be  communicated  to  him  by  our  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master,  with  the  request  that  he 
will  require  all  Lodges  under  his  jurisdiction  in  our  neighboring  provinces  to  abstain 
from  all  acts  inconsistent  with  the  established  laws  and  usages  on  this  continent,  as 
recommended  by  the  Universal  Masonic  Congress,  and  defined  above  by  the  member 
of  the  Permanent  Commission  ;  and  that  the  Grand  Master  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge 
at  the  next  Annual  Communication." 

"  Resolved,  That,  pending  the  correspondence,  the  Grand  Master  take  such  meas- 
ures as  he  shall  deem  necessary  to  protect  the  subordinate  Lodges  from  the  griev- 
ances complained  of." 

The  Grand  Master  of  Maine,  the  M.\  W.\  Hiram  Chase,  upon  whom  the  duty  now 
devolved  to  carry  out  the  resolution, under  date  of  25th  July,  1859,  communicated  the 
report  of  the  committee,  with  the  request  that,  upon  a  review  of  the  subject,  the 
Grand  Master  of  England  would  require  all  Lodges  under  his  jurisdiction,  in  the 
neighboring  provinces  in  America,  to  abstain  from  all  acts  inconsistent  with  the  es- 
tablished laws  and  usages  on  this  continent,  as  recommended  by  the  Universal  Ma- 
sonic Congress.  To  this  letter  the  Grand  Master  (Zetland)  replied,  under  date  from 
London,  August  31st,  1859,  through  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  follows  :— 

"  *  *  *  *  I  am  directed  by  his  Lordship  to  state  that  he  has  no  power  as 
Grand  Master,  nor  does  he  think  it  desirable  that  he  should  have  power,  under  the 
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Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  to  dictate  to  subordinate  Lodges  any 
rule  as  to  the  place  of  residence  of  those  whom  they  shall  initiate  into  Masonry.  The 
M.\  IV.-.  Grand  Master  has  very  strongly  recommended  to  the  W.\  Master  and  offi- 
cers of  Union  Lodge  to  abstain  from  any  act  which  may  give  umbrage  to  their  breth- 
ren of  the  State  of  Maine  ;  and  he  has  strongly  impressed  upon  them  that  if  any  ar- 
rangement is  made  with  a  Lodge  under  another  jurisdiction,  not  to  initiate  persons 
residing  across  the  borders,  that  such  stipulations  should  be  faithfully  carried  out.  * 
*  *  *  I  am  commanded  to  refer  you  to  his  already  expressed  opinion.  I  am  di- 
rected to  state  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  is  in  ignorance  of  the  resolution  of 
the  alleged  Universal  Masonic  Conference  at  Paris,  took  no  part  in  its  proceedings, 
and  is  not  bound  b}~  its  acts." 

This  correspondence  was  placed,  by  Grand  Master  Chase,  in  the'hands  of  the  com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence,  which  committee  reported  at  the  Annual  Commu- 
nication of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  in  May,  1860.  They  enter  earnestly  and  more 
fully  into  the  review  of  the  matter  than  before — declaring  their  intention  and  desire  not 
to  inflict  needless  pain  upon  his  Lordship,  or  willingly  to  infringe  upon  the  rules  of  cour- 
tesy which  should  govern  the  intercourse  of  Masons  in  exalted  stations,  and  the  Grand 
Lodges  which  they  represent.  They  express,  in  very  strong  but  qualified  language, 
their  astonishment  at  the  declaration  of  the  Earl  of  Zetland  that  "  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England  is  in  ignorance  of  the  resolutions  of  the  alleged  Universal  Masonic  Confer- 
ence at  Paris,  took  no  part  in  its  proceedings,  and  is  not  bound  by  its  act^."  They 
admit  that  there  is  no  authority  in  the  Universal  Masonic  Congress  at  Paris,  (or  Con- 
ference, as  the  Grand  Master  of  England  styles  it),  to  bind  any  body  of  Masons  ;  bo! 
that  its  action  was  merely  recommendatory  of  "  a  measure,  right  in  itself — a  measure 
already  practiced  in  all  well-regulated  Grand  Lodges  in  this  country,  and  one  of  vital 
importance  to  the  Craft  the  world  over."  They  declare  that  the  already  expi 
opinion  of  the  Grand  Master,  (Zetland), — that  every  Lodge  possesses  the  abstract 
right  to  initiate  anjT  person  whom  it  may  consider  lit  and  proper,  without  considering 
where  his  residence  may  be, — is  not  sufficient  to  settle  the  question,  and  they  dissent 
from  the  position  assumed  by  him — "  that  he  has  no  power  as  Grand  Master,  nor  does 
he  think  it  desirable  that  he  should  have  power,  under  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England,  to  dictate  to  subordinate  Lodges  any  rule  as  to  the  place  of  resi- 
dence of  those  whom  they  shall  initiate  into  Masonry."  They  re-state  the  issue  and 
their  position,  clearly  and  decidedly  : — "  We  deny  in  toto  the  right  claimed  by  the 
M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  of  England,  that  every  Lodge  possesses  the  abstract  right  to 
initiate  any  person  whom  it  may  consider  fit  and  proper,  without  considering  where 
his  residence  may  be.''  They  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  take  action  to  pro- 
tect the  frontier  Lodges,  and  prevent  further  infraction  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  ;  and  submit  resolutions  for  adoption,  suggesting  that  they 
be  forwarded  to  the  M:.  W:.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  request- 
ing that  the  entire  correspondence  be  laid  before  that  body.  The  following  are  the 
resolutions  concluding  their  report : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  receives  with  regret  the  reply  to  the 
very  courteous  and  fraternal  letter  of  the  M.\  W.\  Hiram  Chase,  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine,  dated  July  25,  1859,  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  the  Earl  of  Zetland, 
M.\  W".  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 'Lodge  of  England,  for  reasons  set  forth  in  the 
Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  and  others  set  forth  in  the  report  of  last  year,  to 
which  exception  is  taken  by  his  Lordship. 

"Resolved,  That  the  letters  aforesaid,  with  the  review  of  the  same  when  publis 
and  such  explanations  as  may  be  necessary  to  a  clear  understanding  of  the  cas 
forwarded  by  our  R..W.'.  Grand  Secretary  to  the  M.\  W:.  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  as  well  as  to  all  the  Grand  Lodges  on  this  continent, 
inviting  an  earnest  examination  of  the  same,  and  an  early  reply. 

"Resolved,    That  all  communications  bearing  upon  the   questioi 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  and  that  they  be 
authorized,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary,  to  con- 
tinue, and,  if  possible,  terminate  the  discussion,  and  report  thereon  at  the  next  An- 
nual Communication." 

The  report  and  resolutions  were  referred  to  a  special  committee,  who  reported  :»t 
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the  same  Communication,  recommending  their  adoption,  which  was  concurred  in. 
This  was  the  condition  of  the  relations  existing  between  the  two  Grand  Lodges,  pre- 
sented for  consideration  at  our  last  Annual  Communication,  and  referred  then  to  the 
standing  committee  on  Jurisprudence.  Since  that  time,  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Maine,  at  its  Annual  Communication  in  May,  1861,  have  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  your  committee.  From  them  we  learn  that  the  Grand  Master  of  that  State, 
then  the  M.\  W.\  Josi ah  H.  Drummond,  upon  whom  the  duty  devolved  of  continuing 
the  controversy,  in  accordance  with  the  resolutions  above  quoted,  addressed  a  letter 
to  the  Grand  Master  of  England,  under  date  of  10th  September,  I860,  presenting  a 
most  vigorous  argument  in  favor  of  the  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction  of  Grand 
Lodges.  It  is  too  long  to  be  embodied  in  this  report;  but,  as  it  is  a  most  valuable 
contribution  to  Masonic  literature,  and  will  serve  for  future  reference  when  this 
question  is  again  agitated,  we  cannot  forbear  quoting  the  concluding  portion  : — 

"  The  rule,  or  law,  which  this  Grand  Lodge  contends  for,  is  universally  acknowl- 
edged and  asserted  by  every  Grand  Lodge  on  this  continent.  Will  the  United  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  alone  refuse  to  direct  her  subordinates  on  this  continent  to  concur 
witli  their  brethren  in  a  line  of  conduct  calculated  to  promote  harmony  among  the 
Craft?  Will  the  Masons  in  America  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  array  themselves  in  hostility  to  all  other  Masons  on  this  continent?  If  your 
lordship  and  his  Grand  Lodge  do  not  concur  with  us  that  our  request  is  justified  by  a 
law  binding  on  all  Grand  Lodges,  we  appeal  to  you  to  respect  the  usages  upon  this 
continent.  We  solemnly  assure  your  lordship  and  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land, that  the  acts  complained  of  are  in  violation  of  what  is  universal^  considered  on 
this  continent  as  Masonic  law  :  and,  if  repeated,  must  disturb  the  harmony  of  the 
Craft,  and  interrupt  the  friendly  relations  now  existing  between  us  and  our  brethren 
in  New  Brunswick.  We  are  proud  to  have  sprung  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England, 
and  we  appeal  to  her  for  protection  against  the  acts  of  her  subordinate  ;  and  we  are 
confident  that  our  appeal  will  not  be  in  vain." 

To  this  letter  the  Grand  Master  of  England  replied,  through  his  Grand  Secretary, 
under  date  of  November  21st,  1860,  acknowledging  its  receipt,  with  a  "statement  of 
facts''  accompanying,  and  saying  that,  having  carefully  perused  the  documents,  he 
finds  no  argument  brought  forward  in  any  way  tending  to  alter  the  opinion  he  had 
previously  formed.  He  declares  that  he  considers  that  it  would  be  an  arbitrary  in- 
terference with  the  rights  of  individuals  who  are  not  Freemasons,  to  dictate  to  them 
the  particular  Lodge  or  locality  in  which,  alone,  they  may  be  received  into  the  Order  ; 
and  that  it  is  not  incumbent  on  a  Lodge  to  inquire  whether  the  candidate  resides  on 
one  side  of  the  territorial  division  of  a  country,  or  on  the  other.  He  admits  the  right 
of  a  Grand  Lodge  to  frame  laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  its  daughter 
Lodges,  but  says  that  such  laws  cannot  be  admitted  to  be  binding  on  Lodges  out  of 
its  own  jurisdiction,  and  holding  their  warrants  from  other  national  and  independent 
Grand  Lodges;  and  he  concludes  by  expressing  the  hope  "  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Maine  will  see  the  necessity  for  abandoning  the  untenable  position  she  has  assumed 
in  attempting  to  interfere  with  the  freedom  of  individuals  before  they  have  entered 
the  pale  of  Masonry." 

The  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  under  date  of  seventh 
December,  1860,  communicates  the  action  of  that  body,  after  deliberation  upon  the 
whole  correspondence  and  the  various  documents  that  had  accompanied  it,  by  trans- 
mitting to  the  Grand  Master  of  Maine  the  following  resolution,  unanimously  passed 
on  the  fifth  December,  1800  :— 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  fully  admits  the  supreme  jurisdiction  of  all 
regularly  established  Graud  Lodges  within  their  respective  territories,  more  espe- 
cially in  reference  to  the  formation  of  Lodges  or  the  making  of  Masons  therein  ;  but 
it  fully  concurs  in  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Mr.  W.\  Grand  Master  ;  and,  thinking 
it  undesirable  to  interfere  with  the  privileges  possessed  by  private  Lodges,  declines 
to  depart  from  its  ancient  practice,  which  has  hitherto  imposed  no  restrictions  in 
reference  to  the  place  of  residence  of  candidates  who  seek  admission  into  the  Order." 

These  documents  were  submitted  by  Grand  Master  Druminond  to  the  committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence,  and  their  report  thereon  was  presented  to  the  Grand 
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Lodge  of  Maine  at  its  last  communication,  in  1861.  This  report  is  substantially  an 
appeal  from  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lodge  of  England  to  the 
Craft  throughout  the  world  —  relying  especially  upon  the  cooperation  and  support  of 
the  Grand  Lodges  and  their  subordinates  on  this  continent.  The  committee  pro- 
posed the  following  resolutions  as  a  present  remedy,  and  they  were  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge : — 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  learns  with  serious  regret  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  has  sanctioned  the  positions  assumed  by  the  Right  Honor- 
able the  Earl  of  Zetland — regarding  those  positions  as  unsustained  by  any  legitimate 
Masonic  authority,  at  variance  with  the  established  usages  on  this  continent,  and 
fraught  with  intolerable  mischief  if  carried  out  by  subordinate  Lodges  near  the 
boundaries  of  States  and  nations. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  be  authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  to 
issue  his  edict,  declaring  all  Masons  hereafter  made  in  violation  of  the  principles  we 
have  laid  down,  and  without  the  consent  of  authorities  in  this  jurisdiction,  as  irregu- 
lar :  and  forbidding  all  our  Lodges  to  receive  or  recognize  them  as  Masons. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master,  in  thus  issuing  his  said  edict,  shall  signify  the 
readiness  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  give  consent  and  recommendation  to  suitable  per- 
sons in  this  jurisdiction  to  unite  in  Lodges  upon  our  borders  in  other  jurisdictions, 
whenever  this  consent  shall  be  reciprocal,  and  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
shall  be  respected  in  accordance  with  the  propositions  of  the  Universal  Masonic 
Congress."' 

Such  is  the  history  of  the  disagreement  between  the  two  Grand  Lodges,  abridged 
as  much  as  we  are  able  without  presenting  the  case  unfairly.  Out  of  it  has  arise* 
the  plain  questions,  as  stated  by  Grand  Master  Drummoxd  : — "  Has  a  subordinate  of 
one  Grand  Lodge  the  right  to  make  Masons  of  persons  residing  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  another  Grand  Lodge,  without  its  consent?  Have  Grand  Lodges  exclusive  territo- 
rial jurisdiction  ?"  We  believed  that  the  question  involved  in  the  controversy  wa- 
settled,  and  the  doctrine  determined  as  a  fixed  principle  of  Masonic  law,  at  the  Paris 
Congress.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  so  distinguished  and  exalted  in  position, 
should  be  the  first  to  disturb  the  adjustment,  greatly  astonishes  us.  It  has  been  a  belief, 
upheld  by  the  record  and  strengthened  by  confidence  in  the  spirit  of  courtesy  which 
regulates  and  graces  the  intercourse  between  separate  bodies  of  common  origin  and 
purpose,  that  this  distinguished  body  accepted  the  propositions.  We  learn  now  of  a 
distinct  disavowal  thereof.  The  legislation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  has 
always  recognized  the  principle  as  a  law  founded  on  wise  policy.  It  is  engrafted 
in  our  Constitution  and  has  regulated  the  policy  of  our  government.  In  Section  2, 
Art.  Ill,  Part  III,  of  that  instrument,  it  is  declared  that  "  no  Lodge  in  this  State  shall 
receive  an  application  for  the  degrees  of  Masonry  unless  the  applicant  shall  have 
been'a  resident  within  the  State  during  twelve  months,  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Lodge  six  months,  next  preceding  the  date  of  his  application  :'r  and  one  of  our 
general  regulations,  adopted  at  an  early  day  and  suggested  by  a  case  parallel  with 
that  of  the  Maine  and  Brunswick  Lodges,  is  as  follows  : — 

"  Regulation  4.  This  Grand  Lodge,  having  recognized  the  principle  that  no  one 
should  be  initiated  into  the  mysteries  of  our  Order,  except  in  the  Lodge  nearest  hi> 
place  of  residence,  (unless  by  permission),  and  having,  by  an  established  regulation, 
taken  care  to  aviod  infringing  upon  the  jurisdictional  rights  of  others,  will  not  tolerate 
that  its  own  be  invaded  ;  and  it  is  therefore  ordered,  that  no  Lodge,  subordinate  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  shall  admit  to  membership  any  person  who,  being  at 
the  time  a  resident  of  this  State,  has  received,  or  claims  to  have  received  the  degrees 
of  Masonry  from  any  source  beyond  its  jurisdiction,  without  the  proper  perm;- 
&c.,  &c.7' 

The  sixth  proposition  of  the  Universal  Masonic  Congress,  cited  by  the  Grand  Master 
of  Maine,  to  the  Earl  of  Zetland,  "  not  as  binding  on  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  or 
any  other  Grand  Lodge,  by  virtue  of  any  power  in  that  Congress,"  but  "  merely  to 
show  the  almost  universal  acknowledgment  that  the  principles  therein  contaiiu 
Masonic  law,  growing  out  of  the  institution  itself,"  was  concurred  in  by  this  Grand 
Lodge,  as  "  a  well-defined  regulation  of  our  own  and  most  other  American  Grand 
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Lodges."  A  strict  regard  for  tin's  principle  has,  on  repeated  occasions,  characterized 
our  intercourse  with  other  Grand  Lodges,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  if  it  is  not  re- 
spected, especially  in  America  where  there  are  so  many  Grand  Lodges  in  close  prox- 
imity, the  result  will  lead  to  confusion,  and  will  disturb  the  harmony,  and  alloy  the 
pleasant  and  fraternal  relations  which  now  happily  exist  among  us.  We  are  surprised 
and  pained  at  the  declaration  of  the  Earl  of  Zetland  "  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land is  in  ignorance  of  the  resolution  of  the  alleged  Universal  Masonic  Conference  at 
Paris,  took  no  part  in  it,  and  is  not  bound  by  it ;"  especially  when  we  turn  to  the 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  that  body,  and  discover,  prominent  among  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  France,  the  Netherlands,  Switzerland,  the  German 
States,  Sweden,  Ireland,  Scotland,  the  United  States  of  America,  and  other  countries, 
three  delegates  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  ;  and  when  also  the  British  Masons 
were  honored  by  the  appointment  of  the  Earl  of  Donoughmore,  the  delegate  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland,  as  a  member  of  the  permanent  Commission  for  England. 

If  we  were  dealing  with  the  acts  of  one  who  used  the  technical  language  of  diplo- 
macy, instead  of  those  of  a  brother  whom  we  honor  and  respect  as  the  Supreme 
Head  of  one  of  the  most  exalted  Masonic  Bodies  in  the  world,  we  would  construe  the 
declaration  to  mean  that  there  is  no  record  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  which  enables  him  to  confess  official  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  a  body 
whose  history  is  familiarly  known  to  every  intelligent  American  Mason.  As  it  is,  we 
are  driven  to  the  conclusion  that  the  representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
at  the  Paris  Congress  were  self-appointed  ;  and  we  truly  regret  to  learn  from  its  dis- 
tinguished Head,  that  that  Grand  Lodge  will  not,  in  the  exercise  of  comity,  unite  with 
at  least  half  of  the  Masonic  world  in  a  new  regulation,  which,  we  believe,  neither 
violates  a  principle,  nor  infringes  upon  a  landmark. 

Endeavoring  on  our  part  to  discard,  as  altogether  unnatural  to  our  Order,  any 
suspicion  of  intentional  unfairness  in  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  we 
seek  only  to  view  it  in  a  spirit  properly  becoming  the  nature  of  our  Brotherhood.  In 
doing  so,  it  seems  to  us  that  our  trans-Atlantic  brethren  either  acted  immaturely, 
and  failed  truly  to  comprehend  the  injury  which  its  stern  and  rigid  position  inflicts 
upon  the  prosperity  and  welfare  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  ;  or 
from  respect  to  their  Grand  Master  and  confidence  in  his  judgment,  hastily  adopted 
his  opinion,  without  examining  carefully  a  question  out  of  which,  even  if  no  estrange- 
ment of  feeling  grows,  embarrassment  of  intercourse  must  follow.  We  are  sustained 
in  this  belief  by  the  record  of  the  action  on  the  communication  from  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  Maine.  We  find  that,  in  laying  the  matter  before  his  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Mas- 
ter the  Earl  of  Zetland  observed  that  the  reading  of  the  correspondence  would  occupy 
about  an  hour  and  a  quarter,  which  provoked  an  expression  of  mirth.  Surely  levity 
ill  became  the  occasion,  and  was  not  suited  to  the  dignity  of  that  ancient  body,  in 
which  we  feel  so  much  hereditary  pride  and  interest.  The  correspondence  was  not 
read,  but  a  statement  by  the  Grand  Master,  who  was  repeatedly  interrupted  by  applause 
during  its  reading,  was  read  to  the  Grand  Lodge ,  after  which  he  called  upon  the  Grand 
Registrar  to  move  a  resolution,  prepared  by  himself  for  the  occasion,  which  is  em- 
bodied in  this  report.  The  mover  of  the  resolution,  in  obedience  to  the  Grand  Master, 
declared  that  "  it  was  evident  from  the  first  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  had  pro- 
ceeded on  a  fallacy,  and  confounded  territorial  with  personal  jurisdiction  —  acting  on 
the  principle  that  if  a  man  once  belonged  to  the  territor}'  they  could  follow  the  man.'' 
The  harmonious  instincts  fostered  and  developed  in  our  nature  by  the  genius  of  our 
institutions,  as  well  as  respect  for  one  who  arose  in  his  place  before  so  distinguished 
a  Masonic  body,  forbid  us  to  entertain  the  thought  that  this  was  a  wilful  departure 
from  the  true  issue.  With  charity  we  incline  to  the  belief  that  the  Grand  Registrar 
and  the  Grand  Lodge,  did  themselves  injustice  by  paying  blind  "homage  to  the 
Grand  Master  for  the  time  being,"  and  yielding  to  him  their  judgment  without  exami- 
nation of  the  question. 
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If  there  is  a  feature  more  prominent  and  clear  than  another  in  the  discussion  of 
this  subject,  it  is  the  persistent,  tenacious,  and  strong  grasp  with  which  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Maine  holds  on  to  the  question  — "  Has  a  subordinate  of  one  Grand  Lodge 
the  right  to  make  Masons  of  persons  residing  within  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Grand 
Lodge,  without  its  consent?"  It  set  out  with  the  principle,  because  the  discussion 
arose  under  the  heavy  pressure  of  a  grievance  ;  and  they  are  seeking  to  maintain  it 
in  order  to  preserve  harmonious  intercourse  between  their  frontier  Lodges,  and  those 
of  their  British  American  brethren.  We  fail  to  discover  anything  in  all  the  records 
wo  have  had  access  to,  whereby  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  can  be  justly  charged 
with  '*  claiming  the  right  of  following  a  man,  merely  because  he  once  lived  within  a 
district,  when  he  had  removed  to  another  place  ; "  but,  on  the  contrary,  it  appears  to 
us  that  that  body  only  claims  the  right  for  its  subordinates  to  exercise  exclusive 
jurisdiction  over  resident  material,  and  that  this  jurisdictional  right  follows  that 
moveable  jewel  only  so  long  as  it  claims  its  residence,  and  leaves  its  tent  and  habita- 
tion behind,  within  her  borders.  The  wise  policy  of  this  law  seems  plain  to  us,  we 
believing  that  our  noble  Order,  even  with  its  many  safeguards,  has  yet  too  few  to 
protect  it  to  justify  us  in  relaxing,  in  the  slightest  degree,  a  single  one,  however 
unessential  it  may  appear  in  its  use.  We  say  law,  because  we  have  been  under  the 
impression  that  the  principle  was  stamped  with  the  character  of  universality,  and 
needed  only  that  other  essential  element,  antiquity,  to  raise  it  almost  to  the  dignity 
of  a  landmark.  It  is  based  upon  the  wholesome  idea  that,  inasmuch  as  Freemasonry 
is  intended  to  select  the  well-tried,  true,  and  trusty  men  of  the  world  to  clothe  with 
her  honors,  the  knowledge  of  the  "real  worth  and  personal  merit "  should  be  derived 
always  from  those  who  have,  by  the  nature  of  circumstances,  the  best  opportunity  of 
knowing  whether  those  who  seek  admittance  to  our  temples  are  endowed  with  the 
necessary  qualifications. 

A  subordinate  Lodge,  for  the  safety  of  oar  institution,  should  be  the  sole  judge,  as 
it  certainly  is  the  best,  whether  the  resident  within  its  jurisdiction  who  knocks  at  the 
door  of  Free  Masonry  is  "  a  good  man  and  true,  free  born,  of  mature  and  discreet 
age,  no  bondman,  no  woman,  no  immoral  and  scandalous  man,  but  of  good  report ;" 
and  if  the  Bohemian  doctrine  is  admitted,  that  every  Lodge  may  exercise  the 
abstract  right  to  initiate  any  person  whom  it  may  consider  fit  and  proper,  without 
considering  where  his  residence  may  be,  we  reverse  the  practice  in  the  Lodges  of 
the  American  States  and  yield  a  principle  which,  in  its  practice,  has  been  productive 
of  the  most  visible  and  palpable  good. 

We  deprecate  the  fact  that  the  correspondence  between  the  Grand  jurisdictions 
engaged  in  this  discussion,  especially  in  the  closing  communications  with  each  other, 
betrays  asperity  of  temper  on  the  part  of  each  not  kindred  to  the  nature  of  our  Order. 
We  believe  that  this  Grand  Lodge  is  committed  under  like  circumstances  to  defen- 
sive action,  by  its  own  precedents,  erected  in  wise  and  just  legislation  on  the  princi- 
ciple ;  and  we  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  promptly  sustain  the 
position  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  on  the  question,  by  reaffirming  its  attachment 
to  the  principle  preserved  in  the  Sixth  Proposition  of  the  Universal  Masonic  Con- 
gress ;  upon  which  the  action  of  our  sister  of  Maine  is  based,  and  for  that  purpose  we 
offer  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption  : — 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge,  having  heard  and  considered  the  cause  of 
conflict  between  the  jurisdictions  of  the  English  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Brunswick  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Maine,  feels  more  than  ever  im- 
pressed with  the  wisdom  of  the  principle  put  forth  in  the  Sixth  Proposition  of  the 
Universal  Masonic  Congress  at  Paris,  and  more  distinctly  avowed  in  the  fourth  regit 
lation  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  adopted  at  an  earlier  day. 

^  Resolved,  That,  in  sympathy  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine,  we  appeal  most 
fraternally  to  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  to  require  its  subordinates  in  the 
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British  Provinces  on  this  continent  to  respect  this  Masonic  usage  of  our  country,  so 
necessary  for  our  good  government  and  harmony.

He  also  presented  a  copy  of  the  reply  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  to  a  circular  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Tennessee,  relative  to  our  national  troubles ;  and  a  circular  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  upon  the  same  subject :  both  which  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

He  also  presented  the  petitions  upon  which  dispensations  to  form  new 
Lodges  had  been  issued  during  the  year,  with  the  correspondence  relative 
thereto,  the  dispensations  thus  issued  and  returned,  the  record  books  of 
those  Lodges,  and  their  petitions  that  they  be  perpetuated  by  charters ; 

Also,  the  returned  letters  of  authorization  issued  to  sundry  Past  Masters 
to  constitute  Lodges  chartered  at  the  last  Annual  Communication  ; 

Also,  a  petition  for  a  dispensation  to  open  a  new  Lodge  at  Red  Dog,  in 
Nevada  County,  to  be  called  Mount  Carmel  Lodge ;  and 

Also,  sundry  papers  relative  to  the  proposed  surrender  of  the  charter 
of  Oro  Fino  Lodge,  No.  137  :

Jones,  where  it  is  now  held  —  of  Dibble  Lodge,  Xo.  109,  in  Xevada  County,  from 
Alpha,  where  it  was  located,  to  Omega,  where  it  is  now  held  —  and  of  Clinton 
Lodge,  Xo.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  papers  in  cases  wherein  the  Grand 
Master  had  issued  special  dispensations  during  the  past  year,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  have  examined  the  applications  for  the  same — fourteen  in  number — and 
tind  ten  for  permission  to  re-ballot  in  cases  of  rejected  candidates,  within  a  less  period 
than  twelve  months ;  two  to  ballot  upon  applications  without  reference  to  commit 
tees  ;  one  to  elect  officers  at  a  time  other  than  that  provided  in  the  Constitution  :  ami 
one  to  elect  an  officer  to  fill  a  vacancy.  The  applications  seem  all  to  have  been  made 
in  satisfactory  form,  and  the  dispensations  were  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  pro\  is 
of  the  Constitution.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  .referred  the  communication  from  Vucaville  Lodge. 
No.  134,  have  examined  the  same,  and  report  as  follows  : 

Vacaville  Lodge  represents  the  case  of  a  worthy  brother,  a  sojourner,  who  ap- 
peared in  its  jurisdiction,  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  children.  While  sojourning 
among  them,  God's  providence  made  the  wife  a  widow,  and  the  children  orphans.  In 
his  sickness,  and  at  his  death,  they  illustrated  the  beauty  of  our  institutions,  and  the 
widow  and  orphans  have  been  made  to  feel  that  the  sting  of  their  desolation  can  be 
soothed,  if  not  healed.  In  all  this  they  nobly  did  their  duty.  They  now  ask  the 
questions  —  "  Must  Lodges,  in  whose  jurisdiction  worthy  non-affiliated  Masons  sicken 
and  die,  bear  all  the  expense  consequent  thereon,  and  be  charged  with  the  support 
of  the  widow  and  orphan  ?  Is  the  brother's  widow  entitled  to  a  Grand  Lodge  diplo- 
ma, and  if  so,  how  can  she  obtain  it?" 

Why  brethren  who  can  act  so  generously  should  subject  themselves  to  the  suspi- 
cion, where  they  are  not  known,  that  they  gave  grudgingly,  surprises  us.  It  should  be 
their  pride  and  pleasure  to  contribute  to  the  relief  of  the  widow  and  orphans  so  far 
as  they  can  do  so.  They  cannot  of  course  contribute  more  than  they  are  able,  and 
that  is  not  expected,  but  to  the  extent  of  their  ability,  in  providing  necessaries  and 
comforts,  they  ought  to  and  doubtless  will  go.  Such  a  case,  as  is  represented,  cer- 
tainly has  claims  upon  a  Lodge. 

As  to  the  other  question,  whether  such  a  brother's  widow  is  entitled  to  the  wid- 
ow's certificate,  the  local  regulations  of  a  Grand  Lodge  must  regulate  that.  If  the 
brethren  had  read  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  they  would  have  found  that. 
in  order  to  procure  the  usual  diploma  issued  for  the  family  of  a  deceased  brother,  it 
is  necessary  that  they  should  certify  that  the  brother  was,  at  the  date  of  his  decease, 
a  Master  Mason  and  a  member  of  their  Lodge,  in  good  standing.  As  he  was  not.  of 
course  no  Grand  Lodge  diploma  can  be  issued.

To  the  M.-.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  question,  proposed  by  Bro. 
John  K.  Buckbee,  to  wit :  "  Has  a  subordinate  Lodge  the  right,  under  Sec.  9,  Art. 
Ill,  Part  III,  of  the  Constitution,  to  restore  a  Mason  laboring  under  suspension  for 
non-payment  of  dues,  in  any  other  manner  than  that  provided  for  in  the  fundamental 
law  —  that  is,  by  paying  all  arrearages  due  —  in  other  words  can  a  Lodge  remit  dues 
until  a  brother  is  restored  ?"  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : — 

The  proposition  is  susceptible  of  division  into  two  branches — the  question  of 
obedience  to  laws,  and  the  question  of  construction  of  laws.  In  answer  to  the  first, 
it  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  a  subordinate  Lodge  can  do  nothing  rightfully, 
cither  in  respect  to  the  restoration  of  a  Mason  laboring  under  suspension  for  non- 
payment of  dues,  or  any  other  matter,  in  any  way  other  than  that  provided  in  the 
fundamental  law.  In  answer  to  the  second,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that 
the  fundamental  laws  of  Masonry  respecting  its  morality  should  be  construed  strictly, 
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but  always  with  chanty ;  in  respect  to  its  government,  with  liberality,  and  in  the  true 
spirit  of  the  enactments  and  customs.  To  say  that  a  Lodge  cannot  remit  a  portion 
or  all  of  the  arrearages,  for  good  and  satisfactory  reasons,  of  a  member  suspended 
for  non-payment  of  dues,  in  order  that  he  may  be  restored,  appears  to  us  like  the 
construction  which  Shylock  would  have  put  upon  his  bond.  We  do  not  believe  that 
such  a  spirit  did,  or  could  exist  in  the  Masonic  mind  of  the  framers  of  our  funda- 
mental law  ;  and  we  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  a  subordinate  Lodge,  for  good 
cause,  in  the  exercise  of  a  discreet  judgment,  under  the  section  referred  to,  may 
remit  dues  in  favor  of  a  member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  in  order  to 
restore  him.

The  entire  case  is  utterly  devoid  of  every  pretence  of  wrong  upon  the  part  of 
Bro.  McKean,  unless  to  be  unfortunate  in  quartz  mining  be  a  Masonic  crime ;  and 
your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : —

humanity. 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  returns  of  Areata  Lodge,  your  committee  find  that 
Mr.  Stanislowsky  received  the  degrees  of  Masonry  in  that  Lodge.  They  also  find 
that  he  had  resided  within  its  jurisdiction  a  number  of  years ;  and  they  are  greatly 
at  loss  to  imagine  how  it  could  be  possible  that  a  committee  of  reference  should 
favorably  report  upon  the  application  of  such  a  man.  If  such  committees  would 
regard,  as  their  first  and  greatest  care,  a  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty  to  the  frater- 
nity, it  would  be  less  often  disgraced  by  association  with  unworthy  members.  Your 
committee  report  the  following  resolution,  and  recommend  its  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Areata  Lodge,  No.  106,  in  expelling  G.  Stanislowsky, 
on  the  3d  day  of  September,  1861,  be  and  the  same  hereby  is  affirmed.

night ;  that  the  next  day  Bro.  Livingston  reached  Xicolaus,  prepared  for  his  defence 
but  all  the  proceedings  having  been  had,  was  unable  to  make  the  same.  In  order 
therefore  that  no  injustice  may  be  done  to  Bro.  Livingston,  your  committee  report

Pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Master,  the  commission  assembled  at  the 
Masonic  Hall  in  Columbia,  on  the  9th  day  of  July,  1861,  and,  after  having  organized 
by  the  election  of  the  undersigned,  Master  of  Columbia  Lodge,  Xo.  28,  as  chairman, 
and  Bro.  J.  Burckhalter,  Master  of  Hornitos  Lodge,  Xo.  98,  as  secretary,  proceeded 
to  the  trial  of  the  case. 

Bro.  Radcliff  appeared  in  his  own  defence.  After  due  investigation  and  deliber. 
ation,the  commission  decided  that  the  first,  third,  and  fifth  specifications  of  the  charges 
thus  presented  were  sustained,  and  that  the  second  and  fourth  specifications  thereof 
were  not  sustained  hy  the  evidence  presented.  The  verdict  of  the  commission  was 
that  Bro.  Charles  M.  Radcliff  be  sentenced  to  deprivation  of  office.  The  proceed* 
jugs  were  entirely  harmonious,  the  verdict  was  unanimous,  and  a  record  of  the  whole 
was  immediately  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary.

To  the  M.-.W:.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  all  the  members  of  Hough 
&  Ready  Lodge,  No.  52,  asking  for  the  restoration  of  J.  B.  Van  Hagan,  expelled  by 
that  Lodge  on  the  29th  day  of  September,  1860,  and  the  resolutions  of  Quitman 
Lodge,  No.  88,  recommending  the  restoration  of  R.  B.  Moyes,  expelled  by  that  Lodge 
on  the  24th  day  of  November,  1860,  ask  leave  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  con- 
sidered the  same  with  reference  to  the  duty  of  this  M:.W:.  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
premises. 

Your  committee  desire  here,  in  the  most  solemn  manner,  to  express  anew  their 
abhorrence  of  the  practice  of  dueling  at  any  and  all  times,  but  more  especially  be- 
tween Masons.  They  cannot,  however,  be  blind  to  the  fact  that,  ordinarily,  and 
perhaps  always,  the  blame  of  omission  attaches  as  strongly  to  the  Lodge  within 
whose  jurisdiction  a  duel  occurs,  as  does  the  offence  of  commission  attach  to  the 
offending  brethren.  They  cannot  conceive  of  a  difficulty  between  Masons  that  may 
not  readily  be  settled  by  the  Lodge  itself — if  need  be  —  acting  in  its  capacity  as  a 
Lodge,  thereby  preventing  an  appeal  to  arms.  They  most  earnestly  recommend 
should  a  similar  cause  of  difference  arise  hereafter  between  brethren,  that  the  Master 
of  the  Lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction  they  may  be,  immediately  proceed  himself  to 
settle  the  difference  existing,  if  in  his  power  ;  and,  if  he  fail  in  this,  that  he  forthwith 
summon  the  offending  brethren  and  the  members  of  his  Lodge  to  take  action  upon 
it :  for  surely  a  little  time  and  trouble  is  well  consumed  if  thereby  we  may  prevent  a 
breach  of  not  only  our  own  laws,  but  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  perchance  save  the 
shedding  of  fraternal  blood. 

The  case  before  your  committee  has  presented  many  points  of  mitigation  for  the 
action  of  the  erring  brethren.  The  Lodges  to  which  they  severally  belonged,  and 
that  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  offence  was  committed,  do  not  appear  to  have 
taken  any  effective  measures  to  prevent  the  meeting,  although  the  cause  of  quarrel 
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was  well  known.  Both  parties  have  been  expelled,  and  thereby  severely  punished 
for  their  offence.  The  members  of  their  respective  Lodges  now  join  unanimously  in 
petitioning  for  their  restoration,  and,  believing  that  they  will  hereafter  do  credit  and 
honor  to  the  fraternity,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  petitions  be  granted,  and 
submit  the  following  resolution  for  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That  J.  B.  Van  Hagax,  who  was  expelled  from  Bough  &  Ready  Lodge, 
No.  52,  on  the  24th  day  of  September,  I860,  and  R.  B.  Moyes,  who  was  expelled  from 
Quitman  Lodge,  No.  88,  on  the  24th  day  of  November,  1860,  be  and  they  hereby  arc- 
restored  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.

insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "  rendered  in  accordance  with  the  provision?  of  £ 
7.  Art.  IV,  of  this  Part.*' 

Bro.  John  W.  Harville  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution : — 

To  strike  out,  in  the  third  line  of  Sec.  1,  Art.  IV,  Part  I,  the  word  "  May  "  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  August  "  —so  that  the  Annual  Communications  may 
be  held  in  the  month  last  named. 

Both  which  proposed  amendments  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence. 

Bro.  Isaac  S.  Locke  presented  certain  questions  relative  to  the  proper 
manner  of  dimission  from  a  Lodge  ; 

Bro.  William  Vincent  presented  certain  questions  relative  to  the  right 
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of  a  Mason  to  make  application  for  affiliation  to  any  Lodge,  whether  nearest 
his  place  of  residence  or  not  ;  and 

Bro.  George  M.  Blake  presented  an  inquiry  whether  a  Mason,  desiring 
to  affiliate  with  a  Lodge  from  which  he  had  previously  withdrawn,  should 
first  pay  dues  for  the  period  between  his  withdrawal  and  application  : 

All  which  questions  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  off  until  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 
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The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  on  at  2  o'clock,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
presiding. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  transcript  of  the  proceedings  in  the 
case  of  Levin  Marshall,  reprimanded  by  Eureka  Lodge,  No.  16,  on  the 
17th  day  of  March,  1862,  with  his  appeal  from  said  judgment ;  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Grievances. 

Bro.  Ezra  H.  Van  Decar,  from  the  Committee  on  Charters,  presented 
the  following  report : — 

To  the  M.-.W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  Committee  on  Charters  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  exam- 
ined the  records,  books,  petitions,  and  other  papers  of  the  following  Lodges  under 
dispensation,  viz. :  Lassen  Lodge,  at  Richmond,  in  Plumas  County  ;  Molino  Lodge,  at 
Tehama,  in  Tehama  Count}*  ;  Josephus  Lodge,  at  Mountain  House,  No.  1,  in  Butte 
County;  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  at  Brand}*  City,  in  Sierra  County;  and  Carson  City 
Lodge,  at  Carson  City,  in  Nevada  Territory. 

Your  committee  are  pleased  to  be  enabled  to  report  that  the  records  of  said 
Lodges  present  a  very  creditable  appearance,  and  that  their  transactions  conform 
to  ancient  usage  and  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  They  find  that  some  of 
the  Lodges  are  inclined  to  manifest  too  great  haste  in  conferring  the  several  degrees, 
as,  in  one  instance  in  particular,  a  candidate  was  passed  one  night  and  raised  on  the 
next.  Though  our  regulations  fix  no  period  of  time  as  necessary  to  elapse  between 
the  conferring  of  the  several  degrees  —  requiring  only  absolute  proficiency  in  that 
last  received  before  another  shall  be  conferred  —  it  is  certain  that  more  time  than  a 
single  day  ought  to  be  devoted  to  that  reflection  and  deliberation  so  essential  to  a 
proper  understanding  of  the  sublime  principles  of  our  Order  ;  and  he  who  too  hastily 
passes  through  our  solemn  ceremonies  is  ill  prepared  to  attach  to  them  that  dignity 
and  importance  which  their  moral  precepts  demand.    When  Lodges  are  about  to 
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pass  upon  the  proficiency  of  candidates,  let  them  remember  how  important  it  is.  both 
to  the  fraternity  and  the  applicants,  that  the  examination  be  most  thorough  and  the 
evidences  of  a  knowledge  of  that  which  has  gone  before  absolute  and  complete. 
Your  committee  submit  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  :  — 
Resolved,  That  charters  be  issued  to  Lassen  Lodge,  at  Richmond,  in  Plumas 
County;  Molino  Lodge,  at  Tehama,  in  Tehama  county:  Josephus  Lodge,  at  Moun- 
tain House,  Xo.  1,  in  Butte   County;  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  at  Brandy  City,  in  Sierra 
County  ;  and  Carson  Lodge,  at  Carson  City,  in  Nevada  Territory  ;  and  that  those 
Lodges  be  numbered  in  the  order  of  the  date  of  their  respective  dispensations. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Your  committee  have  considered  this  case  with  great  care,  being  unwilling  to 
reverse  a  judgment  of  acquittal  unless  the  whole  character  of  the  cs 
render  it  certain  that  the  action  of  the  Lodge  has  been  contrary  to  the  testimony  and 
the  facts  as  exhibited  by  the  transcript  submitted  to  them.    In  this  instance,  after 
viewing  the  entire  action  of  the  accused  brother,  as  shown  in  the  transcript,  they  are 
compelled  to  believe  that  his  conduct  had  been  such  as  to  demand  different  acti 
the  part  of  the  Lodge.    The  commissioners  doubtless  acted  under  a  misappreb 
of  the  effect  of  the  testimony;   and  your  committee,  entertaining  this  view  of  the 
case,  and  not  desiring  to  state  in  this  report  the  facts  as  they  appear,  content  them- 
selves with  submitting  the  following  resolution,  with  the  recommendation  thai 
adopted : — 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Mount  Moriah  Lodge,  No.  44.  had  on  the  fourteenth

At  the  trial  of  a  brother  for  unmasonic  conduct,  is  it,  or  is  it  not,  the  right  of  the 
accused  to  make  a  statement  before  the  commissioners?  and,  if  it  be  his  right,  should, 
or  should  not,  that  statement  be  made  part  of  the  record? 

Which  was  referred  to  the  same  committee. 

Bro.  Caleb  E.  Wilcoxon,  Junior  Grand  Warden,  was  excused  from 
further  attendance  on  the  Grand  Lodge  after  2  o'clock  to-morrow. 

The  first  special  order  —  being  the  report  of  the  special  committee  upon 
the  cases  of  J.  B.  Van  Hagan  and  R.  B.  Moves  —  was  then  taken  up  ;  and, 
after  some  deliberation  thereupon,  on  motion  of  Bro.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  several  proposed  amendments  t<»  th<- 
Constitution,  have  examined  the  same  and  report  as  follows  : —

The  proposition  of  Bro.  John  W.  Harville,  to  amend  Sec.  1,  Art.  IV,  Part  I,  is  in 
effect  to  change  the  time  of  the  Annual  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the 
second  Tuesday  of  August.  This  is  a  question  of  convenience  for  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  decide,  and  is  reported  back  to  it  without  comment. 

The  proposition  of  Bro.  Joshua  H.  Variel,  to  amend  Sec.  2,  Art.  IV,  Part  VI,  is 
in  effect  to  change  the  present  mode  of  constituting  a  commission  to  try  offences,  by 
making  it  the  duty  of  the  Master  to  appoint  the  commissioners,  in  lieu  of  the  present 
troublesome  and  unsatisfactory  process  of  election  b}7the  Lodge.  It  is  believed  that 
the  change  will  be  in  every  way  beneficial,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  proposal 
be  adopted. 

The  proposition  of  Bro.  Josiah  E.  Stevens,  to  amend  Sec.  1,  Art.  IV,  Part  VI,  has 
for  its  object  the  concealment  of  the  name  of  a  brother  who  prefers  charges  against 
another  for  unmasonic  conduct.  Your  committee  think  that  a  Mason  may  at  least  be 
suspected  of  a  lack  of  moral  courage  who  will  care  for  the  benefit  which  such  an 
amendment  would  give  him,  and  they  recommend  that  it  be  not  adopted. 

The  other  proposition  of  Bro.  Josiah  E.  Stevens,  to  amend  Sec.  1,  Art.  V,  Part 
VI,  if  adopted,  would  destroy  the  application  of  the  section,  as  it  now  stands,  to 
Masters  of  Lodges  who  may  be  tried,  which  would  be  wrong.  It  is  therefore  recom- 
mended that  it  be  not  adopted.

The  proposed  amendment  to  Sec.  2,  Art.  IV,  Part  VI,  also  received  the 
constitutional  vote,  and  was  ordered  to  be  published  with  the  proceedings, 
for  final  action  at  the  next  Annual  Communication. 

The  proposed  amendments  to  Sec.  1,  Art.  IV,  Part  VI,  and  to  Sec.  1, 
Art.  V,  Part  IV,  did  not  receive  the  vote  of  a  majority,  as  required  by  the 
Constitution  to  authorize  their  publication,  and  the  report  of  the  committee 
was  thus  concurred  in. 

Bro.  Gilbert  B.  Claiborne,  from  the  same  committee,  presented  the 
following  report : — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  various  questions,  respectfully  report  the 
following  answers  : — 

In  response  to  Bro.  Wiggin,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  that  it  certainly  is 
the  right  of  a  brother  upon  trial  for  unmasonic  conduct,  to  make  a  statement  before 
the  commission  assembled  to  try  him  ;  and  that  such  statement  should  have  its  weight 
before  the  commission  —  though  not  as  great  as  that  of  a  disinterested  brother  —  and 
should  form  part  of  the  record.  The  constitutional  words  requiring  the  Master  to 
"  summon  the  accused  to  appear  and  answer"  should  be  construed  differently  in 
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Masonry  from  what  it  is  in  the  civil  courts,  for  Masonic  law  should  receive  a  more 
liberal  construction. 

In  reply  to  Bro.  Blake,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  it  is  not  necessary 
or  right  to  require  a  member  who  withdraws,  and  afterward  desires  to  affiliate  again 
with  the  same  Lodge,  to  pay  dues  during  the  time  he  was  not  a  member,  in  order  to 
affiliate. 

In  answer  to  Bro.  Locke,  your  committee  cannot  possibly  find  plainer  language 
than  that  contained  in  Sec.  4,  Art.  I,  Part  V,  of  the  Constitution,  to  which  he  is  frater- 
nally referred. 

And  to  the  questions  by  Bro.  Vincent,  the  committee  respond  that  under  our  laws, 
it  is  not  necessar}r,  though  it  would  be  very  proper,  that  every  Mason  should  apply 
for  affiliation  to  the  Lodge  nearest  his  place  of  residence.  It  is  the  right  of  a  Master 
Mason  to  affiliate  where  he  may  choose,  whether  at  the  place  nearest  his  residence 
or  not,  for  our  Constitution  evidently  conveys  this  meaning  in  the  words  "  It  is  the 
duty  of  every  Master  Mason  to  be  a  member  of  some  Lodge." 

The  committee  cheerfully  answer  these  questions  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  but 
they  respectfully  suggest  that  a  little  study  of  our  organic  law,  which  provides  for 
most  conceivable  Masonic  cases  more  fully  than  the  Constitution  of  any  Grand  Lodge 
within  our  knowledge,  would  have  rendered  the  presentation  of  some  of  them 
unnecessary.

the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Con- 
stitution in  the  case  of  the  suspension  of  a  Lodge,  excepting  such  as  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter may  at  any  time  exempt  in  the  exercise  of  his  discretion. 

Resolved,  That  all  the  papers  relative  to  the  arrest  of  the  charter  of  Unity 
Lodge,  No.  130,  be  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  Jurisprudence,  with  instruc- 
tions to  prepare  charges  against  said  Lodge,  and  file  the  same  with  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary, to  the  end  that  the  said  Lodge  ma}T  be  duly  notified,  arraigned,  and  tried 
before  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  Annual  Communication. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in,  and  the  resolutions  were 
adopted. 

Bro.  Gilbert  B.  Claiborne,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence, presented  the  following  report : — 

To  the  3L\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

The  undersigned,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  to  whom  wai 
referred  the  reply  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  circular  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Tennessee,  and  the  circular  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska,  in  regard  to 
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the  present  national  troubles  —  respectfully  submits,  that  perhaps  the  best  report  on 
this  matter  will  be  found  in  the  language  of  a  distinguished  brother,  who  has  said  that 
"  in  such  matters  we  can  only  act  as  individuals,  as  citizens,  and  freemen,  in  seeking  to 
allay  the  strife  and  discord  between  our  brethren,  and  to  avert  the  carnage  which  is 
summoning  our  brethren  to  the  bar  of  God,  by  the  teaching  and  practice  of  the  prin- 
ciples taught  by  the  wise  and  good  men  of  our  Fraternity,  which  are  found  in  the 
arcana  of  Masonry." 

It  has  been  said,  "  All  that  statesmen,  as  such,  have  to  do  with  religion  is  to  be 
themselves  under  its  power  :  all  that  Christians,  as  such,  have  to  do  with  the  State,  is 
to  be  good  citizens."  Let  us,  in  obedience  to  the  teachings  of  Masonry,  stand  in  com- 
pany with  the  statesman  and  the  Christian.

Isaac  S.  Titus,  from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  presented  a 
report  upon  the  memorial  of  Bro.  Addison  Martin,  Past  Grand  Treasurer, 
accompanied  by  a  resolution  authorizing  certain  settlements  as  therein  pro- 
posed ;  which  report  was  concurred  in  and  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

Bro.  Ezra  H.  Van  Decar,  from  the  Committee  on  Charters,  presented 
the  following  report : — 

To  the  M.'.Wr.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  : — 

Your  Committee  on  Charters  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  exam- 
ined the  record-book  and  papers  of  Palmyra  Lodge,  under  dispensation,  located 
at  Upper  Placerville,  in  El  Dorado  County,  and  find  them  to  be  generally  correct; 
the  only  error  worthy  of  especial  notice  being  that,  after  a  commission  had  found  a 
brother  guilty  of  certain  charges  preferred  against  him,  and  had  sentenced  him  to 
be  reprimanded,  as  the  Master  was  about  to  carry  the  judgment  into  effect,  a  motion 
was  made  and  carried  unanimously  that  the  "  reprimand  be  dispensed  with."  This 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Lodge  was  certainly  erroneous,  and  should  not  have  been 
permitted  by  the  Master  ;  as  it  was  his  plain  duty  to  carry  the  judgment  of  the  com- 
missioners into  effect,  unless  an  appeal  was  taken  therefrom.  In  all  other  respects 
your  committee  find  the  transactions  of  the  Lodge  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
our  Constitution,  and  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: —

Bro.  Gilbert  B.  Claiborne,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  pre- 
sented the  following  reports  : — 

To  the  M.'.W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  complaint  of  Eureka  Lodge. 
Xo.  16,  against  a  violation  of  its  rights  by  Natoma  Lodge,  Xo.  64,  consisting  of  the 
reception  and  final  action  upon  of  certain  petitions  from  residents  of  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Lodge  first  named  ;  and  they  deem  it  proper  to  premise  their  report  by  stating 
that  Bro.  E.  H.  Van  Decar,  one  of  this  committee,  being  a  party  connected  with  the 
Lodge  filing  the  complaint,  has  declined  acting  in  the  investigation  of  the  cae 

The  fact  is  now  admitted  as  to  the  residence  of  the  parties.  The  statement  is 
made,  however,  on  behalf  of  Natoma  Lodge,  that,  on  the  reception  of  the  petitions, 
tie  Master  of  that  Lodge,  \>y  inquiry  of  the  petitioners,  satisfied  himself  that  they 
were  eligible.  Your  committee  believe  that  the  right  of  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  a 
Lodge  over  parties  living  nearer  to  its  place  of  meeting  than  to  that  of  any  other 
Lodge  in  the  State,  except  in  towns  or  cities  where  more  than  one  Lodge  exists 
provision  of  the  Constitution  which  must  in  all  cases  be  strictly  observed,  in  order 
that  the  harmony  of  the  Craft  be  not  disturbed.  A  Lodge  should  know  the  exact 
extent  of  its  jurisdiction,  and  not  rely  for  such  information  upon  the  statement  of 
petitioners;  and  if  any  doubt  existed,  certainly  inquiry  should  be  made  of,  and  con- 
sultation had  with  the  neighboring  Lodge  or  Lodges.  In  the  present  case  then 
doubt  of  the  violation  of  the  jurisdictional  rights  of  Eureka  Lodge,  and  your  commit- 
tee therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  Natoma  Lodge,  No.  61,  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  pay  to 
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reka  Lodge,  No.  1G,  all  fees  received  from  Bros.  Perkins  and  White  for  degrees  con- 
ferred upon  them  by  said  Natoma  Lodge.

lb  the  Mr.  W*.  Grand  Lodge  of  California : — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  memorial  from  certain  members  of 
Golden  Gate  Lodge,  No.  30,  located  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  have  carefully 
and  attentively  considered  the  questions  therein  raised,  and  beg  leave  to  report  as 
follows  : — 

It  is  represented  that  at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  said  Lodge,  held  on  the  evening 
of  the  third  day  of  December,  1861,  it  elected  its  officers  for  the  then  ensuing  Masonic 
year.  One  hundred  and  three  members  were  present.  The  officers  were  regularly 
balloted  for,  and  Bro.  Lawrence  C.  Owen,  a  member,  having  received  fifty-two  votes 
for  the  office  of  Master,  that  being  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  of  the  members  present, 
was  declared  by  the  Master  then  presiding  to  be  elected  to  the  said  office  for  the  ensu- 
ing Masonic  year.  A  number  of  brethren  now  remonstrate  against  his  holding  the 
office,  upon  the  ground  that  he  was  illegally  elected. 

We  believe  that  this  is  the  first  case  of  a  contested  election  occurring  in  our  juris- 
diction. The  brethren  remonstrating  declare  that  one  Mason,  who  was  present  and 
voted,  was  an  illegal  voter,  and  this  being  so,  that  Bro.  Owen  did  not  receive  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  of  the  members  present,  as  required  by  the  Constitution,  and  con- 
sequently his  election  is  void.  They  charge  that  a  brother  named  John  Valentine, 
a  so-called  honorary  member,  was  an  illegal  voter,  and  that  he  is  the  Mason  to  whom 
they  refer. 

The  interesting  question  —  which  has,  as  we  believe,  never  been  decided  by  our 
Grand  Lodge  —  what  is  an  honorary  member,  and  what  are  his  privileges?  is  here 
raised.  Membership  in  a  Lodge,  as  declared  in  our  present  Constitution,  may  be 
acquired  in  three  ways  ;  by  having  regularly  received  the  degree  of  Master  Mason 
therein  ;  by  being  duly  elected  for  affiliation  therewith  ;  or  by  having  been  named 
in  a  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge  as  one  of  the  petitioners  therefor.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  in  our  jurisdiction  as  to  the  mode  of  acquiring  membership  at  the  present 
time. 

Honorary  membership,  Bro.  Mackey  declares,  is  quite  a  recent  invention,  and  is 
now  conferred  only  as  a  mark  of  distinction.  We  learn  that  our  own  Washington, 
and,  during  his  revisit  to  our  country  nearly  forty  years  ago,  our  brother  the  Marquis 
de  Lafayette,  had  this  honor  conferred  upon  them.  In  later  days,  Bro.  LeBlanc  le 
Marconnay,  of  France,  was  honored  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  with  the 
rank  of  Senior  Grand  Warden  ;  Bro.  Philip  C.  Tucker,  of  Vermont,  was  honored 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  with  the  rank  of  Past  Grand  Master  ;  and  Bro.  Bobert 
Morris,  of  Kentucky,  at  the  same  time,  by  the  same  body,  with  the  rank  of  Deputy 
Grand  Master  ;  and  we  cite  these  instances  to  show  that  honorary  membership  is  not 
without  distinguished  precedents  in  America.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  defines 
an  honorary  member  to  mean  one  who  is  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  honors 
conferred  by  Lodge  membership,  while  he  is  exempt  from  all  the  requirements  of 
such  Lodge,  as  set  forth  in  its  by-laws;  he  pays  no  dues,  attends  no  summonses, 
except  voluntarily,  etc.  After  this  definition,  it  expresses,  by  resolution,  its  disap- 
proval of  the  practice,  when  such  election  exempts  a  brother  from  all  or  any  of  the 
requirements  of  Masonry  :  and  declares  that  it  should  not  be  conferred,  except  in 
certain  cases,  and  then  only  upon  a  poor  and  meritorious  brother  —  as  for  instance, 
upon  a  Past  Master  who  is  unable  to  pay  dues  in  two  Lodges,  and  whose  services  are 
needed  in  forming  a  new  Lodge  ;  on  old  members  of  dormant  Lodges  whose  names 
are  necessary,  after  their  affiliation  with  other  Lodges,  for  the  purpose  of  reviving 
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the  dormant  one  ;  and  on  Masons  called  by  duty  to  be  absent  in  another  country. 
The  whole  of  the  legislation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  upon  this  subject  seems 
simply  to  tend  toward  charity  —  the  lightening  of  the  burden  of  Masonry  whenever 
it  bears  heavily  upon  the  shoulders  of  an  unfortunate  brother  who  is  too  modest  and 
sensitive  to  admit  his  inability,  either  in  means  or  in  physical  capacity,  to  contribute 
as  he  would  wish  to  the  good  of  the  order. 

The  committee  on  Correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  speak  of  it 
as  a  new  kind  of  membership,  pronounce  it  an  anomaly  in  Masonry,  and  declare  it  to 
be  unsanctioned  by  the  history  of  the  order,  by  its  ancient  rules  and  regulations,  or 
by  healthy  modern  practice. 

These  are  the  opinions  and  decisions  of  those  other  jurisdictions  who  have  spoken 
most  freely  on  the  question.  Let  us  see  how  far  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  has 
gone  over  the  same  way.  Our  committee  on  Correspondence  allude  to  this  subject 
in  their  report  for  18o-3,  and  in  referring  to  the  Virginia  decision,  speak  of  it  only  in 
the  sense  in  which  honorary  membership  confers  worldly  honor  —  that  is  —  in  the 
Masonic  world.  Their  opinion  is  given  in  connection  with  the  cases  of  Bros.  Lafayette 
and  De  Marconnay,  and  they  say  that  the  conferring  of  this  honor  should  not  exempt 
the  recipient  from  his  proper  contributions  to  the  Masonic  craft,  if  his  ability  will  per- 
mit him  to  present  them,  nor  excuse  him  from  any  of  the  requirements  of  Masonry. 
That  committee,  in  presenting  this  upon  the  subject,  in  connection  with  the  names  of 
the  distinguished  brethren  upon  whom  this  membership  was  conferred  as  an  honorary 
rank,  advance  just  the  opinion  which  will  apply  to  the  custom  when  practiced  as  an 
honorary  benefit;  and  with  the  committee  we  see  no  reason  to  differ.  If  a  worthy 
brother  is  made  an  honorary  member  on  account  of  his  misfortunes,  as  in  the  case 
presented  by  the  Virginia  committee  —  a  brother  who  when  in  health  and  prosperity 
attended  its  meetings  punctually,  contributed  to  its  charities,  and  provided  for  the 
wants  of  needy  brethren  —  we  feel  very  sure  that  when  prosperity  again  shines  upon 
his  pathway,  he  will  renew  his  old  habits,  his  ability  only  having  been  held  in  abey- 
ance, but  not  his  will. 

We  go  farther  than  our  committee  on  Correspondence ,  whose  opinions  we  have  been 
considering,  in  expressing  our  own  opinion  on  the  subject,  only  so  far  as  concerns 
our  own  jurisdiction.  A  subordinate  Lodge  may,  for  good  reasons  of  its  own.  release 
a  member  from  the  requirements  which  impose  upon  him  active  duties  and  relieve  him 
from  contributions — say  for  such  reasons  as  the  Virginia  committee  give  :  but  it  can 
not  relieve  itself  from  its  own  responsibility,  assumed  in  bearing  his  name  upon  the 
roll.  The  Lodge  thus  expressing  toward  a  cherished  brother  —  its  member  —  the 
estimation  in  which  he  is  held,  may  call  that  act  by  any  name  it  may  select,  whether 
honorary  or  not,  but  3-our  committee  certainly  think  there  is  nothing  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion which  justifies  such  a  Masonic  title,  and  we  do  not  know  outside  of  it  where  the 
custom  legitimately  originated,  nor  do  we  approve  of  it. 

But  the  question  to  be  decided,  and  of  most  importance  to  the  brethren  of  Golden 
Gate  Lodge  is  whether  Bro.  John  Valentine,  who  voted  at  the  election  for  officers 
in  said  Lodge,  at  its  stated  meeting  in  December  last,  was  a  member  at  that  time. 
We  have  already  said  how  membership  is  to  be  acquired  under  our  present  Constitu- 
tion— by  strict  compliance  with  that  fundamental  law  and  the  by-laws  of  the  subor- 
dinate Lodges,  approved  b}r  the  Grand  Lodge  if  in  communication,  otherwise  by  the 
Grand  Master.  The  brethren  who  sign  the  papers  presented  to  us  in  remonstrance, 
aver  their  belief  that  Bro.  Valentine  cast  his  vote  for  Bro.  Owen  at  the  election 
mentioned.  They  aver  also  that  Bro.  Valentine  did  not  obtain  his  membership  M 
required  by  the  present  Constitution,  and  that  he  had  never  signed  the  by-laws 
required  by  the  uniform  code  adopted  by  Golden  Gate  Lodge,  and  then  in  force  :  all 
of  which  Bro.  Owen  admits. 

There  is  proof  to  show  that  the  Lodge  has  heretofore  always  considered  him  u 
member  ;  that  all  the  brethren,  including  those  who  now  complain,  have  not  only 
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tolerated  but  acted  with  him  ;  and  that  he  has  ever  exercised  all  the  rights  of  mem- 
bership, which  it  seems  have  never  been  questioned,  until  the  election  of  Bro.  Owen. 
His  name  was  returned  in  the  annual  reports  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  several  years 
prior  to  the  occurrence  which  now  brings  his  name  before  us,  as  member  and  honor- 
ary member  so  called  ;  and  dues  were  annually  paid  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  him. 
This  shows  good  faith  at  least,  in  every  point.  It  is  further  in  proof  that  the  brother 
was  considered  a  member,  acted  as  such,  and  exercised  all  the  rights  and  discharged 
all  the  duties  of  a  regular  member,  except  in  so  far  as  the  Lodge  chose  to  release 
him,  as  a  so  called  honorary  member,  long  before  and  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
the  present  Constitution.  The  adoption  of  that  Constitution  deprived  no  Mason  of  a 
right  which  he  was  before  enjoying,  but  it  enumerated  the  duties  of  officers  and 
members  more  clearly,  and  provided  more  definitely  for  that  which  should  occur  in 
the  future. 

The  charge  that  the  brother  has  not  signed  the  by-laws  is  one  that  ought  not  to  be 
made  in  a  well  governed  Lodge  now.  If  he  has  not  done  so,  he  has  certainly  neg- 
lected his  duty,  but  that  neglect  can  not  forfeit  his  membership,  any  more  than 
would  the  neglect  or  violation  of  any  other  provision  which  they  contain,  until  after 
due  trial  for  such  offence,  that  penalty  should  be  incurred  ;  and  this  fact  shows  that 
the  officers  have  been  careless  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  and  that  the  brethren 
themselves  cannot  avoid  a  share  of  the  blame  which  attaches  in  this  case.  We  advise 
the  Masters  of  Lodges  who  have  not  attended  to  this  plain  duty,  to  look  well  to  it. 

The  opinion  of  the  committee  is  that  Bro.  Valentine  was  a  member  of  Golden 
Gate  Lodge,  Xo.  30,  at  the  time  of  the  election  of  officers  held  on  the  3d  day  of 
December,  1861 ;  that  his  vote  was  legal ;  and  that  Bro.  Lawrence  C.  Owen  was  law- 
fully elected  Master  of  the  said  Lodge  at  that  time.

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  two  Lodges  are  both  unrepresented  and 
delinquent  for  dues  to  this  fund  ;  that  seven  are  unrepresented,  but  have  paid  their 
dues;  and  that  seven  have  not  paid,  but  are  represented.  It  will  also  be  seen  that 
one  hundred  and  eight  Lodges,  including  three  under  dispensation,  were  represented 
on  the  first  day  of  the  Communication;  ten  others  on  the  second  day;  five  others 
still,  including  two  under  dispensation,  on  the  third  day ;  and  two  in  addition,  not  until 
the  fourth  day ;  making  in  all,  represented  at  this  convocation,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  Lodges,  out  of  the  one  hundred  and  thirty-four,  including  six  under  dis- 
pensation, now  exisiting  within  the  jurisdiction. 

Your  committee  deem  it  proper  to  add  that  the  representatives  of  seven  of  the 
Lodges  have  received  payment  of  their  traveling  expenses,  and  a  per  diem  for  their 
attendance,  from  another  Masonic  Grand  Body  which  has  just  closed  its  Annual 
Convocation  here ;  and  they  mention  this  for  the  same  reason  that  they  have  thus 
particularly  stated  the  days  on  which  sundry  of  the  Lodges  were  first  represented. 
The  resolution  directing  their  duties  declares  that  delegates  shall  receive  payment 
for  "  their  necessary  traveling  expenses  to  and  from  the  place  of  the  Annual  Com- 
munication," and  that  "  no  delegate  shall  receive  such  payment  who  shall  not  have 
remained  during  the  entire  Communication,  unless  excused  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
whose  Lodge  shall  not  have  paid  its  dues  for  the  current  year."'  It  appears  to  your 
committee  that  no  "necessary  traveling  expenses,"  for  attendance  upon  the  Grand 
Lodge,  have  been  incurred  by  those  whose  expenditures  in  coming  to  and  returning 
from  this  place,  at  this  time,  have  already  been  provided  for  ;  and  that  no  delegate 
who  was  not  here  on  the  first  day  of  this  annual  meeting,  and  who  does  not  remain 
until  the  last,  "  unless  excused  by  the  Grand  Lodge,"  can  be  said  to  have  "  remained 
during  the  entire  Communication."  For  these  leasons,  based  upon  a  plain,  as  well 
as  strict,  construction  of  the  resolution  under  which  they  have  performed  the  duties 
assigned  them,  your  committee,  although  they  have  stated  the  amount  which  would, 
under  other  circumstances,  be  properly  due  to  the  delegate  of  every  represented 
Lodge,  recommend  that  none  be  paid  by  this  Grand  Body  whose  expenses  have 
already  been  provided  for  by  that  recently  in  session,  or  who  were  not  in  attendance 
here  from  the  first  day  of  this  Communication  to  the  last. 

Inasmuch  as  the  extra  levy  of  one  dollar  for  each  member  borne  upon  the  rolls  of 
the  several  Lodges,  has  provided  a  fund  considerably  more  than  is  sufficient  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  delegates  as  proposed  in  the  resolution  of  last  year,  your  com- 
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mittee  suggest  a  reduction  of  that  assessment,  it  being  seen  that  the  contributions 
for  that  fund  amount  to  $5,823,  while  the  payments,  therefrom,  should  all  the  dele- 
gates from  represented  Lodges  be  paid,  amount  only  to  $3,902.  To  that  end  they 
recommend  the  following  resolution  for  adoption  : — 

Resolved,  That,  for  the  year  ending  March  1st,  1863,  there  be  levied  upon  the  sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  in  addition  to  the  dues  prescribed  in  the  Constitution,  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents  for  each  member  borne  upon  their  respective  rolls  at  the  date  of  their 
annual  returns,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  and  in  the  manner  provided  in  certain 
resolutions  relative  to  a  "  Representative  Fund,"  adopted  on  the  sixteenth  day  of 
May,  1861 ;  the  same  being  in  lieu  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  member,  as 
therein  directed.

Bro.  Isaac  S.  Titus,  offered  a  resolution  that  the  subject  of  payment 
of  representatives  be  recommitted  to  the  committee,  with  instructions  to 
report  a  resolution  to  refund  the  dues  received  for  the  "Representative 
Fund  "  to  the  several  Lodges,  and  to  rescind  the  resolution  authorizing 
their  collection;  and 

Bro.  Amasa  W.  Bishop  offered  a  substitute  therefor,  that  the  report 
of  the  committee  be  recommitted  to  them,  with  instructions  to  apportion 
the  surplus  of  the  fund  among  the  several  Lodges  represented: 

Both  which  propositions  were  declared  out  of  order. 

Leave  of  absence,  after  12  o'clock  to-day,  was  granted  to  a  number  of 
brethren. 

Bro.  Gilbert  B.  Claiborne,  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,

To  the  Ms.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :— 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  question  by  Bro.  F.  Fisher 

"  When  a  brother  has  been  initiated,  has  remained  upon  the  roll  of  a  Lodge  as  an 
Entered  Apprentice  over  two  years,  and  has  been  dropped  from  the  roll  under  Gen- 
eral Regulation,  No.  12,  what  action  is  necessary  on  the  part  of  the  Lodge  to  author- 
ize the  conferring  of  the  other  degrees  upon  him':" — respectfully  report  as  follows: 

Where  a  Lodge  has  balloted  for  all  three  degrees  at  the  same  time,  if  no  objection 
is  made,  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  nothing  is  necessary  but  to  require  profi- 
ciency. 
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Where  a  Lodge  ballots  separately  for  each  degree.,  a  clear  ballot  and  proof  of 
proficiency  only  are  necessary. 

The  object  of  the  12th  Regulation  was  not  to  alter  the  status  in  a  Lodge  of  persons 
who  had  been  initiated  or  passed,  but  simply  to  prevent  cumbering  the  rolls  annu- 
ally returned  to  the  Grand  Lodge  with  the  names  of  those  who,  for  two  years  or 
more,  had  remained  Entered  Apprentices  or  Fellow  Crafts.

Afternoon  Session,  I

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  on  at  1  o'clock,  the  M.'.Wr.  N.  Greene 
Curtis,  Past  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

The  W.'.  Humphrey  Griffith,   Grand  Orator,   delivered   the  Annual 
Address  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  follows  : — 

To  The  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master 

and  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  :— 
Again,  mindful  of  the  duty  we  owe  to  our  ancient  and  honorable  order,  we  have 
assembled  to  deliberate  and  act  for  the  good  of  the  craft  :   and.  having  disci 
the  weightier  duties  that  called  us  together,  we  pause  from  our  labors  to  look 
through  the  past,  that  we  may  thereby  gain  wisdom   and  stroiiLrtli   for  the   future. 
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Well  and  proper  is  it  that  we  should  do  so,  for  to  our  hands,  in  part  at  least,  is  com- 
mitted the  prosperity,  the  usefulness,  and  the  honor  of  our  association. 

Far  back  in  the  past,  where  the  moss  of  centuries  clusters  thick  upon  the  pages 
of  history,  Masonry  was.  Its  temples  and  its  columns  were  reared,  its  principles 
taught,  and  its  name  revered,  before  even  History  itself  was  ;  the  dim  light  of  tradi- 
tion alone  can  tell  us  its  origin.  Not  only  ancient  but  honorable  has  been  its  name. 
It  comes  clad  in  the  venerable  garments  of  departed  centuries,  and  crowned  with 
the  favor  and  countenance  of  the  wise  and  good  who  have  gone  before  us  ;  its  great- 
ness in  no  place  stained  with  cruelty  or  blood  ;  its  traditions  so  pure  and  so  truthful 
that  neither  the  most  ardent  or  the  most  scrupulous  of  its  votaries  can  wish  for  their 
change  ;  its  honors  to  be  read  in  enduring  monuments  of  wisdom  and  science,  of 
industry  and  skill,  and  in  the  mouldering  and  stupendous  ruins  of  the  mighty  works 
wrought  by  those  ancient  Masons  who  were  both  operative  and  speculative  ;  its 
moral  benefits  to  be  seen  in  the  well  ordered  lives  and  conduct  of  those  who  are  true 
Masons  at  heart,  as  well  as  in  the  homes  made  bright  and  happy  by  its  influence  ;  its 
kind  and  charitable  dispensations,  falling  on  the  worthy  like  the  gentle  dew  of 
Heaven,  are  seen  and  read  ;<  in  the  trembling  lip  that  fails  to  speak  its  thanks  and 
the  crystal  tear  resting  on  the  eye  of  gratitude."' 

This  history,  these  noble  deeds  and  enduring  works,  all  these  glorious  recollec- 
tions, are  to  be  still  further  perpetuated  and  illustrated  by  us,  if  we  are  true  to 
Masonry  that  was,  and  to  Masonry  that  shall  follow  us.  But  to-day,  I  do  not  desire  to 
content  myself  with  prying  far  back  into  the  mist  of  ages  for  the  antiquity  of  Masonry. 
to  review  its  past  glories,  and  then  urge  upon  all  Masons,  as  the  extent  of  Masonry,  a 
compliance  with  its  rituals,  and  strict  fulfilment  of  the  requirements  of  the  great  law 
of  brotherhood  alone.  These,  my  brethren,  although  obligations  on  us  as  Masons, 
are  not  all  that  we  owe  to  ourselves  or  to  Masonry. 

What,  then,  is  Masonry,  and  what  its  mission  on  earth?  Its  foundation  is  surely 
divine.  No  wisdom,  short  of  that  given  especially  by  Omniscience,  could  have  so 
framed  an  organization  that  it  should  outlive  principalities  and  powers,  and  all  other 
societies  and  associations;  that,  as  century  rolled  after  century,  and  age  and  gener- 
tion  followed  close  upon  age  and  generation,  it  should  but  increase  with  its  age,  and 
strengthen  with  the  lapse  of  time.  All  other  associations,  all  other  monuments  of 
human  skill,  or  wisdom,  or  knowledge,  have  been  transient  and  transitory;  they 
lived  and  they  passed  away ;  the  place  that  once  knew  them  knows  them  no  more ;  but 
Masonry,  in  all  ages,  in  all  climes,  still  the  same,  unchanging  and  unchangeable,  has 
endured  and  pressed  on  to  the  final  fulfilment  of  the  mission  assigned  it  by  God  him- 
self at  its  outset. 

Man,  created  pure,  and  endowed  with  all  the  attributes  necessary  for  his  earthly 
happiness,  had  wandered  from  the  path  of  his  God,  had  violated  his  solemn  ordinan- 
ces, had  brought  sin  and  death  into  the  world.  Yes,  quickly  following  his  disobedi- 
ence, crime  succeeded  crime,  in  still  increasing  magnitude,  until  murder  and  fratricide 
stained  the  world  with  a  brother's  blood :  — the  trail  of  the  serpent  had  passed  over 
all  that  was  pure  and  happy,  and  left  its  blighting,  withering  curse  behind. 

That  man  might  not  be  wholly  lost,  the  bounteous  Father  of  the  Universe  left  him 
still  with  memory  to  recall  the  bright  and  glorious  visions  of  Paradise,  when  he 
walked  in  Eden  with  his  God,  and  inculcated  in  his  mind  living  principles  of  morality 
and  right.  He  taught  him  their  necessities,  their  beauty  and  their  worth,  and  clothed 
them  for  him  in  attractive  hues.  Man  saw  and  hoped.  God  and  His  angels  encour- 
aged the  hope,  and  implanted  in  his  breast  the  love  of  those  principles  of  morality 
and  virtue  which  by  His  grace  and  blessing  have  since  increased  and  flourished,  and 
are  now  the  foundation  of  Masonry  and  the  root  of  all  good. 

As  men  increased  in  knowledge  and  in  social  intercourse,  they  taught  these  prin- 
ciples to  one  another,  and  associated  together  that  they  might  thereby  be  encour. 
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aged  in  the  practice  thereof.  From  this  sprang  societies,  and,  as  time  passed  on,  and 
God  again  communicated  with  His  creatures,  these  associations  took  upon  them 
shape,  until  they  finally  culminated  in  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  that  Fraternity  which 
we  all  revere.  It  however  is  but  the  body,  the  exemplification  of  those  cardinal 
principles.  They  lay  at  the  foundation  of  our  Order,  at  the  foundation  of  religion  ; 
and  without  them,  we  can  neither  be  happy  here,  nor  hope  for  happiness  hereafter. 

These  are  the  teachings  of  Masonry.  Belief  in  the  immortality,  eternity,  and 
goodness  of  God,  and  in  man's  accountability  to  Him.  That  as  God  is  immortal,  so  is 
the  soul  of  man  immortal,  and  that  only  by  strict  adherence  to  the  moral  law  and 
through  the  grace  of  God,  can  he  hope  for  happiness  hereafter.  As  Masons,  in  God 
we  must  put  our  trust,  and  in  one  only  God  believe,  and  have  enduring  faith  in  the 
sacredness  and  divine  inspiration  of  the  Scriptures.  I  care  not  who,  having  passed 
the  outer  door  of  Masonry,  has  witnessed  its  solemn  ceremonial  and  learned  its  hidden 
arcana,  if  his  heart  be  not  enlightened  and  illumined  and  his  action  controlled  by  a  be- 
lief in  these  things,  he  is  not  a  Mason,  neither  indeed  can  he  be. 

These  are  they  which  constitute  Masonry.  Its  forms  and  ceremonies  are  but  the 
symbolic  representatives  of  its  reality,  and  in  a  knowledge  of  their  representation  of 
these  principles  should  all  Masons  be  versed.  Believing  firmly  and  implicitly  in,  and 
ever  having  present  in  our  minds,  the  strict  accountability  we  owe  to  God,  we  will 
necessarily  and  naturally  desire  to  lead  virtuous,  benevolent,  and  upright  lives  ;  and 
as  we  view  His  bounteous  goodness  towards  us,  and  His  abundant  charity  towards 
all  of  our  transgressions,  our  hearts  will  warm  with  brotherly  love  towards  all  man- 
kind ;  and  the  humble  prayer  to  Him,  "  to  forgive  us  oar  trespasses,  as  we  forgive 
those  that  trespass  against  us,"  will  have  a  force,  a  significance,  and  a  pathos  we 
have  never  before  imagined. 

Masonry  has  been  made  the  custodian  of  noble  and  sacred  truths,  and  piously 
have  they  been  transmitted  from  generation  to  generation;  sometimes  recognized 
and  manifest  in  all  their  beauty  and  purity;  and  at  all  times  diffusing  their  benign 
influence  over  its  votaries.  As  we  look  through  the  various  symbols  of  our  Order 
and  at  the  truths  by  them  illustrated,  each  step  in  Masonry  seems  pointed  by  the 
unerring  hand  of  Deity  to  lead  us  on  to  Him.  New  beauties  ever  appear  clustering 
thick  around  us;  the  Order  and  its  ceremonials  clad  in  new  attractions:  and  time 
itself  seems  too  short  to  learn  all  its  delights.  These  foims  and  ceremonial  observ- 
ances, beautiful  and  impressive  even  to  the  uninstructed  Mason,  when  viewed  by 
the  light  of  knowledge,  impress  still  more  upon  our  minds  the  divine  wisdom  which 
inspired  them. 

When,  as  Entered  Apprentices,  we  first  enter  the  Lodge,  we  are  solemnly  taught 
the  inevitabe  punishment  of  sin,  as  well  as  our  own  blind  and  helpless  condition. 
We  learn  to  bow  to  God  in  prayer  in  times  of  trouble  and  trial  and  affliction  —  to 
invoke  His  blessings  upon  all  our  undertakings,  and  ever  remember  our  dependence 
upon  Him.  We  learn  the  necessity  of  a  virtuous  and  upright  life,  and  pure  and  spot- 
less reputation.  We  are  taught  our  duty  to  ourselves  and  to  our  fellow  man. 
Through  the  view  of  the  world  around  us,  our  attention  is  pointed  to  its  great  Ruler 
and  Architect,  and  we  are  instructed  to  have  "  faith  in  Him,  hope  in  immortality,  and 
charity  toward  all  men  ;"  thus  teaching  us  to  live  uprightly  and,  walking  truthfully 
and  with  all  humility  seeking  Divine  aid,  to  so  fashion  our  lives  as,  despite  our  rude 
and  imperfect  state  by  nature,  shall  fit  us  for  a  place  in  the  temple  on  high  —  being 
ever  in  life  full  of  truth,  firm  in  the  right,  prudent,  temperate,  and  just. 

Progressing  in  the  science  as  Fellow  Crafts,  we  still  further  learn  our  dependence 
upon  God,  and  at  all  times  to  think  and  speak  of  Him  with  due  reverence  and  \ 
ation ;  and  also  that,  as  Masons,  we  must  improve  the  talent  intrusted  to  our  keep- 
ing, and  so  cultivate  our  minds  and  understandings  as  to  exalt  our  Maker  in  ennobling 
ourselves. 

As  Master  Masons,  the  full  beauty  of  ancient  Masonry  is  displayed  to  us  in  the 
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most  impressive  lessons.  Here  we  learn  fidelity,  and  pure  and  unfaltering  adherence 
to  truth  ;  that  for  no  temporary  benefit  or  good,  nor  for  safety  from  threatened  harm, 
are  we  to  deviate  from  the  right.  The  neophyte  here  finds  himself  surrounded  by 
the  signs  and  tokens  of  death.  It  is  even  itself  present  with  him,  and  all  its  dread 
paraphernalia  cling  close  to  his  form  and  is  realized  in  his  person.  But  he  aiso  learns 
that,  though  the  "  wicked  for  a  time  prevail,"  the  time  will  come  when  a  just  and 
terrible  punishment  shall  descend  upon  their  guilty  heads.  He  learns  to  look  without 
fear  upon  death  and  the  grave,  for  through  our  mystic  symbols  he  looks  beyond  the 
tomb,  and  sees  the  life  prepared  for  the  just  and  good.  He  has  impressed  upon  him 
anew  and  lastingly  the  immortality  of  the  soul,  and  has  manifested  to  him  the  raising 
and  restoration  of  the  body,  firmly  believing  that,  in  the  great  day  when  the  Builder 
shall  call  for  his  workmen,  it  will  rise  and  be  as  immortal  and  incorruptible  as  his 
soul — a  lesson  and  a  thought  that  fills  our  minds  with  hope  for  the  future  and  an  earnest 
desire  to  fit  ourselves  for  the  glorious  life  opening  before  us  ;  that  in  these  bodies 
made  incorruptible  and  cleansed  from  every  taint  of  sin,  we  shall  meet,  in  that  other 
and  better  world,  the  loved  and  lost  that  have  gone  before  us. 

Well  may  we,  as  Entered  Apprentices,  be  taught  to  preserve  a  purity  of  life  and 
conversation  —  well  as  Fellow  Crafts,  to  revere  God  —  and  well,  as  Master  Masons, 
earnestly  to  search  for  and  piously  preserve  the  ashes  of  our  deceased  brother  :  well 
knowing  that  the  body  we  reverently  lay  in  the  tomb  shall  be  with  us  clothed  again 
with  life,  in  the  day  when  mortality  shall  put  on  immortality,  and  corruption  shall 
have  put  on  incorruption. 

These  are  the  teachings  of  Masonry  brought  to  our  view  by  symbolic  emblems 

expressive  of  them  all ;  every  sign  and  symbol,  each  word  and  token,  conveying 

.  some  moral,  some  divine  teaching  filled  with  the  precepts  of  virtue.    To  be  a  Mason 

at  heart  is  indeed  to  be  a  good  man  and  true,  renouncing  all  false  gods  and  all 

infidelity. 

This  being  the  end  and  mission  of  Masonry  —  to  inculcate  these  teachings  —  how 
manifest  the  wisdom  that  established  it,  that  thereby  truths  and  historical  lessons 
might  point  the  mind  to  the  real  aim  of  life,  and  impress  upon  it,  through  signs  and 
mysteries,  the  great  teachings  of  Freemasonry,  which  are  the  teachings  of  the  Holy 
Bible  —  the  eternity  and  self-existence  of  God  —  His  omniscience  and  omnipotence  — 
and  the  rich  honors  laid  up  by  Ilim  for  the  Mason  in  truth.  Masonry  teaches  all  this, 
and  her  teachings  are  true,  for  they  are  drawn  from  the  fountain  of  truth  —  the  Word 
of  God  itself. 

Thus  before  us  stands  our  Masonic  edifice  in  all  its  simple  grandeur  and  greatness  ; 
worthy  of  its  Maker,  God,  worthy  of  its  great  exemplars,  Solomon,  Hiram  of  Tyre, 
and  Hiram  the  widow's  son,  as  well  as  of  the  love  and  adoration  of  its  votaries  to  the 
latest  day.  Fit  is  it  that  its  mission  should  be  the  noblest  ever  intrusted  to  merely 
human  hands  —  to  relieve  the  widow,  the  poor,  and  the  fatherless  —  to  bind  up  the 
wounds  of  the  sore  and  the  sick  —  to  pour  the  oil  of  consolation  upon  the  bruised  and 
weary  spirit  —  and,  after  making  man  happier  here,  to  point  him  to  a  bright  and 
shining  home  on  high. 

The  material  Temple  built  by  Solomon  and  the  Craft  at  Jerusalem  fell  under  the 
attacks  of  its  foes.  The  second  temple,  rebuilt  by  the  Craft,  has  long  since  passed 
away,  and  even  the  foundation  stones  thereof  cannot  be  found.  But  our  Masonic 
Temple  is  but  approaching  its  completion  —  its  foundation  laid  broad  and  deep  in  the 
belief  in  Deity  —  its  columns  each  inscribed  with  a  virtue  that  surpasses  the  other  — 
its  towers  reaching  to  heaven — its  ample  space  filled  with  goodness,  with  purity,  and 
with  truth.  Brotherly  love  pervades  its  worshipers,  and  that  divine  charity,  which 
ever  aids  the  erring  to  return,  and  forgives  the  contrite  and  repentant,  breathes 
through  all  its  votaries. 

Grand  and  majestic  Temple  !  When  its  fires  were  dimmed  and  its  altars  well  nigh 
overthrown,  its  enemies   knew  that  its  God  still  lived,  for  they  could  ever  read 
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inscribed  on  its  pediment,  "The  soul  is  immortal/'  Imbue  yourselves  then,  my 
brethren,  with  its  sacred  enthusiasm;  elevate  your  minds  to  its  majestic  heights: 
open  your  souls  to  receive  its  divine  light,  that  it  may  illumine  your  pathway  on  to 
God  ;  for  the  day  will  come  when  the  gavel  shall  sound  in  the  heavens,  calling  the 
craftsmen  from  the  long  slumber  of  the  grave  to  the  joy  of  the  heavenly  Lodge, 
where  our  Grand  Master  shall  be  the  mighty  God,  our  Lodge  room  the  Heaven  of 
Heavens,  and  our  brethren  beatified  spirits  of  just  men  made  perfect.  Then  shall 
true  Masons  meet  in  that  glorious  home  and  holy  brotherhood,  to  enjoy  forever  the 
benefits  of  the  lessons  we  here  learned. 

Hail,  then,  Masonry  !  Co-laborer,  handmaid,  sister  of  religion.  Glorious  was  thy 
history  when  Solomon  ruled  the  Craft  at  Jerusalem  ;  but  more  glorious  thy  triumph 
when  the  first  temple  shall  be  forgotten  in  the  greatness  of  the  Eternal  One,  and 
when  the  vast  concourse  of  the  good  shall  assemble  around  thy  everlasting  altar  set 
high  in  the  heavens  ;  and,  bowing  themselves,  worship,  saying  "He  is  good,  for  His 
mercy  endureth  forever."' 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Charles  Marsh,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  tendered  to  the  Grand  Orator 
for  his  impressive  and  interesting  address  ;  and  that  the  same  be  printed  with  the 
proceedings  of  this  Communication.

M.\  W.\  Sir  and  Brother  : 

At  our  last  Annual  Communication,  when  the  brethren,  at  your  own  earnest 
solicitation,  had  reluctantly  consented  to  excuse  you  from  the  burdens  and  cares  of 
the  high  official  position  which  you  had,  for  four  years,  filled  most  honorabty  to  your- 
self and  most  acceptably  to  the  Craft,  and  you  had  just  laid  off  the  insignia  of 
authority,  this  Grand  Body — mindful  that,  during  all  the  years  of  your  Grand  Master- 
ship, the  brethren  had  dwelt  together  in  unity,  that  they  had  been  happy  and 
prosperous,  and  that  their  prosperity  and  unanimity  were  due  in  great  measure  to 
you  as  a  wise  and  careful  ruler,  and  that  you  had  been  ever  prompt  and  faithful  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  your  exalted  position  —  desired  to  perpetuate  the 
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recollection  of  the  very  pleasant  relations  that  had  so  long  continued,  and  to  express 
in  some  enduring  and  appropriate  form  its  appreciatiou  of  the  services  you  had  so 
faithfully  rendered. 

To  that  end  it  directed  that  your  portrait  be  hung,,  as  you  now  see  it,  in  the  hall 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  compliment  not  before  paid  to  any  Grand  Master  in  this  juris- 
diction ;  and  it  further  appropriated  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose 
of  procuring,  under  the  supervision  of  its  elective  Grand  Officers,  some  suitable  tes- 
timonial to  be  presented  to  you  at  this  time.  A  dinner  service  of  silver  was  selected 
as  the  most  appropriate  and  most  acceptable  testimonial.  For  the  beauty  of  its 
design  we  are  indebted  to  the  excellent  taste  and  judgment  of  our  very  worshipful 
Grand  Secretaiw,  to  whose  supervision  the  work  was  entrusted  ;  and  for  the  elegance 
and  skill  displayed  in  its  execution  we  are  indebted  to  the  labors  of  California  artizans 
alone.  Upon  its  principal  piece  you  will  find  inscribed  these  words:  ,;  To  the 
M.'.W.-JS.  Greene  Curtis,  Past  Grand  Master,  this,  with  twenty-two  accompanying 
pieces  of  plate,  was  presented  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  F.  and  A.  M.,  of  California,  at 
its  communication  in  May,  A.  L.  5862,  as  a  token  of  its  high  appreciation  of  his  faith- 
ful services  as  its  Grand  Master,  during  the  four  years  from  May,  1857,  to  May,  1861." 
And  now,  M.'.W.:  Sir  and  Brother,  I  present  the  testimonial  to  you  in  the  name  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  and  on  behalf  of  the  Masons  of  California.  You  will  receive  and 
keep  it  as  a  token  of  the  abiding  love  of  all  your  brethren  for  yourself  as  a  man  and 
Mason,  as  well  as  of  their  grateful  appreciation  of  your  past  services ;  and  I  esteem 
myself  most  fortunate  that  my  first  official  act  should  be  to  aid  in  doing  honor  to  one 
whom  his  brethren  have  ever  delighted  to  honor  —  who  holds  and  will  ever  hold  the 
very  highest  place  in  their  confidence,  their  respect,  and  their  affection. 

Past  Grand  Master  Curtis  responded  to  the  remarks  of  the  Grand 
Master  in  words  which  few,  more  eloquently  than  himself,  can  use,  warmly 
and  feelingly  expressing  his  appreciation  of  the  compliment  thus  paid  him, 
and  touchingly  alluding  to  the  kindly  and  brotherly  relations  which  had 
ever  existed  between  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  himself. 

The  business  being  all  completed,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  was 
closed  in  g^mpk  ^orm.

CONSTITUTION    OF    THE    GRAND    LODGE, 

To  be  Finally  Acted  upon  in  May,  A.  L.  5863. 


1.  To  strike  out  the  word  "  May  '■'  in  the  third  line  of  Sec.  1.  Art.  IV,  Part  I,  and 
'nsert  instead  thereof  the  word  "  October  ,: :  so  that  that  section  will  read  as  fol- 
lows : — 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  hold  its  Annual  Communications  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  regular  business,  at  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  commencing  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  October,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

2.  To  strike  out,  in  the  second  and  third  lines  of  Sec.  2,  Art.  IV,  Part  VI.  the 
words  "  by  due  notification,  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  his  Lodge,  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable, and  there  cause  to  be  elected,  by  ballot,  and  by  a  majority  of  those  present." 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "  to  appoint "  :  so  that  that  section  will  read  as 
follows : — 

Section  2.  Upon  the  presentation  of  such  charges,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Master  to  appoint  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  nine  of  its  members,  who  shall 
assemble  as  Commissioners,  to  hear  and  determine  thereupon,  at  such  time  and 
place,  convenient  to  the  parties,  as  he  shall  indicate  ;  and  he  shall  also  summon  the 
accused  to  appear  and  answer  thereunto  at  such  time  and  place  ;  and  shall,  at  the 
same  time,  cause  the  Secretary  to  furnish  him  with  a  copy  of  the  charges,  and  to 
notify  the  accuser  of  the  said  time  and  place  of  trial.
